the contrary, an historic continuation to the present 
time, of the descendants from such a line, must awa- 
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ken the generous mind to imitate the glorious examples 
oftheir great progenitors, and under that stimulus cre- 
ate a veneration for the blood that pervades their veins, 
with an earnest desire 1o deserve so well of their Sove- 
reign and oftheir Country, as to afford both a welcome 
opportunity to revive and recognize the honours of an 
ancient house, or confer new ones, as it were, to recom- 
pense the achievements of a Nelson, a St. Vincent, or 
an Abercrombie. 

To your Majesty, therefore, as the fountain of 
all honour, under whose happy reign we are enjoying 
so many blessings (when surrounding Nations are con- 
vulsed or overturned); whose parental care has ever ex-

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In the fevcral publications which have hitherto been made of 
Extinct Peerages, the enumeration of the titles, with the fucccffion 
of perfous and of families, has been the chief point of information con- 
tained in them. It muff therefore be clearly evident to the reflc&ing 
and contemplative mind, that a little further account of such illuftrious 
chara&crs as many of our early nobility were, is not only much 
wanted, and definable, but is of as much fatisfa&ion to perufe as 
their mere names. For what avails it being told, that Csefar, Pompcy, 
and Lucullus, or that Brutus and Caffius lived, unlefs we are at the 
fame time made acquainted with the reafon of their names being at 
hll worth the recording. If they were celebrated or confpicuous for 
any glorious a&ion ; for their talents, their birth, or their rank in 
the commonwealth, it confequently follows, the Roman who coufd 
derive himfelf from fuch blood, had an honour to boaft, and a lineage 
to be proud of. Shall it then in the prefent day be faid, it is a matter 
of little confcquencc who our anceftors were ; that the name, and not 
the merit is fufficient ? If fei, why Ihould we hold dear the memory 
of a Sidney, or a Ruffe 1 ? It might be enough, that poftcrity Ihould 
learn that fuch men lived ; but that they died, is the mod material 
part to be handed down ; for, although their lives were honourable, 
their death?, and the caufe thereof, were more fo.

“ Scarce can thofe deeds of fame, be call'd our own. 

Which by our fires, and not ourfelves were done." 

Such indeed were the words of Ajax, when contending with Ulyfles 
for the armour of Achilles ; and well might they be applied when 
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the p«fpoif ? #8|;to draw attention to himfeif on account of the fcril- 
•a6tk>n he 'b^d fo lately performed. Yet were the literal force of 
b^ for one moment allowed in a general fenfe, where 
tbe fd^hdation of hereditary honours ? If dignities to defeend 
in blood conferred as a reward for meritorious fervices, it is that 
the fuccceding reprefentatives of the perl'on ennobled may convey to 
pofterity a proof of their country’s gratitude, their fovereign’s favour, 
their forefather’s worth, and the duty incumbent on themfelves not 
to debafe their defeent by their own degeneracy. But after all, when 
the linea rc£ta fails, and the title becomes extinct, the whole is the 
lame as if it never had taken place. And were it not for an hiftoirian 
at lome time to record, and difpofitions to explore the annals of anti- 
quity at other times, the moft interefting parts of general hiftory 
would be enveloped in a perfect chaos of oblivion and obfeurity. 

Memoirs of eminent men may be confidered as materials effential 
to the compofition of hiftory ; affording not only a pleafing amufe- 
ment, but the moft inftructive leffons. No ftudy can be, perhaps, 
better adapted to imprefs on the minds of youth an early love of 
virtue, and a defirc of being ufcful to mankind in general, or devoting 
themfelves particularly to the fcrvice of their country; for, whilft 
contemplating the characters and actions of the fage legiflator, the dif* 
intcrcftcd patriot, the intrepid w arrior, the perfuafive orator, or the deep 
philofophcr, the generous fpark kindles with fy mpathetic emulation, 
and burns to feck an opportunity of imitating examples fo illuftrious* 
No nation has produced greater men, perhaps, than our own, efpe- 
cially in point of prowefs and of patriotifm : to the firft, the chronicles 
of Kurope, Afia, Africa, and America, bear ample teftimony ; and the 
effects of the latter are enjoyed at this day in the prefervation of our 
excellent conftitution. 

Of thefc generous patriots, not the Icaft diftinguifhed were the 
ancient Barons, and our early Nobility ; who, although they derived 
their honours from the crown, and were often indebted to the muni- 
ficence of the king for their pofteffions, yet, generally fpeaking, neither 
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profit or honour could tempt there, to betray the intereft of themfelves 
or pofterity : but when neccffity required it, they ftridty, Readily, and 
boldly oppofed every infringement upon the rights and liberties of the 
Subject, even when attended with the lofs of their eftates and lives. 
But although fome fell victims to defpotifm and arbitrary power, 
others were found to carry on the glorious c&use, which terminated 
moil frequently in punifhing the authors of their grievances, and 
ftrengthening the liberty of the Subject. Our hiftory affords many 
inftances of this kind ; but none more (hiking than the contention 
between the Barons and king John, which produced the celebrated 
Magna Charta, confidcred the palladium of the Britilh conftitution. 
To endeavour to preferve the characters of perfons of fuch high merit, 
and to whom we lie under fo great an obligation, is not only an ad 
of gratitude, but a pleafingly generous talk; particularly fo far as 
relates to fuch noble families as are now reputed extind, and form the 
objed of this work. 

It is not, however, intended, from thefe obfervations, to write a 
diftind hiftory of the life of every individual who has been elevated 
to a title; it is only in view curforily to recite any peculiar adion by 
which he obtained celebrity, or his fucceffors adorned the coronet, or 
rofc in fame; and whilft prolixity of narration is avoided, every endea- 
vour is made to render the information given, of fuch a nature, as in 
general may prove acceptable and interefting. As many ancient titles 
originally were created by writ ot fummons to parliament, thereby 
becoming dependable to heirs general in fee, it is particularly meant 
in the following pages to pay attention to tbofe breaks in defeent, at 
which fuch titles of right appertained to female branches, although 
very frequently they continued to be u(ed by the heir in the male 
line ; and cfpecially w hen fuch male line had been railed to an higher 
degree of peerage, and had obtained an entail of the new dignity 
“ Sibi et hasredibus fuis mafeulis.” Hence, when the laft created 
title (in which, pro tempore, were abforbed the others), has become 
extind, the baronies fo merged have too oftenly been fet down in the 
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(a me way, whilft, in fa cl, they are only dormant, until the female 
heir, if a l'olc one, may think proper to aflert a claim,; or otherwife 
are remaining in abeyance, waiting the determination thereof by 
application of lo me party or other to his majefty’s grace for that pur- 
pole. It., however, not infrequently occurs, that younger brothers, 
.ir.d female branches through their alliances, in a very (hurt revolvement 
of time fall into decay; their fortunes and fiftuations in the world be- 
coming very inferior to their primaeval fetting out in life; when 
i lighted or fpurned by their more exalted relations, they pine in ob- 
icuriiy, thus fubmitting, through neceffity, to the very common 
reputation of their own extinction. Wherefore itfometimes falls - out, 
that a t the time of becoming abfolutcly the next heir to an old title, 
ignorance and poverty have contributed to render the party totally 
unaware of its fucceffional rights. To this point many inftanccs 
might be adduced. That of Dc Courcy is a well-known lfory; who 
at the period of being the next heir to the Kinfalc barony, was in 
fome very low employ in one of the royal dock yards ; and one of the 
lords Hunfdon was an apprentice to a Weaver when he became the 
next heir to that title. Should remotenefs of confanguinity be then 
contemned ? or is the rcfcarch after the reprefentatives of our family 
di (graceful ; bccaufe a few may be found in ftations and conditions 
not equally profperous with thofe of their more fortunate and exalted 
kindred ? 

Wherefore every endeavour has been ufed to make as full as poflible 
the account of the male and female defeents, about the time at 
at which. moft of the titles deemed extinft have been ufually reprefented 
as fucb, in order that families, who may be inclined to trace back 
their ancefiry, may have an opportunity of comparing their own rc~ 
fcarches with thofe ftatements and genealogical dcduccments made 
in this work. 

Titles, it is well known, had their origin from tenure or preferip- 
tion ; creation, by writ of fummons to parliament, or from letters 
patent. Thofe of the firlt head, had their termination for the moft 
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part towards the latter end of the reign of Henry III. when the ulti- 
timate fuccefs of the king’s arms determined very much to the ad- 
vantage of the crown. As after the defeat of the Barons at Evclham, it 
is faid to have been enaded, that no Baron {hould come to parliament 
unlefs fummoned by particular writ ; from whence it was pretended, 
that the right of who were, or who were not, to be reckoned “ Inter 
barones majores,” was left ablolutely in the power of the crown. But 
the kings, fucceflors to Henry III. carried it yet further; explaining 
it by the charter of king John, and claiming a power to liimmons 
” ad arbitrium,” any tenant “per baroniam," without being obliged 
by law to fummon him to any future parliament. And accordingly 
the writ contains no words in it, by which it was then underftood 
that the perfon fummoned was created a parliamentary baron for life, 
and much lefs to him and his heirs, as a recurrence to the words ot the 
writ itfclf will fhew.

It has been Sir Edward Coke’s opinion, that a peerage to a man 
and bis heirs, was gained on his being fummoned by this writ, and 
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appearing in obedience to it. Conformable to which dodrine have 
been moll of the decifions of claims to baronies thus originating, and 
termed Baronies in Fee. And in conformity to the fame dodrine, we 
will now treat on l'uch arguments as have been urged where the claim 
has arifen to a barony of this nature, fallen into abeyance between 
two or more female coheirs by reafon of the failure of male iffue, 

ABEYANCE. 

Abevakce is an heraldic term, commonly made ufc of to exprefs 
the inheritance of a title in fee having become veiled in more than 
one female heir ; the fame as coparcenary, at common law, applies to 
the coequal right to lands where a perfon dies leaving no male iffue, 
but feveral daughters, who are then denominated coheirs or coparce- 
ners, as one having no greater claim than the other. 

In this realm, all earldoms and baronies before the Norman con- 
quclt were inheritances in fee fimple, and defeended to females as well 
as males : the Conqueror at his entry fuffered them to remain as he 
found them, the dignity infeparably abiding with the fee. Earls 
and barons were many years before parliaments, in fuch order as is 
now obferved, of three cilates ; firft induced, according to common 
opinion, by Henry III. They err, therefore, who affert parliaments 
were the firft makers of barons, as barons were rather the firft makers 
of parliaments. But true it is, the change of form and perfedion of 
parliament, became completed in the time of Henry III.; for, in 
bis days almoft all the ancient barons were walled and cqnfumed ; 
partly by being tranllated and advanced into higher degrees, and 
partly, and cfpecially, by the wars about the 49th of his reign. So 
by decay of old, and by plenty of new creations, the writs of fummons 
grew to be a precedent of creation ; and becaufe in the writ implica- 
tive, there palleth an inheritance to the party to whom it is direded, 
the fame is to be intended a fee fimple, unlefs the words are the fame 

force to the contrary ; and therefore the dignity collated by writ 
for default of males, paffeth to females as fee fimple inheritances do; 
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Hence it is evident, that all abeyances can only be of titles having 
their origin from fuch a fource. But it is worthy of remark, that in 
former times, when there happened to be no male heir, and there 
were fevcral females, the hufband of the eldefl female was moft ufually 
fummoned to parliament jure uxoris. Yet at thefe latter days the 
pradice has differed; for the hufband has feldom if ever been fum- 
moned, but his iffue has fucceedcd to the honour jure matris. 

Yet the precedents of earlier times were raoft probably guided by 
the cuftora of England ; as few female heirs then exifted who were not 
poffeffed of the lands cotifituting the barony : whereas the title is now 
more apt to be an empty name ; fo neither occupancy nor tcnantcy by 
the courtefy can be of an honour. In Coke's Inftitutes it is exprefsly 
faid, “ if the party cannot be feifed, be cannot be tenant by the courtefy." 
Thus the variation between ancient and modern rule may be ac- 
counted for. There is a point yet further of importance to eonfider; 
namely, that many noblemen in the enumeration of their honours, yet 
retain fome, which have long fince been out of their families; and 
their continuing fo to do without interruption from the parties who 
might call in queftion fuch affumption, has given occafion for feveral 
cafes being cited, as examples of inferior titles being attracted to, and 
abfolutely extinguifhed in thofe of a fuperior degree. But very 
poffibly fuch filence countenancing, as it were, the truth of fuch a 
poiition, has more frequently arifen from the baronies in fee falling 
among coheirs; and thofe may be matched into great families, who 
having higher rank in their own fucceffion, have never thought it 
worth while to interpofe a claim to a minor ftatc : or it may have 
occurred from the real difknowledgc, that they were feparable one 
from the other. Yet it is an object of much intereft to every noble 
peer, to know the exad nature of the titles he either holds, or claims 
to hold ; infomuch as from the want of attention to fo material a cir- 
cumftance, a collateral male heir fometimes runs away with the better 
right of a female heir general : the printed peerages are full of in- 
ftances of this kind; wherefore a few obfervations upon the fubjeft, 
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may not be amifs, and' not uhentertainingj orunufeful to the 
reader. u •••: <. '•••■'■>&(■* '• • ff ■ < , ■ 

It appears by ail*' precedents fince^hereditary" bonders < were fixed, 
that he who was once fummoned to pariiambnt, was ereded and 
created a pecf ; Which hereditament’ having no limitation, was in fee 
fimp)e< . Therefore he that 1 affirms an Barldom limited to heirs male 
fhall involve a barony in fee, mud at the fame time affirm itism the 
king’s power to extinguifttf any grant of his prcdeccflfors : andhoW fafe 
then moft honours in England will be, : any man may judge. This will 
appear if a- man poflefied of a barony in tee, and hath one daughter, 
the king crates him an earl, to him and his heirs male ; for want of 
fuch iflue to his brother, fhall* this daughter be barred of * the barony 
fire would have had, becaufe her father was made an earl? But tup- 
pofc the carldohl, for want of heirs male, be entailed quite to another 
family, as there are frequent precedents, fiiall the barony then attend 
the earldom? If fo, then he is the baron who is not of the blood. If 
not, then the honours are fevered. If it is to be regulated by the rule 
of eftates, the rule of eftates is in law, that an eftate tail can never 
drown a fee ; for that, as it would be repugnant to law, it would be 
fo . to common rcafon, that a matter of a lefief proportion ihouid ex* 
tinguiih a greater. Then the ground of this muft be wrought by fome 
other means, as by the king's letters patent; and the operation of this 
ntufi be by his letters patent. But the king cannot change the de- 
feent of an acre of land. He cannot make either gavel-kind or 
borough* Engliffi defcendible to the eldcft ; and (hall the patent bf an 
earldom change the defeent of a barony ? If the change of the defeent 
of a barony be wrought by the acceliionof an earldom in tail, it mtfft 
either be by the? ad of the party or operation of law; By tbe ad of 
the fp&rty it cannot bet for the king cannot do it. By Operation Of 
law ft cannot be: ftstoteiaw is not’prlte tided, common law, of euf- 
tom, it cannot tbev By the cuftom of England, baronies' defeend to 
heirs ‘female - as Welt . as to males. . But as one precedent upon debate 
is. worth twontypalfed itt tileries it may be fuffiefent to obferve, that 
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iheweiglifcbfi. theft argument* is folly fuppQrted by the adjudications 
ipade in the Roos» Oxford, and Kent cafes. In the Kent cafe, as alfo 
tbat of Fitz- Walter, a queftionof pofleffio fratris occurred, founded 
on the claim of the half bipod; and as a decifion took place on that 
'point, it may not be ami&‘ briefly to recur to the nature thereof, and 
foew thediftin&ion between a poffeffio fmtris, as relating to property, 
and to an honour. ?. 

, Where a man muft convey hit? tide, to an inheritance af heir to 
him that was laft actually feifed, the halfblood is a dear bar and impe- 
diment, as in cafe of lands, tenements, feigmoriet, and other foch like 
hereditaments ; and this is the reafon of the rule of pofleffio fratris. 
For if theftdeft brother by the firft venttr be once feifed, the younger 
brother by the fecond venter, who is bufr of the half bloody can never 
make himftlf heir to bis ddeft brother, who was lalt feifed; therefore 
of neccffity his filler of the, firft yenter, who can make herfelf heir 
to the elder brother who was laft feifed, muft inherit ; for, “ Pofleffio 
fratris de feodafimplici facit fororemefle haeredem.” But if the eldeft 
brother be never feifed, then the younger brother bath it as heir to his 
father, who was laft ijeifcd: for he is of the whole blood to his father, 
and his After is exduded ; for Hie is.haeres fada, only by the poflkffion 
and acquifition of her. brother. But the brother by the fecond venter 
ii baeres natus. , i . ; 

But where; an acquifition and pofleffion is not requifite, but the 
blood is tbe main matter that makes the title, the half blood lhall ne- 
ver be barred!: ; for if he be of the whde blood to him that is the firft 
Contain, that is enough. He lhall receive no bar after in the ftream ; 
therefore mail cafes where it refts upon the halfblood, the fame lhall 
take it, For he who claims the honour, muft make himfdf heir to 
him in wham the honour firft began, and not make his title to 
him who was laft feifed of the honour : for IhoUid be do fo k the pre- 
cedency in honour would be loft. For the rule of precedency is, that 
he> lhall always take his place according' to his claim; which if -it 
flbould she from hinrwho was laft foiled^ the ptrifiic baron,, in rime, 
• • i ; ba would 
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would be preferred before the ancienteft ; therefore he tbatis but of 
the half blood to him that was lad feifed : yetdf he be of the whole 
blood to him in whom the honour began^ is well inheritable ; for 
honour being inherent in the blood, there can never' be any greater 
poffeffion of an honour than that which defcends, as there may be of 
other inheritances. For this caufe there lies noa&ioa anceftrat of an 
honour ; for as to poffeffion, a man is as much in poffeffion of an 'ho- 
nour before he is called my lord as after. Secondly the title of every 
barony mud be by record. Baron or no baron mud be tried by 
record, Co. Lit. B. 57, earl of .Rutland’s cafe. So that whofoever 
mud make his title to a barony mud refort to the record, beginning 
his title from thence ; and fo confequently baud make hirafeif heir to 
the perfon fird ennobled by that record. This is the reafon there can 
be no poffeffio fratris of an honour; for this caufe there can be no 
collateral, defcent, but only in lined re-fla. Upon this ground honours 
cannot be cut off by fine and recovery ; for then the very fird confe- 
deration they are built upon will be lod, which was the inducement 
that made their lordfhips, in 1640, in the cafe of the earl of Kent, 
refolve, “ that no peer in England can drown or extinguifh his 
honour, either by furrender, grant or fine, or bjPany other conveyance 
to the king, or alien it to a common perfon.” One thing more is 
worth obferving, in refpect to titles having their creation founded on 
a writ of fummons to parliament, that whofoever will perule the 
fummons to parliament in ancient times, fball find Barons divers times 
fummoned, whole poderity were never fummoned after ; and yet their 
male line continued, and fome may be to this day, without either 
attainder or other fra&ion. By which it would feera, that in all 
times die kings of the land did not hold themfelves bounden to call 
die ion after the father’s death ; which, if a cal! by writ, is a date in 
fee:'fuch fon might juftly have made claim, and challenged the right, 
and the poderity of him might do the fame now. But the reafon of 
this omiffion on the part of die kings in theft days, was not fo much 
arifing from the power veded to fommons whom they thought pro- 
per, 
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per/ of firomthedifputes and^cdntentions which' wert then often 
taking place between them arid their batons ; and thore fubfequently 
from the alternate execcife of the fovereignty by the houfes of York 
and Lancafter, when the partifimsof the prevailing party were favour- 
ed# fund their opponents pafled over; who moft, likely, if of moderate 
principles, rather preferred to be overlooked, than to attempt to affcrt 
a right which might only have cxpofcd them the more to danger 
in, their periods, and to confifcarion in their property. This feems in 
feme way corroborated from the cafe of Sir Richard Chetwode, knight, 
claiming the barony of Wodehull, temp. James I. "His petition was 
referred to the houfe of Lords m a committee ; who returned the fol- 
lowing certificate. 

“ According to your majefty’s dire&ion, we have met and confi- 
" dercd the petition of Sir Richard Chetwode, and find that the peri- 
“ turn is true. And that before any ufual calling of Barons by writ, 
“ his anceftors were Barons in their own right ; and were fummoned 
“ to ferve the kings in their wars, with other Barons, and were alfo 
“ fummoned to parliament. And we conceive the dtfcont'muancc 
“ to have arifen from^he lords of the honour dying atone year of 
“ age, and the troubles of the time enfuing. But ftill the title of baron 
“ was allowed in all the reigns by conveyances of their eftates, and 
“ by pardon of alienation from the crown by the king’s own officers, 
“ and £.g per annum, being the ancient fee for the caftle guard of 
“ Rockingham, was conftantly paid, and is paid to this day: fo that 
“ though there bos been a difufe , yet the right fo fully appearing, 
“ which cannot diet we have not feen nor heard of any one fo much 
“ to be regarded in grace, and in confederation of fo many knights 
“ fees held from the very time of the conqueft, and by him held at 
“ this day ; and a pedigree, both on the father and mother’s fide, 
“ proved by authentic records from the rime of the Conqueror ^ which

It is, however, to be known, -that the inferior dignity of peers, 
called barbtis, was anciently no ’more than barons by tenure; that is, 
the king's principal tenants ot freeholders, who holding of him in 
dapite by barony, were called his Barones Majores, having their titles 
ufiially from their principal feats, or heads of their baronies ; as others 
Whb held of hitn in capite by military fervice, were called his Barones 
Mlhofes, ahd had their feats in parliament accordingly; with this 
difference, that the firft had fummons by feverai Writs, and the other 
by <JBe’ general fummons only, from the fheriffs of each refpeftive 
County, and came to parliament no longer than the 48th of Henry III. 
when thO barOAs being prevalent, and having the king their prifbner, 
lflucd writs in his name to fummon only the Barones Majores, which 
were of their own party, and the like precepts to the fheriffs of each 
county, to caufe two knights in every fhire, and one or two burgeffes 
for each borough, to reprefent the body of the, people. Which rational 
method for preventing of danger, being then adopted, has continued 
the practice of the kingdom ever fince. 

But in moft mftances, of a difcontinuance, it will be found that the 
leaft confiderable of the barons were always the fubjeft of it : for 
there is no inftance of any earls being ever omitted, nor indeed of any 
very confiderable baron. Yet there are cafes wherein the parties 
themfclves were their own felf-afting caufe; as in the one of Henry 
Fienes, fon and heir of William lord Say and Scle, flain at the battle 
of Barnet, temp. Edward IV. who, though he ufed the flyle of lord 
Say and Sele, never had fummons to parliament, nor his fucceflbrs for 
divers defcents ; the baroriy having been fufptndrd by the mortgage 
of the gre&teft part of the lands that cdtapo'cd it.* Now, if it be 
admitted for truth, that the direction of a writ of fummons to any 
perfon creates him a peer to him and Ms heirs, it follows, that every 

perfon 
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perfontowhom fuch a writ Was ever deeded waff thereby created a 
baron to him and to: bis heirs, who coaft^uenti/had aright to. de- 
mand their writs of furamons. Bat it will be proper to take notice, 
that t' diftin&ion muft at this day be made between the perfons to 
whom theft writs are directed ; for they arc either to the elder, Tons of 
peeks, who arafuraraoned by fome title of a barony actually veiled in 
thefather, proelfe they are diwifted tp commoners,, tpwhom, if, the 
writ does any thing, it mull operate by way of creation; yet, qs to 
the firft, even as the law is fuppofed to ftand, fome doubt mayhc 
made, of it. t Every peer baa precedency in the boufe of lords apeoftj- 
*«S to the fenior ity of his creation; wherefore it is obvious, if tb&Mlrit 
both cafes doth equally operate in, nature of a creation, then, the 
ddeftfon of. a peer fummoned by writ, as well as any other, commoner 
when, he is by writ fummoned to parliament, -.would h? the 
puifne baton, : Yet the ufage of the houfe of lords is otherwife., For 
if .the ekfcft ion of a peer be fummoned to parliament by writ, his 
place in the houfe is regulated by the antiquity of bis father’s barqny, 
by the Hyle whereof he is lummoned. Confonant whereto, it is found 
that sHehry Howard, %d ^Mowbray, in the Lifts of Summons , pf the 
pd of Cliarles IL is placed as the premier baron of England which, 
in fuch cafe, is fuppofcd to be vefted in the fon by the confent of the 
father; * The writ of fummons, therefore, feems to be efteetned t^orc 
as an inftruraeht of conveyance, or transfer of a barony oar honour, 
from one -perfon to another, than as a method of creation de novo. 
For if it be riot fo, why ihould the eldeft fon of an earl or duke, when 
fummoned hy tfceitiame of .hU lather’s barony, have precedency ac- 
cording; tothe date and landing of that barony i and that the eWdfe 
fon of another, carl or duke, if by, patent created to a title foreign tp 
•his faftrily* ,be;$otifidc*ed«* the youngeftbaron,, and only, raqfeiri'^ 
houfe neconirigly ?, On this * fqbjeft we fpeak (as we #Sukbqyerj^qrie 
oright), with allxiue fubmiflion ; and^wc m‘|ftake not), |hc Jawrevcp 
afcthts <day, is, that , although the laft of thefe: perfons takesabafflay 
4n foe by virtue of his unit of^ fummons (being a,common/er)* Jttyfce 
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firft upon whom the wit a&s only by way of transfer or conveyance, 
has ho other title in the barony than his father had: Which, if only an 
eftoyle tayle, &c. in the barony, the eftatC of the foft {atthough fum;- 
moned by writ), is not enlarged , nor made a fee, and dependable to 
heirs general. As fuch, there is hot conftituted of treated a new 
barony, by reafon of the eldeft fon of a nobleman biting been fum- 
tnoned to parliament by the diftin&ion of his father's barony. 

One point more touching theft baronies may be further worth 
notice. A creation by writ is intended to work an eftate of inherit- 
ance in barons newly fum moned to parliament, which in law is a fee 
fimple; for fee tail is not an inheritance by the devtfe of the law, but 
of particular perfons ; and therefore there needs be words of entail in 
the writ, to alter the common courft thereof, if the dignity fhall be 
understood to pafs to males only ; as once there was the like writ, 
and never but one that hath been' heard of, directed to Sir Henry 
Bromflete, when he was created lord Vefcy, to him and to his heirs 
miles, having theft words inftrted: ** Volumus tamen vos et hseredes 
“ veftros mafculos dc corpora veftro legitime exeuntes barones de 
“ Vefcy exiftere,” &c. Tefte R. Weftm. afJan. anno 27 Hen. VI. 

It has hitherto been generally afferted and believed, that the 49th 
of Henry HI. is the oldeft fummons upon record. Yet there were 
ftatutes and parliaments of elder times ; and to thoft parliaments fo 
many barons as would (after notice of the king's pufpofe), came and 
fat with him. Henry I. is the firft monarch who is faid to have 
made a fpeech on the opening or commencement of the ftflSons. But 
at the beforementioned sera, viz. the 49th of Henry III. Montfost 
Carl of Leicefter, with the other chiefs of the rebel barons, cbnvocated, 
as already faid, a parliament in the king’s name, to which none came 
but thoft unto whom a fpecial writ of fummons had been direded. 
Wherefore from this example, in after years the wife king Edward I. 
£onfulted none upon the weighty affairs of the nation, but thoft he 
had afiembled in parliament by a writ of fummons dire&ed to them, . 
and fuch in whom he thought he could confide. And thus he cut off 

the 
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ancient and fpontaneous acccfs of the batons to thofe grand councils; 
disfranchiied many of the old, who had been his and his father’s 
enemies; and entitled his and his father’s friends de novo, or made new 
barons. Yet thefe new Parliamentary Barons were chiefly thofe who 
were Tenants in Capite ; and, perhaps, until the form of creating by 
patent came in faihion, none (or very few), were called to parliament 
but fuch as held in Capite ; wherefore it was not hereditary, but per- 
fonal. The father was fummoned, and the fon and heir fometimes 
not. One, and no more, in the lineal defeent of a family, or more in 
the fame family, but collateral : then, again, in relation to time, more 
or lefs often ; that is, in one, two, or three parliaments, or during the 
feries of a whole reign, or more ; which, as is furmifed, gave rife to 
the word temporal, as ufed in contra-diltin&ion to the word fpiritual, 
among the peers. 

In procefs of time honours growing lefs officiary, after their aids in 
the wars of Edward III, a barony by patent (more in reward of merit 
or favour), came in ufe, to make amends for the paft fcrvices and ex- 
penfes of a faithful Subject ; which mode fupplied the defeds of a 
barony by tenure, which were continually fwallowcd up in greater 
titles, and eclipfed by its own fcarcity. Bcfides, the primitive end of 
thefe tenures (fince the rebellion of Montfort,) began more to be im- 
paired, and lefs confidcred, by reafon of the hoflility in the enfuing 
civil wars, and the neceffity of State to reward and procure partifans 
for their caufe refpedively. Wherefore now of 

TITLES BY LETTERS PATENT. 

Under this form of creation, the limitations have almoft always been 
to the heirs male. 

The firft baron fo created, was John de Beauchamp, of Holt, barun 
of Kiddcrminftcr, by letters patent, dated loth O&ober, the nth or 
Richard II. 

Yet there are precedents, where, for want of male iflue, the honour 
has been limited to a female branch, dired or collateral, with another 
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entail upon the iflue male of fuch female branch ; which, indeed, of 
late years has been no uncommon practice. 

The firft vifcount was, John Beaumont, vifcount Beaumont, the 
1 8th Henry VI. 

The firft marquis, by king Richard II. who, in the 9th year of his 
reign, conferred that dignity on his great favourite, Robert de Vere, 
carl of Oxford,' viz. marquis of Dublin. 

The firft of Duke, was by Edward III. who made his eldeft fon, 
Edward (furnajncd the Black Prince), duke of Cornwall, anno the 1 ith 
of his reign. 

For the more eafy comprehenfion and information of the reader, 
this work has been divided into two volumes; the firft, as relating 
principally to the Barons by tenure prior to the eftablifhment of titular 
honours ; and to thofe who, after the introduction of that form, had 
fummons to parliament, but with whom the honour terminated ; or 
who, or their pofterity, although exifting, did not continue to receive 
the like fummons. 

The fecond, as treating of thofe titles which have been allowed and 
confidered as hereditary, and are now prefumed to be either dormant, 
in abeyance, or abfolutely extinft. Thefc are arranged alphabetically, 
of the Town, County, or Place from whence they were denominated. 

But the thread of the family has been endeavoured to be preferved by 
an ufeful reference from the ancient honours, and the refidue continued 
under their fuccecding titles. 

With regard to the grounds on which this hiftory ftands fupported, 
the reader is icquefted to obferve, that its contents are the full fub- 
ftance of Sir William Dugdale's Baronage, and confcqucntly reft upon 
the credit of that very celebrated work. Some deviations, however, 
from this admired Baronagian will be found in a variety of places; 
hut where thefe occur, a due reference will be given to the authori- 
ties, in the confidence of whole accuracy and judgment, the deviating 
paflages have been inferted, and introduced by way of correction. 

In 
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In fhort, thofe authors who have acquired any celebrity of name as 
Heralds, Hiftorians, or Antiquarians, have been confulted, in order to 
furnifh information, redtify miftakes, and to fupply the moft perfedt 
and fatisfadtory truth of ftatement. Wherefore, if capacity of abilities 
and mind, induftry of refearch, and advantages of official fituation, 
have hitherto rendered their printed volumes erroneous and defedtive j 
the Editor of thefe pages can by no means prefume to arrogate to 
himfelf a fuperiority of merit above his predeceffors in the fame line : 
but as an old adage fays, “ In a multitude of counfellors there is wif- 
dom fo he trufts, that in having feledted the fubftancc and aflertions 
of the whole multitude of heads who have laboured in the publication 
of peerage accounts, and biography of noble families, he (hall have 
fubmitted to the public, a work, not unworthy their countenance an 
approbation.

whofc fucceflbr was Simon de Abrincis, and his, another William, 
who was one of the rebel barons that held out Rocheftcr caftle againft

the king. His wife was Maud, one of the daughters and coheirs of 
Haw yfe, the wife of John de Bovil, whofe eftate lay in the counties 
of Oxon, Eflex, Bedford, and Hertford. Dying the 15th Henry III. 
William fucceeded, who died foon after. Wherefore Maud, his lifter, 
became heir to the whole eftate; who married Hamon Crevequer, a 
great baron in Kent. (Vide Crevequer.) 


AGUILLON, or AQUILLON.

Manser de Aguillon, or Aquillon, is the firft of this family 
mentioned in the time of Richard I. who was fucceeded by William, 
3 rebel baron againft king John, and one of the twenty-five chofen by 
them for the government of the realm. His fucccffor was another 
William, fherifF of Suflex and Surrey, temp. Henry III. who being 
faithful in the great rebellion of the barons, was rewarded by the king 
with many favours. He died about the 14th of Edward I, His firft 
wife was Joan, one of the daughters and coheirs of William Ferrers 
carl of Derby, by whom he had no iflue ; but by Margaret de Ripariis, 
countefs of Devon, his fecond wife, he left an only daughter, Ifabel, 
married to Hugh Bardolph. 

Parkin, in his Topography of Freebridge hundred and half, in the 
county of Norfolk, p. 63, mentions a Sir Robert de Aguillon, who, by 
Agatha, one of the four daughters and coheirs of Fulke de Beaufoe, 
lord of the manor of Flitcham, in the county of Norfolk, temp. Hen- 
ry II. left iflue four daughters ; viz. Agatha, wife of Sir Adam de 
Cockfield ; Ifabel, of Luke de Poinyngs ; Margery, of Jordan de Sack- 
ville, and after of Sir Giles de Argenton ; and Joan, of Sir Ralph Fitz- 
Bernard : which Jordan de Sackvillc was anceftor to the duke of 
Dorfct and the vifeount Sackville. 


ALBINI 
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ALBINI OF CAINHO.

The firft of this line was Henry, Ion of Nigel dc Albini; and brother 
to Roger, furnatncd Moubray, to whom fucceedcd Robert, his fon, 
founder of the priory of Beaulieu, in the county of Hertford, who died 
the 4th of Richard I. leaving Robert, his fon, who died the 9th of 
Henry III. leaving Robert, his fon and heir, then in minority, who 
deceafcd foon after; viz. circ. 1 8th Henry III, without issue; where- 
upon his fillers became his heirs, who were, Ifabel, who had mar- 
ried William dc Holton ; Joan, wife of Geffery de Beauchamp ; and 
Aflclina, of Ralph de St. Amand (vid. St. Amand) ; which Joan died 
without iflue, and Ifabel remarried Drogo de Pratellis. 


AQUILA.

The furnamc of this family was originally affumed from Aquila in 
Normandy ; fo denominated, by reafon an eagle had made her nell in 
an oak growing there, when the caftle Was firft building. 

Eugenulf de Aquila accompanied duke William into England; 
where, being with him in the decifive battle of Haftings, he was unfor- 
tunately flain. His iflue were three fons : Richer (or Richard), Gille- 
bert (or Gilbert), and Roger. Richard married Judith, daughter of 
Richard de Abrincis, After of Hugh firft earl of Chefter ; and had iflue, 
two Ions, Gilbert and Egenulf, and a daughter, Maud, married firft to 
Robert de Mowbray earl of Northumberland, and after to Nigel de 

B z Albini, 
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Albini, but at length divorced. This Gilbert was poflefled of Weitlei 
in Surrey, temp. Will. Conq. His wife was Juliana, daughter of 
Geffrey earl of Mauri tane, by whom he had iflue, Richer, Eugenulf, 
Geffcry, and Gilbert; of whom, Geffery and Eugenulf, perifbed in 
that memorable fhipwreck with the children of king Henry I. This 
Richer was one of thofe who took arms againft Henry I, in behalf of 
Curthofe, and after became an open robber in Normandy. He, how- 
ever, at length had reftoration of his pofleftions, which he had before 
forfeited by his rebellion; and died, feifed of them the 22 d Henry II. 
To whom fuccceded Gilbert, who married a filler to William earl 
Warren, and died in Normandy the 6th of king John ; whofe fuccefior 
was another Gilbert, of whom it is affirmed by fomc,that palling into 
Normandy without the king’s licence, he forfeited all his lands ; which 
fee ms probable, as the 19th Henry III. the king granted the honour 
of Pevenfey in Sufiex (called the Honour of the Eagle), on Gilbert 
Marelhall earl of Pembroke ; and the 25th of the fame reign, on Peter 
de Savoy, to hold during pleafure; but the 53d of Henry III, this 
whole honour was given to prince Edward, and his heirs, kings of 
England, fb that it fhould never be fevered from the crown.

Cooes in the county of Oxford, was the head of the barony of Ma- 
nager dc Arfic, a family faid to be derived from the earls of Oxford : 
his fucceffor was Robert, his Ion, to whom fucceeded Manafler, his 
fon, Iheriff of Oxfordfhire, temp. Henry II. who had iffue, Alexander, 
father of John, who married Margaret, daughter of Richard de Vemun, 
but died without iffue ; for Robert dc Arfic was his brother and heir : 
which Robert was one of the rebel barons who held out Rochefter 
caffie againft king John. He married Sibylla, daughter of Crevequer;

Mid left HTue, two daughters; Joane, the wife of Euftace deGreinville, 
and after, of — — Simeon j and Alice, the wife of Thomas de Hayc. 

From the faid Euftace? de Grcinville is lineally defeended theprefent 
flourifhingand illuftriousfamily of that name; of which, at prefent, 
there are no lefs than three of them peers of the realm : viz. the lords 
Glaftonbury and Grenvill, and ,the marquis of Buckingham ; in the 
poffeffion of which latter nobleman, is the matrix of an original feal 
of Robert de Arlic, baron of Cogcs, confidcred to be one of the moft 
ancient at this day extant. 


ARUNDEL.

The earldom of Arundel is the folc title now known to be enjoyed 
by tenure ; the fame having been folemnly adjudged in parliament to 
take its rife from the pofTeffion of the caftle of Arundel only, without 
any other form whatfoever of creation. 

The firft that had this title was Roger de Montgomery, R 0 g er de 
nearly allied to the Conqueror; before whofe arrival in England 
he was a commander for him againft Geoffery earl of Anjou. He 
was alfo one of that council which propofed the invafion of Eng- 
land; and led the centre of the Norman army in the famous 
battle of Haftings, where king Harold was flain, and his crown 
obtained by the duke of Normandy. After the duke’s corona- 
tion as king of England, Roger accompanied him again into Nor- 
mandy, and at his return to England was advanced to the earldom of 
Chichcfter and of Arundel, and foon after to that of Shrewlbury. 

He was a great fcourge to the Wclih, and often victorious over them. 

He gave his name to the town of Montgomery; which, together with 
the caftle, he won and fortified. He was a man moderate, prudent, 
pious, and extremely brave. It is faid he was fiain by the Wclih,

temp. Will. II. But other accounts, apparetttiytnoth tobefelied 
on, aflert he entered into a monaftic life, and died devoutly at Shrewf* 
bury, where he had founded the abbey. ' He was twice married: 
firft to Mabel, daughter and heir of William de Talvace (fon of Wil* 
liam, fon of Ivo de Belefme) ; fecondly, to Alice, daughter to Everard 
de Puface, a nqbleman of France, by whom he had only one fon, 
Ebrard, who was chaplain to Henry 1 . But by Mabel he had iflue, 
Robert, earl of Belefme in Normandy, Hugh, Roger, Amulph, fur- 
named de Brugge, progenitor to "the family of Brydges, lords, and 
afterwards dukes of Chandos, and Philip, who* going into Scotland, 
got a fair inheritance in the foirc of Renfrew, and became anceftor to 
the carls of Montalexander in Ireland, and of Egli'nton in Scotland. 
Alfo four daughters; Emma, abbefs of Almaync; Maud, married to 
the earl of Morton ; Mabel, to Hugh de Novo Caftello ; and Sybil, to 
Robert Fitz-Hamon, earl of Corboil in Normandy. 

But although Robert was the eldcft fon, yet Hugh de Mont- 
gomery fuccecdcd his father; of whom nothing very particularly 
tranfpires, but that he was killed by an arrow in an engagement at 
the Ifle of Anglcfey, temp. Will. Rufus, a few years after his father. 
He had been concerned in a confpiracy againft that king, but regained 
his favour at the coft of £.3,000, a great fum in thofe days. He died 
without iflue, 12th of Will. Rufus. 

Robert de Montgomery, fometimes called Robert of Belefme, 
a town of Pcrchc, where, and in Normandy, he had great pofleltions, 
being reputed the elder brother of Hugh, and that he fucceeded to 
his father’s Norman eftates, became the next earl of Arundel. But 
rebelling againft Henry I. forfeited all his pofleflions in England, when 
retiring into Normandy, and continuing his turbulent pra&ices there, 
he was feized, imprifoned, and the next year brought over to England, 
where he was confined at the caftle of Wareham, in the county of 
Doffet, and ftarved himfclf to , death. He was accounted the greateft, 
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richeft, and moffc wicked man of ‘the age he lived in. He had two 
wives ; firft, the daughter and heir of Guy earl of Fonthieu; fecond, 
the daughter of Robert Fitz Hamon, Baron of Tonci. His children, 
however, not inheriting any of bis English honours or eftates, to notice 
them here becomes unncceflary.

' This earldom upon his death falling to the crown, was next revived 
in William de Albini, furnamed Pinccrna, who came in with the 
Conqueror, and was rewarded by him with the grant of many lands, 
amongft which was the manor of Bockingham, b to hold by the fer- 
vice of being butler to the kings of England on the day of their 
coronation, whence their appellation of Pincerna. This William, 
amongft his other exploits, was famous for having with his own hand 
killed a fierce lion. Having cunningly interpoled between Stephen 
and^daud the emprefs, he was confirmed earl of Suffex, and obtained 
the earldom and caftle of Arundel by his marriage with Adeliza, 
yidow of Henry I. who held the fame in dower. He died temp. 
Henry II. leaving ifliic four Tons; viz. William, Godfrey, nn. nn. 
and three daughters; viz. Alice, married to John earl of Ewe, Oliva, 
and Agatha. 

2. William de Albini, who married Maud, daughter and heir 
of James St. Hilary, and widow of Roger earl of Clare, was the next 
carl. He had a grant from the king of the earldom of Suflex : for 
though the title of earl was moft known by Arundel, the ufual place 
of rcfidence, yet of Suflex he was really carl (as his father had been by 
the tertium denarium of the pleas of Suflex granted to him, which 
■was the ufual way anciently of invefting with an earldom, being firft 

*Thk office bu been aiwep claused, and allowed at the rcJpedire coronation*. 
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girt with a fword, and clothed in robes.) In the firft of Richard I. 
he had alfo a confirmation from that king of the caftle and honour of 
Arundel. He was at the fiege of Damictta, in the Holy Land ; and 
returning thence, died about the 6th of Henry III. leaving William 
and Hugh his lucceffors, and alfo feveral daughters, coheirs at length 
to their brother Hugh ; of whom Ifabel married John Lord Fitzalan 
of Clun ; Mabel, Robert de Tatelhall ; Nicholaa, Roger de Somery ; 
and Cecilia, Roger de Montalt. 

3. William de Albini fuqpeeded his father as earl of Arundel 
and SufTex ; and as nothing very notable is related of him, it may be 
fufficient to fay, he died without iffuc 1 8th of Henry III. His wife 
was Mabel, one of the four fitters and coheirs to Ranulph carl of 
Cheftcr.* 

4, Hugh de Albini, on the deceafe of his elder brother, was the 
next carl.; but enjoyed not his honours long, dying in the prime of his 
youth, 1243, (27th Henry III.) His wife was Ifabel, daughter to 
William carl of Warren and Surrey. But by her leaving no children, 
his fitters, as before obferved, proved his heirs ; whereupon the titles 
of Arundel and SufTex feparated (vide SufTex); and the caftle of 
Arundel, in the divifion of the inheritance, became the property of 
Ifabel, wife of John Fitzalan, baron of Clun and Ofweftry.

was afterwards confirmed in parliament the 25th of Edward III. 
together with the baronies of Fitzalan,Chm, and Ofwtftry, - He wad 
admiral of the Weftem Seas, jufticc of North Wales, governbr of 
Carnarvon, Porchefter, and Chirk CaftltM, and a knight of tbe garter.* 
He was often in the wars of Scotland; in 14th Edward Ilf was in 
the expedition to Flanders; and the tiext year prdfent at the tourna- 
ment at London, which the king held (as is faief), for the love of the 
coimtefs of Saliflbufytf He was alfo feveraitimes in the French ware; 
particularly at the battle of Crefly, the fiege ©f Vannes, end the relief 
of Thouars.

RiCftA,RD Fitzalan, the eldett fon beforenamed, fucceeded as the 
next e«d of, Arundel, Warren, and Surrey. He was a Knight of tbe 
Garter, femp. Rich. II. alfo admiral and captain-general of the fleet; 
and obtained a memorable fea vi&ory over the Flemmings, French, and 
Spaniards, and deftroyed the French forts at Bretts; He was a great op- 
pofer of the king's favourites, efpecially the duke of Ireland ; through 
whofe malice he was in danger, with many other nobles, of being taken 
off : whereupon, with the earls of Derby and Warwick, having raifed a 
great power, the lords met armed at Harmghay Park (now Hornfey,) 
near Highgatc, in Middlcfex, to remove thofe enemies to the common- 
wealth { but » pacificltion enfued, which ended in the ruin of feveral 
of thofe who had miiguided the king. After llris, however, the duke 
of Lsfhcafter charging him with a defigned infurreftiob, and the king 
having conceived ^implacable hatred towards him for his a&ivenefs 
againft his favourites? he was decoyed into the king’s power, impri- 
foned, tried, and condemned to be hanged, drawn, and quartered, for 
treaftm. Yet the fentonce was fomewhat mitigated; and he was 
only beheaded in Cheapfidc, aift of Richard II. ( 139;) the king him- 
felf being a fpedktor,and Thotoas de Mowbray, earl marfhal (who 
had married his daughter,) the. executioner, who bound up his eyes, 
andj as feme write, tfaepet#Mv who actually cut off his head.

Thomas Fitzalan, eldeft fon and heir, was reftpred in bipod; 
the judgment againft his father being reverfed the j ft of Henry IV, at 
whofe coronation he was made a knight of the bath. He was alfo 
a knight of the garter; and I2th of Henry IV. was fent in aid of 
the duke of Burgundy again!! the duke of Orleans:* iw the ift of 
Henry V. he was conftable of Dover caftle, and lord warden of 
the Cinque ports, and lord treafurer of England. : He was. a perfon 
of fingular prudence, virtue, and gravity. He died 3d of Henry V, 
in confequence of t mortal wound received in endeavouring to 
prevent the French from building the caftle of Gerbcrgh. Leav- 
ing no iflue furviving by his wife Beatrix, natural daughter of 
John king of Pgrtugal, his four fifters became his heirs, as to fo 
much as belonged to the earldom of Warren and Surrey. 

, But this honour devolved upon John Lord Maltravcrs (fon of 
John Fitzalan, who died in. his father’s lifetime, )*grandfon of Sir John 
Fitzalan, fecond brother to carl Richard, beheaded 31 ft Richard, H. 
who, the 6th of Henry IV. upon the death of Eleanor Maltravcrs, his 
grandmother, was found to be her heir, and borptfcat title in her right 
In the 3d of Henry V. he was in the wars of F&not; and next year had 
livery of the town and caftlc of Arundel, as coufm and heir to earl 
Thomas; but the title of earl was not attributed to him, as by the 
records is evident. He married Eleanor, daughter of Sir John Berkley, 
of; Beverfton, in the county of Gloudefter, by whom he bad ifluf,

John, bis eldeft fon ; who; in {he 7th of Henry VI. was iiammoned

ooafim&tion of this' title, as annexed: to the honour < and caftle of 
Arundel ; which was adjudged to him by virtue of the tenure only* 
after much opposition from John Mowbray, duke of Norfolk, who, as 
heir *to Elizabeth, one of the fillers and coheirs to earl Thomas, 
claimed the fame under the like grounds on which he already flood 
poffeffed of the earldom of Surrey. He was often in the French wars 
with John, the famous earl of Shrewfbury ; and for his many fignal 
fervices, was created by Henry VI. duke of Touraine. But at laft 
having his leg fhattered by a cannon ihot, in an engagement with the 
enemy, he was taken prifoner, and carried to Bcavois, where he de- 
parted this life" 13th of Henry VI. and was buried in the houfe of the 
friars minors there. By his wife Maud, daughter of Robert Lovel, by 
Elizabeth? ’ daughter and heir of Sir Guy Brian, knight, he had Hum- 
phrey, the next earl, and Amicia, married to James Butler, earl of 
Ormond and of Wiltfhire, who died, temp. Edwtrd IV. without iffuc. 

Humphrey on the death of his father, was only fix years old, and 
died in his minority, 16th Henry VI. and in him ended the dukedom 
t)f Touraine. ...■*> * 

But the earldom of Arundel devolved upon his uncle William, 
who, upon the death of his faid nephew Humphrey without iffuc, 
became his heir; arid was the next earl*of Arundel, and a knight 
of the garter. In 33d of Henry VI. he had a difpute with the carl 
of Devonlhire for precedency, raifed upon the ad of parliament zd 
Henry VL whereii^ was expreffed, that John earl of Arundel Ihould 
have $>lace and precedence as earl of Arundel, but no mention was 
made of his heirs: but, z;th Henry VI. it was decided in his favour, 
both with refped to himfelf, and to his heirs male for ever, in regard 
of the poffcffion of the caftle of Arundel. He filled many high offices 
j| the flate:d^ug the reigns of. Henry VI. and Edward IV. and died 
the 3d of Henry VII. His wife was Joan, daughter of Richard Nevil, 
earl of Salifbury; by whom, he had Thomas, William, George, and 
JoJjn,andadau^l«)|r,Mary;/ * i:

Which Thomas, deleft Ion and heir of earl William, was fum- 
monedtto parliament in his father’s lifetime, as lord Maltravers, and . 
on his death, fucceeded as earl of Arundel. He was a knight of the 
garter, a^d was one of the nobles fent into Flanders in aid of the 
emperor Maximillian againft the French. He married Margaret, 
daughter of Richard Woodville, earl Rivers; and died the i6th of 
Henry VIII. His ififue were two fons, William and Edward; and fWo 
daughters, namely, Margaret, wife of John de la Pole, carl of Lincoln; 
and Joan, of George Nevil, lord Abergavenny. 

William, the next earl, was alio a knight of ti^jjgiiter, and 
one of the fubferibers to that menacing letter fent pope, con- 
cerning the king’s divorce from queen Catherine^j|P B llenry VIII.. 
He was obliged to exchange many of his lands, ftpfe'manorS in the 
county of Sufiex, that belonged to feveral reUgiouahoufes : a piece of 
policy which Cromwell, the chancellor*; advifed the king to praftife, 
in order to prevent'thcir return to their ancient owners. He died 
35th Henry VIII. 1543. He had,|lwp"^vives: firft, Anne, After 
to Henry etui of Northumberland; fec^Hdly, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Robert Willoughby, lord Broke, by whom he had two daughters,* 
Margaret and Elizabeth, who died unmarried; and by the former, 
two daughters, Anne and Catherine, who died Angle ; as alfo a Ion, 
Hcmy, his fuccefior. # 

Which Henry , only fon and heir of William, was the laft earl of this 
noble family in the male line. He had been fummoned to parliament, 
hs lord Maltravers, in his father’s lifetime — the 36th of Henry VIH. 
he was Aeld marfhal of the king's army at Boulogne ; he was alfb ap- 
pointed one of the afliftants to the king’s executors. Upon the Adi 
of the duke of Somerfet, die prote&or, and uncle to Edward VI. 
he was by the contrivances of Dudley earl of Warwick, who in vam 
ftrove to bring him to his party, removed from thecofihcil on 
lous pretences* and was fined £. 12,000; and the next year was com- 
mitted to the Tower, under the fpecious reprefentation of being one of 
the lords concerned in the corifpiracy at Page Hottfe, On the death of 

‘ king 
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king Edward, hewas npiineipal fbppdrter,bf Mary's party ,' indmarch- 
ing to Cambridge with the lord Paget arid others, he arfefted Oudley 
(then duke of Northumberland, )in arms on behalf of lady Jane Grey, 
abd committed him to clofe cuftody ; for this and other great fer- 
vities; he was made conftable, for the day, at the coronation ' of queen 
Elizabeth. He was alfo prcfident of the council to both Mary and 
Elizabeth : but in the 3d of Elizabeth, being difappointed of the hopes 
he* had conceived of marrying the queen, and his fortune being much 
deterioitted in that fruitlefs purfuit, he grew into difeontent ; and to 
wear off ttelfiilqughts of his amour, procured leave to travel : during 
this period ndf^iNtd in the wars againft the Turks. In the nth of 
Elizabeth, - into England, he was one of the commiflioners 

to examine into pin murder of lord Darnley, hufband to Mary queen' 
of Scotland. But riiftt. being inclinable to judge the queen guilty, and 
favouring the duke of ^MortbJk’s marriage with her, he fufFereti irapri- 
fonment 14th of Elizabet^ ibd 2 2d of the fame “reign died. By his 
fecond wife, Miry, daught&;©$.Sir John Arundel, of Lanherne, in 
Com. Cornw. he had no iffutf hut Walpole, in his account of Noble 
Authors, calls her daughter of Thomas lord Arogdd,Vof Wardour; 
and names her as the authorefs of feteral little tranflations from th$ 
Greek and Latin; adding, that learning had taken a cOnfiderable flight 
fincc the days of Edward IV. Sir Thomas More mentions it as very 
extraordinary, that Jane Shore could read and write. However, he 
had by Catherine (daughter of Thomas Grey marquis of Dorfet,) his 
firft wife, a fon, Henry, who died in his lifetime, and two daughters. 
Jane, the eldeft, marked John, lord Lumley, by whom fhe had Charles, 
Thomas, and Mary, who died infants; and Mary, the youngeft, wdl 
the wife of Thomas Howard duke of Norfolk, whofe fon, Philip, in 
Wr right, came to enjoy the caftle of Arundel, and ail other honours 
of the family; from him they hate defended to the prefent duke of 


« On this occafion he is faid to have been the firft perron who rode in a coach in England :

Mr Norfolk/ 
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Norfolk, who has lately repaired and beautified that moft ancient 
and famous fabric, the continued refidence and pofleffion of his ances- 
tors from the time of Henry II. Thus, at length, were concentrated 
the fomjj time divided dignities of the Fitzalan family, which, With 
divers lands, tenements, and hereditaments, are annexed to the title, 
name, and dignity, of earl of Arundel, by fpecial aft of parliament anno 
3d Charles I. The faid Joanna lady Lumley, and Mary duebefe of 
Norfolk, are noticed by Walpole in his lift of Noble Authors, as hav- 
ing made fevcral tranflations from the Latin and Greek authors, dedi- 
cated to their father; the manuferipts of moft of which, pieces he- 
ftates to be in the king’s library. 

But, before we proceed entirely to difmifs our account of this noble . 
family of the ancient carls of Arundel, there remains one of them par- 
ticularly to be noticed, viz. Thomas (called Arundel,) a younger bro- 
ther to Richard earl of Arundel, beheaded temp. Richard II. 

This Thomas rAirundel (as before obferved,) was archbiihop of 
Canterbury, but previoufly thereto he Jrnd been bifhop of Ely, trariflated 
from thence to the fee of York, and afterwards to that of Canterbury, 
being the firft inftance of the tranflation of an archbiihop of York to 
the archbiflioprick of Canterbury; Having been impeached, and 
banifhed the kingdom, for being concerned in his brother’s treafon, 
he retired into France; but returned again into England with Henry 
duke of Lancafter, afterwards king Henry IV. whom he chiefly infti- 
gated by his advice to depofe king Richard II. For it feems the duke 
of Lancafter had beeh alfo banifhed by king. Richard, and 'was in 
France, when the nobility and others, tired with the oppreflions of 
Richard, folicitcd the duke to take the crown.* 

This their requeft they drew up in a letter, and lent over by faithful 
meflengers to the archbiihop, who was then in Brittany, defiring him 
to be their advocate on this occafion with the duke. Arundel, being 
a fellow* flaffercr, gladly accepted the office ; and went with the mef-

fengers 
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the ddfcc at B»fis, where t^ey delivered the leftpis from the 
nobles and commons of England, and the archbifbop fccpndijd them 
with the heft arguments he could invent. He represented the mi- 
serable ftate of the English nation; that it was utterly ruined by the 
mifmanagement of public affairs: in which, though the king himfelf 
was not adually concerned, yet fo long as he trufled, employed, and 
fbpported unfit minifters, he could not be thought fit to govern. 
That it was far more intolerable to be Slaves to ignoble perfons than 
to the king; and therefore fo long as the king continued to maintain 
the pride and tyranny of fuch perfons over his fubjeds, it could be no 
crime to depdfehim. That the prefent difordered Slate of the nation 
was fuch, that noting but immediate help could preferve it: for the 
ancient courage of this Englifh was funk into effeminacy^ the men of 
bravery and condud put to death or banifhed; the nobility contemned 
or flighted; the gentry abufed; and the commons oppreffed with heavy 
taxes, not to fupport the government, but the pride, and avarice of their 
fellow fubjeds; the archbifhop added, that the nation placed all their 
hopes on him (the duke), and expeded the redrefs of their grievances 
only at his hands, both on account of his perfonal, courage and 
achievements, and the near relation he flood in to the crown. The 


Duke did not immediately clofc with this inviting offer, but objeded to 
the uftlaWfulnefs of the defign: to whicE Arundel replied, “ Examples 
of cafting a king out of his flate are not rare (as you affirm), nor long 
Since put in pradice, nor far hence to be fetched. The kings of Den- 
mark and Sweden, are often banifhed by their fuhjeds, oftentimes 
imprifoned, and put t<& their fines ; the princes of Germany, about one' 
hundred years ago, depofed Adolphus the emperor, and are now in 
hand to depofe their emperor Wcnceflaus ; the ancient Britons chafed 
away their king Caradacus, for the lewdnefs of his life, and cruelty 
of his rule, in the time of the Saxon heptarchy; Benredus, king of 
Mercia, for his pride and floiftnefs towards his people, was depofed by. 
them ; likewife Aleredus and Ethelburtus, kings of Northumberland, 
were, for their diforders, expelled by their fubjeds. Since the Norman

conqueft, the lords endeavoured to expel Henry, III. bttt Were not 
able; yet they were able to depofe Edward II. and to constitute his 
young fon, Edward, in his Head. Thele are not all, and yet enough 
to clear this a&ion of rarcnefs in other countries, and of novelty in 

ours." *The refult of this advice is well known: the duke of Lancafter

obtaine&thc throne, and the unfortunate Richard, after a folcmn refig- 
nation of Jiis crown, loft his life by the hands of affaffms. 

This archbilhop thus recovered his See ; and certainly was a man of 
great eminency in his time. He was a great perfecutor of the Wick- 
liffites, and exercifed great feverities againft them ; particularly Sir John . 
Oldcaftlc, commonly called Lord Cobham : at length death put an end 
to the life of a perfidious fubjedt, and a religious perfecutor, the soth 
February, 1413. He was buried in the cathedral church of Canter- 
bury, under a monument ere&ed by him in his lifetime.

In the time of William Rufus, Guy de Baliol had the barony of 
Biwell, in Northumberland, whofe fon, Bernard, being a pcrfon mod 
expert in arms, (hared in the honour of that glorious victory obtained 
over the Scots at Northallerton ; and adhering to king Stephen againft 
the emprefs Maud, was taken prifoner with him at the battle of Lin- 
coln. He bellowed on the abbey of St. Mary’s, at York, and on the 
monks of Riebault, certain lands for the health of his foul, and that of 
Agnes de Pincheni, his wife. 

To him fucctedcd Euftacc de Bailiol, who gave £.100 for licence 
to marry the widow of Robert Fitz-Piers. His fon was Hugh de Ba- 
liol, who was certified to hold the barony of Biwell of the king, as his 
ancedors had done from the time of William Rufus. Upon levying

The 45th of Henry 2 X 1 * 
this Euftace was fheriff of Cumberland ; and afterthe deceafe of the 
faid Hawyfe, is faid to have married Agnes, fecond daughter of Joane 
dc Percy, which Joane was one of the daughters and coheirs to Wil-

But to return to Hugh Baliol, of whom we have before fpoken. He 
was fucceeded by John, his fon and heir, who married Dervorguil, one 
of the three daughters and heirs to Alan of Galway, by Margaret, the 
. eldeft fitter of John Scot, the laft earl of Chefter, and one of the heirs 
Vid. the earls to David carl of Huntingdon. 

don? UD * DS He was fheriff of Cumberland from the 33d to tlie 39th of Hen- 
ry HI. inclufive; and alfo governor of the cattle of Carlifle. The 48th 
of Henry III. he adhered to the king againft the rebellious barons ; 
and was taken prifoner with him at the fatal battle of Lewes. Yet, 
as it feems, he made his efcape, and joined with other loyal barons in 
railing ’forces for, the king’s redemption ; after when, viz. the 53d of 
Henry -III. he died, leaving Hugh, his fon and heir, then twenty* eight

Which Hugh married Anne, daughter of William Valence, earl of 
Pembroke, and died th$ year following, viz. the 56th of Hemy III, 
without ifluc, leaving Alexander, his brother and heir ; who died the 
7th of Edyvard I. and was fucceeded by John de Baliol, who married 
Ifabel, daughter of John de Warren, earl of Surrey}* and the 19th erf

In the time of Edward the Confeffor, Dru de Balladon, or Balon, had 
iflue three Ions; viz.

Hameline came over into 
England with the Conqueror, and was the firft lord of the territory of 
Over- went, in Wales; where he built the caftle of Bcrgavenny,* and 
died without iffue the 3d of William Rufus. Of Wyonoc, thefecond 
fon, no further mention is made; but Wynebald, the third fon, 
was father of Rc^cr, of whom Dugdale recites no more than his 
name.

Oxon; and, the ift of Richard I. was one of the barons who 
attended at that king’s coronation. The 2d of John, he was (heriff of 
Oxfordlhire, and prefent with many other barons at Lincoln, when 
William, king of Scotland, did homage to king Jdhn for that king- 
dom.

, Next brother to Gilbert Baflet laft named, was Thomas, who had

Thomas. He feems to have been a mpft obfequious adherent, to king 
John, whom he attended at Runnimede; as alfo to Henry III. being 
one of h» commanders, at the battle of Lincoln.

Alan, youngdft brother to Gilbert and Thomas Baflet bcforcnamcd, 
of Hedendon, was the founder of this line ; to whom, from his being 
firm to him, king John was very bountiful, and beftowcd on him 
feveral manors, amongft which was that of Wycombe, in the county 
of Buckingham. He died the ^gth Henry III. leaving iflue, Gilbert, 
his fuccefior, and two younger #ns, Waryne and Philip. Which 
Gilbert married Ifabel, daughter of William de Ferrers ; and died by 
a fall from his horfe the 25th of Henry III. Nor did his. fon and heir 
(his only child) long furvive him. Wherefore the inheritance came

All tjiat is further faid 
of this family is, that Margaret, daughter of Giles de Baffingbourne, 
wife of Walter, the fon of Robert de Colvil, had the Cattle of Bcning- 
ficld, by virtue of an entail made by fine, levied by Sir Humphrey de 
Baffingbourne to himfelf, for life, remainder to the faid Walter, and to 
Margaret, and their iflue. (Vid. Colvil 1.) 

Of this name was a family who held the manor of Woodhall, in 
the county of Hertford, whofe male line continued till the time of 
Philip and Mary, when John de Baffingbourne, the laft thereof, left 
only twp daughters, his heirs, viz.

At the time of the Conquerors furvey, Ralph Baynard poffeflcd many 
lordlhips in England; whofe grandfon, William, fiding with the earl 
of Maine and others, againft king Henry I. loft this barony, the head 
whereof, from him, was called Baynard’s 1 Caftle, fituate in Thames 
Street, in the city of London, which was given by the king to Robert, 
a younger (on to Richard Fitz-Gilbert, progenitor of the ancient earls 
of Clare; frorn^, which Robert, the noble family of Fitz-Walter 
defeended.

Simon is 
laid to have died without ifluc, and Pain, his brother, fuccceded him ;

He 
however, afterwards fubmitted to obedience, and was received into fa- 
vour; and having obtained an honourable fame for many great exploits, 
as well as for ads of munificence to divers religious houfes, died the 44th 
Henry III; To whom fucceeded Simon, his fon and heir (as prefumed,) 
who died foon after, viz. 47th Henry III. leaving iflue one foie daughter 
and heir, Joane ; whofe wardfliip was granted by the king to Thomas 
earl of Flanders* „ But he had a brother, William, who furvived him 
only a fhort time, when another brother, John, became the next 
baron ; who, the 49th of Henry III. had livery of this inheritance ; 
bfct taking part with the rebellious barons, was flain at the battle of 
Evefham, whereupon the king gave all his lands to prince Edward, 
his eldeft fon ; yet foon after, by the decree of Kenelworth, there being 
a fpecial compofition made for thofe forfeitures, Maud de Moubray, 
wife to Roger de Moubray, Beatrix, the wife of Thomas Fitz-Otes, 
Joane, Ida, and Ifabel, daughters of Ela, wife of Baldwin Wake, 
couiins and heirs to Joane de Beauchamp, daughters of Simon before* 
mentioned, (which Maud, Ela, and Beatrix were filters to the faid 
Simon, William, and John) had livery of that inheritance. After this 
viz. ( 5 th Edward I. Amicia, the widow of the laft mentioned Wil- 
liam de Beauchamp, being dead, partition was made of thofe lands 
which ftie held in dower, betwixt Roger, fon of Roger de Moubray 
and Maud Beauchamp beforementioned; John de Steingrave and Ida 
his wife; John de Orreby and Elizabeth his wife; Michael Picot and

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Joaac bis wife; William de Munchenfi, of Edwardefton, and Beatrix 
his wife, next heirs of the faid William de Beauchamp, who died the 
, 44th of Henry III. 

Some of the defendants of thefe coheirs continued for many gene- 
rations to poffefs either entirely or in portions, manors which had been 
parcel of this barony. 

The barons of Bedford having been anciently lord almoners to the 
kings of England on the day of their coronation, Thomas de Moubray, 
as one of their coheirs, by the marriage of his anccitor with Maud de 
Beauchamp and John lord Latimer, as inheriting a part of the barony 
which had patted in marriage with Maud, daughter of Beatrix de 
Beauchamp, to the Botetourts, claimed this office, with its perquifites, 
at the coronation of king Henry IV. The claim of lord Latimer was 
allowed, and Sir Thomas Grey was appointed to reprefent Thomas de 
Moubray, whofe lands were then in the king’s hands. 

At the coronation 6f James II. the earl of Exeter, defended from 
the Latimers, by marriage with Lucy, one of the four daughters and 
Vid. Neville coheirelfcs of John Neville, the laft Lord Latimer, Sir George Blun- 
lord Latimer, delcended from Ela dc Beauchamp, through the Pieotts (or 
Pigotts,) and Gafcoignes, and Thomas Snag, cfquire, who poffefftRl 
fome other lands, parcel of the barony (by purchafe, as prefumed,) 
claimed the office of almoner, which was adjudged for that time to 
the earl of Exetcr. h 

The only known defendants in lineal fucceffion from the three 
daughters of William dc Beauchamp, baron of Bedford, arc from 
Maud, the eldeft daughter, through the coheireffes of Moubray, the 
duke of Norfolk, theeatis of Suffolk, Carliflc, and Effingham, the lords 
Stourton, Petre, and tjhe earl of Berkeley; the earl of Peterborough, 
the duke of Leeds, Sir William Wake, baronet,. Sir John Reade, ba- 
ronet, the carl of Guildford, and Sir Richard Bqjiingfield, baronet, 
all defended from Ela, the fecond daughter of William dc 6eau-

It being then a very ftrong 
fort, environed with a mighty rampire of earth, and an high wall, 
within which was an impregnable tower; fo that the king, unable to 
take it by aflault, after a long fiege, at length obtained it by furrender. 
Milo and his foldiers marching out upon honourable terms. But fur- 
ther of this Milo, it is only faid, that with the confent of Pagan de 
Beauchamp, his heir, he gave the mill at Bedford unto the monks at 
Bermondfey, in Southwark, the 27th Henry II. * 

To whom fucceeded Hugh de Beauchamp, fon of Oliver, founder 
of the priory of Bifmcde, near his park at Eaton: which Hugh, the 
33d of Henry II. being at Jerufalem on a pilgrimage, was the next 
year flain in the Holy Land, in that battle where Guy king of Jeru- 
falem was taken prifoner. His fucceffor was

After him occurs Ralph de Berners, who took part 
with the rebel barons againft Henry til. and died 25th Edward I. 
leaving JESdmund, his fon and heir. From whom defcendedSir James 
de Berners, Jcpight, a ftrong favourite of kingRuJjardH. who, when

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the gfcat lordswerc prevalent, was arreftcd, and committed to prifon, 
condemned by the parliament, and beheaded as a traitor.' 

His fuceeffor, Richard, his fon, was reftored in blood by aft of 
patlia^nent. He refided at Weft Horfley, in the county of Surrey; 
and had the reputation of a baron, but nothing of his creation, or writ 
of fummotis to parliament doth appear. By Philippa, his wife, daugh- 
ter of Edward Dalyngrugc, he left iffue, Margery, his only daughter 
and heir ; married, firft to John Feriby, cpmptroller to king Henry VI. 
by whom Ihe had no iflue; and, fecondly, to Sir John Bourchier, 
fourth fon to William earl of Ewe, by Anne, his wife, daughter of 
Thomas of Woodftock, duke of Gloucefter, youngeft fon to king 
Edward III. (Vid. Bourchier lord Berners.) From this family are 
defeended the, Berners of Writtle, and of Finchinfield, in the county 
of Effex.

Itr the time of Henry I. William Bertram, by confent of Hawyfe 
his wife, allb of Roger, Guy, William, and Richard, his ions, founded 
the priory, of Brinkburne, in Northumberland. To which William, 
fucceeded Roger, his ffon; and to him William, his fon, who died 
circ. yth John. He married Alice, fiftcr of Robert de Umfrevill ; and 
was fucceedcd by Roger, his fon, who, the 1 7th of John, adhered to 
the rebel barons, then in arms ; but afterward Jhade his peace, and 
had reftitution of his caftle of Mitford, and^nds, which bad been 
feized before for his treafon, and grew into great favour with Henry III. 
in whole twenty -fixth year he died, leaving another Roger, his Ion 
and "heir, who; the 48th of Henry III. was in arms againft the king 
at Northampton^ and was there taken priloner.

From hence defcended 
Robert, baron of Bothali, who, in the time of Edward III. was lheriff 
of Northumberland, and governor of Newcaftle ; and was one of the 
principal northern Barons that engaged the Scots at Durham, where 
he perfonally took William Douglas prifoner. He married Margaret, 
one of the daughters and coheirs of Conftance, the wife of William 
Felton; and at his deceafe left iflue, an only daughter, Helen, who 
became the wife of Sir Robert Ogle, knight. (Vid. Ogle.) .

One returned into France again ; the 
other two, Sir Robert and Sir William, remained. Sir Robert at 
the time of the General Survey, poffeffed feveral lordfliips in the 
county of Suffolk, of which Ixworth, or Ikcfworth, was the chief of 
his .barony. Sir William had feveral lordfliips in Lincolnlhire : but 
Robert was father of Gilbert, who, by Alice de Colkirke, his wife, 
had iffue, William baron of Ixwort|i who, by Sarah dc Montchenfij 
his wife, was father of another Gilbert (by fomc called Hubert,) who, 
by Agnes de Lille, had two fons, William and'Stcphen. William the 
eldeft, married Cicely de Vere, and had iffue another William, and 
two daughters ; which William being amongft the rebel barons, 
temp. Henry III. and ftandard-bearer in their army, under Simon 
Montfort, earl of Lcicefter, was flain wijdi him at the battle of Lewes, 

. leaving 
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leaving his two lifters; viz. Agnes, Wife of Sir William de Criketot; 
and Rohefe, of Robertde Valoines, (vid. Criketot, and alfo Valoines,) 
his heirs, who lhared me inheritance. 

Here emfed the barony of Ixworth. But from Stephen before- 
mentioned, fecond fon of Gilbert, (or Hubert) Le Blound, who mar- 
ried Mary, foie daughter and heirefs of Sir William Le Blound, of 
Saxlingham, in Suffolk, the fourth in a direct line from William, 
brother to the firft Sir Robert, are defeended (the families being united) 
all the Blounts in England; of whom were the Blounts lord Montjoy 
and earl of Devon; and the baronets family of Sodington, in com. 
Worcefter, fo created October 5th, 1642. (Vid. Blount carl of

Vid. Novant. afterwards earl of Oxford, and next to Henry de Novant, Yet in 
Novant, Dugdale fays, Ihe married firft Henry de Novant, and after' 
terwards Robert de Vere.

This family, fo called from their chief feat at Braibrock, in the 
county of Northampton, defeended from one Ingebald, who by 
Albreda, one of the daughters and heirs to Ivo de Newmarch, had 
iflue a fon, called* Robert May, but afterwards Robert de Braibrock. 
This Robert w^s one of King John s council, and obtained from him 
the manor of Corby, in the fame ccg^nty. Henry his fon, married 
Chriftian, daughter and heir of Wifcliard Ledet, and Margery, his’ 
wife, and died the 18th of Henry III. leaving ifliie two fons, Wyfchard 
(who affumed the furname of Ledet, frojn his mother, the heirefs of 
that family), and John, who retained his paternal name, from whom 
defeended Sir Reginald Braibrock, who, by Joan, daughter and heir 
of Sir John de la Pole, of Afhby, knight, by Joan, his wife, only 
daughter and heir of John lord Cobham, hadjffue, Joan, his heir, who 
married Sir Thomas Brook, lord Cobham, in her right. But Wifcard 
was the father of Walter, who had only two daughters, his heirs; viz. 
Alice, who married Sir William Latimer; and Chriftian, Sir John 
Latimer, brother to the faid Sir William (vid. Latimer), from the laft 
of whom, the Griffins, barons of Braybroke, are defeended.

in Kent, for whom he did many .fignal fervices in the war between 
him and his barons, r 

As he was a vdty valiant perfon, fo our monkifli writers repre- 
fent him as a vile murtherer, and a great oppreflor; and a com- 
plaint being made againft him for the violences and diforders’ per- 
petrated by $iim, he was fined a great fum of money, which re- 
filling to pay, his caftlc of Bedford was befieged and taken, and his 
brother William hanged, for holding out the fame : on which he flew 
into open rebellion againft the king, who committed him to prifon, 
and having called a parliament foon after, required* fentence againft 
him as a traitor. But as he had been faithful to kingrJohn, and for 
fomc time to Henry III. then signing, he had only baniftiment from 
the kingdom for ever pronounced upon him. For fuch was the eftcem 
in that fighting age due to men of valour, that it difarmed an enemy 
of revenge, and forbid them to let an hero die but in the bed of 
honour. He went to Normandy, and thence to Rome, and there 
received a pardon, and reverie of his fentence of banilhment, probably 
on fome intereft he made there ; but on his return died fuddcnly, with 
the lymptoms of being poifoned, after eating a di(h of fifli. His wife 
was Margaret, daughter of Warrene Fitzgerald, and widow of Baldwin 
dc Ripariis, earl of Albemarle. Dugdalc fays, he left a daughter, Eve, vid. Fiu- 
married to Lcwclline ap Jorwith, prince of North Wales, to whom eerolc *‘ 
Ihe was fecond wife.

of Devon ; and d)ing without ittuc, the 16th Henry IlLNih five fitters 
were his heirs: who, according to Camden, made thereby a great 
acceflion to the eftates of the Broafes, Wakes, Mohuns, La Ferts, and 
Percys, with whom they intermarried : viz. Grascia, with Reginald de 
Yid.

William de Broase, who firft fettled in England, was of French 
extraction, to whom fuccecded" Philip, his only fon, who married Berta, 
one of the three fitters and coheirs of Milo earl of Hereford ; (of whofc 
inheritance he had all the lands of Brecknock, Overwent, and Gower); 
and had iflue, two fons, William and Philip. Which William, in the 3d 
Henry II. gave to the king 1,000 marksof filver, for his part of the honour 

when, he proceeds to recite, that the chief burgefs of London one day called for one of his 
officers, and commanded him to warn all the brewers within the town to appear before him 
the n$xt day: on the morrow, the faid officer haa taken fuch pains, that all the >intners came 
thilher alfo. The lord mayor (fo before meant), in an angry mo<?d rebuked the officer, who 
lowered: “ Sir, you gave me in charge to bring all the brewers in London before your lord- 
lhip, aud fo have I done ; for I am fure thefe vintners brew as fall with water, as either the ale

Maud, his wife, who had fled 
with her fairly to Scotland, were taken and brought back to the 
king; whereupon being committed to the caftle of Windfor, fhe, to- 
gether with William, her fon and heir, were miferably famifhed there 
by the king’s orders, anno 1210, 12th John. William, her hufband, 
having privately efcaped from Scotland in the habit of a beggar, and 
gone beyond fea, died loon after at Paris. By the faid Maud his wife, 
(called Maud dc St. Waleric, lady of Hayc,) he had ifluc, William 
(familhed, as before faid, with his mother at Windfor), Giles, bifhop 
of Hereford, and Reginald; alfo four daughters, viz. f Joane, the wife 
of Richard lord Percy (accusing to Pugdale); Loretta, of Robert carl 
of Lcicerter; Margaret, of Walter dc Lacy; and Maud, of Griffith 
•prince of South Wales. Giles, although he adhered to the rebel ba- 
rons, yet afterwards was reconciled to the king, and permitted to have 
peaceable enjoyment of part of the eftate, which he afterwards left to 
his brother Reginald, whom king John allowed to have the fame 
favour; and king Henry III. gave other pofleffions of his father, on 
condition of his approving himfclf a loyal fubjedt, which he did. He 
died the fth Henry III. His wife w r as Gracia (or Grifald), daughter 
and coheir to William dc Briwcrc; by whom he had William, his 
fucceflbr : who, being fufpedted of familiarity with the wife of Lie- 
wellin prince of Wales, was invited to a banquet by the faid Llewcllin, 
and by him imprifoned, and put;tq: death.

of Skelton was the capital of his barony. He died about the year 
1 10% according to fomc, and according to other hiftorians, ioy;. 
His fucccff s r was Robert, his fon, who, it is*tiffirmcd, by fomc hifto- 
rians, obtained the lordthip of Annandale in marriage with "Agnes 
Annand, heirefs of that vail etlatc. By this lady, who was his fecond 
wife, lie had itTue, two fons and a daughter; but by his firft wife, 
Agnes, daughter of Fulk Paganal, he had ilfuc, a fon, Adam, his fuc- 
cetfor in moft of his Fnglifii eftates. The eldcft branch' of this 
illuftrious family, lords of Skelton, became cxtindl in the male line in 
Peter, the laft lord, who died without ilfuc temp. Edward I. fon of 
Vui. Lai.caf- Peter dc Brus and Helcwife de Lancailer, leaving his four fifters his 
* heirs ; of whom, Margaret, married Robert de Rofle, or Roos (Vide

William, cldeft fon of Robert de Bruis, fecond lord of Skcltofi, 
and firft lord of Annandak, by his fecond wife, Agnes Annand, fuc- 
cecded to the lordlhip ^f Annandale in Scotland, in right of his' 
mother: and his fon was Robert, anccftor to that Robert Bruce, who 
was the competitor with Baliol for the crown of Scotland; which 
being decided againft him by the direction of Edward I. of England, he 
became fo diflatisfied, that he could never be prevailed upon, either to 
give up his title, acknowledge Edward fuperior, or Baliol king; which 
Robert dying about 1295, was fucccedcd by Robert, his cldeft fon, 
who, it is well known, became Afterwards king of Scotland, and was 
fuccecded by his ffftv David, who dying without iftuc, the crown of 
that kingdom fell to Robert, fon of Walter Stewart, lord high ft c ward 
Of Scotland, by Margery, ftfter to the king David JSrucc; from 
which line the houfc of Stuart, and the prclcnt Royai iahftly of Eng- 
land, are derived. jw % 

Other collateral^branches of this Family h ere, Sir Bernard Bruce, 

who 
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who got the lands of Conington, in Huntingdonftiire, and Exton, in 
Rutlandfhire, which, about the reign of Edward Uf . went in marriage 
with Anne, the foie heirefs of this branch, to Sir Hugh Wcfcnham; 
and from his family, in like manner, by an heirefs, to William Cotton, 
Efquire. 

Alfo John de Bruce, anceftor to the earls of Elgin in Scotland, 
and Aylefbury in England. 

Sir William Dugdale, in his account of this family, fays, the firft 
Robert Brus, who came over with thevConqucror, married Agnes, 
daughter of Fifilfke Payncll, and had ifluc, 1 two ions; i dam, who fuc- t 
ceeded him in Skelton, and Robert, ancettor of the line of Annandale, 
and died anno 1141, the 6th of Stephen; which docs not feem very 
probable, as if he came over with the Conqueror, in 1066, -and only 
died in 1141, lie muft have been full 100 years old at his death ; 
wherefore this deviation of Rate me nt from fo eftimated an authority, 
is fubmitted, with all deference, to the reader's fell-opinion of it’s cor- 
re&nefs.

Warwick,' who the ad of 
Richard I. Vfras one of the admirals of the expedition then made by 
theVking into the Holy J^jnd; and died at the liege of Acre. He had 
many fons; of which Gerard (or Gilbert), the eldeft, married ''Ni- 
cholaa, one of the daughters and coheirs of Richard de Haya. 

The 2d of John he was one of the barons in the parliament at .Lincoln, 
where William, king of.Scotland, did homage to king John for that 
kingdom. His fucceffor wa8 his fon Richard, who, the 7th of John, 
paid a fine for the livery of the lands or his wife’s inheritance, who 
was Euftachia, widow of Thomas de Verdoh, apd daughter and heir 
to Gilbert Ballet; the x 6th of John he had alfo livery of Middleton 
caftle, .ht^xfordlhire, part of his own inheritalpp? from his father; 
and the *d of Henry III. on payment of another fine toythe king, had 
livjery of all the reft: when he died docs not appear, bpjt he left ilTue 
Jap. only daughter and beir, Idonea { who married William de Longefpe, 
ton of William de Longefpe, earl *of Salifbury.

enemy, Hugh de Lacy.” But the king fending the third time, to

mandy), the earl’s ownfword ^ras ient for from Ireland: but whett 
the day came, and every thing, was ready for the light, and the cham- 
pions entered the lifts* in the prefence of the kings of England, France, 
and Scotland, the French champion not liking the proportion of the 
earl’s body; nor the weapon he bore in bis hand, when the trumped 
foundedthe laft charge, let fpurs to his horfe, broke through the lifts; 
and fled into Spain, from whence he nev^r returned ; whereupon the 
vi&oiy . was adjudged to de Courci. nut the kings having heard of 
his. great ftrengtb, were defirous of fome trial of it; and ordered an 
helmet of excellent proof, full faced with mail, to be laid on n block 
of; wood, which the. ear), with one blow, cut afunder, and ftruck his 
fword' fo deep into the wood, that none prefent but bimfelf could 
draw it out again. His fword and armour are yet pteferved in the 
Tower of London. After this noble performance, the king bade him 
aflu for any favour in his power to grant. Upon which the earl re- 
plied, He had titles and eftates enough (25,000 marks fterling per 
annum ; a vaft. income in thofe days), but defired, that he and his 
fucceflbrs, the heirs male of his family after him, might have the 
privilege (after their firft obeifance), to be covered in the royal pre- 
fence of him and his focceflors, kings of England. Which the king 
granted; and the laid privilege is preferved in the family to this day/ 
On the death of the earl, about 1210, his fon, Miles, fucc&erfed him; 
but was kept out of the earldom of Ulfter by Lacy, who replied, that,, 
he would maintain king John’s grant of it to him, ftnee earl John 
never returned into Ireland to reverfe his outlawry, j' Miles, therefore, 
was obliged to quit his pretentions, "but wsfl created tyfcoa of Kinfale; 
and living afterwards entirely in Ireland, never claimed the barony of 
Stoke Courci. The illuftrious defeent and. origin of this family, are 
fully fet forth in the Irifh Peerage, under the head of Courcy baron of 
Kinfale. *

prifoner to London, and confinedsfcjicre Jn the Tower, items contro- 
verted' by a record * preferved in tha^jerjrTowcr of London; which, 
if it is to be relied on, feems as if he Surrendered himfelf to the king, 
and delivered hoftages for his appearance within a certain, time, 
limited even by L. J. Lacy himfelf. , .Which hoftages were, 1 “ Milo, 
filius Johannis do Curcy; Juvenis et Robinua, filius Williolmi Sal- 
vage, liberantur Roberto de Veteri-Ponte in cuftodia; Johannes de 
Curcy, filius Rogeri de Ceftm, liberator Willielmo Briwer ; Walkc- 
linus, filius Auguftini de Rtaal, liberator Willielmo Boterell vice- 
comiti Cornubiae ; Petrus, filius Willielmi Haket, bileratur Reginaldo 
de v Clifton, conftabulario de Dunller; Alexander, filius Willielmi 
Sarazin, liberatur Willielmo de Blunvill, conftabulorio de Corf ; Jo- 
hannes, filius A dae Camerarii; et Johannes, filius Richardi, filii Ro- 
bert i, liberantur Hugoni de Nevill.”

r Lac y lord juftice of Ireland, was certainly a great enemy of this earl John; and is faid to 
have attempted feveral turner to take trim by force, but in vam : fo that he pubK(hed a procla- 
mation, offering a lt£rge reward to^|ny one*who ihouki bring him {denounced a traitor) in 
dead or alive: but this proving ineffectual, he at length prevailed, by great proraifes, on fome 
of theearVs retainers' fo betray tbeir matter to him. Accordingly, on Good Friday, 12G3, when 
the earl (according to the devotion ©(the church of Rome), was walking barefoot and unarmed 
fve times round the churchyard of Down Patrick for penance, he was attacked unawares, and 
having nothing to defend him blithe pole of a crofs, he was overpowered, and forced to yield; 
but not until he bad killed thirteen of Lacy's men with his own hand*

Rates, and begins his narration with William Fitz-Aldclme, ftetoard 
to king Henry II. whom he mentions to have left iffue, by Julian, his 
wife, daughter of Robert Doifnell, a fon, Walter, who marrying 
Maud, foie daughter and heir to Hugh de Lacy, lord of Ulfter, in 
Ireland, thereupon became lord of that province in her right. But 
Lodge, in his Irilh Peerage, Vol. IV. (Appendix), fays, this William 
Fitz-Adelme married Ifabel, natural daughter of king Richard I. and 
had iffae, Richard, fumamed the Great, a perfon of great honour and 
efteem; who, in 1227, was lord juftice of Ireland, and deceased about 
the year 1 243, leaving by Una, his wife, daughter of Odo O’Connor 
(in Irifh, Cahil Crovderg), king of Connaught, Walter, his fuc- 
ceffor. 

Which Walter married Maud, daughter and heir to Hugh Lacy 
the Younger, earl and lord of Ulfter, (by his wife, Emeline, daughter 
and heir of Walter de Ridlesford), and in her right became earl thpre- 
of on her father’s deceafe; and dying himfelf in 1271, left ilfue by 
her, Richard, his cldcft fon and heir. 

Which Richard, after performing many very fmgular fervices to 
the crown, at laft retired to the monaftery of Athaffil, where he died, 
anno 1326, leaving iflue by Margaret, his wife, daughter of John de 
Burgh, baron of Lanvile, or Lanvallci, five fons and fix daughters; viz. 
John, who died before his father, in 131 3 ; Walter, who died S. M. P. 
Thomas, who died S. P. Edmund, and William : the daughters wer^, 
Ellen, wife of Robert Bruce, king of Scotland ; Elizabeth, or rather 
Maud, wife of Gilbert earl of Gloucefter ; Joan, of Thomas earl of 
Kildare, and fccondly of Sir John Darcy; Catherine, of John carl of 
Louth ; Margaret, of Maurice the firft carl of Defmond ; and Eleanor, 
of John, baron Multon of Egremont. 

' John, the eldcft fon before mentioned, married Elizabeth, third 
daughter jto, Gilbert de Clare, earl of Gloucefter (by his fecond wife, 
Joap, of Acres, daughter of king Edward I.), affd coheir to her brother 
Gilbert; and by her had one fon, Willianff jmdf a daughter, Maud,

Val, for whofe widow, and benefit of her marriage 
and dowry, William Maltravcrs, in the 5th of Stephen, gave looo 
marks ot filver, and £.100, to be dilpofed of a| the king (hould think 
fit. 

The next taken notice of is Guv de la Val, who, the 13th of 
Henry 11 . poffefled Navefby, in Northamptonlhirc, and the capital 
feat of whofe barony was in Yorkfhire. This Guy married the daughter 
of Maurice de Creon, and died the firft of John. 

After him, Gilbert de la Val is faid to have been in arms 
againft king John, the 1 7th of that reign. He held Calverdon, in the

which Hugh de Bolebec wedded Margery, one of' the fillers and heirs 
of the laid Richard. 

The** aad of Edward I. this Hugh de la Val had fummons, amongft 
other great men, to attend the king at Portfmouth with horfe and 
arms, to attend him into France. But as none of thefe families had 
ever fummons to parliament, no further account is to be found in 
Dugdale of them, nor does he give any relation of their affinity or 
propinquity to each other/ 

There was a fine engraving (feme time fince to be fecn in the print- 
fliops of the metropolis) of the Magna Charta, with the name of 
Gilbert Delaval, one of the twenty-five barons fent to fee the faid 
Magna Charta, and the Charta de Forefta, executed by king John. 
His arms are the fame as thofe now borne by lord Delaval, who alfo 
is in polfeffion of that noble feat called Seaton Delaval, the refidence, 
and former property, of thofe illuftrious barons, his early anceftors.

Nigel, fuccceded to the banony of Hokenorton ; and was the king’s 
conftable. He came in with his two brothers, Robert, beforenamed, 
his elder, and Gilbert, his younger/ Nigel, by his wife, the lady 
Agnes, had tw;o fons, Robert and Foulk, who was buried at Krfham in 
1 126. 

Robert fuccceded his father as lord high conftable, rind in the faid. 
barony : and by Editha, daughter of Forne, lbn of Sigewolke lord of 
Greyftock, a lady highly eftcemed by Henry I. (having been his con- 
cubine), by whofe procurement this lord married her, had two fons, 
Henry and Gilbert, and a daughter, Editha. 

Henry was fucceffor to his father, and by Maud, or Margery, 
daughter of Humphrey Bohun, earl of Hereford, had five children : 
Henry and Robert; Margery, at length heir to her brother Robert; 
another daughter, Alicia, married to Maurice de Gaunt, from whom 
were delcended the Gaunts earl of Lincoln ; and a third, Joanna, to 
Thomas lord of Daventry. Ol the tons, the cldeft, 

Henry, was the next high conftable and baron, after his father’s 
death ; but he had iffue an only daughter, Maud, who died young and 
unmarried, wherefore his brother

Lucy, 
his fucceflbr, 

Robert, who, the j ft of king John, gave a fine of 400 marks to 
the king for livery of the town and caftle of Chilham ; but he died 
about 1203, the 4th of king John, leaving "Rocfc, his daughter and

On the death of this Richard Le Fitz-Roy, the faid Roefe is Rated 
Dugdale, to have married a fourth hufband, Richard de Wilton, who, the 42d 
p.462. ^ Tlcnry III. upon levying the fcutage of Wales, was acquitted for 
twenty- four knights fees, formerly belonging to Robert de Dovor. But 
whether any iiTue were from this lail marriage is not faid.

Walter, who married Urfula, third daughter and coheir of Regi- 
nald earl of Cornwall, a natural fon of king Henry I, and had, in her 
right, the lordlhip of Idelhale, in Shroplhire. 

This Walter was fucceeded by another Walter, who was in arms 
againft king John. Walter, his fon, was alfo one of the rebel barons, 
temp. Henry III. with whom the barony expired about the 54th of 
that king’s reign, when he died, leaving Petronilla, his only daughter 
and heir, then married to Robert de Montfort ; which Robert there- 
upon doing his homage, had livery of her lands, but died Ihortly after; 
for the 2d of Edward I. the laid Petronilla doing her homage, had the 
like livery. 

Her fon William fold the anciejit caltlc of Calllecomb, d the baronial 
feat of the family, to Bartholomew de Badlifmcre, from whom it 
paifed (as is laid), to the Scroopes, who continued for a long time to 
poflefs the lame.

Walter Espec,' in the time of Henry I. was lord of Hiflmfley, 
otherwife Hamlake, in the county of York ; a perfon famed fol F his 
pious and military actions ; who, at the great battle of Northallerton, 
by his eloquent fpeech and fingular conduct in the engagement, con- 
tributed much to the obtainment over the Scots of that vidlory, fo 
glorious to the Englifh arms. Nor was he merely a foldier, but fkilful 
in the laws, and <*be of the juftices itinerant. 

* By Adeline, his wife, he had a fon, Walter (or William), a comely 
‘perfon, who unfortunately, from the falling of his horfe near Kirkham, 
in Yorkfhire, broke his neck. Whereupon, being bereft of iflue, this 
Walter fettled a confiderable part of his pofleflions upon the church; 
and the remainder, on his death, the 1 8th Stephen, 1153, came 
amongft his three fillers; viz. Alice, the wife of William de Bufcile; 
Albreda, of Nicholas de Trailly; and Adeline, of Peter de Ros, who, 
with her, had the manor, honour, and caftle of Hamlake. In Gibfon’s 
Camden’s Britannia, fhe is called a daughter of Walter Efpec.

He was ftandard-bearer to the king by right of inheritance ; but, ir$ 
a battle againft the ^elch, threw away his courage and ftandard to- 
gether; when being accufed of cowardice by Robert de Montfort, 
and jpjPtpiiflied by him in tingle combat, anno 1163, the king, 
(Henfftl.) being prefent, he was thrown into prifon, and his. vaft 
eftHb made a contiderable addition to the royal exchequer. He was 
afterwards fhorn a monk in the abbey of Reading. * 

Dugdale fays he had two fons, who were knights; viz. Sir Henry, 
and Hugh; and that Alice, his widow (After to Alberic de Vere, firft 
earl of Oxford), afterwards married Roger Fitz-Richard, baron of vid. Wotton 
Warkworth, in Northumberland, and Clavering, it^Etiex. VonTpwV 

But Kimber, Vol. II. p. 200, in his Baronetage, and Account of 
the Clavering family, writes, that Roger Fifcz-Richard,fearon of Wark- 
worth, married Alianor, daughter and coheir (with her fitter Alice, 

•married to Vere, from whom defeended the Veres earls of Oxford), of 
Henry of Effex, baron of Raleigh, a caftle in Eflex, in Domefday called 
Riganea.* 

Collins, in his Baronetage, Vol. I. p. 404, fays, the furname of this 
family accrued from the office of lheriff of the county of Eflex, here- 
ditarily poflefled before the conqueft by Wynmark, father of Robert, 
whofe fon, the aforefaid Sweyne* is the firft of the family noticed by 
Dugdale. 

Brother to Henry the ftandard-bearer, who fo unworthily behaved 
himfelf, whereby that high office became loft, was Hugh de Eflex, as 
before faid, whofe defeendant, William Eflex, of Lamborfte, co.

wherefore, as Camden and Morant makaJlobert lather to Henry, who fncceeded Sweyne, pro- 
bably Henry, elder brother of the faid Robert, died without iflue male, and that Alianor, wife 
of Clavering, was one of hia daughters and coheirs.

Robert, earl of Ewe, in Normandy, one of duke WiUi^^R ic&ief 
councilors, on the conqueft, obtained large revenues and honour^! and 
amongft the reft, the honour of Haftings, in Suilcx. ^ 

Wjlliam, his fon, alfo had lands given to him, by the Conqueror, 
of far greater extent. He feems to have been a greedy unfatisfied man, k 
and adhered to the earl of Northumberland, in his confpiracy to mur- 
der William Rufus ; which mifearrying, this William had his eyes put 
and was afterwards caft rated. 

Henry, his eldeft fori, fucceeded him, and died the 4th of Stephen, 
leaving 

John, his fon and heir, who married Alice, daughter of William 
de Albini, earl of Arundel, and dying the 17th of Henry II. his 
fon 

Henry was his fucceffor, who paid £.62, 10 s. for levying the 
feutage in the 6th of Richard I. for the king’s redemption, who had 
been taken prifbner by the duke of Auftria, in his return from the 
Holy Land.

This Henry died temp. Richard I. leaving iflue an only daughter, 
Alice, married to Ralph, or Robert de YlTendon, who, in her right, 
had the earldom of Ewe, and barony of Tickhill, which afterwards, 
by the adherence of William, his fon, to the French, efeheated to the 
rn ; and Henry III. gave it to his fon, prince Edward, who be- 
Fowcd it afterwards on Henry of Almaine, fon to Richard earl of

RE»|Si a younger fon of William earl of Derby* by Margaret, his isrifc, 
daughter and heir to William Pcverell, of Nottingham {but in hi^^ble 
ofjDefcent, or Pedigree, of Ferrers, he there makes the ipid Wakhe- 
linc to be the fon of Robert de Ferrers, earl of Derby, grandfather to 
the faid William. 

This Walcheline held Okeham by the fervice of one'fjcsight’s 
fee and an half, for which, the 33d of Henry II. he anfw<^j|tthirty 
ihillings, upon colle&ion of the feutage of Galweyc. The 3d of Ri- 
chard I. he was at the famous liege of Acre, in the Holy Land, with 
that warlike monarch. He was fucceeded by i, 

Hugh he Ferrers, his fon and heir, who, the 9th of Richard I. 
gave 300 marks fine to the king, to marry the daughter and heir of 
Hugh de Say, of Richard’s Caftle ; but dying without iflue, Ifabel, 
his filler, became his heir; which Ifabel was wife of Roger lord Mor- 
timer; and the 6th of king John, paid a fine of 300 marks, and one 
horfe for the great faddle, lor livery of the manors of Lechclade and 
Lageviri, of the inheritance of the faid Hugh, her brother. 

Another branch of this family (though not reckoned in the rank 
of barons), there, was fcated at Egginton, in com. Derby; viz. 
Walcheline, a younger fon of William earl of Derby, by Mar- 
garet, his wife, daughter and heir of William Pcverel ; which Wal- 
cheline married Goda, daughter of Robert de Toeni, and had iflue 
a fon, 

Robert, oftentimes called Robert Fitz-Walchcline, who by Joan, 
his wife, daughter and coheir of William de Bocland, had two daugh- 
ters, his heirs ; viz. Ermcntrude and Elizabeth ; of whom Dugdale 
recites, that the faid Ermcntrude was wife of Robert Talbot, of Gainf- 
bofough, in com- Lincoln.

Andoetween thefe two daughters of Robert de Ferrers, his eihfigs 
were divided. For by deed the 30th of Henry III." it appears, a com* 
pofitio^was made between Sir John Chandos, and Margaret, his wife, 
on onelpart, and Sir William Stafford, and Ermentrude, his wife, on 
the otlif||g>art, concerning the right of patronage of the churches of 
Egginton and Radborne, in com. Derby. 

By another deed, 1 the 34th of Henry III. Sir John Chandos and 
William de Stafford, deliver their mill in Radborne, to Lawrence, fon 
of Hugh de Workfworth. 

Part of the Egginton eftate was fold by the Staffords to the Leighs, 
and from thence got into other hands. The other part, by defeent 
from the Chandos family, came to the Poles, who fome years finee 
fold the fame, though part of the advowfon ftill remains to them. 

The Stafford part of Radborne, and other eftates, was fold by the 
Staffords to the Chandos and De la Poles, fome centuries back, and 
now, by defeent, are poffeffed by Sachevercll Pole, efquire, who thereby 
owns the whole of Radborne, the prefentation of the churches of Rad- 
borne, Mugginton, and two turns in three of Egginton, and refides at 
Radborne, the ancient feat of his forefathers. 

We are thus particular in the defeent of this family, infomuch as 
Dugdale does not at all mention whom Margaret de Ferrers married ; 
and in making her After Ermentrude the wife of Robert Talbot, 
either errs (unlefs fhe married hiip to her fccond hufband), or paffes 
over her marriage with Sir William de Stafford, whofe iffue, by her, 
it is thus evident (hared in the Ferrers inheritance.

In the time of the Conqueror, Alan, the fon of (or 

Flaad), obtained by the gift of that king the caftle of Ofwaldeftre. 
with the territory adjoining, which belonged to Meredith ap Blethon, 
a Briton. ^ 

This Alan having married the daughter and heir to Warinc, fherift 
of Shropfhire, temp. WjJJ. Conq. had in her right the barony of the 
laid Warine, afi’d was fudcecded by 

William Fitz-Alan, his fon and heir, who, in the great con- 
tention between Maud the emprefs and king Stephen, touching the 
crown of England, moft firmly adhered to her intereft, and held the 
caftle of Shrewibury againft that king, until it was at laft taken by 
afthult. 

His wife was Ifabel de Say (daughter and heir of Elias de Say), 
niece to Robert earl of Gloucefter, lady of Clun, by whom he left 
iflue, William, his fon and heir, who, on his deceafc, the 6th of 
Henry II. was his fucceflbr. 

Which William, the 12th of Henry II. on levying the aid for 
marriage of the king’s daughter, certified his knights fees to be in 
number thirty-five and an half de vetcri feoffamento, and fixteen and 
an half dc novo: but in the 19th bf Henry II. he departed this life, 
leaving 

William, his fon and heir, who was fheriff of Shropfhire, from 
the 2d of Richard 1 . to 3d John, inclufivc, and died the 16th John; 
for then did Thomas de Erdinton give 5000 marks for the wardlhip 
of his lands, and marriage of his fon and heir to his daughter ; which 
fon, as it feems, died foon after, for it is ftated, that then John Fitz- 
Alan, his brother, enjoyed the cftatc. 

* This 
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This. had two wives; the^firfl, Ifabel, Second daughtef of 
WilliaiH&'de Albini* earl of Arundel, and filter and coheir to Hugh, 
her brother; the fe&nd, Hawyfe de Blancminfter, who furvived him ; 
and on his deceafe, the 24th H$pry III. had certain manors in Che- 
lhire, Wiltfhjre, and Shropfhire, afligned her for her dowry. 

Jot$r» fon and heir of the laft mentioned John Fitz-Alan, was 
fucce 0 bn|| his father, and the 28th of Henry til. upon partition then 
made of all the lands of Hugh de Albini, earl of Arundel, dcceafed, 
(by right of defeent from Ifabel, his mother), had the caftle of Arun- 
del afligned to him for his principal feat; and foon a$&r, for a fine. of 
1000 marks, had livery of his own caftles of Blancminfter, Clun, and 
Schrawurthin. „ 

He died the 52d Henry III, ( 1 268), leavin^'iflue, bylWaud, his wife, 
daughter of Roefe de Vcrdon, 

John, his fon Ihd heir, then twenty-two years of age, who, doing 
his homage, had livery of his lands, paying £.100 relief for his own 
barony in Shropfhire, and jf.25 for the fourth part of the barony of 
Hugh de Albini, late earl of Arundel. But this John died foon after; 
viz, the 54th Henry III. leaving by Ifabel de Mortimer, his wife, 
Richard, his fon and heir, then only five years old; during whofe 
minority, Ifabel, his mother, the 8th of Edward I. obtained the cuflody 
of the caftle of Arundel, though within two years after the fame was 
transferred to Edmund de Mortimer. 

But the 13th Edward 1. this Richard was out of ward, and at 
length became poflefled of the caftle of Arundel, and enjoyed the 
title of earl; as is evident from the letters of psbtetftion which he bad 
the 26th of Edward I. wherein he is called, “Richardus fxlius Alani 
comes Arundel.”

At the time of the general furvey, RobertTitz-Gerold poffefled 
‘two lordfhips in Berklhire, nine ih Wiltlhirc, three in Dorfctlhire, one 
in Somerfetlhire, and ten in Hampfliire. 

To him fucceeded Alexander Fitz-Gekold, who, the rath 
Henry 11 . upon levying the aid for marrying the king’s daughter, in 
right of Alice de llumeli, his wife, heirefs of Skipton in Craven, cer- 
tified the knights fees belonging to that honour, to be twelve de veteri 
feoffamento, and eight de novo ; the inheritance of which devolved to 
the carls of Albeftiarle, through Cecilie, daughter and heir to the fame 
Alice, by a former wife. 

To this Alexander fuccecded Warine Fitz-Gerold, chamber- 
lain and trealurer to Henry II. which Warine was again fucceeded by 
another 

Warine, his fon, who, the 8th Richard I. was acquitted of the 
fecond and third feutage of Normandy ; and the r oth of Richard J. 
gave loo marks for the like feifin of the manor of Dadington, in com. 

Oxon, as his mother had at the time of her death. The ill; of John, 
he paid 500 marks for licence to marry ————— widow of Henry de 
Cornhill. The 13 th of John, he was acquitted from the charge for the 
feutage of Wales, for thofe twenty-four fees and an half, which were 
of the barony of William de Curcy, whofe daughter and heir, Alice, Vid. Cure)-, 
he had married. But the i;th of John, he was one of thofe barons 
who were in arms againft the king, for which his lands were feized; 
yet it was not long after that he died : for the 2d of Henry III. Fal- 
cafe de Breant, performing his homage, had livery of all his lands,

A younger brother to this Warine; was Henry Fitz-Gerold, who 
married Ermentruda, daughter and heir of Roger Talbot, of Gainlbo- 
rough, in com. Lincoln, (widow of William de Grendon); and had 

iffue an only daughter and heir, Alice, married to De L’Ble, 

from whom the lords L’lflc, of Rugcmont, were defeended. (Vid.

. Rollo duke of Normandy had two fons; William, the eldeft, 
furnamed Long-Efpec, who fucceeded him in the dukedom; and 
Robert, the fecond, who was the firft earl of Corboile; from whom 
defeended Hamon (furnamed Dcntatus), the fixth earl. 

This Hamon Dentatus had two fons, the eldeft called after his 
own name, Robert Fitz- Hamon: the fecond, according to the cuftom 
of the country, called after the name of one of his lordlhips, Richard 
de Granville,* which furname has continued to his pofterity ever fince, 
who are now flourilhing in the noble family of Grenville, marquis of 
Buckingham, and his brother lord Grenville. 

Robert Fitz-Hamqn, the eldeft fon before named, was prefent 
at the decifive battle of Haftings, and for his fignal fervices had very 
many large gifts and honours beftowed upon him by the Conqueror; 
and alfo by William Rufus, was rewarded with the honour of Glou- 
cefter. 

- After many very gallant exploits during the reigns of thofe two 
kings, he was at length flain abdut the 7th|>f Henry I. at the fiege of 
Falaife in Normandy, without iffue' male. When the king, unwilling

{o great an honour (horrid be (hared among women, referred his eldeft 
daughter Mabel, for his own illegitimate fon Robert, whom he there- 
upon created earl of Gkmcefter. ( Vid. Gloucefter. ) The other daugh- 
ters were, Caecilia, abbefs of Shafton ; Hawyfe, abbefs of Wilton ; and 
Amicia, married to the earl of Brittany. His wife was Sybil, one of 
the daughters of Roger Montgomery, earl of Shrewflbury.

In the time of the Conqueror, Ralph Fitz-Hobeut held forty- 
nine lordfliips in England. Adhering to king Stephen againft Maud 
the emprefs, he furprifed and plundered fcvcral places; but being at 
length himfclf furprifed and taken by the emprefs, he was hanged as » 
thief for refilling to reftorc them again, 

Ralph, his fon, and Hubert, his grandfon, both held the honour 
of baron: but with the latter it expired in the reign of Henry III. who 
left a daughter, Julian. 

Of this name alfo was Hugh Fitz-Ralpji, who, in the time of 
Henry III. having married Agnes, daughter and heir to Ralph dc 
Grifele, had livery of her inheritance; and dying the 56th Henry III. 
left Euftachia, daughter of Ralph, his fon, his next heir, wife of Ni- 
cholas de Cantilupe. (Vid. Cantilupe.)

Bedford, and had with her the 
manor of Burton, in Northampton!}} ire ; which, with all other the 
lands and honours of Guy de Reincourt, anceftor to Richard, were 
confirmed by Henry II. to the faid Robert Foliot.

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To whom fucceeded Richard, his fon; who had iffue an only 
daughter and heir, Margery, married to Wyfchard Ledet, fon to Chrif- 
tian Ledet, lady of Langtone, in com. Leicefter.* 

Againft which Wyfchard, thr8th of Richard I. Thomas, Richard 
de Hidon, Emme de Boterel, and Gcffery de Barinton, contcftcd for 
the inheritance of the beforcmentioned Robert, their grandfather; be- 
fidcs which claims, there was another made by Elias Foliot, who, the 
6th of John, challenged the manor of Weft Warden, in com. North- 
ampton, as next heir to Richard. 

Of this name there were alfo feveral others of note ; viz. Jordan, 
the fon of William Foliot, who, with the confent of Beatrice, his wife, 
gave the church of Frifeby to the Knights Templars. 

About this time likewife Henry Foliot, with Lucia de Muntcnei, 
his wife, daughter and coheir of Jordan Brifet, founder of the nunnery 
at Clerkertwcll, confirmed the grant of thofe lands whereon that reli- 
gious houfe was built ; to whom fucceeded 

Jordan Foliot, his fon and heir ; who, the Qth of Henry 111. 
with Ifold de Grey and Ralph Paynell, performed his homage for the 
lands of Robert Bardolph, their uncle, whereunto they were fome of 
the coheirs. 

Jn thofe days there was alfo Ralph Foliot, who died the 6th of 
John, when 

Henry, his fon and heir, gave 100 marks of filver, and one palfrey, 
for livery of his lands ; which Henry, in 4th Henry III. was made 
governor of Fotheringhay caftle. 

Of this name was Walter Foliot, who, the 9th of Henry III. 
was fheriff for Oxfordlhire for half of that year, and had an only 
daughter and heir, married to Ralph Chenduit, 

And in 53d Henry III. Sampson Foliot, fheriff of Oxfordlhire 
and Berkfhire, was conftituted governor of the caftle of Oxford.

But betides thefe, though not mentioned by Dugdale, was Waiter 
Foliot, of Melbury Ofmond, in Dorfetlhire ; the heirefs of which 
family, Alice, married John Maltravers, junior. 

Although Dugdale, in his account of this family, does not notice 
any of them to have had fummons to parliament, yet by the claufe 
rolls of the 23rd and 25th of Edward I. it appears that Jordan Foliot 
in thofe years was fummoned to parliament amongft the barons of the 
realm. 

There remains, however, yet another of this name, of whom men- 
tion ought not to be omitted, viz. the moft learned Gilbert Fo-> 
liot, bilhop of Hereford, A. D. 1149, and afterwards of London, 
A/D. 1161; who is memorable for two things: the one, his allegiance 
and fidelity to his fovereign, in all thofe confufions and disputes be- 
tween Henry II. and Thomas jfBeckct, archbifhopof Canterbury; 
the other, for a refolute anfwer made to an unknown voice heard by 
him. Concerning, which Matthew Paris relates, that coming one 
night from the king (with whom he had been in long conference on 
the troubles between him and the faid archbifhop), as he lay medita- 
ting thereon in his bed, a terrible and unknown voice founded thefe 
words in his ears : “ O Gilbert Foliot dum revolvis tot, & tot Dcus 
tuus eft Aftaroth. ” Which he taking to come from the Devil, an- 
fwered as boldly : “ Mcntiris daemon, Dcus meus, eft Dcus Sab- 
boath. ” 

He was the author of an Apology for Henry II. againft Bccket, and 
alfo wrote an invective againft him*; and fevcral other works : parti- 
cularly one Book of Epiftles, and fix Books upon the Canticles.

Nigel Fossard, temp. Henry I. poflefled the lordrtiip of Don-

Robert, paid a fine of 500 marks, to rcpolfefs Don carter, which he had 
granted to the king, to hold in demefne for twenty years. 

William, his fon, who fuccecded him, was one of the northern 
barons at the memorable battle of Northallerton. He flood fifriHo 
king Stephen againft Maud the crpprefs ; and died the beginning of 
the reign of Richard I. leaving onlf one daughter his heir, viz. Joan, 
wife of Robert of Thurnam,* baron of Mulgrave (jure uxoris), whofe * Vid.Thur- 
only daughter and foie heir, Ifabel, married Sir Piers Mawlcy, and had nara ‘ 
iffuc Sir Piers Mawley, knight. (Vide Mawlcy.)

This family is faid to be of Norman extra&ion, and to derive its 
defeent from Dg Gage, or Gage, who attended king William I. into 
England, and after the conqucftHtRettof, was rewarded with a grant of 
lands of confidcrable extent in the foreft of Dean ; contiguous whereto 
he fixed his refidence, and built a feat at Clerenevell, otherwife Clurc» 
wall. Mr. Camden obferves, they were a family of great note ; 0 but 
the firft mention made by Sir William Dugdale is, that

Ralph de Gaugi, upon the afleffment of aid for marrying the 
king’s daughter, the uth Henry II, certified, that his ancestors held 
three knights fees, which defeended to two fitters and coheirs, whereof 
he married the elder, and the other was the wife of Hugh de El- 
linton. 

To this Ralph fucceeded Robert de Gaugi, who married Bea- 
trice, daughter of Ifold, niece and heir to Robert Lovel : and with her 
obtained the lordfhips of Langeftcr and Thornton upon the Weye, in 
the bifhoprick of Durham. 

Of this name there were alfo two others ; viz. Roger de Gaugi, 
who, for his adherence to king John againft his rebellious barons, had 
a ^pt|t of the lands of Richard Gubion, in the counties of North- 
ampton and Lcicefter. And Sampson Gaugi, who had the like grant 
of the lands of Robert Arfic, andvhis mother, lying in Somerton and 
Coges, in com. Oxon. 

The next of whom mention is made, is William de Gaugi, 
who the 1 8th of Henry III. had a grant of the cuftody of the honour 
of Kaermarden, with the cattle. 

Not long after this, viz. the 27^ Henry III. on the death of Ralph 
de Gaugi, he held the barony of Slafmouth by the fervice of three 
knights fees, as his ancettors had done from the time of king 
Henry I. 


by his wife, Elizabeth, daughter to George Penruddocke, of the co. of Southampton, esquire, 
and heir to her brother, had iflue two fons ; whereof * * 

Thomas was created lord Gage, and ) 

Jofeph became eminent for being conceSjfeA in the Mifliffippi Scheme in France; is faid to 
have acquired the immenfc wealth of twelaS’fir thirteen millions lferling : which fo intoxicated 
him, that he made an offer to Auguftus king of Poland of three millions for that crown, which 
being refufed, he propofed to the king of Sardinia the purchafe of that ifland, who rejected the 
offer. .But the year enfaing (1720), by the fall of that famous bubble, he became fo much 
diftreffed, that he was neceffitated to feek for new adventures in Spain ; where he was, however, 
well received into favour, and was preferred to many high pofts, and honoured with the title of 
Craudee of Spain, in March 1743 ; being alfo presented by the king of Naples with the order of 
St. Gem. tro, and a penfion of 4,000 ducats a-year. 
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Ralph, his lbn and heir, doing his homage, had livery of his lands; 
and dying without iffue, 7th Edward 1 . his brother 
Adam became his heir, who died on or before the 15th Edward I. 
for then it feems Roger de Clifford was found his coufin and heir; and 
paying eleven pounds for his relief, had livery of his lands.

Ranulph de Glanvill is mentioned in the time of the IW- 
queror, to whom fucceeded Wiliam de Glanvill, who being a 
very devout man, bellowed on the Cluniac monks all the churches of 
his barony. 

Bartholomew, his fon, was fheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk, 1 ’ temp. 

Henry II. and is fuppofed to have been brother to 

Ranulph, who, in the fame reign, was a man of great account. 

He, with William dc Vefei, and only a Render army, routed the Scots 
at Aldwicke, and took their king prifoner. He was made one of the 
juflices itinerant for feveral of the northern counties, and, alio after- 
wards, juflice of England. 

But the firft of Richard I, he was difplaccd from this office ; and 
afterwards attending the kfrig into the Holy Land, died there at the 
fiege of Aeon. His wife was Berta, |^ughter of Theobald de Valoines, 
fenior, by whom he left only three>jjaughters: of whom, Maud, the * 
cldeft, married William de Aubervill; and the other two, Amabil and Vid.Aubeml 
Helewife, John de Ardem, and Ralph, fon of Robert (according to 


r Be was alfo governor of the caftle of Orford, in com. SufF. temp. Henry I. near which, 
Ralph de Coggefliall, an ancient writer, fays, fome fi (her men happened to catch a wild roan 
in their nets. All the parts of his body rrfrmbled thofe of a man ; he had hair on his head, a 
long picked beard, and tfas hairy about the breafl.

Hugh de Grentemaisnill attended the Conqueror, and behaved 
valiantfy at the battle of Haftings, for which, by his gift,' he obtained 
near one hundred lordfhips in different counties. Being at length 
grown a very aged man, he took upon him the habit of a monk ; and 
died in a few days after, leaving five fons, and fix daughters: viz. 
Adeline, the wife of Roger de lbrei; Hadewife died unmarried; Roefe, 
of Robert de Courci, Maud, of Hugh dc Mont-pincon ; Agnes, of 
William de Say ; and Hawife, who died unmarried. 

Of the fons, Robert, his cldcfl, furvived him twenty-eight years, 
and died without iffue ; William died on his travels ; Hugh died in 
his youth; Ivo, (of whom hereafter); and Alberic, who became a mi- 
litary man. 

Which Ivo enjoying his father’s pofleflions in England, took part 
with Curthofe againft Henry I. for which being very heavily fined, he 
was fain to feek a reconciliation ^md going afterwards toward Jcru- 
falcm, died in the way, leaving . 


4 Alianor, daughter of Sir Gilbert de Glanville (of this family, fays a MS. of Cooke, Cla* 
rencieox King at Arms), married Sir John Wingfield, anceltor of the family of that name, 
vifeounts Powerfcouri, In the kingdom of Ireland, whofe only daughter and heir, Catherine, 
married Sir Michael de la Pole, who, in her right, prefented to the mafterfbip of Wingfield col- 
lege, anno 13y7, which contcadi&s Mr. Anftis; who afieru the faid Alianor to have bees the 
daughter of Sir Richard de Brew*. She probably uUght have been widow of Sir Richard de 
Brew,, but certainly w^daughter of Sir Gilbert de Glanville; as the pedigrees of the Wing- 
field family teftify. '

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I vo, bis fonand heir, then in minority, contradedrto the daujjhter 
of Henry carl of Warwiekjbut, as fuppofed, djed before confumma- 
tion : for Sir William Dugdale fays, that upon the death of his father, 
the inheritance became fubjeded to Grangers. 

From Ivo defeended Hugh, who had great part of his ancef- 
tors’ lands reftored, particularly the honour of Hinckley, and ffcew- 
ardihip of England ; both of which were enjoyed by Robert Blanch- 
mainc, earl of Leicefter, who married Petronilla, daughter of the faid Vid.Leicefter 
Hugh. 

Yet how Hugh could defeend from Ivo, .provided he died, according 
to Sir William Dugdale, before confummation of marriage, feems in- 
confiftent. Salmon, in his Hiftory of Hertfordfhire, fays, Hugfiwas 
brother to Ivo, which rather is more likely to be corrcd. 


GURNAY, ou GOURNAY.

The firft of this name of whom notice is made, was Hugh de 
Gurnay, or Gornay,.. who was a man of eminent valour, and at- 
tended the Norman duke in his expedition into England ; who, after 
he was advanced to the throne of this realm, requited his fervices by 
the grant of many large poffeffions.^. But after all his military adions, 
this Hugh became a monk in th<f jabbey of Bee, in Normandy, to 
which he had been a benefador ; and dying there, left by Bafilia, bis 
wife, daughter of Girald Flcitcll, two fons, Girald and Hugh; 
which 

Girald, the eldeft, was his fucceffor, and was likewife a military 
man: but he* with his wife Editha, filter to William earl Warren, 
accompanying Robert duke of Normandy into the Holy Land, died 
there, and was fucceeded by Hugh, his fon and heit^ .

Which Hugh, notwitbllanding the great favours.be had received 
from king Henry I. who had taken care of his education as of hia own 
fon, proved rebellious and ungrateful to his benetadtor. He married 
Maud, lifter of Ralph de Perone, count of Vermandois, and dying in 
1185, left . 

Hugh, his fon and fuccclTor, who attended king Richard I. into 
the Holy Land, at the. liege of Aeon; whereof, when taken, he was 
made governor on the part of the king of England. In the reign of 
king John, he took part with the rebellious barons, for which his lands 
were feized. But the 6th of Henry III. departing this life, the fame . 
were reftored to Hugh, his fon and heir, by Lucy, widow of Robert 
de Berkeley,' Gerard, his eldcft fon, being then dead. 

Which Hugh being likewife guilty of feveral ads of difloyalty, and 
of contempt of the royal authority, all his lands, goods, and chattels 
•were feized. He died in 1:37, leaving, by Julian his wife, filter of 
Reginald coUnt of Bologne/ Julian, his daughter and heir, who be- 
Vid. BarduTf. came the wife of William Bardulf. But^his Julian feems to have 
been a former wife ; for on the deathgof Hugh de Gurnay, William 
de Cantilupe paid 500 marks for the wardlhip of the faid Julian, and 
cuftody of her lands; as alio of the child unborn, whereof Maud, his 
widow, was then pregnant. 

A younger brother to the laft Hugh, was Ansf.lme de Gurnay, 
who married Eve, filter and heir to Maurice de Gaunt, and had iflue 
Robert, who, the 1 5th of Henry III. doing his homage, had livery of 
the manor of Poelet, in com. Somerfet, part of the pofleflions of his 
faid uncle Maurice de Gaunt; fo^likewife of certain lands in the 
county of Gloucefter. The 1 6th of Henry III. he performed his 
homage for one half a knight’s fees, defeended to him by the death of 
John de Harpetre, his grandfather, and the 53d of Henry HI. he de- 
ceafed, leaving by Hawife dc Longchamp, his wife, 

Anselme de Gurnay, his fon and heir, then of full age; who 
doing his Homage, had livery of his lands. The 7th of Edward I. he

was 
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was in the wars of Scotland, after which, ere long, he died; viz^the 
14th of Edward I. being then, as faid, feifed of the manors of Bever- 
fton, Awerton, Wefton, and Dure, in com. Gloucefter ; and leaving 
John, his fon and heir, then twenty-fix years old. 

Which John, the year following, doing his fealty, had livery of all 
the lands of his inheritance ; and having married Oliva, daughter of 
Henry Luvell, died the 19th of Edward J. leaving Elizabeth, his 
daughter and heir, wife to John ap Adam, who, doing his homage, 
had livery of the lands of her inheritance. (Vid. ap Adam.) 

Of this branch, however, under the head of Harpctrc, much more 
may be fecn. 1 

Of this name was alfo Matthew de Gurney, who, the 30th of Parkins’ To- 
Henry II. was lord of a certain manor called Gourney’s Manor, in Abridge* 
com. Norfolk, in right of Rofe his wife, daughter and heir of Reginald 
de Burnham; which Matthew had iflue, William, his fon and heir, p- 95- 
father of John de Gourneyj who the 27th and 28th of Edward I. was 
lord of the faid manpr, as appears by the court rolls. ’ 

But of this line nothing further is known. 


1 The accotint here given, is, in fa&, the full fubftance of Sir William Dugdale’s Hiflory 
of the Goumay family, excepting where a deviation is made by the marginal reference 
to the Hiflory of thehoufe of Yvcry, for the ground of authority whereon fuel) deviation is 
founded. 

But the truth is, that Sir William Dugdale, as well as Camden, have been led to believe, 
that the barons of Harpetrc and Goumay were diftinfl, although in ftrift reality they were one 
and the fame. Indeed, after the failure of this firft houfe, who were barons of mighty emi- 
nence, and vaft pofleffions, the other, which were no lefs fo, by reafon of the change in the 
furname, have been wholly confounded, inforpuSh as the beft genealogifts have been guilty of 
no lefs an error in the defeent than in the creation of two families out of this one. (Vid. 
Harpetre.)

HANSELYN. 


Gorsfrid A;.selyn, or Hanselyn, in the Conquerors time, 
poffeiTed thirty lordfhipa in feveral counties ; of which Shdford,*in the 
county of Nottingham, was the principal feat of his barony. 

Defcended from whom was Ralph Hanselyn, prefent ,at the 
battle of Northallerton againft the Scots ; whofe eldeft daughter and 
coheir, Rofe, married Thomas, father of Dodo Bardolf ; the youngeft 
married Everingham,, who had iffue Sir William Everingham, father 
of Sir Adam Everingham. (Vid. Bardolf.) 


HARPETRE. 


The account of this family having been very erroneoufly given by 
Dugdale in his Baronage, according to the relation of Anderlon, in his 
Houfe of Yvery, we fhall therefore follow the ftatement of his hillory, 
which leems to have been compiled with much care, labour, and in- 
duftry. 

To begin, then: the line of this houfe appears to be indifputably 
defcended from John, a younger fon of Afcelin Goucl de Perceval, 
earl of Yvery, in Normandy, the common anceftor of Yvery, Luvel, 
and Perceval ; for, fo early as the year 1 138, the fon of that John was 
pofTdTed of Harpetre, in the county of Somerfet, which was the eftate 
of the faid Afcelin, who was living in 1 i tfq. Wherefore there is no 
doubt that he received from his father, during his life, the lordlhip of 

Arpetre, 
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Arpetre, or Harpetre, which beCatoc the feat of this branch, and 
from whence the furname was aflumed. 

To this John fucceeded William de Harpetre, his fon and 
heir, who is prefumed to be that William, who, the 13th Henry II. 
anno 1166, upon the aid levied for marrying the king’s daughter, 
certified by the name of William, fon of John Harpetre, that he held 
thirteen knights fees, one half, and a fourth part. His iffue was John, 
his soir and heir, of whom no more mention is made, than that he 
had two fons ; viz. William and John, who died S. P. 

Which William, the Ion of John, (and not William, the fon of 
William, as Dugdale recites), the 8th of Henry III. gave a fine of 280 
marks, for the wardfhip of the heir of William dc Carrio. He mar- 
ried Maud Orefcuilz, a Norman lady, who was a coheirefs with her 
filler Alice ; and the 10th of Richard I. made partition of her inhe- 
ritance by fine, whereupon the faid William obtained half a knight’s 
fee, with its appurtenances, in Carnecote, in England, referving (till 
to Maud, her pretenfions as the eldest coheir. His iflue were, 

Thomas; Pagan, of whofe ifTuc there is no certain account ; and 
William. 

Thomas, the eldeft fon, died in his father’s lifetime: his wife was 
Eve, daughter of Robert, the fon of Robert Fitz-Harding (progenitor 
of the houfe of Berkeley), by Alice his wife, daughter of Robert de 
Gant, of Folkingham ; which Eve became foie heirefs to her brother Vid. Gaunt 
Maurice de Gant, who died S. P. By her he had iflue, Robert, his fon 
and heir. 

Which Robert fuccecded his grandfather, William, beforenamed, 
on his deceafe the 16th Henry III. (1232), when he did his homage, 
and paid his relief. 

The wanton courfe of furnames in the elder ages, is particularly 
difeovered in this family : for being originally derived from the houfe 
of Yvery, they quitted that appellation for another aflumed from the 
principal lordfhip of Harpetre, which became their portion, and again 
changed it for that of Gournay ; yet, for what reafon this Robert de 

Harpetre 
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Harpetre Ihould quit; his paternal name for that of, Goumay, is a 
matter of curiofity not eafily to be fatisfied at this diftance of time. 
According to modern cuftom, he Ihould rather have taken the name 
of Gant, to which family his mother was the heirefs : but it is pro- 
bable his uncle, Maurice de Gant, not being dead at the time of taking 
the name of Goumay, he did not think fit to change it again ; and 
here the afTumption of that name becomes the mdfe fingular, info- 
much as the defeent of Hawylia de Goumay (in rcfpect to whom it is 
prefumed to have been adopted), is not correctly or exactly afeertained, 
or confimilatcd with or to the other ancient and illuftrious houfe of 
Vid. Goumay Goumay, before treated of. ‘ 

But to proceed : it appears that this Robert de Harpetre, by the 
name of Goumay, after the dcceafe of his uncle Maurice de Gant 
(whofe heir the record affirms he was), had livery of the manor of 
Palcet," part of the poffeffions of the said Maurice, which he claimed 
Vid.Lutterel. by Andrew Luttercl, not long before ; fp likewife of certain lands in 
the county of Gloucefter. 

Furthermore, having founded the hospital of Gant (alias Billef- 
wicke), near Briftol, he died the 53d of Henry III. (1269), being then 
feifed of the manor of Cemecote, in Wjltfhire ; as alfo of the manors 
of Harpetre, Barcwc, aud Inglcfoombe, in co. Gloucefter, with divers 
fees in the counties of Somerset, Dorfet, and Wilts, amounting to 
twenty-two knights fees and a half ; and likewife of the manors of 
Beverfton, Wefton, Halbcrton, Radewicke, Owre, and Pureton, all in 
Gloucefterfhire. By Hawyfc de LongchJmp his wife, he had ifiue 
Anfclm and John de Goumay, who died, circ. 8th Edward I. S. P. 

Anselm, fucceffor to his father, was returned by the jury of Wyn- 
ftertock Hundred, to hold of the king in capite, the manor of East 
Harpetre by the half of a knight’s fee, on which depended the manor 
of Weft Harpetre : but he died the 14th of Edward I. leaving Sibilla 
his wife, ; daughter of Hugh Vivoun, furviving, and alfo three fons ;

John, fur named de Harpetre. 
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viz. John, Robert, and Thomas ; whereof Robert had the manor of 
Overwere granted to him by his father, and Thomas had that of 
Inglifcombe. 

John de Gournay, eldcft fon and heir, being twenty-fix years of 
age on his fathers death, did his fealty the enfuing year; viz. the 
15th Edward I. and had livery of all the lands of his inheritance; but 
did not very long furvive, deceafing the 19th of Edward I. (1291), in 
the thirty-firft year of his age, leaving by Oliva his wife, daughter of 
Henry lord Luvcl, of Kari (who furvived him, and died the 24th 
Edward I.) one only daughter and heir, Elizabeth, then fixteen years 
old, and married to John ap Adam ; who doing his homage, had livery 
of all the lands of her inheritance. (Vid. ap Adam.)

Arms— Ar. a Fefs and in Chief three Martlets G. 


Robert de Have, by the gift of Henry I. had the honour of Hal- 
nac, alias Halnaked, in the county of Sufifex. He had two fons ; viz. 
Richard and Ralph, and a daughter, Cicely, married to Roger de St. 
John. (Vid. St. John of Stanton.) 

Ralph fiding with young Henry againft his father, king Henry II. 
was taken prifoner by that king, at Dol, in Brittany, 19th Henry II. 
But 

Richard having married Maud, daughter of William de Vernun, 
died prior to the 33d Henry II. leaving three daughters, his heirs; 
viz. Nichola, wife of Gerrard de Camvill ; Maud, of Richard de Hu- 
met ; and — of William de Rollos.

The firft mention of this name is the 18th Hasty II. when it ap- 
pears that under the title of the feutage^of the batons, there were 
£. 4, then paid into the exchequer for thole knights fees which did 
belong to William de Heriz. This William had his refidence at 
Wyverton (now Worton), in co. Notts ; and married Maud, daughter 
of Ralph lord Baflet, of Drayton, and died on or before the 46th of 
Henry II. leaving Joane, his daughter and heir by the faid Maud, his 
firft wife, and Aeliva, his fecond wife, then furviving, who gave 100 
marks to the king, that ihe might not be compelled to marry again 
otherwiie than as Ihe pleafed ; at which time, alfo, Robert de Heriz was 
his brother and heir male, and paid 100 for livery of hb inheritance. 

To which Robert fucceeded 

I vo, his {bn and heir, who, the i 5 th of king John, gave 300 marks 
for certain lands of Ralph Baflct. But of him nothing memorable is 
mentioned, only that he deceafed the 30th of Henry III. leaving Sarra 
his wife furviving, who afterwards married Johan de Nevill. 

To this Ivo (or John), fucceeded Hcnrt, and to him another John, 
as brother and heir; which John died before the 17th of Edward L 
leaving : 

John, his fon and heir, who then doing his homage, had livery of 
his inheritance.

Richard de Humet, id the time of Henry II. being then con- 
stable of Normandy, in consideration of his fervices, obtained the 
lordihip of Sandford, in Lincolnshire, with lands in other counties. 

He married Maud, daughter and coheir of Richard de Haye, and left vid. Haye. 
iSTue, 

William, his fon, who likewise was conSlablc of Normandy, and 
had iSTue, a daughter, Agnes, married to Baldwin de Wake. (Yid. 

Wake.) 

Of this family, alfo, was John de Humet, who being in arms 
againft king John, had his lands feized and given to Richard de Grey, Vid. Grey, 
who married Lucia, his daughter. 


KEYNES. 


Arms— Vairee Ar. and Az. three Bars G. 

Ralph, fumamed de Kayneto, came in with the Conqueror, andi 
had iSTue, Ralph and William ; who is Skid to have taken king Stephen 
prisoner at the battle of Lincoln. 

Which Ralph had with his wife (the daughter of Hugh Maminot, 
a baron in Kent), in frank marriage, by the gift of Henry I. the 
manors of Tarent and Combe, in the county of Oorfct; and feating 
himfelf at Tarent, founded a monastery there. 

William, his fon and heir, was his TucceSTor, father of Ralph, who 
adhered to the rebel barons againftking John, and died about the 6th 
Henry III. leaving ifue.

William, who,' by Margaret, daughter and heir of Adam de Pe- 
riton, of Oxhill, in*the county of Warwick, had iffue Robert de 
Keynes, his fon and heir, who bad two Tons, Robert and William;

without iffue, left William, his brother, his heir. 

Dugdale, in his Warwickfhire, fays he died the yth Edward I. 
which is evidently a miftake, and impoilible : as the 6th Edward III.* 
Alianor Keynes, at her- death, held the manor of Tarent Kcynfton 
jointly with her hufband Robert——- — their ifon and heir, who died 
without iffue. 

William was the next fucceflor to his brother Robert, and had 
iffue three daughters and two fons; viz. Robert, who died without 
iffue, and John, who died the 40th Edward III. leaving John, his fon 
and heir, who the 49th Edward III. died without iffue; and Wentliana, 
a daughter and heir, who thereby became heir to her brother, and alfo 
died without iffue. 

Wherefore the inheritance fell to the three daughters of William 
beforenamed, or their heirs, of whom Lsetitia, married Ayotte, and 
had iffue Lawrence, who had iffue William, who died without iffue; 
and two daughters, Matilda, married to William de Crefly ; and Mar- 
garet, to William Wotton ; but had no children. Elizabeth de Keynes 
died fingle, and Hawifia married Robert de Daventre, knight.

Of this name there were two who came into England with the 
Conqueror; viz. Walter and Ilbert de Laci; but how nearly, 
or whether at all related to each other, docs not appear. Of 
theft, 

Walter was, for his expertnefs in arms, fent to reftrain the incur- 
fions of the Welch; and, with other commanders, entering the parts 
of Brecknockihire, fubdued Refe, Caducan, and Mariadotb, three of 
their princes, with great daughter. He was the founder of the church 
of St. Peter, at Hereford; where, when the work Was nearly finilhed, 
climbing up a ladder, he fell down, and was killed with the fall, anno 
1084, 19th Will. Conq. and *was buried in the chapter houfe at 
Gloucefter : to which church of Glouccfter he gave five hides of land 
in Duntefborne, for the health of his foul, and that of Emeline his 
wile. His iffue were three fons; viz. Roger, Hugh, and Walter, a 
monk in St. Peter s abbey at Glouccfter. 

* R90ER, his fucceffor, through the bounty of the Conqueror, had 
great poffefiSons in the counties of Berks, Salop, Gloucefter, Wor- 
cefter, andHere&rd, where the caftle of Ewyas was the head of his 
barony. 41 But, the 3 d of William Rufusi fiding with Odo earl Of Kent, 
aUd other great nobles then in rebellion, and the 5th of the fame

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reign with Roger Moubray, earl of Northumberland, on the like ac- 
count, he was banilhcd England, and his lands given to Hugh, his 
brother ; which 

Hugh was the founder of the priory of Lanthony ; and gave to the 
monks of Monmouth, three lhillings yearly rent iffuing out of Ledney, 
for the good eftate of himfelf, Roefe his wife, and Robert his fon ; bat 
dying without iffue furviving, he left his great inheritance to his two 
lifters; viz. Ermeline, who had no iffue; and Emme, who married 

by whom Ihe had n fon, Gilbert, who thereupon took the 

name of Laci. 

This Gilbert, after having fignalized himfelf in various encoun- 
ters and victories, at length became a Knight Templar, and was 
fucceeded by Hugh ; but whether his fon or brother, Dugdale is filent ; 
Collins calls him his fon ; which 

Hugh, for his fervices, obtained from Henry II. the whole territory 
of Meath, in Ireland, to hold to him and his heirs, by the fervice of 
fifty knights fees: moreover, he was conftitutcd governor of the city 
of Dublin, and juftice of Ireland ; but hapng afterwards incurred the 
king’s 4 difpleafure, by marrying the king of Connoc’s (Connaught), 
daughter without leave, he was diverted of the cuftody of that city, 
the 27th Henry II. 1181. His death was four years after, viz. 1185; 
when, being too fevere with the workmen employed by him in the 
building of the caftle of Lurheydy, he was murthered by one Malvo- 
Miadaich, a very mean perfon ; leaving ifluc two fons, Walter and 
Hugh, and a daughter, Elayne, who became the wife of Richard de 
Beaufo. 

Walter, the 10th of Richard I, paid 2000 marks for the king’s 
favour, and to have livery of his lands ; but this being the laft year of 
that king’s reign, his brother, king John, immediately fucceeding, ex- 
aded no lefs than £.1200 for the like favour, and livery. 

But, tbc 1 2th of John, the king palling into Ireland with his army, 
this Walter was forced to deliver himfelf up, and all he had, and was

Ilbert j or Lacy, a& before obferved, came into England at the 
fame time with Walter, his name&ke ; and alfo experienced the 
bounty of the Conqueror, who gave him the town and caftle of Broken 
Bridge, in com. Ebor, afterwards tilled Bontfrad, together with many 
other lands of vaft extent, of which near 150 lordlhips were in York- 
Ihire, ten in Nottingham, and four in Lincolnshire. This Ilbert left 
iflue two fons, Roben a$d Hugh. . 

Which Robert adhering to Robert Curtfaofe againft king Henry I. 
was, with Ilbert his Ion, .expelled the kingdom ; and the honour of 
Pontfrad was beftowed on Henty Traverle, Who deceafing very 
ihortly afterwards, the king gave the Skid honour to Guy de la 
Val. .... 

But it is mentioned (fays Dugdaie) bjf^an o$d hiflorian, that this 
Ilbert, lo expelled with his father, when king Stephen began to reign, 
by his fpecial favour reobtained his barony of Pontfrad ; and calling 
to mind the mifeiy of his banifhmcnt, was the more cordial in his 
adherence to that king when he Rood in need, and was one of the 
principal commanders at the battle of Northallerton, where that me- 
morable vidory was obtained mrer the Scots. He married Alice, 
daughter of Gilbert de Gant, bur dying S. P. Henry, his brother, fuc- 
ceedcd him. * 

, Which Henry was received into fivour With Maud the emprefs, 
and her fon Henry II. and had full re&ittftmn of his whole honour 
of Pontfrad, and aU other his lands in England and Normandy. 
The tath of Henry II. on the alfeflinent of aid for marrying the 
king’s dgughter, he certified his Res to be fetenty-nme and one 
half ' number, for which# the *4th of Henry II. he paid

To him fucceeded Robert, hit fe jfc who was one of the barons at 
the felem coronation of Richard I. in whofe 4th year, J 193, he died,

of Richard Fitz-Euftace, conftable of Cheftcr, poflefled herfclf of the 


ba!rony, under a pretence of a grant from Henry, father of the laft 
Robert. But Sir Peter Leycefter, in his Antiquities of Chefhire, fays, 
the fidd Robert made her hi* heir, v beCaufe he had no other fo nearly 
allied jto him. ‘ * * ' * 

Yet from this account of the ‘I&jby fanailybyDogdale, we find a 
very great deviation in that given by Sit John Feme, in his work, 
entitled, “ The Glory of Generofity, and lAcyes Nobility for he 
there Rates, that Hildebert Lacy had iflueRoger, who had two fens, 
Gilbert and Walter ; Which in the femous battle of 

the Standard againft the Scots, tefe^tihg Stephen, leaving two fens, 
of whom Gilbert, the eldeft, remained in England; and the other

This William was fteward to Henry II. and married Helewife de 
Stutcville, by whom he had only one daughter, Helewife, his heir, 
who wedded Gilbert, fon of Roger Fitz-Reiofred j which Gilbert left 
ifiiie, three daughters and a fon; viz, 

William his fuccefibr, who, iif honour of his mother, was called 
William dc Lancafter the Third ; and in the 45th Henry III. had 
cullody of the honour, of Lancafter, hut died without iffuc, Agnes de 
Brus, his wife, furviving. Wherefore the inheritance of his lands 
came between his fiflera, or th^ir reprefinttatives ; viz. Helewife, who 
married Peter de Brus of Skelton* and Alicify William de Lindefay ;

HaNaif, his fon and heir, Who married Joane, widow of Thomas 
Birktn, ,and left iflue an only daughter, Maud,* married to Reginald 
de Grey, chief juftice of Chefter, who thereby acquired the lordfliip of 
Wilton. (Vid. Grey of Wilton.) 

Of this family was alfo William, faid to be Vecond foil of the firft 
Henry: in 46th Henry III. he anfwercd for his relief as a baron. 
Henry, his fon, left only one daughter, Alice, married to Roger dc 
Pedwardyne. 

Cotemporary, though not allied, as, can be found, was another 
family of the fame name, of which William Longchamp was bilhop 
of Ely, and chancellor of England, temp. Richard I. and had a 
brother, Ofbcrt de Longchamp, for fame years lheriff of Yorkthirc, 
Norfolk, and Suffolk.

, William de Lovetot, who founded the priory of Workfop, in 
the county of Nottingham, is mentioned in the time of Henry. I. 

His ion Richard was his fuccefl'or, but this line foon expired, for 
want of iiTue male; for William, his foh, who married Maud, daughter 
of Walter Fitz- Robert, left iiTue, a folc daughter and heir, Maud, who 
married Gerard deFumival. (Vid. Furnival.) 

Another branch reckoned among the barons, was Nigel, a younger 
fon of the firft William. This line, however, did not continue long; 
for Roger; grandfon of Nigel, was one of the rebellious barons at the 
battle of Eveiham, and having no iiTue, his three fitters Were his heirs ; 
whofe names arc not reprefented by Sir William Dugdale. 

A third branch of this family was RorLrt de Lovetot, fourth ion 
of the faid Nigel, which continued till the time of Edward I. when 
Oliver de Lovetot left iiTue only females: one of whom married Morin 
of Kilvington, whofe iiTue, female in two defeents, married William 
Thorotou, from whom defeended Robert Thornton, an eminent physi- 
cian, antiquarian, arid friend of Sir William Dugdale. 

Touching this family, it is faid in Gibfon’s Camden, that the iordfhip 
of Overton (vulgarly Orton), b^ing forfeited for felony, was redeemed of 
king John by Neale Lovetofte, whole fitter and coheir was married to 
Hubert, or Robert de Brouriford, whole children took upon them the 
name of Lovetoft.

LUCIE. 

The f.rft mention of this name, is in the grant of the manor of 
Difce, in Norfolk, made by king Henry I. to Richard de Lucie; where 
the record Rates, that it whs not known whether the faid lordfhip 
was fo rendered to him as his inheritance, or for his fc-rvices. 

In the great contentions between Maud the emprefs, and king 
Stephen, he adhered to the latter} by whom he had been before 
rewarded with the town of Grenefted, in EfTex, to hold by ten knights 
* cvpinaf fees, as alfo the lordfhip of Stanford and Aungre,.* together with Roring 
0naar ' and Criftefhall, to held by three knights fees. 

In the 1 8th of Stephen, upon the agreement between that king and 
Henry duke of Normandy, when it was concluded, that the faid 
Henry fhoulil fuccecd him in the throne of England, the cuftody of 
the Tower of London and caftle of Winchefter, by the advice of the 
whole clergy, was gi r en into the hands of this Richard ; who, on the 
death of king Stephen; faithfully delivered the fame up to duke Henry 
ins fur ceflbr, by whom he was afterwards holdcn in fuch eftimation, 

■/ Y that, 
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that, the 8th Henry II. he was advanced to the great office of juft ice 
of England ; and, the 13th of Henry If. conftitutcd lieutenant of the 
realm during the king's abfence beyond fea. The 19th of Henry II. 
he had allb the like government of the kingdom, but very fhortly 
after this, viz. the 22 <\ Henry II. he took upon him the habit of a 
canon regular in the priory of Lefnefm, Kent, which he had founded ; 
and there deccafing, was buried in the chaptcr-houfe of that mo- 
naftcry. 

.By llohais. his wile he had iftue two fons, viz. Geffery and Her- 
bert ; and alfo two daughters, viz. Maud, 1 ' married to Walter Fitz- 
Robert (progenitor of the Fitz-Walter family) ; and Rohais, to Fulbert 
de Dovor, ' to whom ftie brodght the Lordfhip of Difce. 

Geftcry, the eldcft fon, died in his father’s lifetime, leaving Richard, 
his fon, who departed this life without iffuc. 

Herbert, the younger fon, who had the hundred of Aungre, and 
lordfhip of Stanford, for his maintenance, alfo died ifluelefs ; where- 
fore 

Rohais, the ftfter to the faid Geftery and Herbert de Lucie, the 
9th of John, paying a fine to the king, had livery of the whole barony 
(1208), to which, as the record ftates, Ihe had an hereditary right.

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Reginald de Lucie, who, the ift of Richard L at the folemn 
coronation of that king, gave his attendance as a baron. 

He married Annabel, fecond of the three daughters and coheirs of 
William Fitz-Duncan, earl of Murray, in Scotland, by Alice, the 
daughter and heir to Robert dc Rumeli, lord ot Skipton inCravan;. 
with whom he had the honour of Egremont, in Cumberland (by.de- 
feent from Alice, the daughter of William dc Mefchincs,, lord of 
Coupland) ; arid had ifluc 

RicH4.ro, his fon, who, the lit of John, gave to the king a fine of 
300 marks for livery of all his lands in Goupland and Canteberge, and' 
to have liberty to marry whom he plcafed. 

This Richard held Wolencfte, in Surrey, of the king in capite, as 
of the honour of Roloin; and, gave the one half thereof to Odo dc 
Dam martm> with his filler, in marriage; and the other moiety to Roger 
dc St, John, with his other filter. « 

Moreover, the 5th of John, he obtained a grant from the king, to 
himfelf and Ada his wife, daughter and coheir to Hugh dc Morvill, of 
the forefterfhip of Cumberland, with its appurtenances, without any 
partition to be made thereof with Joane her other filter. And the 
year following, this Richard gave, to the king 900 marks and five 
palfreys, to have livery of the.purparty of the laid Ada, of the whole 
inheritance of Hugh de Morvill, her father. But in the 15th of John, 
or before, he departed this life : for then did Ada, his widow, give a 
fine of 500 marks for livery of her paternal inheritance, as alio for her 
dowry of his lands, and that flic might hot be compelled to marry 
again; yet fhe afterwards remarried with Thomas dc Multon, without 
the king’s licence ; for which offence, the caftlc of Egremont, and 
other lands whereof flic was pofieffed, were feized into the king’s 
hands, but on a compofition were again reftored ; and (he obtained 
the wardfhip of the two daughters and heirs of Richard dc Lucie, and 
married them to the two fops of the Laid Thomas de Multon,; viz; 
Annabel to his cldeft fon. Lambert de Multon: and Alice to Alan 

de 
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de Multon, the younger fon, who aflumed the furnamc of Lucie. 11

Of this name, Walter Meduana, or Maine, occurs amongft 
the barons in the time of the Conqueror. From him was defended 
another Walter, who died in the reign of Henry II. leaving his wife 
furviving ; who was Cecilia, widow of Roger earl of Hereford, and 
daughter of Pain Fitz-John. Which Cecilia, pn the collection of the 
feutage of Wales, the ad Richard I. paid £.14, ioj. for his knights 
fees, which were de veteri feoffamento. 


k Of this name was alfo a very eminent family, which long flouriflied at Charlecote, in the 
county of Warwick, and were defeended from Gilbert de Gdnt, who came into England with 
William the Conqueror, and married the heirefs of Mont fort, by whom he had itfue divers fons, 
whereof Hugh aifumed the name of Montfort, from his mother, and had two fons, viz. 
Robert, who died iffuclefs, and Thurftan, heir to his brother $ which Thurftan had alfo two 
fons, of whom Henry do Montfcrt fucceeded him at Beldefert and Thurftan, the -other having 
the manor of Ciiartecotc given to him for his inheritance, aifumed the furname of Charlecote 
therefrom. 

His fon, Walter de Charlecote, was father of William, who took the furname of Lucy (as 
Sir William Dugdale * thinks), from hi* mother, that might be an heir to fome branch of that 
family; which was fo denominated (Lugy), from a place of the fame name in Normandy. f 
From the faid William ( defccnded Sir Richard Lucy, of Broxburn, in com. Hertf. who was 
created a baronet, 11 th March, 1617, and bore for bis arms, viz. w G. three Lucie* hauriant 
Arg, between ten C(ofs Croflets Or.” Which title is now reputed extinft.

The firfl of this family mentioned is William Malet, who being 
in the battle of Haftings, was afterwards font by William the Con- 
queror with the body of Harold, to fee it decently interred. 

Rapin, in his Hiftory of England, obferves, that an ancient manu- 
feript in the Cottonian library relates, , that the king’s body was hard 
to be known, by reafon of its being covered with wounds, but was. at 
lad difco\cred by one who had been his miftrefs, by means of certain 
private marks known only to herfelf; whereupon the duke lent the 
body to his mother without any ranfom, though Ihe is faid to have 
offered him its weight in gold. 

But. although all others agree that Harold fell in this battle, yet 
Knighton, from Giraldus Cambrcnfis, afferts he was not llain; but 
cfcaping, retired to a cell near St. John’s church, in C heller, and died 
there an anchoret, as was owned by himfelf in his laft confeffion when 
he lay dying. In memory whereof, they Ihewcd his tomb when 
Knighton wrote. 

Robert, fon and heir of William Malet, by Hefilia his wife, for 
his fpecial fcrvices, obtained from king William the honour of Eye, in 
Suffolk, and 23 1, or the greateft part of as many lordlhips in the fame 
county, of which Eye was the chief; together with many other 
lordlhips in Hamplhire, and in the counties of Effex, Lincoln, Not- 
tingham, and York. He alio held the office of great chamberlain of 
England to Henry I. but afterwards adhering to Curthoft againft that 
king, he was tiffin her) ted, and banilhed. 

Befides thefe, there was abb another William Malet, who held 
Cory (now called Cory Male*), in Somerlctfhire, by the fervice of 

twenty 
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twenty knights fees; whole fon, William, dying without iiTue, liis 
two filters became heirs to their brother; of whom, Helewile, the 
chleft, married Sir Hugh Poyntz; and, fccondly, Peter de Mulcegros, 
according to Dugdale, in his account of the Poyntz lamily; but, ac- 
cording to his account of this family, he makes Mulcegros the fuft 
hulband, and Poyntz the fccond, and here calls him Hubert de Muf- 
cegros ; Mabel, the other lifter, married Hugh de Vivonia v and had 
ilfue four daughters ; viz. Joan, wife to Sir Reginald Fitz-Piers ; 
Caecilia, to John Beauchamp de Hacche; Sybilla, to Gu) do de Rupe 
Canardi; and Mabilla, to Fulco de Arcliiaco. (Vid. Poyntz.)

In 1138, the 4th of Stephen, Walcheune , 1 the fon of Hugh 
Maminot, held Dover caftle for Maud the emprefs, according to 
Dugdale and Camden ; but Lambard relates, that he furrcndcrcd it, 
for which reafon, when Henry II. came to the crown, the laid Wal- 
ciicline was forced to fly into Normandy. < To him fuceccded 

Walcheline, his fon and heir; who, the 13th of Henry 11 . upon 
the aUefTinent of aid for marrying the king's daughter, certified his 
knight* fees de veteri fcoftamento, to be twenty- feven ; and de novo, 
one. 

He died before the 3d of Richard I. for then did his heir anlwcr 
for the fc utilize of Wales; who is laid to have been Walter Crevc- v;,i (.

But, in Ciibfon’s Camden’s Britannia, it is recited, that on the death 
of this Walchelinc without iftue, his only lifter and heir, carried by 
marriage, a large eftatc, called the honour of Mamignot, into the family 
of Say.

The defeent of this family being noticed under the title of Man- 
devil earl of Eflex, it may be fufficicnt here to fay; that William de 
Mandevil, in the 3d of John, had fuit with Henry de Tilly, for the 
honour of Merfhwood, in the county of Dorfet; which barony, Ro- 
bert, his fon, recovered, who was one of the rebellious barons in the 
, battle of Lewes; but for this offence received his pardon the next year, 
the 49th Henry III. which is the la# account mentioned of him. 

Geffepv de Mandevil is next mentioned as his brother, or at 
lead: as his cotemporary. This Geffery, the iyth of John, was in arms 
again# the king, and had part of his lands feized. The lordlliip of 
Merfhwood he fold to John Gcrvafe, and that of Sutton to Dru de 
Barcntinc, and died the 49th Henry III. 

John, his fon, fuccecdcd; to whom Dru de Barcntine gave the 
lordfhip of Sutton beforementioned, in frank marriage with Agnes his 
daughter, by whom the faid John had one daughter, named Joanc. 

Here Dugdale clofes the account of this family, which does not feem 
very exad. His making Robert and Geffery brothers and cotempo- 
rarics, to be poffeffed of the famc.eflate, and to die the fame year, 
cannot be well reconciled. 

Hutchins, in his Hiftory of Dorfetfhirc, treating of Marfhwood, 
gives a further account, and fays, '* that the 3d of Edward il. Robert, 
“ fon of John de Mandevil!, was outlawed ; and again, fpeaking of

Eaftiy, ‘advancing tb the fodt»6f the York herald, ahd thofe 
who preceded him, going to the top of -the fteps, made proclamation a 
third, time, at the enl whereof the champion hgain ,-caft down his 
gauntlet, which after fome time bt$ng taken bp'andredelivcredto hint 
by the herald, he made a low obeifance to his majefty,* Whereupon 
his majefty’s cup-bearelr bringing tb the kinga gilt bowl of wine, with 
a covet, his majefty drahk to the champion, and fent him the^faid 
howl by the cup-bearer, accompanied With his afliftants, which the 
champion (having put on his gauntlet)^ ‘ received, and retiring a little 
lpace, drank thet^.j^.n^ his majefty;

Ranulpfi, his fon and heir; to whom Edgar, fon of Cofpatric, fon 
of Dolphin, earl pf March and Dunbar, in Scotland, gave in frank 
marriage with Julian, his filter, the lordlhip of Wytton, and five 
others. To whom fucceeded ‘ 

Roger, his fon and heir; who, the 12 th jof Henry II. upon the 
afieflment of aid for marrying the king’s daughter, certified his knights 
fees to be three de veteri feoffamento, and a fourth • and fifth part de 
novo ; befides four which he held in detnefne. He died the 34th 
Henry II. when Duncan, earl of Fife (in Scotland), gave 500 marks 
to the king for the wardlhip of Roger, his fon and heir, to the intent 
that he might marry his daughter. 

.Which Roger, the 6th of Richard I. gave twenty marks to be ex- 
cufcd attending the king in that expedition which he then made into 
Normandy.

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who both died iffuelcfs, and one daughter, Alice, wile of William 
Fitz-Duncan, earl of Murray, in Scotland, nephew to Malcolm, king

But from this account by Dugdalc, Nicolfon and Burhe, in their 
Hiftory of Cumberland and Weftmorcland, p. 7 and 8, Vol. II. rather 
differ: for they fay, king William I. having difpoffeffed the Scots of 
this county (Cumberland), gave it to Ranulph de Mefehines, one of 
his Norman adventurers; which Ranulph bellowed on his brother, 
William de Mefehines, the great barony of Coupland, who thereupon 
feated himfelf at Egremont, where he built a caftle upon the top of a 
hill or mount, nigh the river Eger ; and thereupon ftyled his caillc 
Egermont, and caufed the name of the barony to be changed from 
Copeland, and to be called Egremont, as from that period it ever after 
continued to be denominated. 

This William left no iffuc at his death favc only a daughter, Alice, 
married to Robert de Romely, lord of the honour of Skipton, in Cra- 
ven, by whom lhe had iffuc a daughter, of her own name, viz. Alice, 
who married William Fitz-Duncan, as before obferved; which Wil- 
liam had iffuc by her a fon, William, who died an infant, and three 
daughters ; viz. Cecily, the eldeft, married William le Grofs, carl of 
Albemarle, and had iffue an only daughter, Hawifc,' who was thrice 
married ; firft, to William dc Mandevil, carl of Effcx, by r whom lhe 
had no child ; fecondly, to William de Fortibus, earl of Albemarle, by 
whom fhe had William, the next earl ; and, laftly, to Baldwin dc Bc- 
thune, earl of the Ifle of Wight. Amabil, the fecond daughter of 

the canons of Emefey, her whole lordftiip of Chiklcwic, and other lands. Aud he alfo fays, 
that Alice de Romely, their daughter, tranflated the canons of Emefey to Bolton. 

; Andrrfon, in his Hiftory of theHoufe of Yvery,* afferts, that William de Mefehines married 
Cecilia, daughter and Heir of Robert de'Romelli, and thereby obtained the lordftiip of Skipton, 
in Craven, and had iffue, Ranulph and Matthew, who died S. P. and two daughters, his heirs ; 
yiz. Cecily, wife of Robert de Romelli ; and Avicia, called de Romelli, who married, firft, Wil- 
liam dc Curci, and, fecondly, William de.Faganell, whofe daughter and heir married Robert dc 
Gant, t Vid.

In the time of the Conqueror, William, the fon of Badcron, pof- 
feffed twenty-two lordlhips in Gio’tter and Herefordlhire. 

To whbm Succeeded With enoc (furnamed Dc Monmouth), his 
fon and heir; whofc fon, another Baderon, was father of Gilbert, 
whole fon John married Cecil ie, one of the daughters and coheirs of 
Walter Waleran, or Walerond ; and' at the coronation of Henry III. 
claimed (with Others), as “ [ jus mafehice ” to carry the canopy which 
belongs to the barons of the Cinque Ports. 

John, his fon and heir, was his fucceflbr; who, the 33th Henry III. 
was made warden of the New Foreft, in Hamplhire, as his anceftors 
had been. But having no male iflue, in confideration of certain lands 
which prince Edward granted him for. life, gaye to the laid prince, 

, and his heirs for ever, his cattle and honour of Monmouth. After- 
wards, viz. the 41ft Henry III. departing this life, according to Dug- 
dale, he left Albreda de Botereux, and Joan de Nevill, his daughters

Gilbert Montfitchett, a Roman by birth, and kinfinan to the 
Conqueror, for his fignal fervices at the battle of Raftings, obtained 
from him a grant of large polfeftions in England** all which he foott 
after left to his fon Richard, returning himfelf to Rome. . , ' 4 

Cotemporary with whom was William de Montfitchett,* 
who married Margaret, the daughter' of Gilbert Fitz-Richard, earl of 
Clare; and left iflue Gilbert, whom king Henry II. made foreftcr, of 
ElTex, whibh office he confirmed to. Richard, his fon. 

Which Richard was fucceeded by another Richard, who was 
one of the rebel barons againft king John; and when moft of the 
reft, on that king’s death, returned to their obedience, he ftill con- 
tinued obftinatc, and was taken prifoner at the battle of Lincoln, 
i ft Henry III. He feems to have been a perfon of -a very turbulent 
fpirit 

Dying without iflue the 43d Henry IIL 1458, the lands of his barony 
were divided amongft his three fitters ; viz, Margaret, wife of Hugh 
de Bolebec; Aveline, of William de Fortibus, earl of Albemarle; and 
Philippa, of Hugh de Playz, or Plefletis, fon of John de PlclTetis, earl 
of Warwick. 

' In Morant’s Hiftory of Elies, Vol. II. p. 576, it appears the chief feat of this family was i! 
at.Stanlicd Montfichet, in Elfex, and that William de Montficbet, was the firft who affumed 
that foruame, being the fon of Robert Gernon. He founded the abbey of Stratford.

This Hugh was at the fiege of Kenilworth caftle, the 49th Henry III. 
on the part of the king ; where he loft a good horfc, and in rccom- 
pence thereof received 40 marks. 

But Dugdale relates, that neither this Hugh) nor any of his defend- 
ants, were ever in the rank of barons, and that in the fourth genera- 
tion this line terminated in heirs female.

Hugh and Simon de Morvill arc made mention of, temp, kin*; 
Stephen ; which laft had iffue by Ada, u daughter and heir of William 
Engaine, two fons, Roger and Richard, who by a daughter of William 
dc Lancaftcr, left iffue Helena, his daughter and heir, married to 
Rowland de Galweic. 

Roger de Morvill, elder fon of Simon, had iffue a Ion and heir, 
Hugh, who, it is faid, was one of the four knights that, the iyth of 
Henry II. murdered Thomas a Becket, the famous arehbifhop of 
Canterbury. Mr. Denton fays, the fword with which he killed the 
arehbifhop was, in his father’s time, at Hell, which place belonged to 
the Morvills, as heirs to Engaine. After that, the fword remained 
with the houfc of Arundel. 

The faid Hugh, by his wife Helewife de Stuteville, had iffue only 
two daughters, Ada and Joan ; of whom, Ada married, firft, Richard, 
fon of Reginald dc Lucy, of Egremont, and, fccondly, Thomas de 
Multon ; and Joan married Richard Gernun, and had a daughter and 
heir, Ada:, wife, firft of Richard Boyvill, and after of William dc Fur- 
nival. And the 55th of Henry III. it was found by inquifition, that 
Helwife, wife of Euftachius dc Baliol, was her daughter, and next heir, 
aged twenty-three years.

Warine, his uncle, a perfon of note in the time of Henry III. who 
being at the battle of Zantoigne againft: the French, obtained the 
reputation of a good and valiant foldier. By Joan, daughter and heir 
of William Marlliall, earl of Pembroke, he had iffue, William, his fon 
and heir, arid a daughter, Joane. 

Which Willi aim was one of the chief commanders of the rebel 
barons at the battle of Lewes, and one of the chief - of the parliament 
by them liimmoncd. But being afterwards taken at Kenilworth, his 
lands were feized and given to William de Valence (the king’s half 
brbther), who had married Joane, his filter ; and who upon his fub- 
mlffion, freely reftored them again. He was afterwards llain ferving

By the Conqueror’s furvey, it appears that Ralph Paganel held 
at that time ten lordfhips in Devon, fnc in Somerfct, fifteen in Lin- 
coln, and fifteen in Yorkfturc ; whereof Nonnindunc was one, unto . 
the foke of which belonged four hamlets. To whom fucceeded (as 
prefumed) 

Folk Paganell, 1 his fon and heir, who pofieffing a great part of 
the lands of William Fitz-Afculph, founded that monaftcry near 
Newport, in Buckinghamfhire (fince called Tickford); which lordfiiip 
of Newport was part of the pofleflions of the faid William Fitz- 
Afculph. In all which his fucceffor was his, foil and heir, 

Ralph,* who pofleffed Dudley, in the county of Safibrd, part,alf> 
of the great eftate of the before-mentioned William Fitz-Afculph.

This Ralph had divers fons : viz. Gervafe, William, Hugh, Adam, 
Jordan, and Alexander. Whereof ‘ - ' 

Gervase Paganel, the 3d poking Stephen (anno 1 138), adhering 
to Maud the emprefs againft that prince, , held the caftle of Dudley for 
her. In the 13th Henry II. on the affeffment of aid for marrying the 
king’s daughter, redding then at Dudley, he certified his knights fees 
to be fifty, de veteri feoffamento, and thofc de novo, fix and a third 
part. In the 1 ft of Richard I. he was one of the barons at the fitft 
folemn coronation of that king, and married Ifabel,# daughter to Ro- 
bert earl of Leiceftcr, widow of Simon St. Liz, earl of Northampton;* 
by whom he had iffue a fon, called Robert, who probably died y)|feigj 
as Hawyfe, his daughter, on his deceafe, became his foie heir, and

''"Bmk, the 26th of Henry II. paid 1000 marks fbr livery of the 
honour of Bahuntune (or Bacnton) but it fecms in or before the 
,10th of . John, hewas dead ; for then did William, his foil and heir, 
give jjoo- marks for livery of his inheritance, and that Ada, his mother, 
might not- be cohftrained to marry again : which William not many/ 
years after deceafed, and was fucceeded by another William. 

Which William, the id Henry III. gave £. 16 ?, 12 s. ri d. for 
livery of his lands;- and, in iith of Henry III. going a pilgrimage to 
the Holy Land, affigned Alice de Moyun, his wife (fifter of William 
Briwere), and Hugh de Sandfbrd, to pay every three years twenty 
marks, in diftharge of a certain debt due to the king, for which be 
committed to them his manor of Bampton. 

To this William, thus gone op a pilgrimage, fuccecded William, 
his fon and heir, then within age, whofc wardfhip was committed to 
Matthew Fitz^Herbert ; whereupon the next year following, the 
fheriffs of Devon and Somerfet had precepts to give him livery of his 
manors ip their refpetftive counties. .Tills laft William deceafed the 
33d Henry‘III. being then feifed of the manor of Bampton, leaving 
Auda, his fitter and heir, then wife* of John de Baiun, or Baalun; 
which Auda ! giving feeurity for her relief, viz: £. 100, had livery of 
her brother’s lands, excepting thofe afiigned for the dowry of Sibilla, 
his widow ; but died, ai it fhould feem, without iflue : for it is faid, 
that the inheritance of Bahuntune, alias Bampton, devolved upon the 
pofterity of ode Cogan, an lrifhmah, who married Chrittiana, daughter 
•pfiEulk, and fifter to the fi'rft-named William Pagancl, his fon ; from 
the Gogans it patted - hereditarily to the Bourchiers earls of Bath, 

through Hanckfoyd and the Fitz-Warines. :

The line of Fulke, el deft Ion and heir of William Paganel and 

Julian de Bahuntune, his wife, being thus concluded, I now come 
(fays Dugdalc), to his brother Hugh, beforementioned. 

Which Hugh, the 9th of John, had fix knights fees belonging to 
his manor of Drax, which king John gave him. Yet, the 17th of 
John, he was in arms with the rebel barons againft that king, for 
which his lands were foiled ; and howbeit he had letters of fafe con- 
duct to the king to make his peace, he had not reftoration of the faid 
lands till 3d of Henry III.; after when, no more is mentioned of him 
than his death, the 38th Henry III. when Lettice, his wife, furviving, 
had livery of his lands in tbe : counties of York and Lincoln, until his 
heir fhould be of full age. But here ends the hiftory of this line ; 
although both in his Antiquities of Warwickfhirc, and Lifts of Sum- 
mons to Parliament, Sir William . Dugdalc mentions the name of John 
Paynell de Drax.* „ 


ADAM PAINELL. 

The next of this name noticed is Adam Painell (alfo prefumedan* 
other fbn of William Paganell and Julian Bahuntune, his wife); which 
Adam, the 6th of Richard I. paid twenty fliillirigs feutage upon the 
king’s redemption, and married the widow of William Fitz-Williams

About this time, continues Dugdale, there was another Fulk

culfc Paynell, his brother. . * 

But it is Rated, that* long after, viz. the 45th of Henry III. he and 
his fon William had fome efpecial favour fihewn them by that king; 
for the ift Edward I. it appears, that 
John Paynell, his next heir, having fined 131 z marks, for the 
redemption of certain lands, obtained the king’s precept to the barons 
of the exchequer to make enrollment thereof. Which John died the 
15th Edward I. whereupon 

John, his fon and heir, had livery of his inheritance; but dying 
without ifiue, the 19th Edward I. 

’ Philip, his brother and heir, had the like livery thereof; which 
Philip deccafcd the 18th Edward 11 . leaving Elizabeth^ his wife, fur- 
viving, b and 

Joust, ihis ion and heir, of whom no further mention is made by 
Dugdale. But Hutchins, in his Hiftory of Dorfet, Vol. I. p. 521, 
lays, that Richard, fon of John de Gaftrick, married Elizabeth, and. 
John Poucher married Margery, the two daughters and heirs of the

Is the time of the Conqueror, William Pantulf, a valiant 
knight, poflefied twenty-nine lordfhips, all in the county of Salop, of 
Which Wemme was his chief feat. By Lecelinc his wife, he had four 
Ions ; viz. Philip, Robert, Ivo, and Arnulph : and dying very aged, he 
left his lands in Normandy to his fon Philip, and thofc in England to 
his fccond fon, Robert. To whom fuccecded Hugh, and to him Ivo ; 
whofe fon, 

Willtam, was one of the rebel barons that held Beauvoir caftie 
againlt king John. Which William, with Burgia bis wife, founded 
the priory at Langelc, in com. Leiccft. 

But, without giving any further account of this William, 1 * wc arc 
led by Sir William Dugdalc next to notice 

Hugh, the brother of Ivo, who having the title of a baron, left iflue 
William, his fon and heir, who deceafed the 17th Henry III. leaving 
Maud, his foie daughter and heir, afterwards married to Ralph Boteler, 
of Ovcrfley, in com. Warw. by means whereof the lordihip of Wemme 
came to that family. (Vid. Boteler of Overfley.)

Kfain&& de Per6y, who came ouffot YJenrn^'ihto Normandy, before 
thc ad venture of the famous Rotlo there ; and had iflub, 

Geffeby, who accompanied Rollo in that famous expedition; 
which Geffery was father of William, who had iffuc Geffery, father 
of another William, who had iflue Geffery, all bom in Normandy. 

Which laft-mctttioned Geffert had two fons, William dc Percy 
and Serb, who catn'e into England with William the Conqueror. Of 
thefe two fons 

William, the cldeft (furaamed lc Gernon, or Algernon), being 
much beloved by that king, and one of his barons, enjoyed through 
his bounty vaft pofleffions in divers counties of England, as appears by 
the general furvey. 

He alfo had a grant from Hugh Lupus, earl of Chefter, of the lord- 
Chip of Whitby, in the county of York, where he founded an abbey for 
Benedidine monks, and conftituted Serlo, his brother, abbot thereof. 

Having likewife obtained the confifcated eftates of Emma de Port,* 
whofe father, a great Saxon lord, had been flam fighting with king 
Harold, be, with great gencrofity, married the young heirefs ; who was 
lady of Siroar, near Scarborough, and brought him three fons; viz. 
Alan, Walter; and William. 

He died in the Holy Land, and His heart, according to the cuftom 
of that age, was brought over to be buried in his own monaftery at 
Whitby. * 

AlaFT, his eldcftfon and fuqceflbr, floUrifhed in the reign ofjienry I. 
and by Emma, daughter of Gilbert de Gant, baron of Folkingham, 
had iflue five fons ; William, Geffery, Henry, Walter, and Alan. 

William, the cldeft fon, married Alice, daughter of Everarddc

Hois,; and had iflue, Alan, Richard, and Robert of whom Alan, the 
cl deft,, dying withput iflue, was fuccceded by his brother Richard, 
wlio was father of William de Percy, one of the great northern barons 
. who fought the memorable battle of Northallerton. 

Which William, by Adelaide de Tunbridge his wife, daughter of 
Richard third earl of Clare, and lord of Tunbridge, in Kent, had iflue 
four fons; Walter, Alan, Richard, and William (who all died without 
i{Tue), and two daughters; viz. Maud dc Percy, who married William 
: de PlefTctis, carl of Warwick, but died S. P. and Agnes de Percy, the 
youngeft. 

Which Agnes married Jofcelipe de Lovain, youngeft fon of Godfrey 
count of Lovain, and fovercign of Brabant ; accepting of him for her 
hufband, on condition that he and his poflerity fhould cither afi'ume 
the furname, or bear the arms of Percy and relinquifh his own; to the 
fir ft of which he confcnted. 

From this illuftrious couple are defeended all the fucceeding branches 
of the Percy family. (Vid. Percy carl of Northumberland.)

Ranxjlpij Pkyerel, at the general funcy, held fixty-four lordfhips 
in feveral counties, and is reputed the progenitor of feveral families of 
the fame name; for having married Maud, daughter to Ingelric, a 
noble Saxon, one of the moft celebrated beauties of the age (who had 
been a concubine of William duke of Normandy), not only the chil- 
dren he had by her. but that very William, begotten on her by the 
faid duke before the conqueft, had the name of Pevcrcl.

Which WilLiam, the 3(1 of. thi Conqueror’s reign, had the cuftody 
of the entile of Nottingham ; an«f irt the time of Stephen, was one of 
the chief commanders at the battle of Northallerton. 

William, his fon, is moftly memorable for having poi toned Ran- 
dolph earl of Chefler; when, fearing the feverity of Henry II. for fo 
foul a crime, fled away (though it is faid he turned monk to avoid 
being hanged), and his lands were feized ; which, after being in the 
crown for fomc years, were at laft given to John, the king's Ion ; but 
fome came to the family of Ferrers, with Margaret, daughter and heir 
of the faid William, particularly Higham, fince called Higham-Ferrers, 
in the county of Northampton. 

Ha mow Peverel is next mentioned, as the elddl fon o c thc afore- 
faid Ranulph, and one of the barons to Roger de Montgomery, carl of 
Shrewfoury. His wife was Sybil, daughter and heir to Gerard de 
Tournay. 


PEVEREL OF . DOVER. 

William, next Ion of Ranulph, was furnamed of Dover, in regard 
he was governor thereof. He funded the priory of Hatiield-Peverel, 
in com. Herts. 

William, his fon and fucceflor,. was called Peverel of Efl":x; who, 
with Maud, his lifter, having enfeoffed the poltcrity of Peverel of 
Sandford with that lordlhip, the barony fell to the king.

There was alfo another William, called Pevcrel of London; and 
in the time of Edward I. there was a John Peverel, of Bradford Pevc- 
rel, in the county of Dorfet ; but whether a branch of thofe of Not- 
tingham, Dovor, or Brunne, is uncertain; they bore their arms 
differently; viz. “ Girony of Eight A. and G.”* 1 Jane, the foie 
daughter and heir of this ancient family, who died in 1576, married 
Nicholas Mcggs, cfquirc, of Downham, in the Iflc of Ely, whole fon, 
Lawrence Meggs, fucceedcd to the eftate at Bradford Peverel, where, 
lor feveral ages, his pofterity continued to enjoy the fame manor.

At the time of the general furvey, Ralph de Pomerai held above 
fifty lordlhips, the greatell part of them in Devonlhire ; whereof Bcric 
(afterwards called Berie-Pomcrai), was one, and the head of his 
barony. 

To this Ralph fuccceded William, who, the ^dJHenry I. gave to 
the monks of Glouccftcr his lordlhip of Berie, in com. Devon; for the 
redemption whereof, Gofeline, his brother, granted to them Seldene, 
for which, at length, they got Hope-Maylcfel, by the confent of king 
Henry I. This William is laid to have had a fon, Ethrelward, who

was founder of the abbey of Bucjffaft, in com. Devon. But his ion

Henry was his fucceffor, who, the 12 th of Henry II. upon afleff* 
ment of the aid for marrying the king’s daughter, certified the number 
of his knights fees to be thirty-one and an half, a twenty-fixth and a 
twenty-eighth part. In the 9th of John, however, he was dead j for 
then 

Henry, his fon (by Maud de Vitrei, his wife), gave a fine of 600 
marks for livery of his lands, of which fwm Alice de Valletourt paid. 

400 marks and dying the 6th of Henry III. left 
Henry, his fon and heir, then in minority, who coming of age the 
16th Henry III. and doing his homage, had livery of his lands; but 
died, as it feems, foon after, viz. the 31ft Henry III. for then Mar- 
garet, his widow, for a fine of 400 marks obtained a grant of the 
wardfliip of his heir (whofe name was Henry), and likewdfe an affig- 
nation of her dowery. 

Which Iaft-mcntioned Henry, afterwards, the 49th of .Henry III. 
was in arms, with others, againff: the king, for which offence his lands 
were extended. He died the 9th of Edward I. leaving another 
Henry, his fon and heir, who, the 27th Edward I.was found to he 
one of the next heirs to Rogqr de Valletourt, but died the 33d of Vid.VaJle- 
Edward I. being then feifed of the manor of Beric, and fome others, lourt * 
in the county of Devon, which he held in capite of the king, by the 
fervicc of barony ; leaving 

Henry, his fon and heir, then fourteen years of age. Which Henry, 
the 14th Edward II. ratified the grant of the manor of Sale, made by 
Jofccline his uncle, and Henry his father, to the monks of Forde. 

• From this Henry defeended Sir John Pomerai, knight, who died 
the iff; of Henry VI. then feifed of the manor of Stokelcy- Pomerai, 
and moiety of the manors of Hurburton and Brixham, in com. Devon; 
leaving Joane, • the wife of Sir Thomas Pomerai, knight, daughter of 
Joane, one ; and John Cole, efquire, fon of Margaret, another filter of 
Sir John Pomerai aforefaid, his next, heirs.

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But it does not appear that any of this family had ever fummons to 
parliament, although their land-barony of Bcrie, continued in their 
pofleffion to the nth of Henry VI. when Edward Pomcrai, efquire, 
was feifed thereof. v 

The caftle of Beric, and Bcric-Pomcrai, were, however, at laft fold 
by Sir Thomas Pomcrai to Edward Seymour firft duke of Somcrfet, 
from whom it was inherited by Sir Edward Seymour, his eldeft fon by 
his firft wife ; which Sir Edward, was lineal anceftor to the prdent 
duke of Somerfet. 

The ftately and magnificent manfion of Berie-Pomerie, was de- 
ftroyed by the parliament army in the civil war. It was a mod noble 
fabric, and the apartments fo numerous, that it is related, that it was 
a good day’s work lor one perfon, only to open and ftiut the cafe- 
ments.

Henry was his fuccefibr, and to him John, who had iflue Adam, 
who married Mabel, only daughter and heir of Reginald de Aureval, 
via.

Ralph, his fon, who fuccecdcd him, marrying Agatha, daughter of 
Robert Brus, of Skelton, greatly increafed his inheritance ; and had 
ifTuc, 

Robert, the next lord of Middlcham ; who, by Helewifc, daughter 
and coheir of Ralph Glanvill, had iffue 

Ralph, his fon and heir; who., by Mary, or Margery, daughter of 
Roger Bigot, was father of another 

Ralph, who married Anaftafia, daughter? of Henry lord Percy; and 
dying 54*h Henry III. left three daughters his coheirs, viz. Mary, wife 
to Robert lord Nevil, of Ruby ; and Joane, of Robert de Tatfliall, but Vid.Tatfln 
had no ilfue.

in the hilt whereof were cnclofed the relics of feveral faints ; an 
hunter’s horn of gold ; and .the head of a mighty ftag. For which

Picot i)E Say, one of the principal barons to Roger dc Montgo- 
mery, carl of Shrcwfbury, is the firft of this name mentioned, and 
next Hugh, who affirmed the furname from Euftachia dc Say, his 
mother; for it is certain that Hugh Fitz-Ofborn was his father; 
which Ofborn was called, u Ofbernus filius Richardi;” and had great 
poffeffions at the time of the Conqueror’s furvey, fomc of which, 
Richard, his father (furnamed Scrape), held in the days of Edward 
the Confeffor; and gave name to Richard’s Caftle, in Hercfordfhirc, 
the feat of his pofterity for many ages after. 

This Hugh had an elder brother pofTefTed of Richard's Calllc, whom 
he fuccccded in the inheritance} and himfelf dying in the wars of 
Wales, left by Lucia his wife, daughter of Walter de Clifford, an only 
daughter, married to Hugh de Ferrers; which Hugh left an only 
daughter, Margaret, wife of Robert de Mortimer, and lifter of William 
dc Stutevil. (Vid. Mortimer of Richard’s Caftle.) 

Of this family was alfb Helyas de Say, temp, king Stephen, lord of 
Clun, in Shropfhire ; which lordfhip, by Ifabel his foie daughter and 
heir, was enjoyed by her fccond hufband, William Fitz-Alan. (Vid.

The original of this family is derived from Malahulcius, unde 
to the famous Hollo duke of Normandy, progenitor to William the 
Conqueror; from which Malahulcius defeended Roger de Tony, 
ftandard-bcarcr of Normandy, whofc younger foils, Robert and Nigel, 
accompanying duke William to England, the former, at the time of 
the general furvey, poffcffed near one hundred and fifty lordfhips, 
whereof Stafford being his refidence, he thence affirmed that furnamc. 
Nigel, his brother, at the faid general furvey, held the lordfhip of 
Drakclowe, and various others, in Derbyfhirc; from whom the family 
of Grefley in that county derive themfelvcs. 

Nicholas, fon of Robert, left iffue Robert, his fon and heir, who 
died the 2 2d Henry II. leaving a fon, Robert, who died without iffue, 
and a daughter, Miliccnt, who proved heir to her brother Robert, and 
conveyed this honour to her hulhand, Heryey Bagot, a younger bro- 
ther to the Bagots of Blithfield, in Staffordfliire ; who thereupon 
affuming the fumarae, as well as title of Stafford, became the proge- 
nitor to the fuccecding barons and earls of Stafford, and the dukes of 
Buckingham of that Surname. (Vid, Stafford lord Stafford.)

John de St. John, was fo named from a place in Normandy, the 
feat of his anccftors. He came over with the Conqueror, and expe-

county of Oxford, which were afterwards crefted into a lordfhip, and 
bore the name of Stanton St. John. 

In thefe he was fucceeded by his fon Thomas, who dying without 
ifliie, the effate devolved upon his brother John de St. John/ the father 
of Roger de St. John, and of Thomas de St. John, lord of Stanton 
St. John, which Roger added to his paternal property confiderable 
* lands in Suflex, by marrying with Cicely, the daughter of Robert dc 
vid.Haja. Haya, lord- of Halnaked, in the fame county; which lady bore to him 
two fons, William and Robert, and a daughter, Muriel. 

Of the fons, it is prefumed they died young, or without iffuc, bc- 
caufe Muriel carried the lands in marriage to Reginald dc Aureval, 

who by her left an only daughter, Mabel, who married Adam du Port, 
fon of John, who was grandfon of Hugh de Port, in the time of the 
Conqueror.

Which Thomas was father to Roger de St. John, who, the 22 d 
Henry II. was amerced £. 133, 6 s. 8 d. for trefpaffing in the king’s 
forefls in com. Oxon. to whom fucceeded another Roger, one of the 
rebel barons againft Henry III. and futomoned to that parliament 
holden by them in the king’s name after their vi&ory at Lewes; but 
who at length fhared in thbir common ruin, being flain in the battle 
of Evelbarn 

He married the filler of Richard dc Lufei, with whom he had the

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moiety of the lordfhip of Wolneftedc, in com. Surrey, and had iflue 
by her John, his fon and heir; with whom Dugdale’s account of this 
branch of the St, Johns clofes, by reafon of his not being fummoned 
to parliament.

Reginald de St. Walerie held feveral lordfhips in Lincolnfhirc 
at the general furvey, but no mention is after made of him or of his 
pofterity ; as thofe who arc fpoken of in fucceeding ages had not any 
lands in that county. 

Of thefe, Reginald, fon of Guy de St. Walerie, had the barony 
of Yvery given to him by Henry II. from which time it loft its ancient 
name, and was called St. Walerie. 

The origin of which barony was in Roger de Yvery, who came 
over with the Conqueror, and having contra&ed with Robert D'Oilcy 
a great friendfhip, cemented by mutual oaths, to be joint lharers of 
the fortunes which might fall to the lot of either party in that great 
adventure, the faid Robert D’Oyley obtained by gift of the Conqueror 
two baronies, one of which, in purfuance of the faid agreement, he 
refigned to Roger de Yvery, which was thenceforward called the ba- 
rony of Yvery, of which Beckelcy, in the county of Oxford, was the 
capital feat. 

His wife was Adeline, a moft beautiful lady, daughter of Hugh de 
Grantemefnail, one of the greateft barons of that day ; by whom he had 
three fons, Roger, Hugh, and Gcffery, and a daughter, Adeline ; who 
married Alberie de Vere, junior, who was made hereditary lord high 
chancellor ot England ; and had itfue by her Alberie de Vere, the firft 
earl of Oxford of that great family. 


Roger 
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Roger fuccceded his father; but tiding with Curthofc againft Wil- 
liam Rufus, he died in exile, in forrow and difgrace, and deprived of 
all his vaft eftates. : 

Geffery de Yvery, his only furviving brother (Hugh being dead), 
was, upon certain terms, however, reftored to the barony of Yvery ; 
but dying without iflue, temp. Henry II. the barony fell into the 
king’s hands, and was by him granted to Reginald, the fon'of Guy de 
St. Walcric, as before obferved. 

To whpm fuccecdcd Bernard, his fon, who died at the fiege of 
Aeon, in the Holy Land, Thomas, his fon, being his fucceflor; who 
left ilTuc an only daughter and heir, Annora, married to Robert de 
Drcux (byfothc called carl of Dreux), and afterwards to Henry lord of 
Suilly. . 


STUTEVILLE. 

Robert de Stutevill, called Grundeboef (or rather Fronteboef), 
7th Henry I. was made prisoner by him at the battle of Tcnerchebray, 
where he was taken fighting on the part of Robert Curthofe againft 
that king, for which his* lands were feized, and given to Nigel dc 
Albini. “ ; - 

To him fuccceded Robert, his fon and heir; who, temp. Henry II. 
laid claim to the barony of Roger de Moubray, Which, on the rebel- 
lion of his father, had been gi ven, as before ftated, to Nigel de Albini, 
father of the faid Roger de Moubray; and coming to' arbitrament, 
recovered fomc part thereof. ’ • 

His wife was Erneburga, daughter and heir to Hugh, fon of Bald- 
dric, a great, Saxon thane, by whom he had iflue three fons; viz. 
Robert; Ofmund, (who died at Joppa), from whom defeended the 
Eftotvills of Greffing Hall ; and Patrick, who being poflefled of the 
loid&ip of Skip with by gift of his father, his defeendants aflumed that 

, fumame, 
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furnarae,and were anceftors to t^e baronet’s family of Skipwitb, fo

Berta, niece of Ranulph Glanvill 
the chief juftice, by whom he hadiflue Robert* his eldeft fon, who 
died in his minority, and Nichdlas.heir to his brother. 

Which Nicholas married Gunnora, widow of Robert de Gant, 
and had ifiue Nicholas, his fon add heir, who died the 17th Henry III. 
leaving two daughters his heirs; viz. Joane, married to Hugh de 
Wake, and Margaret, to William Maftoc, and died without iflue ; 
wherefore Joane became foie heir, who died the 4th Edward I. feiied 
of the barony of Lidel, in com. Cumberland, having outlived hei huf- 
band, Hugh dc W r akc. 

The impreffion of her fcal was a woman on horfeback, riding fidc- 
wife, and holding a bridle in her right-hand. • Wherefrom it feems 
fhc mod probably firft began that cuftom (now common) ; which if 
fo, the hiftorians are in error, who make Anne, queen of king Rich- 
ard II. to have introduced firft that Fafhion. (Vid. Wake amongft the 
barons fummoned to parliament.) 

The eldeft branch of the line of the Stutevills having thus ended in 
a female heir, we now have to notice Eustace de Stutevii.l, fon 
of the third Robert, by Sibil de Valoines, a fccond wife; to which 
Sibil he afterwards becameiheir, and- gave a fine to the king of £. 1000, 
to have feizin of the manor of Cotingham. 

Befides bim, Dugdale notices Henry de Stutevillt, whole mo- 
ther was Leonia de Rcynes; and next, William, fon of Ofmund, who 
marnedMargaret, widow of Robert Mortimer, of Richard’s Caftle, 
whofe fon, Robert, was his fucceffor. * 

About which time John de Stutevil poffdTed the moiety of the 
barony of Hubert Fitz-Ralph ; and was in arms againft Henry III. at 
the battle of Evefham, To this John fucceeded Robert, his Ion, who 
■' married 
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married Eleanor Gcnoure, widow of Alexander Baliol, in whofc right 
he held the third part of the manor of Bywell, in Northumberland ; 
but dying the 34th Edward I. the barony was feiased into that king’s 
hands. His fon John was twenty-fix years old the 3d of Edward II.

Yet it feems, that Sir Adam de Swinburne, 
knight, living 8th Edward II. had ilTue Adam, written baron Swin- 
burne of Swinborne, 20th Edward II. whofe fitters and coheirs were 
Barbara (or Barnaba), married to Sir John de Strivelyn, of Built 
Caftle, in Cumberland; Chiiftian, the fecond, to John de Widdering- 
ton, who had iflue, Gerard of Widderington (by which match the caftle 
of Swinburne was acquired by the Widderingtons, who fold it to the 
Riddels) ; and Elizabeth, the third After, to Walter Heron of Haddi- 
fton, father, by her, of William Heron. (Vid. Strivelyn.) 


TALBOT OF RICHARD’S CASTLE*

Sir John was hU fucceflfor; and by Joan, daughter of Roger lord 
Grey, of Ruthyn, was father of two Ions; John, and Sir Gilbert, who 
married Margaret, daughter of Sir John Howard, and widow of Sit 
Conftantine Cliiton, by whom he had a fon, Richard, who dcrcafcd 
without ifluc in his father’s lifetime, 1399. 

John the elded fon, and licit to his father, by his wife Catherine, 
left at his death two foils, Richard and John, who both died unmar- 
ried, and three daughters ; Elizabeth, married to Sir Warine Arch- 
deakene, of Lanhcmc, in Cornwall ; Philippa, to Sir Matthew Gour- 
ncy and Eleanor, who died unmarried.

Which Philip, the 7th of Richard I. was Ihcriff of Bcrklhire, and 
alfo of Lincolnfhire, the 8th, pth, and 10th of Richard I. But in the 
ift of king John, he was dead. For then Robert de Tatfhall, his fon, 
paid one hundred pounds for his relief, and had livery of his lands in 
Raddun. 

This k RoBERT, by Ifolda Pantulph, his wife, had iffue another Ro- 
bert, who, temp. Henry III. had the cuftody of Lincoln caftle in right 
of his wife Amabill, one of the four daughters and coheirs of William 
Mabel de Albini, earl of Arundel and Suffex, iharing with the reft that 
great' inheritance, and thereby enjoying the caftle of Buckenham, in 
Norfolk. 

To him fucceedcd Robert, his fon and heir; who firft adhered to 
Henry III, againft the rebel barons, yet afterwards was in arms on their 
part againft the king in the battle of Evdham. 

By his marriage with Joan, one of the coheirs of Ralph lord of 
Middleham,* he increafed largely his inheritance, and was fucceedcd 
by Robert his fon, who left iffue another Robert ; who, in the time of ham. 
Edward I. ferved in feveral expeditions into Scotland and France, and 
died in the 31ft year of the fame king, having iffue Robert, his fon 
and heir, who died under age. 

Wherefore the inheritance became divided amongft his three 
lifters; viz. Emma, married to Sir Olbertf Cayly, father of Sir Tho- 
mas Cayly, baron of Buckenham, in right of his mother ; Joan, married p. 391 .

For what reafon William, his fueccffor, affumcd a furnamc dif- 
ferent from his father, docs not appear. But conjecture attributes it, 
becaufc he was fo great an adorer of St. Alban, and fo great a bene- 
factor to the monaftcry of St. Alban, where he offered himfelf a 
brother and a monk, and appointed his burial, it he died in England ; 
and this feems more probable, becaufe he is often written, “ William 
de Albany,” as well as “ William de Albini,” with the addition of 
« Brito,” as a contradiftinCtion to another great baron, William de 
Albini, called Pinccrna. 

William, fo fumamed Brito, is he who behaved with fo much 
valour in the famous battle of Tenerchebry, in Normandy ; that it is 
faid, with his fingle hand breaking through the enemy, he determined 
the fate of the day. Yet, afterwards adhering to the emprefs' Maud 
againft king Stephen, his lands and barony were difpofed of to Ranulph. 
carl of Chefter. . , 

He married Maud, daughter of Simon de St. Lis, earl of Hunting- 
don, widow of Robert, fon of Richard de Tunbridge ; and left iffue 
William, his fucceffor, and Ralph, anceftor to the lords D Aubeney, 
and the earl of Bridgewater of that name. 

This William was fumamed Mefchines, alfo Brito; and by 
Henry 11. had part of his lands reftored. He had. two wives; viz. 

Adclizc and Cecilie; and departing this life the 14th Henry II. left 
iffue another William, then in minority. 

Which William was one of the rebel barons againft king John ; 
and being a perfon valiant and expert in arras, was by them conftituted 
governor of Rochcftcr caftle, vvhercin he endured a very clofe fiege, 
and only furrendered at length, for fear of famine. He, however, 
afterwards grew into favour with Henry III. and was a principal com- 
mander of his army at the battle of Lincoln. 

He was twice married ; firft, to Margery, daughter of Qdonel de 
Umframvile; and, lecondly, to Agatha, daughter and coheir to Wil- 
liam Trulbut. But by his firft wife he had iffue William, Robert, Vid.Trufbut.

His fucceflor was Oliver, his fon and heir, who was father of an-

Henry, his fon and heir; who deceafed the 2d Edward I. leaving 
an only daughter. Eve, married to Guy de Brienne, who had iffue by 
her, according to Dugdale, a daughter, Maud, wife of Geffcry de 
•Vid.Camvil Camville,* Tom. I. p. 622, and Tom. I. p. 729, of Nicholas dc 
\ Vid. Martin Martin.f 

Cotemporary with the firft Oliver, was alfo William de Tracy, who 
is faid to have been one of the murtherers of Thomas a Becket, arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury. 

The poftetity of this family continue to this day in a confpicuous 
rank ; of whom, Sir John Tracy was created by Charles I. baron and 
vifeount Tracy, of the kingdom of Ireland; of whofe defeent, a full 
account may be feen in the Peerage of that kingdom.

leaving iffueoneiole daughter, his heir, called Roefe, who married 
Theobald de Butiller (a branch of the Butillers, or Butlers, of Ire- 
land) ; but being fo great an heirefs, retained her own name, as did her 
pofterity.

For the true notion of their title, $clden tells us, in his Titles of 
Honour, page 688, that the poblcft andgreateft tenants to the greater 
fort of fubjefls, had anciently the appellation of barons afenbed to 

them, efpecially thofe to the earls of Chefter. 

For the idea of the word Baro here, it denotes as much as Magnates 
or Optimates: where we may obferve that noblemen, of barons, leem 
to be a neceffary fupptemcnt, and ctfcntiai to ttawoyalty of a count 
palatine: for tfec eat) of Chefter baving^pyal authority within him- 
fdf, we may not unfitly ftyle him a petty king : and that the majefty 
of his palace may he anfwerable to a Jung, he mutt have noblemen 
about him, in imitation of the barons of the kingdom, Hence alfo 
the earls of Chefter fubftituted offices: making the baron of Halton 
♦ conftable of Chefter in fee, in imitation Of the lord high conftablc of 
England j, tad making the baron of Moptalt fteward in fee, after the 
example of the lord high fteward Of England. Thefe baron#,* under 
the carl, ruled and governed the county ; and, from their great power 
and imp hta the appellation of barons. 
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A* to the time of their firft inftituttett, l fintl (toy* Sir Peter Ley* 
ceftcr), the greet men of Chefhire tbout the earl, ftyled barons in the 
time of Hugh Lupus : and as 1 conceive (the fame author continues), 
upon the conferring the earldom of Chefter on Hugh Lupus by the 
Conqueror, An. Dorn. iti;o> the principal gentlemen and commanders 
under ear) Hugh, being called to advife and affift the faid eAtl, hither

This family, it feems, were high fte wards of Cheihire in fee, and 
became afterwards barons of the realm, and had fumnaons to parlia- 
ment; under which denomination, therefore, the account of them is 
more fully given. (Vid. Montalt.) 


3. MALBENG, or WICH-MALBENG. 

Camden, in his Britannia, deferibes Wich-Malbanc, otherwife 
called Nantwich, as a town whofe buildings were fair and neat, and 
famous for yielding two commodities; viz. chcefe, far furpaffmg any 
made in the other parts of Cheihire ; and fait- works, producing fait 
of the pureft and fineft quality, which they do at the prefent day; and 
are a fource of great addition to the revenue of the country.. 

This was one of the baronies created by earl Hugh, ana conferred 
on William de Malbeng, or Malbanc, in whofe pofterity it continued 
for a while; viz. to William, his grandfon; b from whofe daughters 
and heirs, the inheritance palled firft to the Vernons and BalTets, and 
from the Vernons to the Wilbrahams, Staffords, arid Littleburies; Vid. Vernon, 
and, laftly, to the Cholmondeleys. *■ - 

Hutchins, in his Hiftory of Dorfetlhire, mentions 1 thd family of 
Maubank, or Malbanck, feated at Clifton, in that ijCounty; which 
Clifton, iri Domefday Book, is faid to be holden.by /Hugh de Abrincis,

4. VERNON, 

Baron of Shipbrokc, 

The family of Vernon is aflerted to be defeended from the lord., 
of Vernon, in the dutchy 'of Normandy, and to have come into Eng- 
land with William the Conqueror. 

Richard d£ Vernon was, by Hugh Lupus, earl of Chciler, made 
baron of Shjpbroke, in com. Ceftr, and had from him a grant of divers 
lordShips and manors in the faid county. 

WiJ.UAM, his only fon and heir, was father of Hugh, whofc eldcft 
fon, Warine, had ilfuc Richard, father of another Warinc de Vernon, 
baron of Shipbrokc, who married Auda, one of the daughters and co- 
heirs of William Malbcnge, baron of Wich Malbanc ; and had ifluc 
fcveral fons; whereof Warine, the eldeft, had an only fon, Warinc, who 
died in his lifetime, and three daughters, who were his coheirs. 1 Rut 
on the death of this Warine without iflue male, Ralph, his next bro- 
ther, took poflefiion of the barony of Shipbroke ; which inheritance, 
however, upon a luit commenced by his three nieces, was divided into 
two equal moieties; one of which, including the capital manois of 
Shipbrokc and Minchd Vernon, remained to this Ralph ; and the other 
moiety, including the l'alt-works at Nantwich, was parted equally 
among the three nieces. , 

From William, third fon of Hugh, baror. of Shipbrokc, is de- 
feended the fatally of the prefent lord Vernon; of whofc defeent, a very 
copious account 1 is given in Edmonfon's Baronagium Genealogicum.

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5. MALPAS. 

In Domefday Book, which, by the Conqueror’s order, fpii tains a 
furvey of all England, except the four counties of Weftmoreland, 
Cumberland, Northumberland, and Durharn, it is teftified, that Robert 
Fitz-Hugh, baron of Malpas/ held the manor of Calmundelei (vulgo 
Cholmondelcy), and twenty nine others, in Ceflrefhirc, or Chdhire, 
which arc therein fpccified. 

But the faid Robert dying S. M. P. his intereft in the barony of 
Malpas devolved on his only daughter Lctticc, married to William,* 
fon of John lc Bclward, who lived in the time of William Rufus; and 
by him (who was living 12th Henry I.) had William le Bclward de 
Malpas/ pqlTeffed in her right of half the barony of Malpas, who mar- 
ried Beatrix, a natural daughter, as prefumed/ of Hugh Kivilioc, the fifth 
carl of Cheftcr, and by her had iflue three fons ; viz* David, of whom

mondelcy, by gift of his father, and fixing his refidenpc there, aflumed 
that furnamc, which his fpreading and fiouiiflfing defeendants have 
e\er fincc retained, of whom the chief is the patent earl Cholmon- 
deley ; and Hie hard, the third fon, was feated at Duckenton. 

Daviq(| el deft fon betorenamed, was ltyled Dan Da\ id ; and frotn 
bcitlg cleik, or fecrctary, to the earl of Chcfter, lometimcs was written 
Le Clerk, and ibractimcs de Malpas, where he fucceeded his father, 
and was lheriff of Chcfhirc, 36th Henry III. of which county he was 
alfo juftice, and held three knights lees in the faid king’s reign. He 
married Margaret/ daughter and heir to Ralph ap Enyon, a perfon of 
great note, by his wife Beatrix, filler to the aforefaid Hugh carl of 
Chcfter, and thereby is faid to have become pofiefled of* the entire 
barony of Malpas ; viz. the one half by defeent, and the other in right 
of his wife, by whom he had four fons ; viz.

GreyJc 
out ifluc male, the baronetcy will devolve on John Egerton, of Wlllon - 
Oulton, cfquire, the next and immediate reprefentative of that ancient 
family, and in whofe poffeffion the aforelaid manor of Egerton now 
remains. 

Peter, the third fon of David (Le Clerc), was furnamed De 
Thornton; at which place his defeendants are reprefented to have 
been feated for divers generations, till they terminated, temp. Ed- 
ward III. in fix coheirs; viz. Ellen, married to Sir Thomas Dutton, 
of Dutton; Elizabeth, to Hamon Fitton; Maud, to Henry dc Bcefton; 

Margaret, to Sir William, de Golboume ; Beatrix, to Thomas de Sha- 
mefbury ; and Emma, to Hugh de Weverham. 

David, the fourth fon, was lord of Golboume, from whence he 
took his furname; and left poftcrity, of whom Was Sir William juft

But the line of Egerton, from whence fprings that of the dukes and 
earls of Bridgewater, is generally confidered illegitimate.

6. MASSEY, 
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6. MASSEY, or DUNHAM MASSEY. 

The town of Dunham MafTey was the feat of the ancient barons of 
Dunham MafTey ; and fo called, to diftinguifli it from another Dun- 
ham, in the fame county, near TratTord bridge. 

HAMpN Massey was the firfl baron fo made by Hugh Lupus; 
from whom defeended Sir Hannon MafTey, the fixth of the fame 
name, and baron MafTey. His fon, Hamon, dying without ifTue, his 
four daughters became heirs to their faid brother; viz. Cicely, wife of 
John Fitton, of Bollin ; k Ifabel, of Hugh Dittyn, or Dutton ; another 
daughter married Thomas de Latham; and Alice was wife of Thomas 
de Hilond. The heirefs of Fitton, viz. Joan, fifler and heir of Peter 
Fitton, temp. Edward III. married Richard, younger fon of Hugh 
Venables, baron of Kinderton, whofe grandfon. Sir William Venables, 
by Joan, daughter of Sir John MafTey, of Tatton, bad ifTue, Richard 
Venables, drowned, temp. Henry IV. aged about eight years, and two 
daughters^and heirs, viz. Alice, married to Sir Edmond Trafford ; and 
Dowfe, to Robert Booth (fon of ^Tohn Booth, of Barton, co. Lane.) 
afterwards Sir Robert Booth, of Dunham MafTey, and anceflor to the 
Booths earls of Warrington ; lords Delatnere;. and the baronet family 
of that name. 


7. VENABLES, 

Baron of Kinderton. 

Gilbert de Venables, whofe chief feat was at Kinderton, was 
alfo another of the barons created by earl Hugh ; and pofleffed divers

lordfhips of confidcrable extent and value in thole days. He was an- 
ceftor to Sir Thomas Venables, commonly called baron of Kindcrtou, 
temp. Ilenry VII. circ. 1505, whofe great grandfon (fays E<lmonfon', 
Peter de Venables, had two daughters, his coheirs ; viz. Catherine, 
wife of Robert Shirley, fon and heir of Sir Robert Shirley ; and Anne, 
wife of lord Norreys, afterwards carl of Abingdon; who both died 
without ifTue. But Mary, filler to the laid Peter Venables, the laft 
baron of Kinderton, married Thomas Pigot, efquirc, whofe daughter, 
Anne, married Henry Vernon, efquirc, anccllor of the prefent lord 
Vernon ; by which marriage, the houfes of Shipbrokc and Kinderton 
became united. (Vid. Shipbrokc.) 


8. STOCKPORT. 

As for the reafons given by Sir Peter Leyccfter, in his Antiquities 
of Chefter, and that the ancient earls thereof were extind prior to «ny 
mention made of the Stockport family, it feems unneccffary to notice 
them here among the barons; and the more cfpccially fo, as thefe 
barons were merely fo titularly .denominated. 

Lcland, in his Itinerary (Vol. vii. p. 30), fpeaking of Stoppord 
(Stockport), fays, “ Mr. Warine is caullid there baron of Stoppord ; 
“ for one of the Warincs of Chcfterlhire, married one Stoppord, baron 
“ of Stopporde, daughter and heyre, about Henry the 4 dayes. The 
“ auncicnter houfc longing to Warines was Poynton, where he lyith 
“ now: for Stopport manor place is dekayid.” 

It is very probable (fays Camden), that the carls of Chefter had as 
many fpiritual as temporal barons in his great council or parliament ; 
which, by ancient inftruments, appear to be thefe, viz. two bifhops, 
and fix abbots: firft, the bilhop of Chefter, whofe epifcopal feat was 
St. Peter s church., 2dly. The bilhop of Bangor, whofe diocefe com- 
prehended thofe parts of Denbighlhire, Caernarvonlhirc, and Anglefcy,

BARONS OF THE COUNTY PALATINE OF 
’ DURHAM. 

Before the conqueft, it is probable the biihops of Durham were 
counts palatine: it is, however, clear that they were fo (according to 
Camden), in the Conqueror’s time, and that their power ■ was very 
great. For it was a maxim in thofe days, that the bilhop has as large 
a power in his bilhoprick, as the king out of it: they had power to 
levy taxes, make truces with the Scots^and raife defenfible men within 
the bilhoprick from fixteen to fixty. They could call a parliament, 
and create barons to fit in it ; of whom the prior of Durham, Hilton 
of Hilton, Conyers of Sockbum; Bujmer of Branfpeth, Surrefle of 
Dinfdale, Hanlard of Ewenwood, are faid to have been lome. There 
is amongft the old rolls of Durham, an, account of the parliaments, 
and the fubfidies granted by them, with fcveral ails of their council,, 
which then confifted of many noble and prudent perfons called barons.. 
But they, like thofe of Chefter, were merely titular, without rank 
amongft the barons of the. realm. , >

Sir John Dodderidoe, knight, an eminent juftice of the King’s 
Bench, and a peribn of great knowledge in antiquities, in his Descrip- 
tion of Wales hath thus expreffed it, viz. 

That all thcfe territories thus acquired 1 were baronies- marchers, 
and held of the 'crown in -capite : and becaufe they and their pofterity

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ACCOUNT OF THE 

EARLS OF CHESTER. 


Chester, is the principal city of Chdhire, anciently part of the 
Cornavii. It is fcated upon the river Dec; on which, to fhew his fplcnr 
dour and magnificence, king Edgar was once rowed by feven petty 
kings of the Scots and Britons, to the great joy of the beholders. The 
earls hereof were formerly called palatines ; William the Conqueror 
giving this earldom to Hugh Lupus, a noble Norman, to be holdcn as 
freely by his fword as the king himfelf held England by his crown ; 
and though it be now, and hath long been incorporated into the regal 
patrimony, yet it ftill holds the rights and privileges of a county pala- 
tine. The palatines whereof, before it came to the crown, were the 
following : 


GEORBODUS. 

G herbod, or Georbodcs, was the firfl carl after the conqueft. 
He was a nobleman of Flanders, who had ferved gallantly againft the 
Englilh and Wcllh; but being fent for by his friends, to whom he had 
committed the care of his hereditary property and honours, king Wil- 
liam gave hinv leave to go to Flanders, and to return quickly again. 
By fome misfortune, however, he fell into the hands of his enemies 
when he arrived thither, and there endured a tedious and fevere im- 
prifonment. In the mean time, king William gave the earldom of 
Chefter to Hugh de Auranges, or de Abrincis (fon of Richard furnamed 
Go/.), his lifter’s fon.

Hi^gh Auranges, or de Abrixcis, was otherwife furnamcd 
Lupus, and by the Welfb, Vras, or. Urras (i. e.) fat; for he was very 
grofs and corpulent. He was a perform of great note among the Nor- 
man nobility, and a Very expert foldier; for which reafon he was chiefly- 
placed fo hear the unconquered W elfh, to reftrain their incurfions. 
The defeription of earl Hugh is Wff given by Ordericus, LMbr. Ecclef. 
Hiftor. pag. $ZZ,. L , 

“Hie non dapfilis /ed prodigus, &c. He was not abundantly 
“ liberal, but profufely prodigal, and* carried not fo much a family, as 
“an arniy 1 HU along with Info Phe took no account either of his 
“ receipts or difburfements : he daily waited his eftate, and delighted 
“ more in falconers and huntfmen than in the tillers of land, or hea- 
“ ven’s orators, the minifters;, he was given much to his belly, whereby 
“ in time he grew fo fat that' he Could fcarce crawl : he had many 
“ baftard fons, and Ballard daughters, but they were almofl all fwept 
“ away by fundry misfortunes.” It is, however, faid, he at length be- 
came fo devout, that he was fhorn a monk in the abbey of St. Wer- 
, burge, at Chcftcr, where he died, the ill Henry I. 

He married Etmentrude, daughter of Hugh de Claremont, carl of

the pictures of his marriage-bed/ thau he, with his young countcis, 
were not only prohibited by the churlifh waves, their mutual love 
embraces, and hopes of future poftcrity to fuccced them, but were 
deprived of their lives alfo. But becaufc this lamentable accident is 
memorable for the dcftru&ivc influence it had upon many of the no- 
bility of England, it may not be unentertaining to recite briefly the 
whole flory, as it is recorded by Ordcricus. t 
The matter of the lhip was Thomas, the foil of Stephen, who came 
to king Henry I. then in Normandy, and ready to take (hipping for 
England, and offered him u mark of gold (in elder ages valued at fly 
pounds in filver, Rot. Mag. pip® dc anno ift Henry II. and as others 
fay, ten marks of filver, ,f.6, j£f. 4 <!.) defiring, that as Stephen his 
father had tranfpofted the Conqueror when he fought againft king 
Harold, and was his conftant mariner in all his pafiages between Eng- 
land and Normandy, fo that he himfdf likewife might now have the 
tranfportation of king Henry, and all his attendants, as it were in fee ; 
for he had a very good fliip called u Candida Navis, or the White Ship,'* 
well furnifhed for that purpofc. The king thanked him ; but withal 
told him, he had alrcady-j||adc choice of another lhip, which he would 
not change: y he would commend him to his two fons, William 
and Richard, with many others of his nobility ; whereat the mariners 
much rejoiced, and defired the prince to befiow fomc wine upon them 
to drink. He gave them tres modios vini,” three hogfheads of 
wine, wherewith they made themfelvcs fufficiently drunk. There 
were almoft three hundred in this unfortunate fliip : for there were 
fifty fkilful oars or gallcymen, had they not been intoxicated which 
belonged to the fliip, hefides the young gallants who were to bc'tranf- 
ported ; but now being neither able to govern themfelvcs nor the fliip, 
they fuffered it to be fplit on a rock, and fo all were drowned, except 
one Beroldc, a butcher of Roan, in Normandy, who was taken up 
the next morning by feme fifhermen, after a cold firofty nighr’s 
fliipwreck J and with much ado recovered, and lived twenty years 
after. 4

On the death of earl Richard without iffue, as already mentioned, 
*Randle de Micenes, or Meschines, vifeount Bayeux, in Nor- 
mandy, obtained the earldom of Chefter frdm king Henry I. with all 
the patrimony thereof, as next heir, according to Sir Peter Leyceftcr; 
but Collins fays, whether he obtained it folely as next heir, is not de- 
termined. He was nephew to earl Hugh, viz. fon of Maud, lifter to 
the faid earl Hugh ; who is faid alio, to have had three other fitters, 
one married to William earl of Ewe, in Normandy; Judith, to Ri- 
chard de Aquila, fon of Engenulph ; and another, Ifabel, to Gilbert, a 
younger fon of Richard carl of Corboil, in Normandy, who had iffue 
a fon, Robert, who, for his attachment to Robert de Stafford, and the 
king’s fervice in theie parts, as alfo w ratione confanguinitatis,” held 
felhall, in the county of Stafford, with its appurtenances, anno 1068, 
from whence he affumed that furname; and was anceftor to the family 
of Pelhall, created a baronet, * Nov, 35th, 1612 . 

This earl Randle (alfo ftyled Randle of Bricafard), was lord of 
Cumberland^and Carlisle, by defeent from his father; formatter the 
Normans had invaded England, Cumberland fell to the lharc of Raufe 
de Mefchines. “ Cujus filius natu maximus Ranulphus fait Cumbrian 
dominus et matemo jure principiis gratia etiamCeftrias comes,” faith 
Gamdeq, in Cumberland** But having enfeoffed his two brothers, 
William bf Coupland, and Geffery of Gillefland, in a large portion 
thereof, lie left the earldom of Cumberland for that of Chefter, on 
condition, thatthofe whom he had enfeoffed there;, lhould hold their 
lands qTthe Ipng ijth capite. '• 

He ftuck faithfully to Henry I, in the midft of a tumultuous rcbel-

Some, 
wbofe fucceflors, for a decent pr two, continued to be fummoned to 
parliament, but not sreg$a$r, and tjieir tfiue or heirs were totally 
omitted; afid ja few, who ytm only fummoped to, one parliament, 
and never after, to any, other, ,/ftltlwwgh they continued, to be eminent 
perfons in the ftatc, and whofe anions reflected gloty on their ^ouqtry,

mons to parliament, ■£* jure uxoris.” But now the honbur being an 
inheritance of blood only (or ■•jhther' Vmoft frequently lb; without the 
ancient demefne landjs), no courfcefyappertainsto the hufband; for he 
cannot have pofleffion of that of which no poffeflion can be given. 
Therefore there is no courtefy of an honour;

From all that has, bceh v ^d> therbfoic, it appears evident that ba- 
rons maybe confidbred under three kinds ; tiamely, thofe who had 
that honour by tenure and writ jointly ; by vrat of fummons to par- 
liament only ; and by letters patent pf creation. 

Of the firft clafs cfpccially, feem thofe who are the fubjcdl of the 
following pages ; infbmuch as their difeontinuance in many inflances 
may be prefumed to have arifen from their ceafmg to hold any 
honour, caflle, or manor of the king in capite ; either through alie- 
nation, or forfeiture; and in cafes of female iffue, where a divifion or 
partition of the inheritance took place, and the barony thereby became

Reginald de Aroenteon was lheriff of the counties of Cam- 
bridge and Huntingdon, the 5th of Richard I. and fo continued to 
the 8th ; and in the 9th of Richard I. underwent the like office for 
the counties of Hertford and Eflex for half of that year ; to whom 
fucceeded 

Richard de Argentine, who, the 8th Henry III. was confti- 
tuted governor of Hertford cattle; and the 14th of Henry III. being 
a valiant and noble knight, went on a pilgrimage to the Holy Land. 
He died anno 1246 (30th Henry III.) leaving 

Giles, his fon and heir, a knight alfo of great valour; who, the 
the 47th of Henry III. was made governor of Windfor cattle; but 
who neverthelefs was afterwards one of the rebel barons at the battle 
of Lewes, where the king was defeated by them, and taken prifoncr; 
and was in ttich efteem with them, that he was conftituted one of 
the nine counfeliors by whom the realp ffiould be governed. 

But after the battle of Eveffiam, his lands were extended, as were 
thofe of Reginald his fon, then with him in the fame infurre&ion ; 
which Reginald died the 1 ith of Edward I. feifed of the manor of 
Great Wylemondele, in Cambridgeshire, holdcn by grand ferjeantie ; 
viz. to ferve the king upon the day of his coronation with a filver 
cup leaving his fon and heir, then in minority, of the name of Re- 
ginald. 


1 At the coronation of James II. this claim was made and allowed on behalf of Giles lord 
Alington, then a minor (as pofi’effed of the manor of Great Wymondley, co. Herts), and per- 
formed by Hildebrand Alington, efquire, his uncle. 

In Salmon's Herts, p. 187, it is faid the manor of Wirnley, or Wymondley, fell to the Ar- 
gentines, by marriage with the beirefs of Fitz-Tees, who derive themfclvcs from David D'Ar- 
genton, a Norman, who came over with the Conqueror.

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Which Reginald, the 25th of Edward I. had fummons to parlia- 
ment, but not after; and died the ift of Edward II. leaving , 

John, his fon and heir, who had livery of his lands, but no fum-. 
mons to parliament. He was twice married : and by Joan, bis firft 
wife, had three daughters ; viz. Joane, Elizabeth, and Dionyfe ; who 
were heirs to their mother. And, by Anne, his fecond wife, he had 
one fon, called John, fix months old at his father’s death, the 12th of 
Edward II. 

Of this family was alfo Reginald de Argentine, a Knight 
Templar; who, the 21ft of Henry III. being ftandard -bearer of the 
Chriftian army in the battle of Antioch, againft the Turks, in the 
Holy Land, carried it until his hands and legs being broken, he was 
there flain. 

So likewife was Sir Giles Argentine ; who, it is faid, perceiving 
the king (Edward II.) in danger at the great and difaftrous battle of 
Bannockfburnc, againft the Scots, advifed him to retire, faying, “ that 
he was not himfelf wont to fly;” and therefore returned to the engage- 
ment, and was flain, with numerous other Englifli worthies. 

Having thus far given the whole of Dugdale’s account of this 
family, it may not be uninterefting to accompany it with the particu- 
lars which arc related thereof in a MS. quoted in the Britifli Topo- 
*P 180. grapher ;* viz. 

David de Argentine, in the time of William the Conqueror, 
married the daughter of Fitz-Tek ; by whom he had Richard de Ar- 
gentine, knight, who died in the Holy Land. 

He left a fon, Giles, living temp. Henry III. whofe fon, Reginald, 
married Lora, daughter of Robert de Vere, earl of Oxford ; and had 
ifl'uc John de Argentine, in the time of Edward II. who married two 

wives; viz. firft, ; fecond, Alice, or Agnes. By the firft 

he had two daughters; Joan, wife of John lc Botillcr, and Elizabeth, 
of William lc Botillcr. By the fecond he had an only fon, 

Sii John de Argentine, knight, 4th Edward III. which Sir John 
married Margaret — , and had three daughters ; viz. Maud, wife

from the 58th to the 34th of Edward I. inclufive.

At the time of the Conqueror’s furvey, Thuhstan (orTiiURSTiNE, 
as he is more commonly written), a Norman, held five hides of land 
in Draiton, in com. Stafford. Which Thurftine, it is faid, came into 
England with the Conqueror; and was the paternal anccllor of the 
fevcral families of the name of Bafl'et in this kingdom. 

Of Ralph Basset (the reputed fon of this Thurftine), it is faid by 

b His father, Sir John Baliol, of Bernard Caftle, in com, Ebor, anno 126$, began the foun- 
dation of the college in Oxford edit'd after his name, but did not live to perfrft his intention; 
which, however, Devorguilla, his widow, not only completed, but improved his di fign.

lie had the high office of juftice of England under Henry I with 
a power fo great, that he fat in what court he plcafed, and wherever 
clfe he thought fit, for the adminiftration of juftice. And to his wif- 
dom, it’ is aflerted, wc owe the firft defign and inftitution of the law 
of frank pledge, hefides other excellent laws. From this it feems evi- 
dent, that he {hared largely in his fovereign’s favour, and that he had 
great abilities ; which, with fo wife a prince," were the likelieft means 
to procure it. 

Yet it may probably admit of fome doubt, whether Ordericus be 
not a little miftaken, when he reprefents him of an ignoble race ; the 
more efpceially fo, when it is related of Richard his fon, that abound- 
ing in wealth, he built a ftrong caftle upon his inheritance in Nor- 
mandy ; which makes it the more likely, that Ralph, his father, was 
defeended from fome ancient houfe in that country ; for if he were 
railed from a low eftate to the high rank he enjoyed, it does not ap- 
pear very feafiblc that he fhould have any inheritance worth creating a 
caftle upon. 


c This prince*?, education was the reverie of that of his brother William Rufus; for, as the 
l.i (l had no learning at all, Henry was brought up to letters, and made great progreis in his 
fludirs* Hence he acquired the fumame of Beau-Clerc, that is, The Scholar; for in tbofedays 
none but ccclclialiict. troubled ihcmfelves about books, and princes leatl of all others. I Ce re- 
tained all his life long a relifti for the feieners imbibed in his youth ; and is faid to have built a 
palace at Oxford, where he often retired to divert himfclf with the con verfa lion of the learned. 

He* firft inithuted the form of the high court of parliament ; for before his time, only cer- 
tain oi the nobility, and prelates of the realm, were called to confult about the moft important 
affairs of the Rate* bi.< he can fed (lie commons alio to be aifembled, by knights and burgeflcs 
of their own appointment, and made the court to conlili of three parts; the nobility, the clergy, 
and lilt: common people, icpufrDting the whole body of the realm; aud appointed them to fit 
in R veral chambcis: the king the bifbops and lords of the realm in one chamber, and the com- 
mons in another, l > confei iugc»!nT by them f elves.

Richard Basset, third fon of Ralph, the chief juftice (by Dug- 
dale made the firft ; which, if be had been, would moft probably have 
fuccccdcd his father, in Colfton), had al/o that great office of juftice 
of England. He married Maud, daughter and heir of Geffery Ridel!, 
lord of Withcringe, by Geva his wife (a A natural daughter of Hugh 
Lupus, earl of Chefter), but by fome called daughter and heir of Ro- 
bert Biiffey, lord of Weldon, and by her was father of Geffery, who 
was fiirnamed Ridel, after his mother ; of Ralph, to whom he gave 
Drayton; and of William, who obtained Sapcoate. 

- Though the hiftorians of that age do not mention any other children of Hugh Lupus ex- 
cept Richard bis fon ; moft certain it is, he had a daughter, Gera, with whom he gave, in trank 
marriage to Geffery Ridel, the manor of Drayton, in com. Staff; which could not have been fo 
beftowed on a baftard, as our learned lawyers have affirmed.

John de Bohun, who, for his fcrvices abroad in Flanders, and 
clfcwherc, had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the 
realm in the 37th, 38th, and 39th of Edward III. and departed this 
life the 41ft thereof, leaving iflue by Ifabcl, his firft wife, only two 
daughters; viz.

In the reign 
of Edward III. he was a perfon of high repute, and filled many im- 
portant offices; and was fummoned to parliament from the 16th to 
the 34th of the fame king, when he died, leaving Thomas, his grand- 
fon (viz. fon of Robert, his fon, who died before him), in minority, 
and granted in ward to Philippa, queen to Edward III. 

But this Thomas did not long furvive : and docs not appear to 
have been ever fummoned to parliament. He left iflue a daughter, 
Elizabeth, then an infant, and after married to Walter de la Pole, 
whofe daughter and heir, married Inglethorpe; whofe heir general 
married John Nevil, marquis of Montacutc, brother to the great 
Richard Nevil, earl of Warwick. (Vid. Nevil marquis of Monta- 
cute.)

Having in the account of the* ancient barons by tenure, in the firft 
part of this work, treated of the line of Reginald ije Braose, third 
fon of William de Braofc, called Senior, wc now come to William, 
the eldeft ion of William the elder, frequently called William Junior, 
iamiflied at Windfor with his mother (as before obferved); which

William married a daughter of Richard earl of Clare ; and had ifliic, 
William, and Annora, a daughter, wife of Hugh de Mortimer. 

This William was father of John, furnamed Tadody ; who was 
privately nurfed up at Gower, by a Welfli woman, in ward to his 
uncle, Giles, bifhop of Hereford. He came to poffcfs the barony of 
Brember, in Sufl'ex, and the caftle and honour ot Sweynfey, in G!a- 
morganfhirc, and died the 1 6th Henry III. by a fall from his horfe. 
His wife was Margaret, daughter of Lewelinc prince of Wales. 

William, his fucceflbr, was arnongfl the barons who flood firm 
to king Henry III. againft thole who were in rebellion, and died the 
19th Edward 1 . leaving William, his fon and heir, and another fon, 
Richard. Which William was fummoned to parliament from the 
25th Edward I. to the 16th Edward II. 

Thomas of Wulfingham gives this character of him: “ That he was 
a pcrlbn of large patrimony, but a great fpendthrift.”' His wife was 
Aliva, daughter of Thomas de Multon, by whom he had ifl'uc two 
daughters; viz. Aliva, wife of John de Moubray; and Joan, of John 
de Ifoliun, of Midhurfl. (Vid. Moubray, and Bohun of Midhurft.) 

William, the laft lord Braofc of Gower, having thus left only 
daughters, Peter, his brother, was his next heir male; who dying with- 
out iflhe, his third brother, Thomas, was his heir; who was i'everal 
times in the expeditions made into Gafcoigne, France, and Scotland ; 
and was fummoned to the fevcral parliaments of fhe 1 6th, 2 ad, 23d, 
26th, and 27th Edward III. but hot after. He died the 35th Ed- 
ward III. leaving ifluc by Beatrix his wife, daughter of Roger de Mor- 
timer (widow of Edward, fon of Thomas of Brothcrtun, carl of ISor- 
folk, and earl marfhal of England,) 


r Jones, in his Hi fiery of Brecknock (hire, Vol. !. p. <)5, obferves, that the lall William do 
Biros, or Braofc, was a moll abandoned and diilipatcd fpendthrift. Defrauded bis fon in-law, 
John de Moubray, of the lands of Gower, &e. on whom he had fettled ihun; and cheated hi* 
creditors, by mortgaging the fame three iime'j o\cr, and at l^fl fold i! to three different perfons 
at the fame time 5 neitln r of whom olitai tied pulleflion although all paid him the purchafe- 
monry.

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John, his fon and heir, and Thomas, a younger fon; which John 
died without iffue, as did Thomas, liis faid brother; wherefore Joane, 
their lifter, was heir to the inheritance, but the died alfo ilfuelcfs; fo 
that Elizabeth, the wile of Sir William Heron, became the next heir; 
which Elizabeth was daughter of Beatrix, filler of Thomas, father of 
the faid Thomas, John, and Joane de Braofe. (Vid. Heron.) 


BULMER. 

This family has been before mentioned in the former part of the 
work, treating of the more ancient barons by tenure ; fuffice it there- 
fore here to fay, that John de Bulcmerc, or Buhner, who married 
Vid. More- Theophania, one of the daughters and coheirs of Hugh de Morewyke, 
W}kr had ifl'ue Ralph de Bulmer, who, the ift of Edward 111 . had fummons 
to parliament among!! the barons of the realm, and fo till the 23d of 
Edward III. inclufive. 

He was often in the wars of Scotland ; and a perfon of eminent 
note. The 4th of Edward III. he was Iheriff of Yorkfhire, and go- 
vernor of York caftlc ; and died the 31ft of the fame reign, leaving 

Ralph, his fon and heir, then fixteen years old, who, the 36th of 
Edward III. making proof of his age, and doing his homage, had 
livery of his lands ; but died about four years after, viz. the 40th of 
Edward III. leaving 

Ralph, his fon and heir, little more than twelve months old, and 
Margaret, his widow, furviving. But no more of this family ever had 
fummons to parliament, although the male line continued for many 
years, terminating at length in Sir Richard Bulmer, knight, who died 
the 5th and 6th of Philip and Mary. 

Parkins, in his Topography of Frecbridge Hundred and Half, in the 
co. of Norfolk, p. 315, gives the following Pedigree, which he fays

The 10th of Edward II. this Thomas, with Margaret’ his wife, 
procured a charter of free-warren in all their demefne lands at Wy- 
mundham, Babingle, and Wulferton, in com. Norf.; and having been 
fummoned to parliament the 2d, 3d, and 4th Edward II. departed 
this life the 10th Edward II. leaving Adam, the fon of Poger de 
Clifton, by Margeiy; his fifter, his nephew and heir, nine years of age. 

But Collins, in his Parliamentary Precedents, p. 391, fays, that Sir 
Ofbert Cayly, by Ermne (eldeft fifter and coheir to Robert deTat- 
Ihall), his wife, had iffue Sir Thomas Cayley, baron of Buckenham, 
who had iffue Mary, his daughter, wife to Sir Roger Clifford, of whom 
Knyvet of Buckenham defeended. 

Of this family was Sir William Cayley^of Bramptun, near Scarbo- 
rough, in the county of York, created a baronet anno x66i.

Ralph de Camois was one of the rebellious barons againft king 
John, but made his peace lft Henry III: in whofe time he was after- 
wards fheriff of Surrey and Suflex, 

Ralph, his fon, adhered to Montfort carl of Lcicefter, againft 
Henry ilf. and was in fo great efteem with, thofe rebel barons, that he 
was one of their council of ftate for the government of the realm. To 
this Ralph fucccedcd 

John, his fon ; of whom it is memorable, that by a formal deed, 
out of bis oym free will, he gave and demifed his own wife (Margaret 
daughter and heir to Sir John Gadefden, knight), to Sir William Pay- 
ncl, knight, perceiving her to be more fond of the faid Sir William 
than of bimfclf.

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On this occafion, It fee ms, Margaret having departed from her huf- 
band, and lived in adultery with Paynel, Oamois finding out the fame, 
went voluntarily to Sir William, ’and came to this accord in form, and 
fealed it before many witnefles, that he would releafe all his right and 
title to the laid Margaret j and by the fame deed gave, granted, and for 
ever quit-claimed unto Sir William Paynel, all the goods and chattels 
which Ihe had, or hereafter might have, as alfo whatever was In his 
hands of , the laid Margaret* together With their appurtenances, fo as 
neither hipifelf, nor any other in his name, might, or for ever ought, 
to claim any intereft therein from thenceforth, 

This deed was made , in Latin, and is in Ougdale’s Bar. Vol. I. 
p. 767, fet down at length. Camois lived fome time after this com- 
pa6t, but died before his wife; who thereupon got herfeif legally 
masried tp Paynel, and by a petition in parliament, laid claim to the 
third part of her former hulband’s eftatc as her dowry. 

This claim was referred to the parliament began at Lincoln, the 
29th Edward I. and ending at Wcftminfter the 30th of Edward I. in 
which the Icing’s couhfel alleging the ftatutc, whereby it was enaded, 
that if a wife do upon her Own accord forfake her hulband, and live 
adulterouily with another man, Ihe Ihau for ever be debarred of her 
dowry, unlefs her hulband, without eccleliaftical coercion, be recon- 
ciled to her, and cohabit with her ; judgment was given againft her, 
that ihe Ihotjkt'; l^ve rib dowry out' qf\h«^ ; bufbeui<]^aii)ou lands..

But in this place Nicholas is the one who becomes the imme- 
diate objed of notice ; which Nicholas married Euftachia, filler, and 
at length heir, of Hugh Fitz- Ralph, lord of Grcfelc, in com. Nottingh. 
and niece and heir alfo of Peter de Hay, by whom he had iffue 

William, his fon and heir, who had fummons to parliament from 
the 28th Edward I. to the 1 ft of Edward II.' inclufive, and died the 
year following; leaving William, his eldcft fon, who dcceafed without 
ifluc, and Nicholas, a younger fon, heir to his brother. 

Which Nicholas fcrvcd, in the wars of Scotland and of Flanders, 
and had fummons to parliament from the 11th to the 28th of Ed- 
ward III. inclufive ; but died the next year, feifed of the manpr of 
Efelburgh, in com. Buck.; Ilkefton, in com. Derby; Grefelc, in com. 
Nottingh.; alfo Lavington, and others, in com. Line.; leaving Joan, 
his wife, widow of Umfravill earl of Anegos, and William, his fon and 
heir, then thirty years of age* furviving. . „ ' 

But Sir William Dugdale obferves, that Another inquifition, taken 
the 45th Edward III. makes it appear that Nicholas de Cantilupe died 
the 21ft February, the 4.5th Edward HI. William, his next heir, then 
twenty years of age. Neither this William, however, nor any of his 
poftcrity, had the like writ of fummons to parliament. In making 

Joan, the wife of Nicholas de Cantilupe, to be widow of Um- 

fravil, carl of Anegos, Dugdale feems to have been guilty of an error ; 
as in His account of that family, he does not notice a Joan to have 
been the wife of any one of -that name, unlefs it be of Thomas de 
Umfravill, who died 10th Richard II.; but Tom. I. p. 621, he ftates 
Joan, the widow of William de Kyme, to Wave afterwards married 
Nicholas dc Cantilupe, and Lucie, fifter to the laid William, to have 
married Gilbert de Umfiijpl/ earl of Anegos.

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Wc now come to John dr Cantilupe, brother to the firft Ni- 
cholas, winch John wedded Margdry, daughter and heir to William 
de Cummin of Snitfield> in com. Warw.; and had iffuc John, his 
fon and heir, who was a perfon of great eminency, both as a foldier 
and a ftatcfman. His iffue were, John, his fon (who died before him), 
and Eleanor, a daughter, who married Thomas W eft, anceftor of the 
prefent family of Weft earl Dclawar. But none of this line had ever 
i’ummons to parliament. 

Dugdale docs not notice any one of the name of Richard de Canti- 
lupe, yet from the original Claufe Roll, 24th Edward III. pars 2d, 
m. 3. dorfo, it appears Richard de Cantilupe had fumpnons to the par- 
liament holden at that time. .Of this name alfo, were Ralph and 
Walter de Cantilupe, who each held two knights fees of William de 
Romare, earl of* Lincoln ; but of whom no mention is made by that 
celebrated Baronagian. Hearne’s Lib. Nig. Scacc. p. 264.

Robert de Chandos came oyer with the Conqueror, in whole 
reign he was of confidcrable note ; and when the Normans began to 
enlarge their poffeflSons by invading the lands of the Welfli, put him- 
felf into arms, and entering the territories of Kacrly and Goldelyve, 
won them from their owner Owcyn-Wan. He fixed the head of his 
barony in Herefordlhire ; where his male pofterity continued eminent 
and powerful ior three centuries. 

In 1124, he (if it be not more probable, from the date, that it was 
fon of his name), was governor of the caftie of Gizors, in Normandy, 
where he was near being affaffinated. (Sec Ordericus Vitalis apud 
Duchefnc, p. 87b.) The name of this Robert’s wife, it appears, was 
llabcl.

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To him fuccceded another Robert (or llichard, according to 
Hearne’s Liber Niger Scaccarii, p. 15O), who certified his knights 
fees to be thirteen and a fixth part, the 1:3th Ilenry II. the Seth ol 
which reign (1 174), he died, and lies buried in the priory of Gold* 
clyve, leaving Robert, Roger (who had a fon Robert), Godard, and 
probably Hugh." (See Lib. Nig.) 

Rob t ut, cldcft ton, had livery of his lands, 8th Richard I. 1 iy7,* 
to whom fuccceded 

Another Robert, who, upon the collection of the firft feutage ol 
Henry III. paid for thirteen knights fees and a fixth part, which his 
anccftors had enjoyed ; and fhortly after died, when the wardihip of 
Roger, his heir, was granted to William dc Cantilupc ; and Sarza, his 
widow, received command to deliver up the cuftody of his caftle at 
Snodhull. 

Roger, his fon and heir, had fummons to attend at Oxford, amongft 
others of the barons marchers, ssd Henry III. 1238. And the 47th 
Henry III. lhc Welfli being again in arms, he had fummons to come 
to Hereford, well furnilhed with horfc and arms. When he died does 
not appear; but, anno 1 266, the 50th of Henry 111 . his fon and 
heir, 

Robert, doing his homage, had livery of his inheritance; and died 
the 30th Edward I. 1302 ; when it was found that he held the manor 
of Snodhull Ly barony, and that Roger was his fon and heir. 

Which Roger received the honour of knighthood with prince Ed- 
ward, and many others, by Bathing, 34th Edward I. and attended 
him in the expedition to Scotland. He was flierift' of Herefordfhire, 
13th Edward II. and ift of Edward III.; governor of the caftle of 
KaerfiUi, 20th Edward 11 .; alfo of Hereford caftle, the ill: Edward III.; 
and of Glamorgan and Morganoc caftles, the 4th Edward III.

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His fucccflbr was another Rogcr, who, the 7th of Edward III. 
was in pofleffion of the baron) of Snodhull, and other lands of his 
anccftors. But Dugdalc doubts the cxa& degree of his relationfhip to 
the Jaft ; yet there feems no fuflicient reafon to doulit his being his 
fon. He obtained licence, the 10th Edward III. to fettle the lordfliips 
of Snodhull and Fawnhope, on himlelf and the heirs of his body ; and 
for want of fuch iffiie, to Thomas, fon of Rogcr Chandos, and the 
heirs of his body ; and fo, for default, to Richard, brother of Thomas; 
Roger, brother of Richard ; Matthew, brother of Roger ; and John, 
brother of Matthew. The 19th Edward III. being then a banneret, 
he had fummons to attend the lung into France. And having had 
liimmons to parliament amonglt the barons of the realm, during a 
great part of the reign of Edward III. y died circ. the 27th or 29th 
thereof, leaving Thomas, his fon and heir, and Maud, his widow, then 
furviving; who held the manor of Wylington in dower, as parcel of 
the barony of Snodhull, and died the 36th of Edward III. (1362)/ 

Which Thomas, only fon and heir of Roger, fuccceded his father; 
but docs not appear to have had the like fummons to parliament. He 
died the 49th Edward III. 1376, aged forty-three. When, by the 
inquifition after his death, John was found to be his fon and heir. 

This Sir John Chandos, knight, died 1430, the 8th ofHenry VI. 
leizcd of the manor of Lugwarden, and other parts of the eftates of 
his anccftors, in Herefordfliirc, without ifliie. 

He had a lifter, Margaret, w ho died before him, the 8th of Henry IV. 
1407, the widow of Sir Thomas Berkeley, of Cobcrly, knight, leav- 
ing two daughters, his coheirs; viz Alice, wife of Thomas Brugge 
(or Brydges); and Margaret, wife of Nicholas Mattefdcn. 

Thomas Brugge died the 9th Henry IV. 1408, and Alice, his wi- 
dow, the 2d Henry V. leaving Giles Bruges, his fon and heir, then

A Thomas dc Chandos was aichdcacon of Hereford, 130*3, 


aged 
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aged fcvcnteen years; which Giles therefore became coheir with his 
aunt, Margaret Mattefdon, to the above Sir John Chandos, and alio 
progenitor to the Brugdes (or Brydgefes), barons Chandos of Sudley, 
and afterwards dukes of Chandos; the which latter title is conlidered 
extintt, and the barony at prefent dormant. (Vid. Brydges duke of 
Chandos.) 

Thcfe particulars, although differing from Dugdale, and all other 
printed authorities, yet ftand upon proof of unqucftionable records. 

From a collateral branch of this family, feated at Radbourne, in 
Derbyfhire,’ fprungthat illuftrious hero, and knight of the garter, Sir 
John Chandos, fo diftinguifhed in the reign of Edward 111. of whofe 
exploits, and valiant death, Froiffart has given fo full an account. b He 
died in the wars of Gafcony, 44 th Edward III. leaving his three fiftcis, 
or their ilfue, his heirs; who, according to Dugdale, were Elizabeth. ; 
Alianorc, the wife of Roger .Colynge ; and Ifabcl, daughter to Margaret 
the third lifter, at that time married to Sir John Annefley, knight. 
But by records, and other authorities, which appear better founded, 
the three filters and coheirs of this Sir John Chandos, were, Ilabe), c 
who married Sir John Annefley; Elizabeth, who died without iffuc: 
and Eleanor, who married to her fccond hufband Roger Colynge ; 
and to her firft, John Lawton, by whom fhe had ilfue Elizabeth, her 
daughter and heir, who became the wife ot Peter de la Pole, fon of Sir 
John de la Pole, of Newborough ; which Peter, in her right, afterwards

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had Radbornc, whofe defcendant, the prefent Sacheverell Pole, is now 
in pofleflion thereof, and of the property which the faid • Sir John 
Chandos held at Radbourne, and clfewhere, in the county of Derby. 

By thefc ftatements may, in fome degree, be elucidated the palTages 
of Leland, who, in his Itinerary, in the reign of Henry VIII. fays, 
“ There is a caftle, a mile or more benethe Dorfter, upon. the right 
“ ripe of Dour ; it is called SNOTHILL. And there is a parke wallyd 
“ and a caftle in it on an hill, called SNOTHILL; and thereby is 
“ under the caftle a quarry of marble. The caftle is fomewhat in 
“ ruin. There is a fre chappell. This caftle longid to Chaundois,” 
&c. Lei. Vol. VIII. p. 83, 84. And in another place of the fame 
volume, p. 70, he fays, “ The old howfe of Radbourne is no great 
“ thinge; but the laft Chaundois began in the fame lordlhippe a mighty 
“ large howfe of ftone, with a wonderful cofte, as it yet apperithc by 
“ foundations of a man’s height, ftanding yet as he left them. He had 
“ thought to have made of his old place a college.” Again, in his 
fourth volume, p. 6, he writes, “ Pole of Darbyfhire, befides the par- 
“ tition of the lands of Chaundois, that he hath with Bridges of Glou- 
“ ceftcrftiirc, hath partition of Muttons, a knight fometyme of Lei- 
“ ceflerftiirc, with one Vincent,” &c. 

But Leland feems to have been in a miftake ; for I am credibly in- 
formed,* there never has been any veftige of an houfe at Radbourne 
(the one near the church excepted), until the prefent was created about 
fifty years ago.

Patrick de Cadurcis, or Chaworth, born in little Brittany, 
was in the latter part of the reign of William the Conqueror ; to whom 
fucceeded Patrick, his fon, who the 33d Henry II. upon the colleXion 
of the Scutage of Galway, accounted fix pounds for the knights fees 
belonging to the honour of Striguil. 

To him fucceedcd Pain de Chaworth (but how defeended from, 
or related to Patrick, does not appear), which Pain married Gundred, 
daughter and heir to William de la Ferte, heir to Margaret de la 
Ferte, fecond daughter and coheir to William de Briwere fa great 
baron in that age), and left iflue Patrick, who wedded Hawyfe, 
daughter and heir to Thomas de Londrcs (lord of Kidwelly, in Wales), 
and died the 42d Henry III.; having iflue, Pain de Chaworth, his fon 
and heir, Hervie, and Patric ; alfo two daughters, Eve and Anne. 
Pain, together with his brothers, Hervie and Patric, being figned with 
the crofs, attended prince Edward into the Holy Land. He died the 
7th Edward {. without iflue, leaving Patric, his brother and heir, who 
by Ifabel bis wife, daughter of William de Beauchamp, earl of War- 
wic, had iflue Maud, his daughter and heir, married, firft to Henry 
carl of Lancafter, nephew to the king, and afterwards to Hugh le 
Defpenfer,

Although this family were of eminent note for many ages, and 
their anceftor Ralph de Caineto (id eft Cheney), came into Eng- 
land with the Conqueror, none of them flood in the rank of peers of 
the realm till the time of Henry VII. at which period was 

Sir John Cheney (fein of John Cheney, of Shetland, in the Illc 
of Shepey, by Alianore his wife, daughter and heir to Sir Robert de 
Shotiftirooke, knight, and lifter to Margaret duchefs of Somerfet) ; 
which Sir John was in arms for the earl of Richmond at the battle of 
Rofwortb ; where king Richard himfelf encountering with him, felled 

him 



him to the ground, although this Sir John was a jvjrfun ol great 
ftrenglh. Alter which, the carl obtaining the victory, and thereby 
the crown of England, in reward for his fcrviccs, made choice ot him 
for one of his privy council, and advanced him to the degree of a baron 
of the realm, the 3d ot Henry VII.* 

He had fummons to parliament the 3d, ;th, and nth of Henry VII. 
but died without ilTue, as it feems; for, lays Dugdalc, he was fuc- 
cccdcd by Thomas, his nephew (fon of William, his brother);! who, 
the 13 th of Henry VIII. (being then a knight), was one of the chal- 
lengers againft all gentlemen who were to exercifc feats of arms on 
horleback or on foot, for thirty days, at that famous interview of king 
Henry VIII. with Francis I. of France, betwixt Ardres and Guifnes. 
In the 31ft of Henry VIII. he was knight of the garter, warden of 
the Cinque Ports, and treafurer of the king’s houfliold. 

On the fucceffion to the throne, after the death of Edward VI. he 
was one of thofe who fupported queen Mary. And the ift of Eliza- 
beth, was one of her privy council ; but died the fame year, leaving 
tlTue by Fridefwidc, his firft wife, daughter and coheir to Sir Thomas 
l'rowyke, knight, chief juftice of the common pleas, four daughters ; 
viz. Catherine, wife of Thomas Kemp, of Dlendich, in Kent; Marga- 
ret, of George Nevil, lord Abergavenny ; Frances, of Nicholas Crips, 
fon and heir to Sir Henry Crips, knight; and Anne, of Sir John 
Perrot, knight. 

By Anne, his fecond wife, daughter and coheir to Sir John Brough- 
ton, of Tuddington, in the co. of Bedford, he had iflue a fon, Hcnr) , 
as hereafter.*

Which John married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Sir Ralph 
Cromwell, knight, and had Conftantine, his foil and heir (the laft of 
the family noticed by Dugdale) j who married Margaret, daughter of 
Robert Howard, knight, by Marg&tet Scales, bis wife ; and died the 
19th of Richard II. leaving ' 

John, his fon and heir, then aged only one year, and a daughter, 
Margaret, afterwards wife of Sir James Knivett. The faid John was 
afterwards knighted, and married Joan, daughter and coheir to Sir 
Edward Thorpe; by whom he had* a daughter and heir, Margaret, 
who became the wife of Sir Andrew Agard. And in her right the 
inheritance of the Cliftons became divided between the Agards and the 
Knivetts.

From John, the eldeft fon by his firft wife (daughter of Warine 
Fitz-Bencdidf), defended John lord Cobham, and Henry of Rundell, 
And from the fame .John, by Joane his iecond wife, daughter of Hugh 
dc Nevill, defeended 

Reginald de Cobham, of Sterborough, who was a very a&ive 
perfon in the wars of France ; and had a principal command in the 
Englilh army at the famous battles of Crefly and of Poi&iers, temp. 
Edward III. from the 16th to the 35th of whofe reign, he had fum- 
mons to parliament, And at laft died of the peitilencc, leaving Joan 
his wife, daughter of Maurice de Berkeley, and Reginald, his fon, fur- 
viving. * 

Which Reginald was alio fummoned to parliament; but only in the 
44th and 46th Edward III. He was twice married; firft to Elizabeth, 
widow of Fulke le Strange, of Blackmere ; and fecondly, to Aliajjore, 
daughter and coheir to John lord Maitravers, widow of Sir John Fitz- 
Alan, otherwife called Sir John Arundel; and died the 4th Henry IV. 
to Whom fucceedcd 

Reginald, his fon and heir, who was ajlb twice married : firft, to 
Eleanore, daughter <?f Thomas Culpepper; and, fecondly, to Anne, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas lord Bardolf (\yidow of Sir William 
Clifford.) His children were, Reginald, his eldeft fob, who died in hia 
lifetime, leaving ilfpc an only daughter, Margaret, who was fecond 
wife to Ralph Nevilj, fecond earl of Weftmoreland of that frame; Sir 
Thomas Cobham, knight, who ‘married Anne,, daughter of Humphrey

Stafford, duke of Buckingham, and had iffue an only daughter, Anne,

Of Alianore, duchefs of Gloucefter, it is recorded, that about five 
years before the death, of her hufband, anno 1 8th Henry VI Ihe was 
arraigned for witchcraft and forccry, and after indi&ed for treafon at 
Guildhall, London. Some part of which charge Ihe confeffed and 
Was put to folemn penance for the fame three leveral times; and, 
laftly, committed to perpetual imprisonment in the Ille of Man.

Thomas de Dagw^rth (fon of John, grandfon of Lora, widow 
ofj William Peyforer), In the reign of Edward II. is honourably noted 
for two feveral engagements in the king’s fervice, both fought on one 
day, wherein he routed Charles dc Blois, who then ufurped the title 
of duke of Brittany, aotwichftanding the great inequality of forces ; 
the duke being above treble his number. 

In the aift of Edward III, this Thomas being again in the wars of 
France, fo fignally behaved himfelf, that he had fummons to parlia- 
ment amongft the barons. But about the 33d of Edward III. he had 
the ill fortune to be llain by the French. 

Nicholas de Dagworth, his fon* fucceeded him; who, like his 
father, was eminent for his courage and feats of arms. Eeing one of 
king Richard II. favourites, he, with others who were accounted his evil 
CQunfellors, were committed to prifon ; but the year following, the 
ftorm being over, he was employed as an ambafiador to treat for peace 
with the French. But there is no mention that he ever had fummons 
to parliament.

Op this family, which had its fumamc from Eureux, a town in, 
Normandy, and came into England with the Conqueror* there were 
divers generations in England before they became barons of the realm. 
Of thefe William, the fon <>f Stephen, fiding with the rebel barons 
againft Henry Ilf. was flaih at the tyttlc of Evefham, But William, 
his fon, taking advantage of that favourable decree, called « Didum 
de Kenilworth,” compounded his lands, and had livery thereof. From 
him defeended Sir Walter Dbvbreoxv who was father of Sir John 
and Stephen Devereux, of Bodunham Devereux, co. Hereford, anceftor 
of the carls of Rffcx of that fumame, and of the prefent vifeount Here- 
ford. Which * * 

Sir John Devereux married Margaret, daughter of John de Vere, 
earl of Oxford, and had iffue another Sir John ; who, the 43d of Ed- 
ward III. was with the Black Prince in the wars of Gafcoigne. In 
the 9th of Richard It. he was inftalled a knight of the garter; and, 
the nth of the ft me reign, was made conftable of Dover cattle, and 
warden of the Cinque Ports, And having been fummoned to parlia- 
ment from the 8th to the 16th of Richard II, inclufivc, died the year 
following. Margaret, his wife, daughter of Sir John Barrc, knight, 
furviving. To him fucceeded John, his fon Rod heir, who was alfo a 
knight, but dicd'thrcc years .after his father; leaving Joan, his fitter 
and heir, wife of Sir Waltcr-Fjuwalrer* and Philippa, his wife, fur- 
viving; which Philippa was one of the daughters and coheirs of Guy 
de Brien.f * 4 

In the Claufe Roll of the writs ofYommons, the zyth Edward I. there 
appears William de Ebroicis for that year, but no more. (Devereux).

Bertram was the firft founder of Brinkburne priory, with the confent 
of Hawlfc his wife ; as alfo of Roger, Guy, William, and Richard, his 
fons, temp. Henry I. 

To which William fucceedcd Room, and to him William, his fon 
and heir; whofc barony, the 8th Richard I. was thus rated, viz. Gre- 
tham, thirty-two (hilling's; Felton, forty-one; Mitford, forty- one; and 
Eiland, ten (hillings. 

Which William married Alice, (iftcr of Robert dc Umfravil, and 
had ifluc Roger, his fon and heir, who died 26th Henry III. leaving 
two fons ; viz. 

Roger, from whom the Bertrams of Mitford continued; and Pagan 
(as prefumed), who was fcjfed of the lordfhip of Felton, which deno- 
minated his pofterity. Which Pagan had two fons ; William dc Fel- 
ton, and Roger (or Robert.) 

William was a per fon of great note, and was a commander under 
Edward I. in his expeditions into Scotland ; and the 5th Edward II. 
either he, or William, his (on, was Ihcriff of Northumberland ; and 
governor of Bamburgh caftle, 9th Edward II. and alfo of Roxburgh 
caftlc, the nth Edward II. and the 16th Edward III. had fummons 
to parliament. But afterwards attending John duke of Lancafter into 
Spain, he was there unfortunately (lain, the 41ft Edward III. 

But this line, temp. Henry IV. terminated in daughters ; of 
whom, one married Sir Edward Haftings, and another Walter dc 
Fauconbcrg. 

Roger (o/%Iobert), beforementioned, fccond fon of Pagan, alfo 
ftyled in fomc records, “ Fil. Pagani,”and in others, Robert de Felton, 
the 10th Edward I. was fummoned to attend the king with horfe and 
arms at Rathelan, to march againft the Welfh. He was foccecdcd 
by Robert, his fon; who, 35th Edward I. received the honour of 
knighthood, with near three hundred others, fons of the chief nobility 
of the realm ; in the lift whereof he is written, Robert, fon of Robert, 
fon of Pagan. The 5th Edward II. he was governor of Scarborough 
caftle and the two following years, had fummons to parliament.

writes, that by his firft wife, daughter of William the Conqueror, he 
had no iflue; but that by a fecond he had iflue, Conan lc Groflc, who 
fucceeded him in Brittany ; which, if fo, this Bryan might have been 
younger brother to the faid Conan. 

But to proreed, Brian had iflue Alan, frequently called “ Alanus 
Alius Briani,” who married Agnes, daughter of Bertram Haget, After 
and coheir of Gilbert, and died the 2d Richard I. The wardlhip of 
wliofe fon, Bryan, was given to Hubert, bifhop of Salifbury. Which 
Bryan was afterwards fheriff of Northumberland, and governor of the 
caftlc of Ncwcaftlc. 

To whom fuccecded another Brian Fitz-Alan, ®o was fomc-

time one of the king’s vice regents of Scotland, and a' baron of great 
note in bis time ; and had fummons to parliament, from the 23d to 
the 33d of Edward I. inclufive. In which feign he died,* leaving 
only two daughters, very young ; of which, Agnes, the cldcft, after- 
wards became the wife of Sir Gilbert Stapleton, or Stapylton, and had

Herbert Fitz-Herbert, chamberlain to king Stephen, is the 
fr ft perfon with whom Dugdalc commences his account of this family, 
who married Lucy, third Daughter and coheir, of Milo carl of Here- 
ford ; but this lady he makes his fecond wife, reciting that he had a 
former one, the daughter of Robert Corbet, and fometime concubine 
to Henry I." His iiTue, however, by the lady Lucy, were three fons ; 
viz. Reginald, Peter, and Matthew. Of which, Reginald died S. P. 
and his brother Peter fuccceded to the inheritance. 

Which Peter, the 6th of John, had feifm of the moiety of the 
lordfhip of Alcefter, the record thus exprefling it : viz. 

“ Medietis manerii dc Alcefter, quam pater fuus tenuit.” The year 
before, he had in marriage Alice, the daughter of Robert Fitz-Rogcr, 
a great baron ii^pprtlmmbcrland ; but by her he left no iflue. When

u The Britiih geneaiogifts, and a pedigree drawn by Thomas Jones of Tregaron, anno 1592, 
deduce this family from Herbert, a natural fon of king Henry I. But Collins, Edmonfon, and 
others, fay, that Henry Fitz-Herbert, chamberlain to that king, was the ancclior to all of the 
name of Herbert ; which Henry, the records certify, married Julian, or Sybil, concubine to 
king Henry I. and daughter to Sir Robert Corbet; whereby he became pofTefied of the lordfliip 
of Alcefter, in Warwickfliire, bellowed on the faid Sir Robert Corbet by that king; and bad 
iflue, this Herbert Fitz-IIefbert, chamberlain to king Stephen, who, in the 5th of his reign, 
gave £.353, for livery of his father's lands.

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the great difference arofe between king John and his barons, lie was, 
by rcafon of his obfcquioulnefs to the king, reputed one of his evil 
counlellors. Yet, ncverthclcfs, he afterwards fell off from king John ; 
for, the 1 8th of that reign, his lands of Alceflcr w'crc feized into the 
king’s hands; but the i ft of Henry III. returning to his obedience, 
he had refforation of his lands. After which, viz. the 19th Henry III. 
(1235), he departed this life, leaving his fecond wife (third daughter 
Vid. Braofe. and coheir of William de Braofe, baron of Brecknock), lurviving, and 
Herbert, his fon and heir, who doing his homage, had livery of his in- 
heritance. ’ 

This Herbert, called “ Herbert fil’ Petri,” the 26th of Henry III. 
had fummons to lit himfelf with horfc and arms, to attend the king 
into France; but he died foon after, viz. the 33d Henry III. leaving 
Reginald, his brother and heir. 

Of which lii ginald it appears, that the 43d of Henry III. he had 
fummons to attend the king, with horfe and arms, at Chefter, to relift 
the incurfons of the Wellh ; and the 45th of the fame reign, was 
made governor of the caftle of Wincheftcr, and Iheriff of Hamplhire, 
in which office he continued the three following years. His wife was 
Joane, daughter of William de Fortibus, lord of Chenton, in co. So- 
merfet ; by whom (who furvived him), he had iffue, John, his fon 
and heir; and dying the 14th Edward I. was fuccceded by him. 

John, fuccelTor to his father Reginald, the 23d of Edward I. had 
fummons to attend the king, to confult about the important affairs of 
the nation ; and bad alfo fummons to parliament 4f||ngft the barons 
of the realm, the 25th, 28th, 30th, 33d, 33d, 3^th, 35th of Ed- 
ward I. and ift of Edward 11 . inclulive; but as. this honour was not 
continued to his defeendants, a further account of them here is. irre- 
levant. 1 


1 Glover, Somertet !i< rnM, and Sir William Dugdale, maintain, that Peter, a younger bro- 
ther to this John, was arvrjior to the earls of Pembroke: but Collins coincides with the opinion 
of die Britith or Welfli heralds, that he was brother to Reginald, father of John, and the fon of 
Herbert Fitz-Peter.

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Next to this branch, Dugdalc obfervcs, that y Matthcw, a younger 
Ton to the firft Herbert (be fore mentioned), was flicriff of Suflex the 
I2th of John, and fo remained till the 17th, inclufivc. And was alio 
one of thofe who firmly adhered to that king, in his difference with 
the barons ; and continued ftedfaftly loyal to his fon and fucccflbr, 
Henry III. In whofc 27th year, he manif'effed his valour to ad- 
miration, in the memorable battle of Xantoignc, againft the French, 
where the EngliJli obtained a glorious vi&ory. But the next enfuing 
year, being fent to reftrain the hoftilities of the Wclfh, lie was unfor- 
tunately llain in an engagement near Margan, and buried in the abbey 
there. The ifluc of this Matthew is prefumed to be, a fon, Peter; 
who, the 39th of Henry III. died ifluclefs; and another fon, named 
John. 

Which John, on the deceafe of his brother Peter, paying £. 100 
for his relief, had livery of his lands. The 4ift of Henry III. he had 
fummons to be at Briftol, with horfe and arms, for an expedition into 
Wales (his rcfidcnce being then in Devonfhire.) The like fummons 
he had the next year to be at Chefter. 

To this John fucceeded Matthew, his fon and heir, called “ Mat- 
thew Fitz-John;” who, the 15th Edward I. was made governor of the 
caftlc of Devizes for life, and had a grant of that manor for the like 
term. The 16th of Edward I. he was governor of Exeter caftle, alfo 
fheriff of Devonfhire ; and the 25th of Edw r ard I. had fummons to 
parliament amotigft the barons of the realm, but never after. 

Having ho iflue, he gave the inheritance of all his lands to the 
king; and died the 3d of Edward 11 . (1310), Eleanor, his widow, 
furviving.

Besides Fulke Fit/.-Warine, fummoned to parliament, the 
33d of Edward I. whofe heir-general at length carried that title into 
the family of Bourchier,* there was one William Fitz-Wakixe, 
called Lc Frere (id eft, the Brother) ; whiefh William, the 4th of Ed- 
ward III. was conftituted governor of the caftle of Montgomery ; fo 
likewife the 6th and 9th of Edward III. and, moreover, the 16th of 
Edward III. had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the 
realm ; but never before nor after, nor any of bis poftcrity. He dc- 
ccafed the 35th of Edward III.* leaving iffuc, by Amicia his wife, 
daughter and heir of Henry Haddon, of Haddon (otherwife called 
Sturton-Candel, and Candel-Haddon), in the county of Dorfct, Ivo, 
his fon and heir, then eighteen years of age. 

Which Ivo (called alfo John), the 4th of Richard II. was with 
Thomas of Woodftock, then carl of Buckingham, at the fiegc of 
Nantes; and afterwards, the 9th of Richard il. with John duke of 
Lancufter, in his expedition into Spain : but, as before obferved, he 
never had fummons to parliament. His only daughter and heir, Ele- 
anor, carried his great eftates, in the county of Dorfet, and eifcwherc, 
into the family of Chidiock, by marriage therewith,

Sir William Dugdaic afferts, that Sir William Fitz-William, 
temp. Henry'll, was the firft who affumed that furnamc; and that he is 
called in the Pipe Rolls, fon of William Fitz-Godrick, wherein Seager, 
garter king at arms, in the reign of Charles I. agrees ; and that the 
faid William Fitz-Godrick, was coufm in blood to king Edward the 
Confcffor, who fent him on an embaffy to William duke of Nor- 
mandy; with whom he remained for fome time, and afterwards 
accompanied him in his vi&orious expedition into England, anno 1066, 
as marfhal of his army ; when, for his valour in the memorable battle 
of Ilaftings, the Conqueror gave him his fcarf from his own arm, as 
tradition in the family aiiirms.

Tabic of Ue- anc ^ ^ lc ' r to Margery Fit/- William,'* deftroyed three great bags of evi-

Hugh Fitz- William to the collecting together fuch evidence and mat- 
ter of record, as might tend to maintain, preferve, and make known 
the noble defeent, . and rights of his ancient and illuftrious houfe ;

of the truth thereof, fubferibed the fame with his name and feal, the

Alfo Sir Gilbert Dathick, garter ; Hervey, clarencieux ; and Wil- 
liam Flower, norroy, kings of arms, figned refpeCtive certificates, veri- 
fying e\ery particular of the defeent from the records of their office, 
,nd front the the authority of every other record or evidence infpeCted 
by them, for filthifying and proving the truth and corrednefs thereof.

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From this Pedigree, fo authenticated, it appears that Sir William 
Fitz-William, fon of him who came in with the Conqueror, mar- 
ried Eleanor, daughter and heir of Sir John de Emley, lord of Emley 
and Sprotborough, in Yorkfhire ; and had iffue Sir William Fitz-Wil- 
liam, lord of Emley and Sprotborough ; who was living, anno my, 
the 1 8th Henry I. 

This Sir William married Ella,* daughter and coheir of William 
the third carl Warren and Surrey, grandfon of William the firft carl, 
by Gundred his wife, daughter of king William the Conqueror. And 
by her had Sir William, his heir, and Roger, to whom William earl 
Warren gave the lordfhip of Gretcwdl. 

Sir William, the eldeft fon, lucccedcd his father in the inherit- 
ance of Emley, Sprotborough, &c. and married Albreda, daughter and 
heir of Robert de Lizurcs, and filter of the half blood to Robert de 
Laci, baron of Pontcfrad (widow of Richard Fitz-Euftace, conftable Vid. I 
of Chcftcr) ; and by her, who was his widow in 1 193, the 5th of Ri- 
chard I. he had one fon, Sir William, and a daughter, Donatia, to 
whom her mother gave lands in Crowle, her faid fon joining in the 
conveyance. To which is a round fcal, of the arms of Fitz- 
William. 

This Sir William, fon of Albreda, fuccccded his father, and mar- 
ried Ella, daughter of Hamlyn earl Warren and Surrey; by whom he 
leftiffuc, Sir Thomas Fitz-William, his fon and heir. 

Which Sir Thomas, the 10th of Henry III. confirmed the grant 
made by Albreda, his grandmother, to the priory of Havcrholme, of 
lands in Wardebergh. He married Agnes, daughter of Roger Ber- 
tram, baron of Mitford, by whom he had iffue three fons ; viz. Wil- 
liam, Roger, to whom he gave the lordfhip of Woodhall; and Peter, 
on whom he fettled lands at Denby. Alfo five daughters ; viz. Mar-

Walleis, of Burghwalleis, knight. 

Sir William, the eldeft fon, married Agnes, daughter of Richard, 
lord Grey, of Codnor ; and by her was father of 

Sir William Fitz-William, who, the ift of Edward III. had 
fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, but not 
afterwards. His wife was Maud, daughter of Edmond lord Dcincourt,. 
by whom he had iflue divers fons and daughters ; but as none of thefe 
defendants continued to have fummons to parliament amongft the 
nobles of the realm, an account of them further is neccflarily concluded. 
But in the Table of Defcent will be feen a continuation of them, until 
the termination of the eldeft branch in female iflue. 

From a collateral male line was derived William Fitz-William, 1 * 
afterwards created earl of Southampton, by Henry VllL of whom un- 
der that head.* (Vid. Fitz- William earl of Southampton.)

In the 9th of Henry III. upon the death of Hubert Fitz-Ralph, 
baron of Crychc, in com. Devon. Ralph de Freschevil, was his 
heir; who, paying 100 marks for his relief, had livery of his lands. In 
the 38th of Henry VIII. on colle&ion of the aid for making the king’s 
fon a knight, he anfwercd for fifteen' knights fees; and dying the 43th 
of the fame reign, was fucceeded by 
Anker e, orAuciiER, his fon and heir, of full age; who paying 
twenty marks for his relief, and doing his homage, had livery of his 
lands. But foon after, viz, the 48th of Henry III. he was one of the

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rebel barons in arms againft the king; for which his lands were feized, 
and given to Brian de Brampton, to enjoy according to the tenour of 
the decree called Didtum de Kenilworth, until the heir of this Ankere 
fliould accomplifli his full age. Not long, however, after this he died; 
viz. the 54th Henry III. when it was found, that he held the manor 
of Boney, in com. Notts, by barony, of the king in capitc; fo likewife 
the manor of Kryche, in Devonftiire. His wife was Amice, eldeft 
daughter and coheir of Sir Nicholas Mufard, baron of Stavcly, in co. 

Derb. and lifter and coheir to Nicholas Mufard. Vld. Mufard, 

To whom fuecceded Ralph, his fon and heir; who, the 15th Ed- 
ward I. doing his homage, had livery of his lands, excepting the 
manor of Boney, which was retained in the hands of Richard de Grey, 
until the fine impofed on Ankere, his father, for taking part with the 
rebel barons, was fully fatisfied, according to the tenor of the Dictum 
dc Kenilworth. The 25th Edward I. this Ralph was in the wars of 
Scotland; and the fame year, had fummons to parliament amongft 
the barons of the realm, but never after; and the 39th of the fame 
reign, being found one of the coheirs to Nicholas Mufard, doing his 
homage, he had livery of his purparty of that inheritance. His fon 
and heir w ; as another 

Ralph ; but, as he never had fummons to parliament as a baron, no 
more will be faid of him in the pages of this narration. 

From this family defeended John, fon and heir of Sir Peter Frcf- 
chevil, of Stavely, in the county of Derby, knight. Which John, by 
his majefty, Charles II. was advanced to the dignity of a baron of the 
realm by letters patent, dated at Weftminftcr, 1 6th March, 1664. 

(Vid. Frefchevil, of Stavely.)

Although only one of this family ever had fummons to parlia- 
ment, the fame was of eminent note, and formerly fettled in the county 
of Cambridge. 

The 15th Henry III. Baldwin de Frevile obtained the ward-, 
lliip of Lucia, daughter and heir of Richard de Sealers; and foon after 
made her his wife. 

To whom fucceedcd Richard, his fon; and to him another Bald- 
win, who died without iffue, and Alexander, his brother, became his 
heir. 

Which Alexander married Joan, daughter of Mazcre, fecond 
daughter and coheir of Sir Philip Marmion, and wife of Ralph de 
Cromwell. In the 3d Edward II. upon partition of the lands of Ifabcl, 
the wife of William Walrand, the faid Alexander de Frevile, in right 
of Joane his wife, one of the couiins and heirs of the faid Ifabcl, had 
the manors, of Winterborne and Affcrton, with other lands, in the 
county of Wilts. 

The iff of Edward III. he was fummoned to parliament amongft 
the barons of the realm, and died the year following; leaving Baldwin, 
his fon and heir, then thirty-fix years of age : but neither he, nor his 
pofterity, had the like fummons. 

Which Baldwin dying the 17th Edward III. was fuccceded by 
another Baldwin, who was thrice married ; firft, to Elizabeth, fitter 
and coheir to Sir John Montfort, of Beldefert, com. Warw. knight ; 

fecondly, to Ida, daughter of Clinton ; thirdly, to Joane, 

daughter of the lord Strange. Antfying the 49th Edward III. left 
iffue, Baldwin, his fon and heir, by ® faid Elizabeth, his wife. 

Which Baldwin, the iff of Richard II. claimed to be the king’s 

champion 
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champion on the day of his coronation, by reafon of the tenure of the 
caftle of Tam worth, in the county of Warwick; but the fame was 
determined againft him, in favour of Sir John Dymoke, knight (de- 
rived from another coheir of the faid Sir Philip Marmion), by virtue of 
the pofleffion of, and tenure of the manor of Scrivelfby, in the county 
of Lincoln ; in whole family the fame office remains to this day. 

This Sir Baldwin had two wives, both of them daughters of Sir 
John Botetourt, of Wcoly caftle, in com. Wigorn: viz. Elizabeth, 
who died very young, and, as is faid, before they lived together; and 
Joice, by whom, on his death, the nth Richard II, he left iffuc, 
Baldwin, his fucceflor; who married Joan, daughter of Sir John 
Green, knight, and died the 2 d Henry IV. leaving Baldwin, his fon 
and heir, who, the 6th Henry V. dying in his minority, left his three 
filters his heirs; viz. Elizabeth, married to Thomas, fecond fon to 
William lord Ferrers, of Groby; b Margaret, to Sir Hugh Willoughby, 
knight, and afterwards to Sir Richard Bingham, knight ; and Joice, 
to Roger Afton, cfquire, anceftor of the lord Alton's, of Forfar, in 
Scotland, and of the baronet’s family of that name, in England. 


GANT, or GAUNT.

The firft of whom mention is made of this furname was Gilbert 
de Gant, a younger fon of Baldwin, the fixth earl of Flanders, 
by Richildis his wife, heirefs of Hainault, and nephew to William

dulce of Normandy (whole wife, Maud, was filler to the laid Bald- 
win.) 

This Gilbert attending his uncle into England, and aflilting him in 
that fignal conqueft, had the lands of one Tour, a Dane, given to 
him, as alfo much more; for, at the time of the general furvey, it 
appears, that, cxclufivc of feveral lordlhips in Berklhire, Oxfordshire, 
Yorkfhire, Cambridgefhire, Buckinghamlhire, Huntingdon, Northon, 
Rutland, and Leiceitcrlhire, one in Warwicklhirc, eighteen in Not- 
tinghamfliirc, he poflefled one hundred and thirty in the county of 
Lincoln, of which, I'olkingham he made his principal fet, and head 
of his barony. He married Alice, daughter and heir to Hugh de Mont- 
fort (a great baron in that age), by whom he had iffue three Tons; viz. 
Walter, Hugh (who taking the name of his mother,* was founder of 
that great family, which long flourilhed under the title of barons 
Montfort, of Beldefert), and Robert, who was chancellor of England, f 
alfo a daughter, Emma, married to Alan lord Percy. 

Deceafing temp. William Rufus, he was buried at Bardny abbey, in 
Lincolnlhire (whereof he was the pious reftorer), and was fucceeded 

by 

Walter, his fon and heir, a perfon of great piety and humanity ; 
who, when very aged, and near his death, was a commander in that 
famous battle againft the Scots at Northallerton (commonly called the 
battle of the Standard), where, by his eloquent fpeech and prudent 
conduct, the army was fo encouraged, that the Scots were utterly de- 
bated and vanquifhed. This Walter founded the priory of Bridling- 
ton, co. York, and gave to it large pofieflions ; he alfo added to the 
buildings, and further endowed with lands and tythes, the abbey of 
Bardney, which his father had reftored, after its deftrudtion by Inguar 
and Hubba, the pagan Danes. 

He married Maud, daughter of Stephen earl of Brittany and Rich- 
mond (and had with her all Swallowdale, in frank marriage); and 
dying the 4th of king Stephen, left iflue, Gilbert, Robert, and* 
Gcffery. 


Which 
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Which Gilbert, in his youth, being with king Stephen in the 
unfortunate battle of Lincoln, anno 1142, was there taken prilbner 
along with him, and by Ranulph earl of Chcfter compelled to marry 
Rohais, his niece (or, as lometimes called, Hawyfc), daughter and heir 
to William de Romare, earl of Lincoln ; whereby, in her right, he 
afterwards had the title of earl of Lincoln. He was a bcncfa&or to 
fevcral religious houies, particularly to thofe of Bardney and of Brid- 
lington ; to which laft, by a fpccial charter, he gave his body to be 
buried at : in which monaftery he had been baptized, and brought up 
from his infancy. He died, anno 1 15b, the 2d of Henry II. leaving 
iflue two daughters ; viz. Alice, the wife of Simon de St. Lis (the laft Vui.st. i.i» 
of that name), earl of Huntingdon and Northampton ; and Gunnora. ingdou. 
But neither of them having any iflue, the inheritance reverted to Ro- 
bert de Gant, their uncle. 

Which Robert, anno the 14th Henry II. ( 1 168), paid £.1 1, 6 s. BJ. 
unto the aid then colle&ed for marriage of the king’s daughter.' But 
the 3d of Richard I. or beginning of the next enfuing year, he died, 
leaving iflue by his firft wife, Alice, daughter and heir of William 
Paganel, and of Avicc de Romelli (daughter and coheir of William 
Mcfchincs, lord of Copeland, and widow, probably, of Robert de Ro- 
melli),* one foie daughter, his heir, named Alice, who married Robert, *Vid. Mel- 
lon of Robert Fitz-Harding, progenitor of the noble houfc of Berke- 
ley, by whom (he had iflue Maurice deGant; who, the nth of 
Henry III. having fortified his caftle of Bcverfton without licence, was 
forced to apologize to the king for fo doing, and obtained a confirma- 
tion thereof. Dying ifluclcfs the 14th Henry III. (1230), by his deed, 
dated at Portfmouth, lie gave to the king (then paflinginto Brittany), 
his lordihips of Wefton, Bcverfton, and others. Upon whofe death 
Andrew Luttercll claimed the inheritance, as one of his heirs, accord- 
ing to Dugdale ; but Andcrlon, in his Hiftory of the Houfe of YVery Vol.I.p.J 02 .

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(Vol. II. p. 495), Rates that the faid Andrew Lutterell was only attor- 
ney for Robert de Harpetre; who, afterwards, the 15th Henry III. 
had livery of divers of the manors of the faid Maurice de Gant, his 
uncle, whofe heir he was; viz. fon and heir of Thomas de Harpetre, 
by Emma, or Eve, fitter and heir of the faid Maurice ; and which Ro- 
bert had atlumed the furnamc of Gournay. (Vid. Harpetre.) 

Having now, by this deduction, cleared up thofe miftakes made by 
Dugdalc in his defeent of this houfe, with rcfpeift to the itfuc of the 
aforefaid Robert by his fitt wife, Alice Pagancl, it remains to treat of 
that id ue which proceeded from his fecond marriage with Gunnora, 
the niece of Hugh de Gournay (who afterwards became the wife of 
Nicholas de Stuteville). By this lady he left two Ions; Gilbert, fur- 
named the Good; and Stephen, who, along with his faid brother, 
adhered to the rebellious barons, the latter end of the reign of king 
John. 

Which Gilbert, the 13th of king John, upon levying the feutage 
of Scotland, anfwered for fixty-eight knights fees, a third, and a fifth 
part. But in the year 1216, the laft year of king John, he was one 
ot thofe rebellious barons who adhered to Lewis the dauphin of 
France, then called in for the purpofe to be made king, by whom he 
was conftitutcd carl of Lincoln ; and being on his part at the battlomf 
Lincoln, where the army of king Henry III. obtained a glorious vic- 
tory over the rebels, was there, together with many others, taken 
prifoner, wherefore his earldom of Lincoln was taken from him. After 
this period, no memorable notice is made of him until his death, the 
chth Henry III. (1242); to whom fuccccdcd 

Gilbert, his fon and heir, who, paying £.100 for his relief, had 
livery of the lands which he held of the king in capite; and the 381b 
of Henry 111 . paid £.137, is. 4 d. for fixty-eight knights fees, an half, 
and a fixth part, upon payment of the aid for making the king’s eldeft 
fon a knight. In the 43d of Henry III. he was one of the rebellious 
barons then in arms againft the king; and being taken prifoner by the 
myal army at Kenilworth, gave no lefs than 3000 marks fine for the 

redemption 
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redemption of his lands; whereupon, the 53d of Henry III. the king 
received him into favour again. But not long after this he died at 
Folkingham, ad Edward I. (1274), and was buried in the priory at 
Bridlington, leaving iffue Gilbert (for another fon, Robert, died in his 
lifetime), and three daughters; viz. Margaret, wife of William dc 
Kcrdefton; Nichola, of Peter de Mauley ; and Julian, who died un- 
married. 

Gilbert, fuccelTor to his father, was commonly called Gilbert the 
Fifth. The 10th of Edward I. he was with the king in the expedition 
then made into Wales; and the aadof Edward I. had fummons, with 
other great nobles, pcrfonally to attend the king, for advifmg on the 
weighty affairs of the realm ; and in the 24th and 26th of the fame 
reign, had fummons to parliament amongft other of the barons. 

lie married Lora, fitter to Alexander de Baliol ; but having no iffuc, 
conftituted king Edward I. his heir to the lands of his barony; viz. 
Folkingham, Barton, Hcckyngton, and Edenham, retaining nothing 
but Swaledale, and his portion of Skendelby ; and died the 26th Ed- 
ward I. whereupon Roger, fon of William de Kcrdefton, then twenty- 
four years old, and Julian de Gant, fitter to the faid Gilbert, then 
forty years of age, were found to be his next heirs. 
m But of thefe coheirs, it feems Peter, the fon of Peter dc Mauley,* 
died S. P. the fame year ; for on partition of the inheritance, it ap- 
pears that Roger, fon of William de Kerdctton, and Julian de Gant, 
doing their homage, had alone livery of the lands whereof he died 
feifed. But Dugdalef afferts, that Peter, fon of Peter dc Mauley, by 
Nichola his wife, was found to be one of the heirs to Gilbert de Gant ; 
and left iflue another Peter dc Mauley, his fon and fuccetfor. 11

In the 28th of Henry III. Peter de Geneva (or Genevill), 
having married 'Maud, niece, and one of the coheirs to Walter de 
Lacy, had the caftle of Ludlow, with its members, afligned to him as 
part of her purparty. To whom fuccceded his fon and heir, 

Geffery, who, the 38th of Henry III. had livery of the caftle of 
Trim, in Ireland; as the right, by inheritance, of Maud de Laci, 
daughter of Gilbert de Laci, who died in his father’s lifetime ; which 
Geffery, temp. Edward I. was in the wars of France and Wales, and 
had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, from 
the 27th to the 35th of the fame reign. He had iffue three fons ; 
Geffery, Peter, and Simon ; and a daughter, married to John Fitz- 
Thomas, nephew to Girard Fitz-Maurice. Which Geffery, the cldeft 
fon, dying iffuclefs, his brother 

Peter fuccceded, who married Joan, daughter to Hugh le Brunc, 
carl of Angolcfin, by whom he had three daughters ; Joan, who mar- 
ried Roger Mortimer, earl of March, whereby the whole inheritance 
of Genevill, and half the lands of Laci, came to that family ; and Ifa- 
bel and Beatrice, who became nuns at Aconbury. 

Of Simon, all that is mentioned is, that he married Joan Fitz-Lucs, 
lady of Tull Malyn, and had one fon, Nicholas, and five daughters ; 
viz. one married to John Hufe, lord of Saltrim ; another to William 
dc Loundrcs, of Athboy ; a third, to the baron of Slane ; the fourth, 
to Walter de la Hyde ; and the fifth, to John Cruce. 

Of Nicholas, the fon of Simon de Genevill, it appears he had

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one foie daughter and heir, Joan, wife of John Cufak, of Peaure- 
paire. 

There was alfo another fon of the firft GefFery, named William, 
to whom, the 27th of Edward I. the faid king, in confideration of his 
forvices, gave the marriage of the younger daughter of John Giffard, 
of Brimsfield, and Maud Longefpe, his wife, one of the coheirs of the 
faid Maud. 


GHISNES.

About the latter end of the reign of king John, Ernald count of 
Ghifnes, in France, pofleffing lands in the counties of Kent, Bedford, 
and EfFex, which amounted to twelve knights fees, and were part of 
the honour of Boloin, had the reputation of a baron of the realm. 
He died the 6th of Henry 111. leaving Baldwin, his fon and heir ; 
who paying his relief, had livery of his inheritance. 

After this Baldwin, mention is made of Robert de Ghisnes, who 
held the honour of Chokes, in Northamptonfliire ; and the 33d of 
Henry III. being then called uncle to Arnulph carl of Ghifnes, fold 
the inheritance of the manor of Gayton (in com. Northampt.), with 
all his lands and knights fees in England, unto Ingclram lord Fienlcs; 
which fale king Henry III. confirmed. 

We now come to Ingelram de Ghisnes; but whether related 
or not, or how, to thofe before-named, docs not appear. This Ingel- 
ram was alfo called Ingelram de Cufey, and was a nobleman of France; 
and had a daughter, Mary, wedded to Alexander (he Second, king of 
Scotland. 

To this Ingelram fucceeded another Ingelram, who married Chrif- 
tian, daughter aud heir of William de Lindefey (defeended from 

T t Alice, 
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Alice, one of the fillers and coheirs of William de Lancafter), and 
doing his fealty for the lands of her inheritance, the 1 ithof Edward I. 
had livery thereof ; amongft which was the manor of Wyrefdale, in 
I.ancafhirc. The 25th of Edward I. he was in the wars of Scotland, 
in the fcrvice of that king ; and the 4th of Edward II, amongft others, 
had fummons to be at Rokdburgh, with horle and arms, to march 
againft the Scots. But further of him very little is faid, other than, 
that he had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, 
the 23d, 24th, 25th, and 27th Edward I. and the 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 
nth, 12th, 1,3th, 14th, and 13th of Edward II. inclufive, and died 
the 17th of the fame reign ; being then feifed of the manor of Mid- 
dleton, near Richmond, of the inheritance of Chriftian his wife, who 
furvived him. 

To whom fucceeded William, his fon and heir, then thirty-five 
years of age, who died S. P.* feifed of the moiety of the manor of 
Kirkby in Kendal (excepting five marks yearly rent, holden by Robert, 
his brother, for life ; which moiety was held of the king in capite by 
barony), leaving Ingelram, his brother and heir. 1 

Which Ingelram ^married Catherine, a daughter and heir of the 
archduke of \ullria, and by her had iffue another Ingelram; who, 
being a perfon of lingular endowments and merit, was in great efteem 
with Edward III. who, in confutation thereof, the 37th of his reign, 
*bcftowed on him all the lands and lordlhips of William de Coucy, 
whofc heir he was, to hold to himfclf and his heirs, in as full and 
ample a manner as Chriftian de Ghifncs, his anceftrefs, had enjoyed 
the fame. And furthermore, by letters patent, dated nth May, the 

f In Nicolfon and B time's Hid. of Cumberland and Westmoreland, the defeent is given far 
differently to this of Dugdale; viz. that the faid Ingelram de Ghifnes, by his wife Chriftian 
<le Lindefey, had iffue William, their deleft fon, born in France, who inherited the eftates there, 
and Ingelram, their fecondfon, born in England, who died S. P. wherefore William being an 
alien, the inheritance efcheaterl to the crown ; but the faid William had iffue two fans, both 
born in France ; of which William, the eldelt, enjoyed the paternal inheritance there, and died 
itfuelefs, but Ingelram, the yoimgeft fon, by favour of king Edward III. had his grandmother 
Chriftian’s eftate, in England, granted to him, and was created befides earl of Bedford. 


40th 
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40th Edward III. created him cari of Bedford, with a grant of thirty 
marks annually, out of the iflues of the county of Bedford, and 1000 
marks more, to be paid to him from out of the king’s exchequer. He 
was, moreover, elected a knight of the illuftrious order of the garter ; 
and having lived with great honour, died the 21ft Richard II. (1397), 
leaving iflue by Philippa, his firft wife (one of the daughters of king 
Edward 111 .) two daughters, his coheirs ; viz. Mary, married to Henry 
de Barrc (or Robert, according to Sandford), and Philippa, to Robert 
de Vere, earl of Oxford, and afterward duke of Ireland. Vid.VeiPMii 

The fecond wife of this Ingclram de Coucy, earl of Bedford, was 
lfabel, daughter to Charles duke of Lorainc ; from which marriage no 
iffuc is recorded to have exifted. 


GIFFARD OF BRIMSFIELD. 


Arms— G. Three Lions paflant in pule Arg. aimed and languor! Az. 


Osbert Giffard held feveral lordfhips in various counties, temp. 
Will. Conq.; whereof Brimsficld, in the co. of Glo’ft. was his chief 
feat; but in after times, Winterbornc, in Wiltlhire, became the head 
of his barony. * 

He was fuccecded by Helias Giffard, who, with the confent of 
Ala his wife, gave certain lands to the abbey of St. Peter, at Glou- 
cefter. He was fucceeded by another Elias, who gave his lordlhip 
of Cronham, with divers other benefactions to the lame abbey, for the 
health of his foul, and that ot Berta, his wife. All which, Walter his 
fon confirmed. 

To this Helias fucceeded a third Elias, who, the 12th Henry 11. 
upon afleflfmg the aid for marrying of Maud, the king’s daughter, cer- 
tified that he held nine knights fees; and the fame year gave 100 
marks for livery of his inheritance.

His fucccffor was Thomas Giffard, who, the 6th of king Rich. I. 
paid £.9 on the feutage for the king’s redemption; after when, viz. 
the 13th of John, another Helias Giffard, on levying the feutage 
of Wales, anfwered for the nine knights fees beforementioned. 

The inquifition taken after his death, the 33d of Henry III. fays, 
he died feifed, among# other lordlhips, of the manor of Winterborne, 
in Wiltfhire, that being then the head of his barony; John, his fon 
and heir, being feventcen years of age. 

Which John afterwards, the 47th of Henry III. was governor of 
St. Briavel’s cattle, and of the foreft of Dean, co. Gloucefter, But 
foon after became one of the rebel barons againft the king at the 
battle of Lewes; yet afterwards fell off from them, and was on the 
king’s fide at the battle of Evcfham, where he fought moft valiantly. 

The 10th of Edward I. he was with Gilbert earl of Gloucefter, in 
the expedition into Wales, when Lewclinc, their prince, was flain, 
and his bead cut oft', and fent to Edward I. who caufed it to be fet 
upon the tower of London crowned with ivy. 

The 1 8th of Edward I. he was conftitutcd governor of Dinevor 
cattle, in Wales, for life. And having had fummons to parliament 
from the 23d to the 27th of Edward I. died the fame year, and was 
buried at Malmefbury; being then feifed, in his own right, of the 
manor of Brimsfield, Snd in right of Maud de Longefpec, his wife 
(widow of William earl of Salifbury, and daughter and heir of Walter 
de Clifford), of the cattle of Corfham, and certain lordlhips in com. 
^alop; and the cattle of Brcntlies, with its appurtenances, and certain 
manors in Wales; leaving 8 John, his fon and heir, thirteen years of 
age. But the heirs to the faid Maud were Margaret, countefs of 
Lincoln, her daughter by William Longefpec, earl of^ Salifbury, her 
firft hufband, then thirty years old; and Catherine, wife of Nicholas 
de Aldithcle, twenty- feven ; Alianorc Giffard, twenty-four ; and Maud 


> He founded Gloucefter College, now called Gloucefter Hall, in the univeriity of Oxford. 
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Giffard, twenty-two. Which Maudtf married William, fon of Gef- 
feiy Genevill. 

Of John, his fon and heir before mentioned, he was begotten on 
Margaret Nevil his third wife. Which John, the 3 iff of Edward I. 
was made a knight of the Bath ; and the 9th of Edward If. conftable 
of the caftles of Glamorgan and Morgannoc. 

He was called Johannes Giffard lc Rich, and adhered to the earl of 
Lancafter, and the other nobles then in oppolition to the Spencers; 
and fat in that parliament wherein they were banifhed, having had 
fummons amongft the barons of the realm, from the 5th to the 14th 
Edward II. But the lords being afterwards overpowered by the king, 
this John being taken with the faid earl of Lancafter, at their defeat 
at Boroughbridge, received judgement of death from the king and the 
Spencers, then reinftated in power, and was accordingly executed. 

By the inquifition taken after his death, it was found that John dc 
Caillew was his next heir of the whole blood; and thofc others men- 
tioned in the Table of Defccnt, his heirs of the half blood. 

Of this name there were others, ami perhaps of this ancient family ; 
but whence derived, or how related to each other, does not appear.' 1 

The 8th of Henry III. Osbert Gif bard* was made governor of 
the caftles of Windfor and Odiham; and the 10th the fame, of Lin- 
coln caftle; and the 28th of Henry III. was one of the rebel barons 
taken by the royal army at Northampton. . 

To him fucccedcd Osbf.kt, his fon; who, the 13th of Edward I. 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands ; and the 25th of Edward I. 
had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm; after 
when, no more is faid of him. 

But the next noticed is, Hugh Giffard, who married Sibylla,

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one of the heirs of Walter dfrCormeiles ; which Hugh, the goth 
Henry III. was conftablc of the Tower of London ; and the 24th of 
Henry III. is Rated to have married one of the lifters and heirs to Alex- 
ander de Craucumbc, probably a fecond wife. 

There was alfo Sir John Giffard, {lain at the liege of Bedford 
caftle, the 8th of Henry III. And another Sir John, whtf, the 21ft 
Edward I. was fent on the king’s fervice into Gafcoigne, being then 
one hundred years of age. 

Moreover, there was Andrew Giffard, who held the barony of 
Funtell, in Wiltfhire ; which, on his death, temp, king John, was by 
confent of the king, refigned to Robert de Mandeviil, William Cumin, 
and William de Welles. 

And befides this Andrew, there was one Walter Giffar#, who, 
the 24th of Henry III. was fummoned as a baron marcher, to meet 
(the king at Oxford, for to march againft the Welfli. 

Laftly, Richard Giffard, in the time of Henry II. was one of 
the king’s jufticcs of the court. “ 


GORGES. 


Arms— Lozengee, 0. andAz, 

In the reign of Henry III. Ralph de Gorges was governor of 
Shireburne and Exeter caftles, and alfo {heriff of the county of Devon. 
He attended prince Edward into the Holy Land, and died 56th 
Henry III. 

Ralph, his fon, ferved in the Scottifh wars, and* was marfhal of 
the king’s army in Gafcoigne. He had fummons to parliament from

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the 2d to the 16th Edward II. indufivc ; but never after, nor any ot 
his pofterity. 

Ralph, his Ion, dying without ilTuc, Eleanor, his daughter, became 
heir to the faid Ralph, her brother, and married Theobald Ruffe I, foil 
of Sir William Ruffel, of Kingfton Ruifel, in the county ot Dorfet. 
By whom flic had iffue, firft, Theobald, of whom hereafter; and Sn 
Ralph Ruffel, knight, hcrfccond fon, of Kingfton lluffel and Durham, 
who, by Alice his wife, had iffue Theobald and John, who both died 
without iffue, and Sir Maurice Ruffel, of Kingfton-Iluflcl, knight, 
who had iffue by Joan his wife, Thomas Fitzmauricc Ruflel (whole 
daughter, Margery (or Mary), died without iffue), and alio two 
daughters ; I label, married to Sir Stephen Hcytficld, knight, and Mar- 
garet, firft, to Gilbert Denys, fccondly, to John Kemys, cfquire. 

Throb Ann, the eldcft fon, aflumcd the name ot Gorges, and ins 
mother’s coat of arms; which occafioncd a difpute, 21ft Edward 111 . 
between him and Warburton, of Chefhire, fur bearing theie arms , 
who, in the court of the carl marfhal (Henry carl ot Lancaftcr), 
proved his right, and Gorges bad alligncd him a “ C hevron G. on the 
Lozenge 0 . and A z.” for a difference. Which his pofteritv bore for 
fomc time, till they more lately refumed their ancient and hereditary 
coat again ; viz. “ Ar. a Gurges or Whirlpool Az. in allufion to their 
name. 

Sir Theobald died the 4th of Richard II. leaving ifluc four fons; viz. 
Ralph and Bartholomew, w r ho both died without iffue; William, the 
third brother, who next inherited, hut alfo died iffuclcfs; and Thomas, 
who at his death, the 5th of Henry IV . had John, his fon and heir, 
thenfeven years old; at whofe death, the lft Henry VI. without 
ifluc, his brother, Theobald, was found his heir; who by his firft lady 
had Walter, who continued the Wraxal line; and by h:s fecond wife, 
had iffue Richard, who, and his dci'cendants for fome time, held lauds 
at Sturm inftcr-Marfhall, in the county of Dorfet. 

There were alfo other branches of this family in the counties ot 
Hereford; in Somerfet, and particularly at Langford, co. Wilt-; one 
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of which was created a baronet, joth James I. and baron of Dundalk, 
in Ireland, the j 8th of the fame reign. 1

Otto de Grandison, temp. Henry III. attended prince Edward 
to the Holy Land ; and in the reign of Edward I. was in many im- 
portant offices of truft, and was alfo fummoned to parliament from 
the 27th to the 33d Edward I. inclulive. When he died, does not, 
however, certainly appear. 

William, his brother, married Sibilla, youngeft daughter and co-

Grendon, who, or his father, was enfeoft of the faid m:i- 
nor by Camvilc, who had it by grant from Henry I, to hold by the 
fervicc of one knight’s fee. 

From this Roger defeended Sir Ralph i>f. Grendon, who had 
fummons to parliament the 28th, 33d, and 33d of Edward I. but 
never after. He died the 5th of Edward III. leaving 

Robert, his fon and heir, and a daughter, Joan, who married John 
Rochford, esquire; which Robert was a man of weak underftanding, 
and died, circ. 22d or 23d of Edward III. S. P. whereby the lands of 
his inheritance palled to his filler Joanc ; whole fon, Sir Ralph Roch- 
ford, knight, poflelTed the fame, and made an entail thereof upon the 
iffue of his body, by Joanc his wife, daughter of Sir Hugh Meynill, 
with remainder to his three lifters fucceffivcly, and then to Sir Richard 
Statford, and his heirs; and deceafing, circ. 8th Richard II. left Mar- 
garet, his daughter and heir.

Arms— Vairee, Ermine and Gules. 

Tije original of this family (denominated from the manor of Gref- 
lelcy, in Defbyfliire ; anciently written Grefelc, Grefelci, Greflea,

Grefly, 
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Grcfly, &c.) is faid to be derived from Malahulcius, uncle to the famous 
Hollo duke of Normandy, From which Malahulcius defeended Roger 
de T oeni, llandard-bearcr of Normandy, whole younger Tons, Robert 
and Nigel, accompanied the Conqueror into England; of which, Ro- 
bert having a great many lordfhips beftowed upon him as the reward 
ot his fcrvices, fixed his refidencc at Stafford, and affirmed that fur- 
name, which continued till, by an heir female married to Bagot, the 
fame was carried into that family ; which, w'ith the affumption there- 
of, became the founders of the fecond dynafly of the houfe of Stafford, 
that fo long flourilhed eminent in the rank of barons, carls, and dukes 
of the realm. 

Nigel, aforefaid, held Drachelawc, and eleven other lordfhips, in 
Derbylhire, as appears by Doomfday Book; whofc fon, William, was 
founder of the monaftcry of Grelley (now in ruins), and had iffuc 
Robert. 

Which Robert (the firft with whom Sir William Dugdale com- 
mences his account of this family), the 35th Henry I. (i 134), had 
his principal feat at Manccftre, in com. Lane. And was fuccecded 
by 

Albert de Gueslei, his fon and heir, who married, firft, Agnes, 
daughter of Nigel baron of Halton, filter and coheir to William, her 
brother;" and, fecondly, a daughter of Thomas Ballet; and dying the 
3:d of Henry II. or before, leaving Robert, his fon and heir; whofc 
wardfliip, Gilbert (fon of the laid Thomas Ballet) obtained. lie had 

alfo three daughters; whereof Amabill became the wife of 

Trefgos. 

The 6th of Richard I. this Robert being then at lull age, at- 
tended that king in his expedition into Normandy ; and in the third ot 
John, upon collodion of the feutage of Normandy, paid twenty-four 
marks for thofe twelve knights fees he then had.

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His wife was a daughter of Henry, brother to William dc Long- 
champ, chancellor to king Richard I. with whom he had the lord- 
Ihips of Merlingham and Wefton, in com. Norf.; and dying the 15th 
Henry III, left iflue 

Thomas, his fon and heir ; who, doing his homage, had livery 
of his lands, and the 43d of Henry III. was made Warden of the 
king’s forefts fouth of Trent ; but deccaled the 46th of Henry III. 
or before. 

To whom fucceedcd Thomas, his fon and heir; who having mar- 
ried Hawyfe, one of the daughters and coheirs to John de Bu/gh, fon 
of John, fon of Hubert de Burgh, earl of Kent, had livery of her pur- 
party of her father’s lands ; viz. Waukerlev, Ringcfton, and Portef- 
ladc; and died the 12th of Edward 1 . leaving Thomas, his fon and 
heir, in minority. 

In the 34th of Edward I. this Thomas received the honour of 
knighthood, with prince Edward and others, by Bathing; and having 
had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, from 
the 1 ft to the 4th of Edward II. died without iflue, whereupon 
Joane, his lifter, became his heir ; who marrying John, fon of Roger 
Vid. Dela d c ] a Warre, brought a noble inheritance to that family. 

Of this family, it is prefumed, was Ralph de Greslf.i, who mar- 
ried Ifabcl, daughter of Robert de Mufchamp ; and paying £.100 fine 
to the king, had livery of the lordlhips of Mufchamp and Elkefdon, 
in com. Notts. He had iflue an only daughter and heir, Agnes, who 
Viii. Fitz- became the wife of Hugh Intz-Ralph; which Ralph, the 12th Hen- 
Ralph. r y HI. paying his relief, and doing his homage, had livery of her lands 
then held by three knights fees of the honour of Peverell of Notts. 

Of the fame family alfo, from a younger brother, defeended George 
Gresley, efquirc, created a baronet, June 29, 1611, progenitor of 
the prefent Sir Nigel Bowyer Grefley, baronet. 
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Arms — O. a Crofs engrailed G. 

Eustace de Hacche, a menial fervant to Edward I. p obtained 
from that king a grant of free warren in all his demefne lands at 
Hacche, in the county of Wilts, as alio at Morton-Mcrhull, and Cef- 
treton, in com. Warwick. 

In the 26th of Edward I. he was at the memorable battle of Faw- 
kirk, where the Scots were defeated; and the 28th, 29th, and 31ft, 
was again in the wars of Scotland. He had fummons to parliament 
amongft the barons of the realm, the 27th, 28th, 30th, 32d, and 33d 
of Edward I. but deceafed the year following; leaving Julian, his 
daughter and heir, married to John Hanfard. He married Amicia, 
widow of Thomas Trimcncll. 


H A S T A N G. 


Arms — A z. and a Chief G. over all a Lion rampant O. 

This family had their feat anciently at Hemington, in the county 
of Warwick, from thence called Lcmington-Haftang. Of which, 
Hafculf Muiard enfeoffed upon one Hunfridus, who by Lcfceline his 
wife, had Atrop de Hastang, his fon, who gave to the canons of 
Noftcl, in com. Ebor, the churches of Lemington and Ncvybold. 
Which grant Atrop his fon confirmed ; and bellowed on the canons 
of Kenilworth, the church of Whitnafh. „ 

PThis defeription moft probably means, that he was an officer of the houfchold to king Ed- 
ward.

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To this laft-mcntioncd Atrop fucceeded Humphrey, his fon aud 
heir, who was one of the barons in rebellion againtf king John, for 
which his lands were feized ; but in the ift of Henry -JII. returned to 
his allegiance, and had the fkmc reftored again. This Humphrey had

Robert, who married Joanc, daughter and coheifjp William dc 
Curb; and the 41ft of Henry III. gave a mark, in gold, for refpiting 
his knighthoods But afterwards he was one of thofe who, taking 
part with Montfort earl of Leicefter, held out the caftlc of Kenilworth, 
for which his lands were feifed ; he, however, made redemption there- 
of, by compounding according to the rule of the Didtuni dc Kenilworth. 
He left iffue 

Another Robert, his fucccffor; w ho, the 3d of Edward I.'wasone 
of the juftices for gaol delivery at Warwick ; and the 5th of Ed ward II. 
had fummons to parliament, but no more. Nor had John, his fon 
and heir ; but 

Thomas de HastaSfg, fon of the faid John, had the like fummons 
to parliament, the 5th and 1 6th of Edward III. though never after, 
nor any of his defeendants ; of whom, John de Haftang, his fon atftl 

heir, was twice married; viz. firft to Blanch, daughter of and 

next to Maud, daughter of Sir William Truffel, knight, by whom he 
left iffue two daughters and coheirs ; namely, Maud, wife of Ralph 
Stafford, of Grafton, and Ifabcl (or Joane), of* Sir John Salisbury, 
knight. Which Sir John was afterwards attainted and beheaded, the

On the ^ath of John Hastings, earl of Pembroke, the 15th Ri- 
chard II. fjfthout iflue, ReginalcLlord Grey, of Ruthyn, was, by lome 
inquifitions, found to be his next heir of the whole blood ; viz. as 
defcended lineally from Elizabeth, fitter to John (great grandfather of 
this John, i(he laft eail of Pembroke of the Haftings name), and 
daught^^f John lord Haftings, by his firft wife, Ifabel, fitter and co- 
heir to Aymcr de Valence, earl of Pembroke. But by other inquisi- 
tions it was found, that Hugh, fon of Hugh, fon of another Hugh, 
fon of the fame John lord Haftings, by his fecond wife, Ifabel, daugh- 
ter of Hugh Defpcnccr, earl of Winchester, was the next heir male, 
but of the half blood. 

This Hugh (fays Dugdale), was futnmoned to parliament the 16th 
Edward III. amongft the barons of the rejffm. And the 20th Ed- 
ward III. be.ng then called, “ Confanguineus Regi|, the king’s coufin," 
was constituted his lieutenant in Flanders, and commander of all his 
' military forces there againft the French. But further, no more is 
faid of him or of his defeendants, by reafon they never had the like 
fummoris to parliament. 

Yet one thing % memorable of them, viz. that in thofc days 
the right of bearing the arms was in fuch great efteem, that the contest 
for them (Sc. Or. a Maunch Gules), fietwixt Reginald, fon of the 
beforementioned Reginald lord Grey, and Edward Haftings, brother 
and heir to the laft-mentioned Hugh, lafted little lefs than twenty 
yean in the court military, before the conftable and marlhal of Eng- 
land; wherein, after much money fpent, the faid Edward, who chal- 
lenged them as the next heir male, was not only condemned in very 
heavy cofts, and the arms adjudged to Grey, but imprifoned fixteen 
years for dilobeying that fentencc. Wherewith being greatly difpleafed 
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at the injury he conceived done him, he, when, in great anguifh of 
mind at his latter end, left God’s curfc, and his own, upon his pofterity, 
if they did not attempt a vindication thereof. This Edward aflumed 
the title of lord Haftings ^.Stutevil, as by a deed under his feal of' 
arms, dated Nov. 4, the Henry IV. appeareth. Yet by what 
right is not dated ; for there is no teftimony he was ever fb created, or 
had any fummons to parliament. 

Jacob and Barlow fay, Sir Hugh Haftings was of Greffing-Hall and 
Fenwick, in Norfolk, i» right of his wife, Margaret, daughter and heir 
of Sir Richard Foliot, Ikmght; whofc male line terminafed.ffifcsout the 
reign of queen Elizabeth, in Sir Francis Haftings, krt^|fefep'f Stuf- 
thorpe; whofe eftate went amongft his four lifters and cofwrs ; viz, 
1. Anne, married to John Wentworth, of North Emfliall, dquirc. 
3. Dorothy, to Sir William St. Quintin, of Harpham, in Yorkfhire, 
knight. 3. Chriftian, to Francis Frobiflier, of Altaff-Frobilher, efquire. 
And, 4. Maty, to Philip Copley, of Doncafter, efquire. 



HAUSTED.

The lft Edward II. John de Hausted obtained a grant to him- 
fclf, and the heirs of his body, of the manor of Dcufangrc, in com. 
North.; as alfo of divers other lands in the fame county. The i ith 
of Edward II. he was in the wars of Scotland; and the 15th, had the 
caftle and honour of Clare in com. Suff. committed to his charge. 

- The lft of Edward III. he was made fcnefchal of Gafcoigne; and, 
mofeover, had fummons to parliament, the 6th, 8th, and 9th of Ed* 
ward III. but never after. Nor is any further mention made of him, 
■or of bis pofttyjty.

Of this family, anciently written Hairon/ Heyrun, and, laftly, 
Heron, there have been many eminent perfons. Sir John Hairon, 
knight, ^jEemd England with the Conqueror ; and is faid to have ac- 
quired QM^^fe caftle by the marriage of the daughter and heir of 
Sir Wiltlfn Chipches, derived from the Saxon race. 

In the time of king John, Jordan Hairun held a barony in 
Northumberland, by the fervice of one knights fee, as his anceftors 
had done before. This Jordan, the 13th of John, on collection of the 
feutage of Wales, as heir of Ralph de Wigornia, paid two marks for 
onc ^ ee * -yA.fr 

His grandfon William, temp. Henry IlfPobtaincd a grant, dated 
t 2g Dec. 1251, of free warren in his manor of IJadefton, the caput 
baroniae ; and was governor of Bamburg, Pickering, and Scarborough 
cattles, and warden of all the forefts north of Trent. He died, circ. 
41ft or 42d Henry III. His wife was Mary, daughter and foie heir of 
Odonel de Ford, by whom he had ifluc William, his fon and heir, 
then in minority. 

Which William afterwards was one of the barons on the part of 
the king at the battle of Lewes ; and was one of the northern barons 
fummoned by Edward I. to meet him at Norham (with horfe and 
arms), when he went to give judgment between the competitors for 
the crown of Scotland. He died at Newcaftle, anno 1 2 96. 

He married Chriftian, daughter and heir of Roger de Nottoh ; and

Odoiiel, and feveral other children. 

Walter, his eldeft fon, married Alicia de Haftings, and had iflue 
an only daughter and heir, Emmeline, who married John lord Darcy, 
tie ward of the houfehold tdlEdwardlfl. and who, on the deceafc of 
her grandfather, was his heir; whereby the Darcy farriily;*became pof- 
feflcd of the ancient barony of Heron, and of the manors of Siikefton 
and Notton, in com. Ebor.- 

This branch of the Herons, it feems, were ftyled of Hadefton, to 
diftinguifh them from their defcendants, the Herons of Ford caftle.

On l^fldeath of Walter Heron (fon of William, as beforemen* 
tionrd), wtthout iflue male, Roger, his next brother, became the 
forming heir male of the family ; on whom the manors of Ford and 
Bokeniield muft have devolved, by reafon of •fomc entail or grant, or 
they otherwifc mud have gone to Emmeline, lady Darcy, as heir 
general. 

This Roger, with his next brother, Odonel, were two of the knights 
who attended king Edward I. to the ficge of Stirling caRle. The 10th 
of Edward II. he was governor of Bamburg caftle. ; and was aifoibhe 
of the coniervators of all the truces made with Scotland in that reign. 
His fucceifor was 

Willi am, his fon, who took Lawrence Gilebrand prifoner at the 
battle of Durham; and had fommons to parliament amongft the 
barons of the realm, the 44th Edward ill. But never after, nor his 
defcendants.'

Thomas de Applynden di<fd in *35#^/eifcd of the manor of 
Applynden, wfcjch, the 28th September, 1361, Robert, his fon, 
granted to 

John Heron, chevalier, and his heirs. This John was father of 
William Heron, who, having married EJtewbeth, daughter and 
heirefs of WUliam baron de Say, alfo coufin and heirefs to Thomas dc 
Brcwofe, had fummons to parliament in her right, from the 17th of 
Richard II. to the 5th of Henry IV. inclufive. She died the 23d 
Richard II. but he continued lord Say till he died ; as is manifeft, 
both by the fummons to parliament, and by the Charter Roll, ift 
Henry IV. Wherein, among!! other great perfons, he is a witnefs to 
the king’s charter, by the name of u Wilhelmus Heron, do$|k^s de 
Say, fencfchallus hofpitii Regis.” He was an eminent foldier, 
ployed on various important embaffies; and died without iflue, the 
30th Odober, 1404, the 6th Henry IV.*

The chief feat of this faoMfy was at Hilton caftlc, in the county 
palatine of Durham; of which was Robert de Hilton, who had 
fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, the 23d, 
24th, and 25th of Edward I. He married Margaret, one of the coheirs 
Vld.Thweng. of Marm&duke de Thwenge, by whom he obtained large poflcflions, 
and had iflue two daughters; viz. Ifabel, wife of Walter de Pedwar- 
ViAHo. d yn; and Maud, of Sir John Hothum, knight. 

Of this name, alfo, mention is made of Alexander de Hilton, 

who 
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who ferved in the wars of Scotland under Ralph lord Nevil; and had 
fummons to parliament, the 6th, 7th, 8th, and -^th of Edward III, 
but no more, nor, any of his defeendants ; of whom, if he left iffue, no 
notice is to be found in Dugdale. But other authorities give the title 
of baron of Hilton, for a long time after, $ the male repiefentative of 
this family.

leaving ifluc, 

Henry, his fon; who, the 49th of Henry III. was one who ad- 
hered to the rebel barons againft the king : when he died does not 
appear, but another 

Henry was his fon and fucceffor, and deceafed the 1 8th of Ed- 
ward J^whofe fon and heir, 

Henry, was then twenty- four years of age, and doing his homage 
the fame year, had livery of his inheritance; and the zzd of Edward I.

realm, and from thence to all the parliacdjfihts of that king’s, and king 
Edward’s II. reign.

Of the fame family as the one already mentioned, , Sir William 
Dugdale prefumes, was John Hose, temp. 31ft Edward I. whp was 
fucceeded by Koger, his fon; who, the ift of Edward Ill’WcWm 
and heir of John Berewyck, deceafed, had livery of the manor of Heg* 
gecourt. 

Which Roger, the 20th of Edward III. was in the wars of France, 
and the 22d and 23d of^hat reign, had fummons to parliament 
amongft the barons of the realm; after when, there is no mention fur- 
ther of him, till the 35th of Edward III. when be died, feifed, amongft 
other lands, of the manor of Weft Beeehcfworth 4nd Heggecourt, in 
the county of Surrey; Ringftede, in the co. of Dorfet; a moiety of 
Burton-Sacy, co. South.; and Nothinkton and Kingfton-Deverdl, in 
Wilts; leaving

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John, his fon and heir, who had livery of the ; inheritance, but n|ver 
bad fummons to parliament. * ‘ 

According to Collins, Vol. III. p. 365, this John was father of 
Alice, who married Richard Wallop, anceftor of the earls of Portf- 
mouth; but, according to Charles, the faid Alice is made daughter*^ 
Sir John Ruflell, and filler and heir to Roger, her brother. And by 
Vincent, Ihe is called daughter to the faid Roger, fo fummoned to par- 
liament the 22d and 23d Edward III. 


HOTHUM.

This is a very ancient family in the county of York ; which is faid 
to be defeended from Sir John Trehoufe, lord of Kilkenny, Ireland, 
who, for his good fenrices at the battle of Hallings, had a grant from 
William the Conqueror of Colley-Wefton, in Northamptonlhire, and 
Hothum, in Yorklhire ; from which latter the furname was afiumed. 

But there only appears one, viz. John, the Ion of Peter de Ho- 
thum,° who had ever fummons to parliament ; and that, lays Dugdale, 
but tfte 8th of Edward II. Yet he certainly had fummons after, or 
another of the lame name ; as the 9th and 1 ith of Edward II. among!! 
the barons then fummoned, is John de Hothum. 

By Agnes his wife, daughter and heir of Sir John Hafieton, of Hafle- 
ton, co. York, he had ififue Sir John Hothum, and Thomas his fecond 
fon,* from whom defeended another John, who was found one of the 
coufins and coheirs of Thomas de Thwenge, baron of Thwenge and

William de Huntingfield (fo called from a manor of that 
name in the county of Suffolk), died anno 1155 (ift Henry II.), and 
-was fucceeded by Roger, his fon and heir, who had iffue another Wil- 
liam, (heriff of Suffolk, and a juftice itinerant,' temp, king John, and 
afterwards one of the rebel barons againft the lame king. 

He gave to the monks at Herft, a certain pafture adjoining their 
alder grove, for the health of his foul, and that of Alice de St. Lis, his 
wife, and left iffue 

Roger, his fon and heir, who died the 41ft Henry III. leaving 
Joane, his wife, one of the daughters and coheirs to William de 
Hobrugg, and 

William, his fon and heir, furviving, who became one of the ba- 
rons in arms againft Henry III. at the battle of Eveftiam ; and died 
the nth Edward I. 

To whom fucceeded Roger, his fon ; who, the 25th of Edward I. 
had fun&nons to parliament, but not after; and departed this life the 
30th Edward I. leaving 

William, his fon and heir; who, the 34th Edward I. and 4th 
Edward II. ferved in the wars of Scotland, and died the 7th Ed- 
ward II. Sibil, his wife, furviving; and Roger, his fon, then in mi- 
nority. 

Which Roger deceafed nth Edward III. leaving iffue, by CecUie 
his wife, daughter of Sir Walter de Norwich, knight, 

William, his fon and heir, then under eight years of age ; who, 
the 135th Edward III. making proof of his majority, and doing his 
fealty, had livery of the lands of his inheritance. He ferved in the 

wars 
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wars of France; and had fummons to parliament from the 25th Ed- 
ward III. to the 49th inclufive, and died the year following; leaving 
(fays Dugdale), Alice, the widow of Sir John Norwich, knight, his 
kinfwoman and next heir. But in Morant’s Effex, Vol. II. p. 136, 
it is ftated, he left two daughters, his coheirs ; viz. Alice, wife of Sir 
John de Norwick, (vid. Norwich); and Mafiona, married, firft, to 
John de Huntingfield, who had alfo fummons to parliament ; and, 
fecondly, to Stephen le Scrope. Which John de Huntingfield is pro- 
bably the fame whom Dugdale mentions to have been fummoned to

In the time of king John, there is mention made of this family, 
feated at a place of the fame name in the county of Norfolk : but the 
firft who had ever fummons to parliament, was Oliver Ingham, 
a perfon of great note, temp. Edward II. and fenefchal of Aqui- 
taine, and juftice of Chefter for life, in the reigij of EtJward III. in 
whofe ift, 6th, and 14th year, he was fummoned to parliament; but 
died without ifiue male the 18th Edward III. His two daughters 
and coheirs were, Joan, married to Roger le Strange, of Knockin; and 
Elizabeth to John Gurfon. 

The faid Oliver was fon of John de Ingham, whole father, Oliver, 
was fon and heir of John de Ingham, by his wife, *Albreda, one of the #va. Wale- 
daughters and coheirs of Walter Waleran, temp-, king John. (Vid. raD ’ 
Strange of Knockin.)

, baron of Folkingham, com. Lincoln, had iflue Roger de Kerde- 
ston, made a knight of the Bath, the 34th Edward I. and fummoned 
to parliament, from the 6th to the ioth Edwarft III. Dying the 1 ith 
of that reign, he was fucceeded by 

William his fon, who was in the French wars, and particularly at 
the battle of Crefly; and was alfo fummoned to parliament from the 
1 ith to the 34th of Edward III. But after him, none of^his pofterity 
had the like honour. 

On his deceafe there was a difputc refpe&ing the inheritance, be- 
tween John de Burgherlh, by one inquifition, found to be his coufin 
and heir, and William de Kerdefton, by another inquifition, found to 
be his fon and heir; who, making his appeal to the court of chanceiy, 
however, obtained the inheritance. 

In Moranfs Hiftory of Eflex, Vol II. p. 129, it is Rated, that 
William^e Kerdefton, by Margaret, daughter of Edmund Bacun, or 
Bacon, had ilfue only two daughters, Maud and Margaret ; of whom 
the latter married William Tendring, and the firft John de Burgherlh, 
And by Alice de Norwich, another wife, he had a fon, the laid Wil- 
liam de Kerdefton. (Vid. Burgherlh.)

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KBRKETON, or KIRK ETON.

John de Huiketqn, -of Kirketon, in that part of Lincolnlhire 
called HoUand> received the honour of knighthood, *by Bathing, in the 
1.9th Edward II. and the 16th of Edward III. being poiTeiTed of the 
manor of Tatlhall and Tumby, in that county,, made a feoffment of 
that lordfhip to Adam 4 de Welles, and others, to ftand feifed thereof, 
to the ufe of himfelf, and Ifabcl his wife ; and to the heirs of their 
two bodies lawfully begotten, with divers remainders ; and having had 
fummons to parliament in {Jie 36th and 37th of Edward HI. died the 
41ft of the fame reign, leaving Sir John de Tudenham, knight, Ri- 
chard de Lina, John de Tiiney, and William de Sutton, redtor of the 
church of Whitwell, his next heirs. 

Cotemporary with whom, and prefumed of the fame family, was 
one Thomas de Kirketon, who had the likb fummons the 16th 
Edward III. but never after. 


KNEVETofESCRICK.

This family of Knivet (or Knevet), for a length of time anciently 
feated in Norfolk, came at lait to poflefs Buckcnham caftle, in that 
county, by the marriage of an heirefs of the houfc of Clifton ;* to *Vid.CJifton. 
whom the fame had defeended by heirs female, from William de Al- 
bini, the builder thereof, Ihortly after the Norman conqucft. 

Of this ftock was John Knevit, made chancellor of England, the

46th of Edward III. as was alfo another John, who, temp. Henry IV. 
by Alianor, his mother, daughter to Ralph lord Bafiet, of Weldon,* 
obtained a fair inheritance upon the partition of BafTet’s hinds. 

Of the fame branch was likewife Sir William Knevit, temp. 
Henry VIII. knight for the body to that king; and Edmund Knevit, 
of Aihwelthorpe, in com. Norf. efquire, feijeant porter tp the king, 
who married Joane, daughter and heir to John Bourcnicr, lord Ber- 
ners ; whofe defendants, at length, came to inherit that barony.f , 

But the firft who was railed to the dignity of a baron of the realm, 
was . 

Sir Thomas Knevit, knight, one of the gentlemen of the, privy 
chamber to king James I. who, in 1605, upon that obfeure intima- 
tion given by letter to the lord Monteglc (being then a juftice of the 
peace in Weftminfter), was fent to maka*fearch, with others, in the 
vaults and cellars under the Houfe of Lords, where Guy Faux was 
difeovered, and that famous gunpowder confpiracy dete&ed and 
prevented. 

After which, upon the 4th of July, the 5th of James I. he had 
iummons to the parliament then fitting, by the title of lord Knevit of 
Efcrick in com. Ebor ; and took his feat accordingly among the 
peers of the realm, it being the laft day of that feffion. 

His j|ife was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Rowland Hayward, aider- 
man of London (widow of Richard Warren, of the county of Eflex, 
efquire); but he deccafed without iflue, 47th April, 1622, and was 
buried in the church of Stanwell, in the county of Middlefex, where a 
noble monument was erefted to his memory.*

In the time of King John, Bogo, orBEviL de Knovil, was in 
rebellion againft that king ; to whom fucceeded another (his fon and 
heir, as imagined), of the fame name, who, in the 3d of Edward I.

to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, from the 23d to the 
35th of Edward I. in which year he died, leaving 

Bogo, his fon and heir, thirty years of age ; who was in the infur- 
re&ion of Thomas earl ofLancafter, the 15th Edward II, but was 
never fummoned to parliament, nor any of his defeendants, according 
to Dugdale : jet “ Ex rotulo claus. de anno primo regni regis Ed- 
wardi II.” it appears that Bogo de Knovill was, amongft others therein 
mentioned, to be fummoned to the parliament then to be holden. 

Gf this name, it is faid in Kimber’s Baronetage,* that Eleanor, 
daughter and , coheir of Sir John Knovill, married Guy de St. Aubyn, 
circ. 13th Edward III. an anceftor of the fame ancient family as the 
baronet of that ftmame.

Sir WiHiam Dugdale ftates, that William de Lancaster, the 
laft baron of Kendal, had a brother, Roger, of the half blood. But 
Bum and Nicolfon, in -their Hiftory of Cumberland and Weftmorc- 
land, fay, fo indeed l^e was; yet, whether through defign or inadver- 
tency, it hath not been exprefled what kind of half brother he was. 

The regifter of Furnefs abbey will inform us however; for he is 
therein thus deferibed; “ Rogerus baftardus frater Witlielmi.” This 
circumftance is not taken notice of in any pedigree which derive the 
name and family of the Lancafters from this fame Roger. 

(►Which Roger married Philippa, one of the four daughters and 
coheirs of Hugh de Bolebeck, in co. Northumberland ; and died the vid.Bolcbec. 
19th Edward I. leaving iflue, John his foi^and heir (alfo two other 
fons, William and Chriftopher) ; who had fummons to parliament,

Of this family, feated in the county of York, were divers perfons of 
eminent note ; the chief of whom, whereof mention is made, was 

Roger de Lascels, who, the 22 d, 23d, and 24th of Edward I. 
had fummons to parliament among# the barons of the realm, but 
never after, nor any of his poftcrity. 

In Camden’s Britannia, by Gibfon, are noticed two feats in Rich- 
mondfhire (id eft, in com. Ebor.) ; viz. Sowreby and Brakenback : 
which he fays, “ arc belonging to the truly ancient and famous family 
of Lafcellcs." 

From this ftock modern genealogifts have derived a family of the 
lame name, which a few years fmee was elevated to the rank diaper- 
age, in the perfon of Edwin Lascels, efquire, who wa&dipated 
baron Hare wood in 1790 ; but not long after died without j 
whereby his title became extindt ; though it has fubfequet 
revived in a collateral branch, to. which his great eftate defeer 
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Yet how far thofe 'genealogifts may be correct, who have con- 
fimilitated the defcent of the Lafccls family of the-prefcnt day, 
with the blood of the illuftrious baron in the time of Edward I. is 
not for controvcrfy here ; although the affertion is a pretty evident 
proof, that thefe gentle hiftoriam had never read the epitaph made on 
Henry Lafcels, efquire,. the colledor of the crown revenues at Bar- 
badoes, who departed out of this tranfitory world anno 1753 ; for had 
that celebrated epitaph ever met their eye, it is to be imagined their 
ideas of the noble lineage of the baron of Harewood would have been 
confined to a more recent, and a more humble, extraction. 

Rap'.n* relates, that ’ijueen Catherine Howard was accufed of incon- * Vol -I* 
tinence by archbiihop Cranmcr, on the information of one Lajfels, 
whofe lifter was an old fervant of the dutchefs do wag# of Norfolk ; 
and who. (he laid,) had told him, that the queen had been very incon* 
tinent, both before and fuice her marriage. 

A little further on, f the fame author ftates, that amongft others tVol.l. 
who were then (154 6), executed for herefy, was " John Lafcelles, P ' 
probably the fame who accufed Catherine Howard but this John 
Lafcelles he calls “ a gentleman."

And having had fummons to parliament among# the barons of the 
realm, from the 28th Edward I. to the 4th Edward II. ioclufive, 
dcceafed the 8th Edward II, (1315), being then feifed, among# other 
manors, of thofe of Wardon and Braybroke, in com. Northajnpt. 
leaving Warine his fon and heir, thirty years of age. 

The ipth of Edward III. this Warine, being then a banneret, was 
in the expediftbn at that time made into France, and died loon after, 
viz.

John, his 
fon and heir, then forty years of age ; who dying without iffue, his 
brother Thomas was his heir. 

This Thomas is corrfidered to be the fame whom our hiftorians 
mention, in 1 itb Richard IL to have been one of the^pft eminent 
perfms of that religious fed called Lollards, which lb much increafed 
and fpread at that time throughout the\ingdom. He dying alfo iffue-

He was a perfon of 
valour; but df a turbulent fpirit : being won, however, by fair rewards, 
he proved an aflive fupporter of the king, , and manifefted his fidelity 
by his eminent aftions in the enfuing war. His firft wife was Elea- 
nor©, one of the daughters of Stephen de Tumham ; his fccond was 
Eleanore de Vaux, widow of. Robert de Quinci, earl of Wincheftcr, 
dying the 56th of Henry IIL He was fucceeded by 
William, his fon, who ferved in the wars of France and Scotland, 
and bad fummons to parliament, from the 27th Edward I. to the 3d

Which John ferved often in the wars of France; and the 16th 
Edward III. was with the king in Brittany, and one of the chief com- 
manders at the liege of Nantes.

Sir Thomas Dagworth, with. 80 men alarms, and too archers, hav- 
ing defeated de Btgys, and the great men of Brittany, who 

had 1000 hdrfe, the king thereupon made two barons; viz. Alan 
Zouche and John L’llle, as alfo fifty knights ; but others affirm, this 
was at the battle of CrefTy, which happened the fame year.

In the 2d of king John, Godfrey of Luvein, gave 400 marks for 
the land and widow of *Richard de Cornhill, whofe name was fDe- 
licia, daughter and heir of Robert de Haftings, by his wife, daughter 
and heir of William de Wihfor ;* which Godfrey de Lovaine was bro- 
ther to Henry duke of Brabant. 

The 26th of Henry III. Matthew, fon and heir of Godfrey, had 
fummons (amongft others), to fit himfelf with horfe and arms, to at- 
tend the king, in vindication of certain injuries received from the 
French. The like fummons he had to be at Chetter, the 42d 
Henry III. to rcftrain the hoftilitics of the Welfh. Tho 46th of the 
fame reign he deceafed; being then feifed of the manor of Eyftanes, 
in EfTex, which he held by barony* leaving Matthew, his fon and 
heir, then twenty-four years oldjjjvho paying £.100 for his relief* and 
livery of his lands ; and the 2 2d of Edward I. had fummons* with 
other great men, to attend the king for their advice, touching the 
mod important affairs of the realm. He died the 30th Edward I. 
leaving 

Tho, ft as, his fon, only twelve years of age; with whom Dugdale 
clojfes his account of this family, bylfeafon, he obferves, neither he or

The only perfon mentioned of this name in the Baronage, is Wal- 
ter de Manny (an alien, born in the diocefe of Cambray), who, for 
his military talents, was created a knight of the Bath, by Bathing, the 
5th of Edward III. after which he was feldom out of fome notable 
aftion ; and for his many fignal fervices, was eonftituted one of the 
king S privy council, and one of thfthdmirals of the fleet. Indeed, 
fuch was his conduft and bravery in the wars of France, that his name 
was ranked among the moft eminent foldiers of that time ; the king 
and the prince, at the liege of Calais, fighting under his banner. 

Moreover, he was made a knight of the garter, and had fummons 
to parliament amongftthe barons of the realm, from the 2ift '$f Ed- 
ward III. to the 44th, inclufive." After when, viz. the 46th ofVEd- 
ward III. he dcceafed, leaving ilTue by Margaret his wife, daughter 
and coheir of Thomas of Brotherton, earl of Norfolk, Anne, his only

In the time of Henry I. it appears Gilbert Mareschall, and 
John, his fon, were impleaded by Robert de Venoiz and William 
de Haftings, for the office of marefchall to the king, but without 
fuccefs. 

Which John, alfo furnamed Marefchall, ftood for Maud the cm- 
prefs, againft king Stephen ; wherefore on the acceffion of Henry II. 
to the throne, he had lands of eonfidcrable value in Wiltlhire bfftowed 
upon him ; and in the 10th of that reign, being the king’s marfhal, 
upon the difference between the king and Thomas k Becket, arch- 
bilhop of Canterbury, laid claim to one of that great prelate’s 
manors. 

This John was fucceedcd by anotfypr 

John^ his fon and heir, to whom the office of marfhal was con- 
firmed; and who, at^e coronation of Richard I. bore the great gilt 
fpurs. But in that reign he died without iffue; for, the ift of John, 
William Marefchall, earl of Pembroke, was his brother and heir. (Of 
whom, under the title of Pembroke.) 

After him there occurs another John (nephew to William earl of

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Pembroke), who married Aliva, eldeft daughter and coheir of Hubert 
de Rie,* baron of Hengham, in the county of Norfolk. 

He Rood firm to king John in the great conteft between him and 
his barons ; and in the ift of Henry III. was lheriff of Hampfhire, 
and governor of the caftle of the Devizes; after when, he departed 
this life, the 19th Henry III. having tqarried, according tq Dugdalc, 
the faid Aliva (whom he calls After and heir to Ifabel de Creflie), and 
had iffue John, his fon and heir. 

Which John, probably, was he who married the faid Aliva, as Col- 
lins, in his Parliamentary Precedents, p. 8,5, Rates John, who mar- 
ried the heirefs of Rie, to have been father of William Marfhall, baron 
of Hengham. Which feems confirmed, even to follow Dugdale’s 
narration ; who fays, John having fuccecded his father, died the 27th 
Henry III. and William, his fon and heir, had livery of his inherit- 
ance. Which William took part with the rebellious barons the 49th 
Henry III. and died foon after, leaving two fons, John and William; 
who obtained pardon for their father’s tranfgreflion, and had permiflion 
to enjoy his lands, with what other. poffeflions they had by the gift of 
Alhai their grandmother, or any other. 

This laft- mentioned John died the 12th Edward I. 1 leaving Wil- 
liam, his fon and heir, then five years of age. Which William/the 
34th Edward I. was in the wgrs of Scotland ; and had fummons to 
parliament, from the 2d to the 7th Edward II. when he died, leaving 
iffue, John, who died three years after, viz. the 10th Edward II. with- 
out iffue; when Hawife, his filler, was his heir, who married "Robert 
de Morley." (See Morley.) *

Martin de Tours, a Norman, was the firft of this family; who 
making a conqueft of Kemeys, in Pcmbrokeihire, founded a monaftery 
at St. Dogmaels, which Robert, his fon, endowed with lands, ip the 
time of Henry I. 

This Robert, by Maud Pevercll his wife, left William, his fon 
and heir, who married the daughter of Rhefe ap Griffin, or ap Griffith, 
prince of South Wales, and had iffue a fon 

William, who, on his father’s deceafe, the nth of king John, 
gave 300 marks for livery of his lands, and died the 17th of the fame 
reign ; Nicholas, his fon, being then in ward to Fulk; de Brcant, and 
afterwards to Henry de Trublevill, or Turbeville. 

This Nicholas married Maud, daughter of Guy de Brien, and 
Eve his wife, daughter and heir to Henry de Tracy, lord of Bamftaple, 
co.^Devon, whereby he acquired large pofTeffions in that county. He 
was fucceeded by 

William, his grandfon ; viz. fon of Nicholas, his fon, who died in 
his lifetime. 

Which William married EJeanor/fi£ daughter of William dc Mo- 
hun; and having been fummoned to parliament, from the 23d Ed- 
ward 1 . to the 1 8th Edward II. died the fame year, leaving 

William, his fon and heir, and two daughters: viz. Eleanor, 
married to William de Columbers! and Joan, married, firft, to Henry 
de Lacy, earl of Lincoln ; and, fecondly, to Nicholas de Audley, who, 
or their repreferitatives, upon the deceafe of the faid William foon after 
bts father, without iftue were his heirs. 

From this family arc faid to be derived the Martins of Athelhamp- 
, Aon, 
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fton, in the county of Dorfet, and thofe of Long-Melford, in Suffolk ; 
of whom, Roger Martin, efquire, was created a baronet, March 28, 
1667. 


MAUDUIT OF SOMERFORD MAUDUIT.

Of the fame family as Mauduit carl of Warwick, Sir William 
Dugdale prefumes, was Thomas Mauduit, who, in the time of 
king John, poflefled the caftle of Helgot, in Shroplhire ; and had then 
the reputation of a baron. And in the 26th Henry III. gave 120 
marks, befides his feutage, that he might not attend the king into 
Normandy. 

Of the fame name alfo, was Robert Mauduit, fheriff ofWilt- 
fhire, from 26th. to the 31ft of Henry II. which Robert, the nth of 
king John, gave a fine of 20 marks for his part of the lands of Robert 
Giffarjl, of Funtell, in that county. 

Befides whom, was JpHN Mauduit, likewife conlidered a branch 
of the fame family; which John was coufin and heir to another 
John; and the 3d of Edward III. was fheriff ofWiltfhire, and go- 
vernor of the caftle of Old Sarum ; fo alfo the 6th, 1 2th, and 16th of 
the lame reign ; in which lajLpientioned year he had fummens to 
parliament amongft the barons of the realm. But departed this life 
the 21ft Edward III. being then feifed, amongft other lands, of the 
lands of Somerford-Mauduit, in com. Wilts (where his refidence was); 
and, jointly with Agnes his wife, of the manor of Broughton, in com. 
Oxon; leaving John, his fon and heir, at that time fifteen years of age, 
but of whom no further mention is made. 

Yet there was another John, who had his refidence at Wermenftre,

queror, had the caftle of Dunfter, and fifty-five manors or lordlhips in 
the county of Somerfct, befides feveral others in Wiltlhire, Dcvonlhire, 
and Warwick. 

He was fuccecded by another William ; who, with Agnes his

Hugh de Montfort, fon of Thurftan de Baftenburgh, a Norman, 
is the firft on record of this family. Which Hugh was commonly 
called Hugh with the Beard (the Normans at that time being ufually 
fhaved), and attended the Conqueror at the decifive battle of Haftings, 
a&ing the part of an expert and valiant foldier ; for which great fervice 
he afterwards obtained divers lordfhips in various counties in England : 
but at length loft his life in a duel with Walcheline de Ferrers. 

Another 
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Another Hugh was his fon and heir, who had i/fuc by his firft 
wife, two ions, Robert and Hugh; both of whom died without iflue. 
But by a fccond wife he had iflue one daughter, who married Gilbert 
de Gant; which Gilbert, by her had a fon, Hugh, who, on account of 
his mother being io great an heirefs, afl'umcd the furname of Mont- 
fort; as alfo a daughter, married to Simon earl of Huntingdon/ 

This Hugh, called Hugh de Montfort the Fourth, fupporting thofe 
who endeavoured to advance William, fon of Robert Curthofe,* to the 
throne, againft Henry I. and entering Normandy with what forces 
they could colled, was taken prifoner, and continued in confinement 
fourteen years ; nor is the time of his death afeertained. His wife was 
Adeline, daughter of Robert earl of Mellent ; by whom he had iflue 
two fons, Robert and Thurfton ; and two daughters, Adeline, wife of 

William de Britolio, and of Richard, fon to earl of 

Glo’fter. 

This Robert, 9th Henry II. having charged * Henry de Eflex, the 
king’s ftandard bearer, with cowardice, vanquiflied him in a duel. 

Thur9TAN, his brother, was his fucceflor ; wherefore it is moft 
probable Robert died without iflue, though no mention thereof occurs: 
which Thurftan built the caftle of Beldefert, the chief feat of his 
family, in the county of Warwick, for many ages. To whom fuc- 
ceeded 

Henry, his fon and heir; who was again fucceedcd by another 
Thurftan, who died the 18th John, leaving iffiie Peter, his fon and 
heir, then in minority. 

Which Peter, in after years, on the breaking out of the barons’

Vid. Gant. 
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wars, was one of the moft forward amongft them; being one ofthe 
twenty-four chofen to rule the kingdom. After the lignal victory of 
the barons at Lewes, they agreeing amongft themfelves, that nine 
feledl perfons Ihould be authorifed to cxercife the regal power, he was 
chief of them ; having a particular power above the reft fpecified by 
the commiflion, “ That whatever he Ihould fwear to, the king muft 
be obliged by it.” Yet, fuch is the inftability of human greatnefs, that 
very Ihortly after, he was flain in the battle of Evcfham, where thofe 
rebellious barons were totally defeated, and their army annihilated. 

By Alice, daughter of Henry de Aldithley (a great baron in the 
county of Stafford), he had ilTue three fons ; Peter, William, and Ro- 
bert. Of whom, William, by gift of his father, had the manor of 
Uppingham, in Rutlandlhire; and Robert other lands, alfo in the fame 
county. 

Peter, the eldcft fon, was in the battle of Evelham with his father, 
and was there wounded and taken prifoner; but received the benefit 
of the Di&um de Kenilworth. Ilis death was about the 15th Ed- 
ward I. when, by Maud his wife, he left iffue John, his fon and heir, 
and a daughter, Elizabeth ; afterwards, firft married to William, fon 
and heir of Simon de Montacutc ; and, fecondly, to Sir Thomas de 
Furnivall. 

This John was fummoned to parliament the 23d Edward I. but 
died the year following ; leaving iffue by Alice his wife, daughter of 
William dc la Plaunch, two fons, John and Peter; and two daughters, 
Elizabeth and Maud, married to Frevil and Sudley. 

Which John was fummoned to parliament the 7th Edward II. but 
was afterwards unfortunately flain in the battle of Stryvelin, againft 
the Scots, without iffue. Leaving 

Peter, his brother and heir, who was firft in priefts orders. But 
coming to the inheritance, his facred funftion was difpenfed with ; 
and he became a knight, and had fummons to parliament from the 
ift to the 23d of Edward III. inclufive ; in the 31ft of whofe reign he 
died without leaving any legitimate iffue to inherit. 


His 
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H» wife was Margaret, daughter to the lord Furnival ; by whom 
he had only one fon, called Guy, who married Margaret, one of the 
daughters of Thomas Beauchamp, earl of Warwick ; and died without 
iffuc. 

But by an old concubine, called Lora de Ullenhale (daughter to one 
Richard Aftley, of Ullenhale, in the county of Warwick), he had iffuc 
Sir John Montfort, knight ; whofe pofterity, in the male line, flou- 
rilhed for divers ages at Colelhill, in the county of Warwick, until the 
attainder of Sir Simon de Montfort, temp. Henry VII, whofe defend- 
ants continued at Befcote, in the county of Stafford. 


MONTGOMERY.

Of this name it is only recorded, that John de Montgomery, 
the z iff Edtoard III. was made Captain of Calais, and admiral of the 
king’s whole fleet, from the mouth of the Thames to the weftward. 
The 1 6 th of Edward III. he was fummoned to parliament ; but never 
after nor any of his pofterity. 


MORTIMER OF RICHARD'S CASTLE.

Robert de Mortimer, fon or brother to Hugh de Mortimer, of 
Wigmore, was the firft of this family, who, poffeffing this place by the 
marriage of Margery, daughter and heir of Hugh de Say, certified, the 
1 2th Henry II. the knights fees of this honour to be in number 
twenty-three.

To which Robert fucceeded Hugh, his fon, who died the 3d of Ed- 
ward I. leaving Robert his fon and heir, who died the 15th Edward I, 
And, by Joice his wife, had ifluc two fons, Hqgh and William, who 
aflumed the furname of Zouche. 

Which Hugh had fummons to parliament amongft the barons, the 
25th and 27th Edward I. and died the 33d of the fame reign, having 
ilfue, by Maud his wife, only two daughters and heirs, viz. Joane, 
wife, firft: to Thomas de Bikenorc, by wfyom Ihe had no ifiue ; and, 
fecondly, to Richard Talbot, a younger fon of Richard lord Talbot, of 
Ecclefwel, in com Hcref.; her pofterity by whom enjoyed Richard’s 
Caftle, and the reft of the lands of her inheritance. Margaret, the other 
daughter, was wife of Geffery Curnwall. (Vid. Talbot of Richard’s 
Caftle.) v 

Sir William Dugdalc, in his account of the Says of Richard’s Caftle, 
fays, the daughter and heir of Hugh de Say married Hugh de Ferrers; 
whofe daughter and heir, Margery, married Robert Mortimer, where- 
fore Ihe was grand- daughter of Hugh de Say, and not daughter. (Dug. 
Vol. I. p. 454 *) 


MORTIMER OF ATTILBERGH.

Robert de Mortimer, who, temp. John, being in arms againft 
the king, forfeited his lands in Kerlevefton, com. Lincoln, is the firft 
of this family prefumed to have fettled at Attilbergh,* in the county 
of Norfolk ; but from him, until the 1 ith Edward I. none of his de- 
fendants are noticed ; at which time 

1 William Mortimer, of Attilbergh, obtained the king’s charter 
for a market at Stanford, in that county; and, the 23th of the fame 
king, had fummons to parliament. In which year, ferving in the wars 

of 
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of France, he was taken prifoner, and carried to France, where he died, 
leaving 

Constantine, his fon, his heir; who, the 19th Edward III. had 
fummons to parliament, but never after ; from whom defeended (ac- 
cording to Camden) Conftantine, his fon, who held the lordfliip of 
Bernham, co. Norfolk^; and temp. Henry IV. had all the grants to 
his father confirmed. 

Collins, in his Extinlt Peerage, Vol. I. p. 377, writes, that Cecily, 
daughter and coheir of Sif John Mortimer, of Attilburgh, in com. 
Norf. married Sir John Ratcliffe, whofe grandfon married the heirefs 
of Fitz- Walter. 


MORTIMER OF CHIRKE.

Roger, fecond fon of Roger lord Mortimer, of Wigmore, by Maud, 
or Matilda, daughter of William de Braofe, of Brecknock, was the 
firft of this family who fettled here ; and had fummons to parliament 
from the ift to the 14th Edward II. inclufive: he died the 10th 
Edward III. leaving, by Lucia his wife, daughter of Sir Robert de 
Wafre, knight, 

Roger, who, by Joan Turbervillc, had iffue John, who fold the 
lordfhip of Chirke to Richard Fitz- Alan, carl of Arundel. 

Of this name, but of what family it is not noticed by Dugdale, 
was Simon de Mortimer, who had fummons to parliament the 34th 
Edward I.

The Musgraves are faid to have been originally Germans, as the 
name imports; being dignified by the title of mulgraves, or lords of 
the marfhes and moffes : which family, in procefs of time, became fo 
confiderablc, that one of them had an archduchefs of Auftria given 
him in marriage ; the traditional hiftory whereof is this : 

The emperor had two great generals, who made cqprt to his daugh- 
ter at the fame time ; and as he had experienced fingular fervices'from 
both, did not care to prefer one before the other. But to decide the 
matter, ordered the two heroes to run at the ring for her (an exercife 
then in ufe); it fo happened, that this Mufgravc (one of the contend- 
ing generals), had the fortune to pierce the rirtg with the point of his 
fpear; by which action he gained her for a reward of his gallantry and 
dexterity, and had •“ Six Annulets O.” given him for his coat of 
arms; and for his creft, “ Two Arms in armour, holding an An- 
nulet.” From this marriage ilTued that Musgrave, who, being a 
man of an enterprifing genius, accompanied William the Conqueror 
into England, and was the firft founder of the Mufgraves in this 
country. 

But although of fo ancient and noble a family, yet it was not until 
the time of Edward III. that any of them became barons of the realm, 
and had fummons to parliament, and that only in one of them, Sir 
Thomas Musgrave; who, on the invafion of David king of Scot- 
land, was one of the commanders in the van of the Engliih army 
which gave battle to the Scots at Durham, where they were utterly 
defeated, and their king taken prifoner. 

Which Sir Thomas was fummoned to parliament, from the 24th 

to

to the 47th Edward III. inclufive ; but after him none of his defend- 
ants had the like furamqms, although perfons of great note. 

Dugdale fays, he marrried Ifabel, widow to Robert, fon of Robert 
lord Clifford, daughter to Thomas lord Berkeley. With whom, Bum 
and Nicolfon, in their Hiftory of Cumberland and Weftmoreland, 
Vol. I. p. 592, agree.' But Kimber, in his Baronetage, Vol. I. p. 45, 
fays, he married three wives ; viz. firft, Margaret, daughter and coheir 
of William Roos, of Yottojj; fecondly, Mary, daughter of JohnVaux, 
relift of Thomas Holland, earl of Huntingdon; and, thirdly, the faid 
Ifabel. But Burn and Nicolfon make the above Margaret and Mary 
to be the firft and fecond wife of Thomas, his fon, who died the 8th 
Richard IT. 

Be thefe differences, however, as they may, they little avail; as the 
pofterity of Sir Thomas did not continue in the rank of barons of the 
realm. Defended from whom was Mufgrave of Hartley Caftle, co. 
Weftmoreland, createda baronet June 29, 1611; and Mufgrave of 
Hayton Caftle, created alfo a baronet, Oftober 20, 1638. Whofe arms 
in the Baronetage are fivcn, viz. “ Az. Six Annulets, 3. 2. 1. Or.” 
Which differ from thofe given by us from Dugdale. 


NANSLADRON.

Of this family it only appears, that Serlo de Nansladron was 
in an expedition into Scotland the 29th Edward I. and had fummons 
to parliament, from the 28th to the 34th of the fame reign. Camden, 
fpeaking of this Serlo de Nanfladron, fays, he was fummoned to par-

if incapable or deficient in knowledge.” This asra was the reign of 
king Edward I. who, by our hiftorians, is ftyled the Britilh Jufti- 
nian. 


NEREFORD.

In the time of king John, Robert de Nerefoi^, with Alice inis 
wife, daughter of John Pouchard, is the firft mentioned of this family : 
who was fucceedcd by William de Nereford, who married Petronil, 
one of the daughters and coheirs of John de Vaux ; and had fummons 
to parliament, the 23th Edward I. but never after. 

John de Nereford was his fon and heir, tvho died without iffue ; 
whereupon Thomas, his brother, became his heir, who was father of 
Sir John Nereford, llain in France, the 38th Edward III. who left 
iffue Margery, his foie daughter and heir, who afterwards vowed 
chaftity. 


NEVILL OF ESSEX. 

•In the 8th of Henry III. Hugh de NgvilA was made principal 
warden of all the king’s forefts throughout England, as alfo chief 
juftice of the fame. * And in the fame year he gave 100 marks for 
livery of the moiety of the manor of Stoke Curcy, with the cattle 
there, and moiety of the knights fees thereunto belonging; which he 
had of the inheritance of Joane his wife, daughter and coheir (With 

her 
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hef After Margaret), of Warine Fitz-Gcrold, by Alice his wife, daugh- Vid. J‘ tz - 
ter and heir of William de Curcy, or Courcy. This Hugh founded the 
priory of Stoke Curcy, in com. Devon, and was fucceeded by 

John, his fon and heir; who, the 28th of Henry III, (being then 
chief warden of the forefts, as his father had been before him), was fo 
highly accufed for trefpaffes committed therein, that had not the king 
been merciful unto him, he might have been imprifoned, and utterly 
ruined ; but it feems he got off for a fine of 2000 marks only, which, 
however (with his father’s debts), lay fo heavy upon him, being alfo 
difmiffed his place with difgrace, that it broke his heart; and he died 
the fame year at his manor-houfc of Walperfield, and was buried near 
ko his father’s tomb, in the abbey of Waltham. 

' Hugh, f<j£and heir of John thus deceafed, in the 38th Henry III. 
upon levying the aid for making the king’s cldeft fon a knight, paid 
£.41, 6 s. 8J. for twelve knights fees, a fourth and iixth part of the 
fees of Curcy, and for eight fees and one-fourth of the fees of Mef- 
chines. The 48th of Henry III. he was one of the barons in arms 
againft the king ; Ind the next year, the 49th Henry III. was taken 
prifoner by the royal army at Kenilworth, in the memorable furprize 
made upon the rebels there by prince Edward. 

From Hugh, laft mentioned, fays Dugdale, “ as I guefs,” defeended 
John de Nevill, of Effex, for his father’s name was Hugh; which 
John, the 9th of Edward III. doing his homage, had livery of his 
lands; and the 12th, 21ft, 22d, and 29th of Edward III. was in the 
wars of France. 

The 9th of Edward III. he had fummons to parliament amongft 
'the barons of the realm ; and from that year, to the 22d of Edward III. 
inclufive, had the like fummons. It is faid he died without ilfue, the 
3<ld of Edward III. for William, the fon of John Senior, of Sylam, 
was found to be his kinfman and next heir. 

At the time of his death, he held two parts of the manors of Great 
and Little Wakering in Effex, for life only; the remainder to Wil- 
liam de Bohun, earl of Northampton. And alfo, jpintly with Alice 
- 3D hU 



his wife, the manors of Wethcresfield parva, Halyngbury, Chigenhalc- 
Zoin, Chigenhale-Tany, and Pcltingdon ; the reverfion of all which 
belonged to the faid William earl of Northampton.' * 

How far this branch was of the fame defeent with the Nevills of 
Raby, docs not appear ; nor does Dugdale fay who was that Hugh de 
Nevill that had fummons to parliament, from the 5th to the 19th of 
Edward II. and again the ift, 6th, 8th, and 9th of Edward III.; if 
then the fame perfon fo denominated. 

Of this name alfo was Robert de Nevill, who had the like fum- 
mons the 16th of Edward III. but never after.

John de Northwode, fon of Roger, was fheriff of Kent, temp. 

Edward I. He had fummons to parliament, from the 6th to the 12th 
Edward II. inclufive; Ihortly after which he died. His wife was Joan 
de Badlefmere ; by whom he had John, his eldcft fon, who died in 
his; lifetime, leaving by Agnes his wife, daughter of William de Gran- 
difon, a fon, Roger, fucceffor to his grandfather. 

Which Roger had fummons to parliament, the 34th Edward III. 
but no more. His wife was Julian, one of the daughters and heirs of 
Sir Geffery de Say ; and dying 35th Edward III, left Sir John 
Northwode, his fon and heir, who was alfo fummoned to parliament, 
from the 37th to the 49th of Edward III. inclufive ; and died the 2d 
of Richard II. leaving, by Joan his wife, daughter of Robert Hert, of 
Fevermam, in Kent, Roger, his fon and heir; but neither he, nor any 
of his defeendants, had ever after fummons to parliament.

In the time of king John, Geffery i>e Norwich was in rebellion 
againft that king. From whom defeended, as prefumed, Walter 
de Norwich, one of the barons of the exchequer, and fummoned to 
parliament the 8th Edward II. but no more. 

To whom fucceeded Sir John de Norwich, knight, who was in 
the wars of France and Scotland; and had fummon& to parliament, 
the 1 6th and j34th Edward III. but no more. 

His fucceuor was John, his grandfon (viz. fon of Walter, who died 
in his lifetime); which John, the 46th Edward III, making proof of 
his age, had livery of his lands; and being afterwards a knight, died 
the 38th Edward III. leaving Catherine dc Brews, daughter of Tho- 
mas, brother to John, his grandfather, his coufin, and next heir; but 
flic becoming a nun at Dartford, in Kent, William de U (ford, earl of 
Suffolk, fon of Margaret, After of Thomas de Norwich, father of the 
faid Catherine, was found to be her next heir ; and accordingly had 
livery of the inheritance. 

From this family feems to have been fprung that eminent one, 
feated at Brampton, in the co. of Northamp.; of which, according to 
Collins, Sir Erafmus Norwich, temp. William 111 . married Annabella, 
daughter of Thomas Savage, earl Rivers. 

This family is faid to be defeended from Ralph earl of Cambridge 
and Eaft Angles,* a Brito#, who married the daughter of Roger earl 
of Hereford ; and had two fons, Roger and William ; from the former 
of which came the Bigots, or Bigods, earls of Norfolk ; and from the 
latter, Hugh, and Simon, furnamed de Norwich, who died unmarried : 
wherefore Hugh continued the line and name.

Herbert de OrrebV, fon of Alard de Orreby, and Agnes his 
wife, founded the priory of Hagneby, co. Line, temp, Henry II. to 
whom fucceedcd John, his fon, who died 41ft Henry III. 

After him mention is made of Folke de Orreby, juftice of Chef- 
tcr, 44th Henry III. and after him, of Thomas de Orrebt, alfo 
juftice of Chefter on the death of Fulke. 

After whonH comes John de Orreby, who had fummons to 
parliament in the 3d, 3d, and 4th of Edward II. and died the nth 
of the fame reign ; leaving Edmund Somerville, Alured de Sulney, 
and John, the fon of Robert Willoughby,* his next heirs; between 
whom his lands were divided. 

Thus far, according to Dugdale’s account of this family ; but in an 
old Vifitation Book of the county of Chefter, is the following pedigree, 
which feems more clearly to lhew and explain the connection of the 
feveral names beforementioned.

In the 17th of Henry III. there is mention alfo of Hugh de Pat- 
suull. To one of whom, fays Dugdale, fucceeded another Simon, 
whiWbarried Ifabel, the daughter and heir of John de Steingreve ; and 
was fucceeded by 

John de Patshull, who had fummons to parliament, the 16th 
Edward III. but no more ; and died the 23 d of Edward III. leaving 
William, his fon and heir, who never had the like fummons; and 
died without iflue about the 43d Edward III. Whereupon his lifters 
became his next heirs; of whom, *Sibyl, was wife of Roger de Beau- 
champ ; Alice, of Thomas Wake, of Blifworth;+ Ma^bel, of Walter 
de Fauconberg; and Catherine, of Thomas de Tudet&am. 


PAYN EL. 

In the account of the lord»Camois, it has been obferved, that by a 
formal grant, under his feal, he fcfligned over to Sir William Payncll, 
knight, Margaret his wife, daughter and heir to Sir John de Gadcf- 
den, knight, fhe having departed from him, her hufband, and lived 
adulteroufly with the faid Sir William. 

Dugdale does not fay from what branch of the Paganel family this 
Sir William was derived ; but he neverthelefs mentions hirii amongft

of his lands ; laving to Ela de St. John, widow of the faid William 
Paynell, her rcafonable dower. The 1 2th of Edward II. this John 
Paynell obtained the king’s charter fora market, weekly, every Tuefday, 
at his manor of Littleton, in com. Wilts; and dcceafed the fame year, 
Maud, his daughter and heir, then thirty years of age.

Hamon Peche, in the time of Henry II. was Iheriff of Cam- 
bridgefhire ; and according to Dugdale, in his account of this family, 
married Alice, daughter of William Pcvercll, and lifter and coheir to 
Pain Pevcrel, her brother ; l to whom fucceeded 

Gilbert, his fon ; who, in right of his mother, had iivery of the 
honour of Brunne ; and left iflue another 

Hamon, who died the 35th Henry III. in a pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land; and, by Eve his wife, left iflue Gilbert, his fon and heir, and 
five others ; viz. Hamon, Hugh, Robert, Thomas, and William. 

Which Gilbert died the 19th Edward I. and was fucceeded by 
another 

Gilbert, who had fummons to parliament among the barons of 
the realm, from the 28th Edward I. to the 15th of Edward II. in- 
clufive. 

Having been twice married; firft, to Maude de Haftings; and, 
fecondly, to Joane, daughter of Simon dc Grey ; he had iflue by the 
firft of them, two fons, John and Edmund, unto whom he left very 
little, giving mod of his eftate to his childitn by the fecond.

Another family there was of this name ; but whether from the 
fame flock, is not abfolutely certain. The firft of which was Robert 
Peche, bifliop of Coventry, temp, king Stephen; who U faid to have 
had iflue, *Richard, archdeacon of Coventry ; to whom fucceeded, as 
next heir, another Richard, fon oPGeffcry Peche. 

Which laft-mentioned Richard/ in right of delccnt from his mo- 
ther, Petronil, daughter, and at length heir of Richard Wal/hs , f poffdTed 
the lordlhip of Wormleighton, in com. Warw. and had iflue 

Sir John Peche, knight, who temp. Henry III. and Edward I. 
was in many employments of public truft, and was fummoned to par- 
liament, from the 14th Edward II. to the 9th Edward III. about 
three years after which he died; viz. circ. 1 ith or 12th Edward III. 
being then a very aged man ; leaving John, his grandfon, his heir, 
who, nor any of his defendants, ever had fummons to parlia- 
ment. 

Which- John departed this life the 50th Edward- III. leaving iflue 
another John, who died, leaving only two daughters, his heirs ; viz. 
Joane, who died without iflue; and Margaret, the wife of Sir Wil- 
liam Montfort, of Colelhill, com. Warw. knight, who thereby became 
foie heir to the whole inheritance. 

Of this name, though not noticed by Dugdale in his Baronage, yet 
mentioned in his Writs of Summons to Parliament, was Robert 
Peche, fummoned the 14th Edward II. but not after.

* Gilo de Pincjieni, temp. Henry I. had iflue Ralph, to whom Gilo 
Succeeded Gilbert his Ton and heir, who was lheriff of Berks ; and had Ralph, 
iflue Henry, the father of Robert, who was one of the rebellious barons Gilbert, 
againft king John; and, by Egline his wife, had Henry, his fucceflor, Henr y- 
and a daughter, Philippa. Robert. 

Which Henry married Alice, the filler and heir to Gerard de 
Lindefey (according to Dugdale ; but Collins, in his Parliamentary 
Precedents, p. 85 and 386, fays, Alice was daughter of Gerard, and 
lifter and coheir to Sir John of Limefly, who died without iflue), 
and left Henry, his fon and heir, twenty-fix years of age : whofe fuc- Henry, 
ceflor was another Robert, who, the 2 2d Edward I. having been in Robert, 
that expedition then made into Gafcoignc, obtained a charter for free 
warren in certain lordlhips belonging to him, in the counties of 
Bucks, Eflcx, and Northampton, But died foon after; for the 25th 
Edward I. Henry, his brother, paying his relief, had livery of his Henry, 
lands. 

Which laft-mentioned Henry was fummoned to parliament, from 
the. 23th to the 28th Edward and dying without iflue, left the 
greateft part of his lands to the king, and his heirs for ever. 

But, it feems, Edward being a good prince, it was ufual for many 
ill men to make him their heir. Whereas Tacitus fays, a good father 
makes no prince but a bad one his heir.

In the time of Henry II. frequent mention is made of this name. 
William was Iheriff of Gloucefter, from the ioth to the 13th 
Henry II. and from the 14th to the 17th. Gilbert Pipard was {her iff 
of the fame county, who married Alice, third daughter and coheir to 
William Fitz-Duncan, earl of Murrel, or Murray, in Scotland ; but 
died in the Holy Land, iff Richard I. without iffue. 

In the 9th of Henry III. William, fon of Roger Pipard, had livery 
of flit knights fees, parcel of the honour of Wallingford. 

From fo m of thefe, as prefumed, but not pofitively fpccified, de- 
fended Ralph, furnamed PipaTd ; who is faid to have been a younger 
fon to Ralph Fitz-Nicholas, an eminent man in his time:. 

In the iff of Edward I. he was found to be next heir to Robert 
'Fitz-Ralph, of Thurwefton, in the co. of Derby, his uncle. In the 
26th Edward I. he was in an expedition made into Scotland ; and was 
alfo fummoned to parliament, from the 25th to the 30th Edward I. 
and died the 3d Edward II. leaving John, his fon and heir, thirty years 
old ; but neither he nor his pofterity, had ever the like fummons. 


PIPE.

Of this name, it is only Rated by Dugdale, that Thomas de Pipe 
.had fummons to parliament among#: the barons of the realm, the iff 
Edward HI. but no more, nor any of his pofferity.

Hugh de Platz, in the time of king John, was one of the rebel 
barons againft that king. His firft wife was Beatrix de Say, widow 
of Hugh de Nevill, from whom he was divorced. But by Philippa 
his wife, one of the daughters and coheirs to Richard de Montfichet, 
he had iflue 

Richard, who was fucceeded by Ralph, his fon ; who dying with- 
out iflue, Richard, his brother, became heir to the eftate ; to whom 
fucceeded 

Giles ; who, the 25th Edward I. had fummons to parliament, but 
no more; and died the 31ft Edward I. leaving 

Richard, his fon and heir, who had fummons to parliament, from 
the nth to the 13th Edward II. inclufive. . Whofe fucceffor was 
another 

Richard, who died the 33d Edward III. and was father of John, 
whofe daughter and heir, Margaret, married Sir John Howard, an- 
ceftor to the Howards dukes of Norfolk.* But it does not appear the #Vjd 
laft Richard or John had the like fummons to parliament as their Howard, 
prcdeceflors. 


PLESSETS. 


Of this family, the firft mentioned is John de Plessets, a Nor- 
man by birth, and a domeftic fervant in the court of king Henry III. 

This 
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This John having fervcd in the wars of Wales, was conftituted go- 
vernor of the caftle of Devizes ; as alfo warden of the foreft of Chippen- 
ham, in the county of Wilts. 

Certain it is, that he Hood in great favour with that king ; for the 
27th of Henry III. on the death of John Marefchal, who had married 
Margery, fifter and foie heir to Thomas earl of Warwick, the king 
fent his mandate to the Abp. of York, the bilhop of Carlifle, and Wil- 
liam dc Cantilupe, requiring them, that they fhould earneftly perfuade 
her to take this John de Plcllets for her hufband. Which it appears 
that the foon after performed, and had livery of the earldom of 
Warwick. 

And fo well pleafed was the king with her on this account, that the 
Auguft next enfuing (28th Henry III ) he gave her three bucks out of 
his foreft of Havering, in Effex. 

The 28th Henry III. this John was made conftable of the Tower 
of London, but not by the title of carl of Warwick, which, however, 
it feems he afterwards took upon him ; for, the 31ft Henry ill. the 
king, in that licence he gave him to cut certain oaks in the fofeft of 
Deane, gives him the tile of earl of Warwick, which he, on all after 
occalions, continued to ufe. But on the 26th February, the 47th of 
Henry III. (1262), he departed this life, and was honourably buried 
in the quire of the abbey of Miflendon, in the county of Bucks ; being 
then feifed of the manors of Okenardton, Kedelinton, and Bradcnham, 
in com. Oxon; and leaving Hugh de Pleflcts, his fon and heir, by 
Chriftian, a former wife, daughter and heir of Hugh de Sandford, at 
that time twenty-fix years of age. 

Which Hugh, in April next enfuing, doing his homage, had livery 
of the manors of Okenardton, Kedelinton, and Stuttefdon, in com. 
Oxon, which were of his mother’s inheritance; the two former being 
holden of the king by barony: for which faid manors, the 48th 
Henry III. he paid £.100 for his relief thereof. 

This Hugh married Ifabel, third daughter of John de Riparius, 

coufin 
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coufm and one of the heirs to Philippa Ballet, feme time countefs of 
Warwick ; and died the aoth Edward I. (1291), leaving 

Hugh, his fon and heir, twenty -five years old ; who performing his 
homage, had livery of his lands, and in the 25th of Edward I. had 
fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm ; but not 
being afterwards fummoned, and therefore not confidered in the rank 
of a baron, no further mention is made of him, nor of his de- 
fendants. 

But in Hutchins’ Hiftory of Dorfet,* notice is made of this family ; II, 
who fays, that Robert de Plecv, or Plessetis, fon of Sir Hugh, P ’“ 
brother or near relation to John de Plefletis, earl of Warwick, the 
19th of Edward I. held Upwitiborn-Plecy, in that county ; John, his 
fon and heir. 

Which John deceafed the 7th Edward II. leaving Edmund, his 
fon and heir ; whofe fon and heir, Sir Nicholas, had ilfue John, his 
fon and heir, who moll: probably died young; as the 36th of Ed- 
ward III. Nicholas, fon and heir of Sir Nicholas de Plecy, a minor in 
the king’s cuftody, held the laid manor at the time of his death, when 
Joan, his filler, was his heir ; who married^ir John Hamelyn, de- 
fended out of Cornwall, whofe daughter, and at length heirefs, 

Egidia, carried the faid manor of Upwinborne-Plecy, to her fecond 
hulband, Robert Alhley ; from whofe family, by the heir female, 
Elizabeth, daughter and foie heir of Sir Anthony Alhley, baronet, 
who died anno 1628, the aforefaid manor was carried in marriage to 
her hulband, Sir John Cooper; whofe defendant, Anthony Alhley 
Cooper, the prefent earl of Shaftelbury, now poflefles that ancient in- 
heritance, together with the magnificent feat called Winborne St. 

Giles. 

This family -of PlelTets, or Plecy, bare for arms;

Leland (Vol. II. p. 46. f. 20), fays, “ There is buried at Ofeney,

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In Kimber’s Baronetage, Vol. I. p. 523, it is ftated, that $it Hugh 
Plefletis, brother to John earl of Warwick, married the bcirefs of 
Wrotham, of Wrotham in Kent; wbofe defeendants, from hisfeeond 
fon, took the name of Wrothe ; whofe lineal reprefentative, Sir Tho- ' 
mas Wrothe, of Petherton Park, baronet, left female iflue, whereof 
Cecily, his eldeft daughter and coheir, married Sir Hugh Acland, 
baronet. 


PLUGENET. 


Arms— E rmine, a Bend ingrailed G. 

In the time of Henry II. Hugh de Plugenet was owfter of 
Lamburne, in the county of Berks ; and having married Sibil!, the 
daughter and coheir of Jofceus de Dinant, had iflue two Tons, Alan 
and Jofceus. 

Which Josceus, 14th John, gave 100 marks, and a palfrey, for 
the livery of the lands of Lamburne, of his mother's inheritance. 

To one of thefe fucceeded another Alan, who, the 52d Henry II. 
had a grant from Robert Walrond, his uncle (being fon of Alice, lifter 
to the faid Robert), to himfelf, and the heirs of his body, of certain 
manors in the counties of Wilts, Dorfet, and Somerfet ; alfo the caftle 
of Kilpeck,- &c. in the county of Hereford. And on the death of his 
uncle aforefaid, the ift Edward I. without iflue, had livery of his 
lands. 

This Alan was a perfon much efteemed for his wifdom and military 
knowledge, and was fummoned to parliament, from the 23d to the 
25th Edward I. inclufive ; and died the 27th year of the fame reign* 
leaving Joanc his wife furviving, and Alan, his Ion and heir,, then 
twenty-two years of age. 

Which Alan was Repeatedly in the Scotch wars,, under Edward I. 
and made knight of the bath (by Bathing), with prince EdwajkT add 

others ; 
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others; but was only furnmoned to parliament the 5th of Edward II. 
and no more. Shortly after when, as imagined, he died, leaving Joane 
de Bohun, his filler and heir ; w I10 died without iffue. 


POINZ. 


Arms— B arry of Eight 0. and G. 

This family of Poinz,, or Pointz, had probably the fame anccftor as 
the Cliffords ; for it is plain, that one Ponz was father of llichard 
Fitz-Ponz, and he of Walter, who redding at Clifford caftlc, co. Here- 
ford, firft affumed his furname from thence. 

It is alfo certain, that a Ponz was father of Ofbcrt Fitz-Ponz, men- 
tioned in the Pipe Roll of Gloucefterfhirc, 5th Stephen. From whom 
Hugh Ponz, afterwards written Poinz, undoubtedly defeended. 

This Hugh, with Nicholas his father, were amongft the rebel ba- 
rons againfl king John. Which Nicholas, and Joan his wife, obtained 
the king’s licence for a market every Tuefday, at their manor of 
Ampthill, in the co. of Bedford. 

Hugh died the 4th Henry III, and by Helcwife his wife, fitter and 
coheir to William Malet, of Cory Malct, co. Suffolk, left iffue 

Nicholas Ponri, his fon and heir, who was in arms with the 
other rebel barons againft Henry III. and deceafcd the ift Edward I. 
being fucccedcd by 

Hugh, bis fon, who was in the wars of Gafcoigne, and of Scotland, 
temp. Edward I. and was furnmoned to parliament as a baron, from 
the 23d Edward I. to the ift of Edward II. inclufive. 

Nicholas, his fon, furvived him only four years, and died the 5th 
of Edward II. having been 1 furnmoned to parliament the 2d, 3d, and 
4th of that reign. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Eudo le 
Zoucbe, by Milicent his wife, daughter (and coheir to her brother

George), of William Cantilupe, lord Bergavenny ; by whom he had 
iflue 

Hugh, his fon, fummoned alfo to parliament, from the nth Ed- 
. ward II. to the 7th Edward III. when he died, and was fucceeded 

by 

Nicholas, his fon, who is not related to have enjoyed the like 
honour. 

This Nicholas married Alianore, daughter of Sir John Erleigh, 
knight, and had iflue two daughters; viz. Amicia, wife of John Barry; 
and Margaret, of John Newburgh, of Eafc Lullworth, in com. Dorf. 
He died circ. 50th Edward III. 

From John, his younger brother, the family of Poyntz, fome time 
refiding in Gloucefierfliire, were lineally defeended ; which family is 
faid to be extindt, at lead in the male line. 


ROBSERT. 

Arms— *Vert. a Lion rampant 0. vulned in the Shoulder. 

In the 43d of Edward III. the Lord Cannon, of Robfert, who had 
hitherto been on the part of the French, detefting their perfidious 
dealings, came over voluntarily to the fervicc of th|,Englifh ; and con- 
tinued ftedfaft to king Edward, and his grandfon, Richard II, 

By being lord of Cannon, in Hainault, our hiftorians call him Can- 
non Robsert. He had an elder brother, Sir Lewis, of Robfert ; and 
were both the fons of John lord Robfert, who, the 14th Edward III. 
was one of thofc expert commanders that furprifed John duke of Nor- 
mandy, cldeft fon of king Philip of France, in his quarters, atMontais, 
on the river Sellc. 

This Cannon Robfert deceafed before the 19th of Richard II. For 
then John, his fon and heir, by his deed, bearing date on Eaftcr eve, 
releafed to the king all his right and title to the priory of Monklkirby, 


m 
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in com. Warwick, which had been granted 011 certain conditions by 
the king to the lord Cannon Robfert, his father. 

But befides the faid John Robsert, there were two other Tons; 
viz. Lewis and Theodorick (or Tcrrey); which laft was governor of # 

Hamby and St. Saviour de lve, in Normandy, in the reign of 
Henry V. but died before his brothers, Sir John and Sir Lewis 
Robfert. ' 

Which Sir Lewis, the 8th Henry V. in confideration of his great 
valour and eminent fcrviccs, was conftituted the king’s ftandard- 
bearer, with the fee of £. 1 00 per annum ; and the fame year, in fur- 
ther confideration of his merits, had another grant, for life, of the 
manor of Ported Hall, in Bornham, in com. Norf. which came to the 
crown by the forfeiture of Sir John Oldcaftlc, knight. 

He was alfo one of the knights companions of the noble order of 
the garter. And having married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Bar- 
tholomew lord Bourchier,* widow of Sir Hugh Stafford, knight, had * vidBour. 
fummons to parliament, by the title of lord Bourchier, the 3d, 4th, d " er • 

5th, and 7th of Henry VI. but departed this life foon after; viz. the 
9th of Henry VI. (1431)* without iflue ; leaving John his brother 
and heir, forty-eight years of age.f and Elizabeth his wife furviving, + Collin*' 
who died the 1 ith of Henry VI. and was buried by her hufband. Sir ^d'tbe^" 

Lewis Robfert, lord Bourchier, in St. Paul’s chapel, Weftminfter Mack Prince, 

, 1 p.24 3 . 

Abbey, where a monument was erected to their memory. 

Sir John Robsert (heir, as before mentioned, to his brother), was 
likewife a knight of the garter, but never had fummons to parliament. 

He had iflue Sir Terrey Robfert, knight, who by his wife, the daugh- 
ter and heir to Sir Thomas Siderfton, of Siderfton, in com. Norf. 
knight, had iflue Sir John Robfert, knight, and a daughter, Lucy, 
married to Edward Walpole of Houghton, in the fame county, efquire, 
anceftor to the earl of Orford of that furname.

Arms— Vid, Roosj or IUjs, of Hamlake- 


John de Roos, a younger Ton of William lord Roos, of Hamlake, 
by Maud de Vauxhis wife, being of the party of queen Ifabel, whom 
the king (Edward II.) at the inftigation of the Spencers, had banilhcd, 
came back into England with her and the young prince ; with whom, 
on the depofal of, Edward II. he was in fucli favour, that he was con- 
ftituted Reward of the houfehold the ift year of l)is reign ; and was, 
moreover, one of the twelve lords, by whom it was rcfolved the' king 
(being young), fhould be governed. The loth of Edward III. he was 
alfo made admiral of the fcas, from the river Thames northward ; and 
had fummons to parliament in the ift, and from the 6th of Ed- 
ward III. to the 1 2th, in which year he died w ithout iflue; William 
de Rofs, of Hamlake, his elder brother, being his heir. 

In the Lifts of Writs of Summons, he is not deferibed of any parti- 
cular place, but only as “ John de Roos.” His brother, William, being 
denominated “ de Hamlakc.” 

The lands whereof he died feifed, were, of his own inheritance, 
viz. the manor of Warfop, in com. Notts. ; the manors of Wadton, 
Kellyng, Salthous, in com. Norf. ; and the manors of Gedcncy, Gair- 
hill, iteynton Poynton, and Lerham, in the fame county. As alfo the 
manors of Thornton in Craven, Thurmanhalle, with the moiety of the 
manor of Cliffc, in com. Ebor, in right of Margaret his wife, of whole 
inheritance they were. 


ROOS, 
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ROSS, or ROOS DE IGMANTHORPE. 

Op this name, William Roos, a younger fon of the family of 
Roos of Hamlake, is mentioned, in the 2 2d of Edward I. to have 
fummons to attend the king ; but this writ of fummons is rather to 
attend equipped with horfe and arms to march againft the Welfh, 
than to give advice in parliament, or to confult on the weighty affairs 
of the nation. 

In his Hiftory of Nottinghamfhirej Thoroton mentions William de 
Roos, of Igmanthorpe, to have married Euftachia Fitz-Ralph, widow 
of Nicholas de Cantilupc, and to have 'had iflue William, father of 
Robert de Roos, 


RYTHRE. 


Arms— A z. three Crefcents O. 

Op this family very little is faid by Dugdalc ; for it only appears 
from him, that the 25th of Edward I. William de Ritthre was in 
the wars of France, and the year following in thofc of Scotland, as 
alfo in the 29th, 31ft, and 32d of Edward I. And, moreover, had 
fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, from the 
28th of Edward I. to the ift of F'dward II. 

To whom fucceeded John de Rythre, governor of Skipton caftle, 
the 1 1 th of Edward Ii. who, the 17th of Edward II. obtained a char- 
ter for free warren in all his demefne lands, at Hafelwodc and Ading- 
ton, in com. Ebor ; but never had fummons to parliament nor any of 
his defendants. 


Modern 



R Y T HUE. 


Modern genealogies affert, that the family of ftythre, Ryther, or 
Rider (for the name has been varioufly written at different periods), 
has be n long eftabliflied in Yorldhire, and took their name from Ry- 
thcr, in the hundred of Barkfton, in that county. From whence, with 
great ingenuity, they infer, that the family of the fame furnamc, now 
flourifhing in the rank of baronage, is lineally defeended. 

Of the name of Ryder, was the much to be remembered Sir Dud- 
ley; who refpe&ively filled the high offices of folicitor and attorney 
general, and, in 1754, was made chief juftice of the king’s bench. 
After w hen, in confideration of his fcrvices, his late majefty determined 
to raife him to the dignity of peerage; and a warrant was accordingly 
figned by the king for that purpofe, the 24th May, 1756. But Sir 
Dudley died on the following day, before the patent was completed. 
This circumftance moll probably gave occafion to thofe lines, in that 
celebrated epitaph faid to have been made on him; viz. that 


Heaven and monarchs fee with different eyes,” &c. 


This epitaph, very likely, never came to the fight of thofe learned an- 
tiquarians, who have endeavoured to trace and reprefent his lineage 
from the ancient Barons Rythre, temp. Edward I. for bad they been 
gratified with a fight thereof, they might poffibly have been fatisfied 
with dating his pedigree from an aera much more recent ; and from an 
origin by far lefs noble. 

And here indeed we cannot but remark theprefent rage for engraft- 
ing of a new germ upon an old flock ; nor can we but admire that 
fine paflagc,in one of the mod eloquent, as well as wife writers which 
England, or perhaps any nation ever produced. 

Mr. Burke, in his Letter to the Duke of Bedford, in defence of 
himfelf, fays, “ Why will his Grace, by attacking me, force me re* 
‘‘ lu&antly to compare my little merit with that which obtained from 
“ the crown thofe prodigies of profufc donations, by which ‘he

“ nothing but the milk of human kindnefs : they feek no farther for 
“ merit than the preamble of a patent, or the infeription on a tomb.

Robert de Sta- 
pleton was witnefs to a charter of Henry de Lacy, baron of Ponte- 
frad: and the 33d Henry II. the fame Robert was a bcnefa&or to the 
priory of monks Bretton, in Yorkfliire. 

The 17th John, a Nicholas de Stapleton was governor of 
Middleham caftle, in com. Ebor ; and from him defeended 

Miles Stapleton, who was in the wars of Gafcoigne and Scot- 
land; and was fummoned to parliament as a baron, the 6th and 7th 
Edward II. in the year fucceeding which he died. His wife was Si- 
bill, one of the two daughters and coheirs (with Joan, her fiftcr, wife 
to Aucher Fitz-Hcnry), of John de Bclla-Aqua, or Bellew, by Lade- 
rina his wife, fourth filler and coheir of Peter, the laft lord Bruce of 
Skelton,* by whom be had 

Nicholas, his fon and heir ; who was in that infurredtion made by

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the earl of Lancafter, the 15th Edward II. for which offence he was 
fined 2000 marks, but the fame were afterwards remitted. He had 
fummons to parliament, the 16th Edward IIL but no more; and died 
the year following, leaving 

Miles, his fon and heir, who ferved in the wars of France with 
great honour, fidelity, and courage. He was made one of the knights 
of the garter, at the firft inftitution of that noble order, but was never 
fummoned to parliaments and deceafcd the 47th Edward III. His

of Roger le Strange. 

To him fucceeded Thomas, his fon and heir; who dying without 
iffue, Elizabeth, his filler, then married to Thomas Metham, was his 
next heir; and the faid Thomas, at that time having iffue by her, and 
doing his homage, obtained livery of the lands of her inheritance.

In the 46th of Henry III. Roger de St. John obtained licence 
to fortify his houfe at Lageham, in com. Surrey; but two years after, 
viz. the 48th of Henry III. he Uded with the barons then in arms 
againft the king ; and after the battle of Lewes, was one of the nine 
ebofen by them to be of the council of ftate. To him fucceeded 
John de St. John, who, temp. Edward I. and II. was in the 
wars of Scotland, and died the 10th of Edward II. Having had fum- 
mons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, from the 25th 
of Edward I. to the 9th of Edward II. At the time of his death he

account of them here.

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This ancient family is faid to be denominated from St. Quintin, the 
capital of Lower Picardic, in Franee, and to have entered England on 
the Norman invafion. 

Sir Herbert de St. Quintin, temp. Will. Conq. was father of 
Oliver, whofc fon, Robert, in the time of William Rufus, was 
one of the twelve knights, who, with Robert Fitz-Hamon, divided 
certain lands in Wales, which they obtained there by conquelt, where 
he built a caftle called St. Quintin. 

Sir Herbert St. Quintin was another fon of Oliver, and was 
father of Amatellus, who was denominated Baron de St. Quintin, 
temp. Richard I. and had ilfue Herbert baron St. Quintin, who 
married Agnes, filler and coheir of Anfelm dc Stutevill, by whom he 
had five fons ; viz. Herbert, John, and Amatellus, who all three died 


without ifluc; William, and Alexander, anceftor of the baronet’s 
family of that name : alfo two daughters ; viz. Margery, married to 
Sir William Rochfort, knight ; and Agnes, to Sir Fulk Conftable, of 
Holmton, knight. 

William, by Beatrix his wife, had iffue Herbert baron St. 
Quintin, who married Margery, daughter of Walter (or William), de 
Fauconbcrg, and had ifluc Herbert, who died in his lifetime. 

This Herbert married Anallatafia, daughter of John lord Maltravers, 
by whom he had Herbert baron St. Quintin, who married Lora, 
daughter of William lord Fauconbcrg, of Skelton ; and had iflue 


Herbert baron St. Quintin,' whofc wife was Margery,* daughter # Kimber . s 
and coheir of Warine de Lille, by whom he left only two daughters, Baronetage, 
his coheirs ; viz.

John de Strabolgy, who on account of various treacheries in 
£ngland, Flanders, and Scotland, was hanged on a gibbet fifty feet 
high ; his head fixed on London bridge, and his body burnt to afhes. 1 
Being thus put to death, his lands were given to Ralph de Monther- 
mer; but upon fome compofition, David, his fon, obtained them 
again. 

Which David had fummons to parliament, from the 15th to the 
20th Edward II. and died the fame year. His wife was Joan, eldeft 
filler and coheir of John Comyn, of Badcnagh, coufin, and one of the 
heirs of Adomare earl of Pembroke; by whom he left 


* Florilegus relates, that when this earl of Athol was apprehended by order of king Ed- 
ward I* and fottw entreated the royal clemency for him, the king anfwenrd :

David, 
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David, his fon and heir; who Adhering to Edward Baliol, chal- 
lenging the crown of Scotland, was killed in a fkirmilh with the Scots. 

He had fummons to parliament, from the 20th Edward II. till the 
9th Edward III. inclufive, which was the year of his death. He mar- 
ried Catherine Beaumont, whom he left furviving, and David, his ion, 
then only three years of age. 

Which David ferved afterwards in the wars of France; and had 
fummons to parliament, the 39th, . 42d, and 43d of Edward HI. and 
departed this life the 49th Edward III. leaving iflue by Elizabeth his 
wife, daughter of Henry lord Ferrers, of Grooby, two daughters, his 
heirs; viz. Elizabeth, married, firft, to Sir Thomas, fon of Henry lord 
Percy; and after, to Sir John Scrope, knight; and Philippa, firft, to 
Sir Ralph Percy, knight, brother of the faid Thomas; and next, to Sir 
John Hallham, knight. h Which Elizabeth, by the faid *Thomas ♦From hence 
Percy, had iflue Henry Percy, who left only two daughters, his heirs ; of Athol? 7 
viz. Elizabeth, married, firft, to Thomas lord Burgh ; and, fecondly, Vid. Burgh, 
to Sir William Lucy ; and Margaret, wife firft, of Henry lord Grey, 
ofCodnor; And, fecondly, of Richard earl of Oxford.

Ralph, his fon and heir, who, by Emmc his wife, daughter of Wil- 
liam Beauchamp, of EJmley, had ilfuc Otwcll, his fon and heir, who 
died without iftue, and Ralph, heir to his brother, who had ilfuc 
Ralph, his fon and heir, temp.

The wife of this Gilbert Lord Talboys was Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir John Blount, 0 by whom be had ilTue George an^ Robert, who 
died S. P. and a daughter, Elizabeth, who married? firft, Thomas 
Wimbilh, efquire; and, fecondly, Ambrofc Dudley, earl of Warwick; 
but had no iflue by either. 

The faid Gilbert lord Talboys, lies buried at Kyme, in the county 
>f Lincoln ; which manor, theretofore the caput baroniae of the old 
sarons of Kyme, in the divifion of his inheritance among the heirs 
general, came to the ancient family of Dymoke, of Scrivellby, J in the j Vid. Mar- 
:ounty of Lincoln, who for a coftfiderable time continued to polfcfs it, nu00, 
intil, in the lail century, it was alienated by fale into the hands and 
ilood of Grangers. 


• She afterwards married Edward Clinton, firft earl of Lincoln; but by king Henry VIII. 
jad a natural fon, Henry Fitzroy, who by his royal father was created duke of Richmond. 

3 H 2 Memorable 
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Memorable is Mr. Wymbifli for the claim he preferred, to be al- 
lowed the barony of Talboys in right of his wife, Elizabeth, the foie 
k daughter and heir, as already mentioned, of baron Gilbert; when after 
Volcmn argument, at which the king (Henry VIII.) himfelf was pre- 
fent, affifted by the civil and temporal lawyers, fentcnce was given ; 
viz. 

“ That no man, hulband of a baronefs, in her right, fliould ufe the 
“ title of her dignity until he had a child by her, whereby he fliould 
“ become tenant by courtefie of her barony.” Wherefore Mr. Wym- 
bifli failed in his demand. 

On this occasion, it is laid, the king moved this queftion : If the 
crown of England fliould defeend to his daughter, whether her huf- 
band fliould ufe the ftyle of England ? The chief jufticcs anfwered, 
not by right, but by grace ; becaufe the crown of England is out of 
the law of courtcfy : but if it were fubjeft thereto, then it were 
clear.

■Ralph de Toni, fon of Roger, ftandard-bcarer of Normandy, was 

the firft of this family who came into England, and was prefent in 

the memorable battle of Haftings ; for his eminent fervices wherein, 

he was rewarded by the Conqueror with many Iordlhips in different 

counties, of which Flamftcad, in the bounty of Hertford, was the head 

of his baron v. :

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Simon dc Montfort, he left Ralph, his fon and heir, and a daughter, 
Godcchild; married, firft, to Robert carl of fylcllcnt; and after to 
Baldwin, fon of Euftacc earl of Bolein. Dying the 2d Henry I, 

Ralph, his fon, was his fucccffor ; who married Judith, daughter 
of Walthcof carl of Huntingdon, by whom he had divers daughters, 
and alfo two fons, Roger and Hugh : which 
Roger (or Robeki), married, firft, a daughter of the earl of He- 
nault; and dying 1 162, the hth I /enry II. kit ifli.e by his feoond wife, 
daughter to Robert earl of Leicefter, 

Roger, his fon; who married Conftantinc, daughter of Richard 
■vifeount Bdlomont (or Beaumont), a kinfwoman to the king; and 
was fuccceded by 

Ralph, his fon and heir (as imagined), one of the rebel barons 
againft king John (whole younger brother, Roger, was a valiant and 
exper foldicr). 

Which Ralph having figned himfclf with the crofs, for a journey to 
the Holy Land, died at fca about the 23 d Henry III. 

Roger, his fon, adhered firmly t * Henry III. agamft his rebellious 
barons, and died the 5th Edward I. leaving 
Ralph, his fon and heir; whofe fon Robert, the 23th Edward I. 
doing his homage, had livery of his inheritance. Which 
Robert was in the wars of Gafeoigne and Scotland, and died the 
3d Edward II. leaving Alice, his filter, his heir; wha married, fuft, 

Thomas Lcybournc, and afterwards Guy dc Beauchamp, carl of War- 
wick; whom furviving, fhc is alio fate! (the 10th Edward II.) to have 
paid a fine of 500 marks, for licence to marry William lc Zouche, of 
Afhby, in com. Leicefter, whom fhc accordingly had to her hufband. 

Although Dugdale, in his account of this family, does not notice 
any of them to have had lummotw to parliament; yet it appears,* that * Vid. Ap- 
Robert dc Tony was fummoned to parliament amongft the barons of 
the realm, the 27th, 28th, 30th, 33d, 33d, 34th, 35th Edward I. and Par1, 
the ill, ad, and 4th Edward IL Vid. Claus. Rot. Eorund. Annor.

William de Teegoz, in the 5th of Stephen, had the lands of 
William.Peverel, of London, in farm. 

Geffery de Teegoz was his fucceffor, who married Annabii, 
daughter of Robert Greflcy, by whom he had iflue William, his fon 
and heir, and four daughters; but died in or before the 21ft of 
Henry II. 

Which William married a daughter of Robert de Luci, and died 
the 10th of John; leaving Robert, his fon and heir, and alfo a 
daughter. 

This Robert married Sibil, daughter and heir of Robert de Ewias, 
and was fucceeded by Robert, his fon ; who, the 20th Henry III. had 
livery of the inheritance of Sibil de Ewias, his mother. 

To this laft-mentioned Robert fucceeded *Robert, the fon of 
Geffery Tregoz (but how nearly related to the other Robert is not 
faid). 

Which Robert being one of the barons in arms againft Henry III; 
was ilain at the battle of Evelham. 

But Collins, in his Parliamentary Precedents, p. 85, makes Robert, 
llaiu at Evdham, to be fon of Robert who married Sibil de Ewias.* 

John, fon and heir of this Robert, notwithftanding his father’s de- 
merits, was much in favour with Henry III. and had rcfpitc of fifty 
marks, then due for his relief of the Inheritance of his father; and was 
alfo fummoned to parliament, the 25th and 27th Edward I. and died

Of this family (though whence defeended is not Ihewn), was Henry 
DR Tncooz, who had fummons to parliament, from the 33d Ed* 
ward I. to the 15th Edward JI, indufive; but further no more is faid 
of him. 

And of this name alfo appears Thomas de Tregoz, fummoned 
to parliament, the 1 ith of Edward II. and 6th, 8th, and 9th Ed* 
ward III.

Of this family* anciently lords of Kilton Caftle, in Cleveland, the 
firft perfon noticed is Sir RoRert de Thwrng, knight* who was

Sir Robert de Umfravill, lord of Tours and Vian, in the time 
of the Conqueror (being a kinfman to the king), had a grant of the 
valley, forefl, and lordfhip of Riddcfdale, in com.

After whom was Gilbert de Umfravill, and next to him an- 
other Robert, in the 5th of Stephen; and Odonell pE Umfra- 
vi l, temp. Henry II. But how thefe were defeended from the firfl 
Robert, or related to each other, is not with exaft certainty Rated. 

On the death of Odonell, the 28th Henry II. Robert, his fon and 
heir, was his fuccefl’or ; and to him, Richard, who was one of the 
rebel barons againR king John, and died about the nth Henry III. 
being fucceeded by 

Gilbert, his fon, called by Matthew Paris, “ a famous baron, 
“ guardian, and chief flower of the north ;” who died the 29th of 
Henry III. leaving Maud his wife furviving, and Gilbert, his fon and 
heir, then in minority. 

Which GiLBERTlwas afterwards among the rebel barons in arms 
againfl Henry III. but before the battle of Evelham reconciled himfclf 
to the king. He is in a charter flyled earl of Angus, in Scotland 
(being fo, according to Camden, in right of his wife).

In the 23d of Edward I. he was fummoncd to parliament anuongfl: 
the barons of the realm ; and in the 25th of Edward I, he' was again 
fummoned, but as carl of Angus, which the fagcs of the. common law 
at that time would not allow (infomuch as Angus was not within the 
bounds of the kingdom of England), until he had openly produced 
the king’s writ in public court, by which he was fummoned to par- 
liament under the title of earl of Angus. He died the jft of Ed- 
ward II. and was fucccedcd by Robert, his fon and heir, Gilbert, his 
tldeft fon, having died in his lifetime without iflue. 

Which Robert had fummons to parliament, from the 2d to the 
1 8th Edward II. *IIe married two wives; viz. firft, Lucie, daughter 
of Philip, and at length heir to her brother William de Kyme, by 
whom he had iflue Gilbert, his fucceflbr, and a daughter, Elizabeth, 
married to Gilbert de Burdon, whofe daughter, Eleanor, was the wife 
of Henry Tailboys ; the name of his fecond wife was Eleanor, but 
whofe daughter, is not mentioned ; by whom he had iflue Sir Robert, 
who died without iflue, and Thomas de Umfravill, and a daughter, 
Eleanor, wife to Stephen, fon and heir to Sir Richard Waleys. 

Gilbert fucceeding his father, was often in the Scottifh wars; and 
was a principal commander at the battle of Durham, where the Scots 
were totally defeated, and David their king taken prifoncr by the 
Englilh. His wife was Maud, filler of Anthony de Lucy, and coufin 
and next heir to Joane, daughter and heir of the faid Anthony Lucy, 
by whom he had iflue Sir Robert de Umfravil, knight, who died 
without iflue, before him, having had fummons to parliament from 
the 6th Edward III. to the 4th Richard II. He died the fame year, 
without iflue furviving. 

Whereupon Thomas, his brother by the half blood, had livery 

of the honour of Herbotil ; who by Joan, daughter of Adam

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Rodam, had iflue two fons; viz. Sir Thomas and Sir Robert dc 
Umfravil. * 

Which Sir Thomas had ilTue Gilbert (by fome hiftorians called 
earl of Kyme), who was llain at the battle of Baugy, with the duke of 
Clarence, and others of the Englilh nobility, the 9th of Henry V, 
without iflue. And alfo four daughters ; viz. Elizabeth, then unmar*' 
ried ; Joane, wife of Sir Thomas Lambart^knight ; Margaret, of Wil- 
liam Lodington; and Agnes, of Thomas Hagerfton, from whom is 
defcended the baronet’s family of that furname, now flouriihing/ 

Uncle to this lall-mentioned Gilbert, was Robert (before noticed), 
a younger fon of Sir Thomas Umfravil, by Joane his wife, daughter * 
of Adam de Rodam ; which Robert was a knight of the garter, and 
died S. P. the 1 5th of Henry VI. When by virtue of an entail, the 
caftle and manors of Herbotil and Otterburne, came to Walter, fon of 
Walter Talboys, fon of Eleanor, daughter of Elizabeth, filter and heir 
to Gilbert earl of Angus, who deceafed the 4th of Richard II. which 
Walter then, viz. 15th Henry VI. had livery of them, his homage 
being refpited. (Vid. Talboys.) 

y Of this family, a Sir Robert Umfravil is fa0 to have been vice-admiral of England, A. D. 

1410, and brought fuch plenty of prizes (in cloth, com, and other valuable commodities), from 
Scotland, that he got the by-name of “ Robin Mend-Market.” (J, Stow in Henry IV,)

This famous and very ancient family of Vavafoiy or Valvafor (as 
Mr. Camden writes), had their name from their office ; being formerly 
the king’s valvafors (a degree in thofe times little inferior to a baron), 
and had therefore generally the addition of Le, to their name. 

Of this family (which flouriflied for many ages in Yorkfliire), was 
Robert le Vavasour, high lheriff of the counties of Nottingham 
and Derby, for eight years fucceffively ; who married Julian, daughter 
of Thomas de Multon, and was fucceeded by William le Vava- 
sour, who had fummons to parliament as a baron of the realm, from 
the 38th Edward I. to the 6th Edward II. inclufive. 

Cotemporary with whom was alfo Walter de Vavasour, who 
was in the Scottish wars, and was alfo fummoned to parliament, the 
7th Edward II. but never after, npr any of this family.. 

From this account by Sir William Dugdale, the various printed 
Baronetages in their narration differ. Kimber fays, Robert lc Vava- 
four, temp. Henry III. married Julian, daughter of Gilbert de Rofs, 
of Steeton, in Yorkfliire ; and both he and Wotton make this Robert 
to have had iffue Sir John le Vavafour, knight, who had iffue Sir 
William, fummoned to parliament, from the^th Edward I. to the 
6th Edward II. who had iffue three fons, Robert, Henry, and Wil- 
liam. ‘Which Robert was fummoned to parliament, the 7th Ed- 
ward II. but died without iffue male, leaving only a daughter and 
heir, Elizabeth, wife to Sir Robert Strelly, of Nottingharafliire,

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knight ; and Henry was the dired anceftor of"Sir Thomas Vavafour, 
created a baronet 24th October, 1628. 

Of this family it was remarked, that in twenty-one defeents from , 
Sir Mauger le Vavafour, temp. William I. not one of them had ever 
married an heir, or ever buried their wives. 


WAHULL, or WODEHULL.

Walter de Flanders came in with the Conqueror, and at the 
time of the general furvey, amongft very many manors he then held 
in the counties of Bedford and Northampton, that of Wadehill, or 
Wahul, now Wodhull, or Odhull, in com. Bedf. was the head of his 
barony, anno 20th William Conq. Unto him fucceeded 

Walter, whofe fon, Simon de Wahull, was in the time of 
Henry I. or king Stephen; and by Sibyl his wife, had iflue two fons, 
Walter and Simon. 

Walter fucceeded in the barony ; and the 12th Henry II. certi- 
fied his knight’s fees de veteri feoffamento to be twenty-feven, and 
thofe de novo three. 

This Walter, by his wife Albreda, widow of Guy de St. Walery, had 
no ififuc ; but by Rofia, his fecond wife, had two fons, Simon and 
John ; and alfo two daughters. Simon, the eldeft fon, had two daugh- 
ters, Mary and Cicely, who were admitted into the convent of Godftow; 
and dying the 8th Richard I. John, his brother (as conjectured) was 
his heir, i. e. heir male. 

Which John departing this life the ift Henry III. Robert de Lille, 
and Rohefc his wife, and Robert de Baffingham, with Agnes his wife, 
afters to the faid Simon and John, gave £.200 to the king for their 
relief of that inheritance. 


But 
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But there waa yet remaining a younger male branch of this family, 
in the perfon of Saler de Wahull, ion of Simon, a younger brother 
to the laft-mentioned Walter, baron of Wahull. 

This Saier, by Alice 4 iis wife, had three fom; viz. Simon, who 
died iiTuelefs; Walter, and Michael; and.himfelf dying the 34th 
Henry III. was fucceeded by 

Walter, his fon, who married Helewyfe, daughter of Hugh de 
Vivon ; and had iifue John, his fon and heir. Which 

John being feifed of the manor of Wahul, or Wodhull, died the 
24th Edward I. leaving 

Thomas, his fon and heir, twenty-three years of age; who, the 
25th Edward I, was fummoned to parliament, but died the 32(1 of 
the fame king. Having iflue by Hawy (or Hawile), his wife, 
daughter of Henry Praers, efquire, 

John, his fon and heir, one year and feventeen weeks old. Yet 
neither he, nor his pofterity, although continuing, ever had the like 
fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm. 

This John, fon and heir of Thomas, baron of Wodhull, by Ifabel 
his wife, had iflue two fons, John and Nicholas ; and dying, circ. 10th 
Edward III. was fucceeded by 

John, his eldeft fon; who was father of another John, who alfo 
had iflue a fon, John. 

Which John had only two daughters, Elizabeth and Eleanor, who 
both died without iflue. Wherefore the faid 

Nicholas had the barony of Wodehull ; and marrying Margaret, 
daughter and heir to John Foxcote, efquire, had iflue two daughters ; 
Edith, married to Emefworth ; and Margaret, married to Simon 
Brown : atid alfo two fons, Thomas and Richard. On the death of 
Nicholas, the 12th Henry IV. he was fucceeded by his faid fon 

Thomas, who married Elizabeth, After and heir to Sir Thomas 
Chetwode, knight ; and had Thomas and William, his two fons; and 
dying the 9th Henry V. was fucceeded by the faid Thomas, his 
eldeft fon; who, by Ifabel, eldeft daughter of Sir William Truflel, of

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Elmefthorp, knight, had a daughter, Ifahel, married to Bowden ; and 
two fons, John and Thomas. Of which 

John was fucccflbr to his father; and by Jean, daughter to Henry 
Etwell, of London, had three daughters, Elizabeth, Anne, and Mary ; 
and four fons, Fulk, Thomas, William, and John; whereof 

Folk fucceeded ; and by Anne, daughter and heir of William 
Newman, of Thenford (by Margaret his wife, one of the daughters 
and coheirs of Thomas Lamport), had iflue three daughters ; Mary, 
married to Edw'ard Cope, of Towes, in com. Lincoln ; Jane, to Wil- 
liam Bellingham, of the fame co.; and Anne, to Richard Trefliam, of 
Newton, in com. Northampt.; and three fons, Nicholas, Thomas, 
and Lawrence, of Molington, in com. Warwick ; and dying the 44th 
of Henry VII. was fucceeded by 

Nicholas, his eldeft fon ; who married, firft, Mary, daughter to 
Richard Raleigh, of Farnborough, co. Warw. and had iffue Anthony 
and Joice ; fecondly, Elizabeth, daughter and coheir to Sir William 
Parr, knight, baron Parr of Horton ; by whom he had two daughters, 
Anne and Mary ;* and a fon, Fulk, who married Alice, daughter to 
William Coles, of Leegh, in com. Wigorn. progenitor to the Wod- 
hulls of Thenford (or Shenford). 

Anthony, on the death of his father, the 23d Henry VIII. was 
fourteen years of age, or more; and the 31ft Henry VIII. fuedout his 
livery, but died foon after; viz. 33d Henry VIII. leaving, by Anne 
his wife, daughter to Sir John Smith, Agnes Wodchull, his daughter 
and heir, who married, firft, Richard Chetwodc ; and, lecondly, Sir 
George Calverly, knight ; by whom (he had two fons, who died before 
her. She died the 1 8th Elizabeth, leaving Richard Chetwode (after- 
wards Sir Richard), her fon and heir ; who, temp. James I. preferred 
a claim to the barony of Wodhull, when his petition was referred to 
a committee of lords, who returned the following certificate ; viz. 

“ According to your Majefty’s direction, we have met and confi-

“ dered 
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“ dcrcd the petition of Sir Richard Chetwode, and find that the peti- 
“ tkm is true : and that before any ufual calling of barons by writs, 
“ his anceftors were barons in their own right, and were fummoned 
“ to fcrve the kings in their wars, with other barons ; and were alfo 
“ fummoned to parliament. And we conceive the difcontinuance 
“ to have rifcn from the lords of the honour dying at one year of age, 
“ and the troubles of the time enfuing : but Rill the title of baron was 
“ allowed in all the reigns by conveyances of their eftates, and by 
" pardon of alienation from the crown by the king’s own officers, 
** and £.9 per annum, being the ancient fee for the caftle guard of 
“ Rockingham, was conftantly paid, and is paid to this day : fo that 
" though there has been a difufc, yet the right fo fully appearing, 
“ which cannot die, we have not feen nor heard of any one fo much 
“ to be regarded in grace, and in confideration of fo many knights 
“ fees held from the very time of the conqueft, and by him held at 
" this day ; and a pedigree, both on the father and mother’s fide, 
“ proved by authentic records from the time of the Conqueror (which 
“ in fuch cafes are very rare), we hold him worthy the honour of a 
“ baron, if your Majefty thinks meet.

Howard. Nottingham.” 

It appears, however, that nothwithftanding this report, his majefty, 
James I. did not attend thereto ; yet offered Sir Richard a patent for 
the faid barony, which he thinking a derogation to his claim, declined 
to accept. 

The defeent of this family has been rather more fully given than 
others fimilarly circumftanced, as to having been fummoned to parlia- 
ment, and afterwards omitted, in order that the reader might be en- 
abled) to form an opinion of the nature and operation of a writ of 
fummons to parliament, and fee the fentiments of the then lords of 
parliament upon the fubjeft.

The Wakes are mentioned by Brompton, amongft the nobles and 
others who came over with the Conqueror ; but it is the opinion of 
fkilful antiquaries, that the Wake mentioned in the Roll of Battle 
Abbey, was one of thofe who, weary of Harold’s ufurpation, fled into 
Normandy to invite duke William into England, and came over with 
him. 

As to the firft rife of the name of Wake, it is obferved by Dr. Pa- 
trick, that Herewaldus, or Hewaldus, was furnamed de Wake, or 
le Wake. He was one of the braveft heroes of his age and country, 
whofe a&ions are celebrated by Ingulphus ; and was the laft who fub- 
mitted to the Conqueror. 

His daughter and heir was married to Hugh Evermur, whofe, grand 
daughter, Adelhidis (daughter of Richard de Rullos), was wedded to 
Baldwin Fitz-Gilbert, brother to Walter, the father of Gilbert de 
Gant, the firft earl of Lincoln of that family. By which Baldwin, fhe 
had a daughter, Emme, heir to him, and to the beforementioned Hc- 
rewald, as appears from an ancient charter of the abbey of Brunne. 

In the time of Henry I. fhe is mentioned to be the wife of Hugh 
le Wac ; and it is agreed fhe fettled her name upon her huiband. 
They left iflue Baldwin le Wac (fo called from his maternal grand- 
father, Baldwin Fitz-Gilbert). 

Which Baldwin was one of the barons at the coronation of king 
Richard I. and died the 3d of John, to whom fucceeded 

Baldwin, his fon, who married Agnes, daughter of William de 
Humet; and had with her the manor of Wichendon. Which Bald- 
win died the 8th John, leaving the faid Agnes his wife furviving, 
and 


Baldwin, 
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Baldwin, his fon and heir, who married Ifabel, the daughter of 
William de Briwer; and died the 15th John. 

Hugh, his fon, was his fucceflor, who married Joan, daughter and 
heir of Nicholas de Stutevil; and died temp. Henry III. leaving iflue 
Baldwin, his fon and heir. 

Which Baldwin was one of the rebel barons againft Henry III. 
but at length fubmitted to the king, and had his pardon. Dugdale 
fays, he married Hawife, daughter and coheir of Robert de Quinci; 
But Nicolfon and Burne, in their Hiftory of the Counties of Cumber- 
land and Weftmoreland, p. 464. Vol. II. aflert, he married Eleanor, 
daughter of Sir John Montgomery, and died the 1 oth Edward I. 
whofe fucceflor was 

John, his fon, who was fummoned to parliament as a baron of 
the realm, from the 23d to the 28th of Edward I. when he died; 
leaving John, his fon and heir, and Joane his wife furviving ; which 

John lived not long, fo that Thomas, hisfccond fon, became heir 
to the honour and eftatc, who married Blanch, daughter of Henry earl 
of Lancafter; and having been fummoned to parliament, from the 
t ith Edward II. to the 22d of Edward III. died the 3 ift of May, 23d 
Edward III. without iflue ; leaving Margaret, his filter, his heir, then 
widow of Edmund of Wodeftock, carl of Kent, whofe daughter, Joan, 
called the Fair Maid of Kent, was married to Edward the Black Prince, 
father of Richard II. 

A younger fon to the lafl: Baldwin lord Wake, was Hugh of Blyfc- 
worth, in the county of Northampton, who had iflue, by Joan his 
wife, daughter and coheir of John de Wolvcrton, (Vid. Wolverton), 
Thomas Wake, his fon and heir, who married Alice, daughter and 
coheir to Sir John Patefhul, of Bletfho, co. Bedford, knight; but 
neither he nor his pofterity were ever reckoned amongft the barons of 
the realm. 

Defcended from this family, alfo, was John Wake, efquire, created 
a baronet by Janies I. December 5th, 1621.

The 38th Henry III. Ralph de Wilinton was fheriff of Devon- 
(hlre, and governor of Exeter caftle. 

To whom fucceeded John, his fon and heir ; who, the nth Ed- 
ward I. obtained a grant from the king of the caftle of Keirkenny, in 
Wales, to himfclf, and Ralph, his brother in fee. The 15th Ed- 
ward II. this John was in the earl of Lancafter’s infurretftion, where- 
by he forfeited all his lands ; but king Edward III. reftored them to 
him again. 

Ralph, his fon, was his fucceflbr; who, the 16th Edward III. had 
fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, and in the 
22d Edward III. died without iflue ; leaving Reginald de Wilinton, 
his uncle, his next heir, then fifty years of age.

At the time of the general furvey, Walter Fitz-Other held divers 
manors in the counties of Southampton, Berks, Bucks, and Middlefex ; 
in which latter, Stanwcll became the principal feat of him and of his 
pofterity, until the time of Henry VIII. when they removed to Bordf- 
ley Abbey, in com. Wigorn, near which isfituate Hewel-Grange, now 
the refidence of their later defendants and reprefentatives, the Wind- 
sor Hickmans, earls of Plymouth. 

This Walter being warden of the foreft of Berkfhire, and caftel- 

lan 
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lan of Windfor, affumcd his furname from thence ; and had iffuc three 
fons, viz. William, Robert, and Gerald ; of which fons, Edmondfon 
and Dugdale make William to be the cldell ; but Lodge, in his Irifh 
Peerage (Vol. I. p. s), b aflerts Gerald to be the firft, Robert the fecond/ 
and William the youngeft. 

Be this ^natter, however, as it may, certain it is, that Gerald was 
anceftor to the family of Fitz-Gerald vifeount of Taplow, in England ; 
and marquis of Kildare, and duke of Lcinfter, in Ireland. And that 
Robert, the fecond fon, had the lordfhip of Eftane, in the county of 
Effex ; which Henry II. confirmed to William, his fon ; who leav- 
ing only one daughter, Ihe became the wife of Robert de Haftings, 
and her daughter, Delicia, was wife of Henry de Cornhill,* whofe 
only child and heir, Jane, being married to Sir Godfrey de Lovaine, 
was mother of Sir Matthew de Lovaine, who held the faid manor of 
Eftaines, by barony. (Vid. Lovaine, or Luvein.) 

William, the other fon, who alfo aflumed the furname of Winsor, 
from his father’s office, bore the family coat of arms with the Tinc- 
tures tranfpofed, and .the Field charged with 12 Crofslets, Or. 

To this William, Maud, the emprefs, ratified thofe grants which 
had been made to his anceftors, of the cuftody of Windfor caftlc, &c. 


b The feniority of thefe fons is much difputed. GeraUl, the elded, in the earl of Kildare's 
(now duke of Leinfter), being made the youngeft in the ptdigree of the earl of Kerry, and 
attefled by Seager, garter king at arms, who is followed by his lucre flora, Dugdale^ml Anftis, 
for which they affirm, " That the appellation of Fitz- Walter was given to this Gerald, becaufe 
he was a younger fon.” But, fays Lodge, Vol. I. p. 2, 4 ‘ It deferves an Inquiry, how the 
,r confequence of his being a younger fon can be drawn from his having the appellation of 
" Fitz«Walter? The cuftom of that age (he proceeds to fay), warrants the affirmation of the 
“ contrary $ and that the eldeft fort, efpecially, aflumed for his furname the Chriftian name of 
" his father, with the addition of Fitz, &c. And this continued in ufe until fufnames came 
lf to be fixed, circ. temp. Edward I, and among many families till long after that time. Younger

But William, a younger brother to Walter, it fe<;ms, was lord of 
the barony of Stan well, from whom defeended Richard de Windfor, 
who died in 1367, leaving by Julian, daughter and coheir of James 
Molynes, of the county of Southampton, two fons ; whereof Sir 
James, the eldeft, was anceftor of the lords Windfor and Montjoy. 
And Sir William Windfor, the fecond fon, figoalized himfelf in the 
wars of France, temp. Edward III. and Richard II. and in May, 
1386, accompanied John duke of Lancafter from Briftol into Spain; 
when the army was difablcd from acting by ficknefs, which raged to 
fuch a degree, that there is faid to have died twelve lords, eighty 
knights, two hundred efquires, and very many private foldicrs. 

As a reward of his fervices, he had a grant of divers lands in tail, 
and fummons to parliament among# the barons of the realm, the 5th, 
6th, and 7th Richard II. but not after. His wife was the famous 
Alice Perers, the reputed concubine of Edward III. in his dotage. But 
he deceafed, according to Edmondfon, in 1383, without ilfue male. 

In Dugdale’s Index to his Lifts of Summons to Parliament, the 
name of this William de Windfor is omitted ; but in the body of the 
Summons, the fame is included in the years beforementioned. 


d Dugdale relates, that Ralph de Hofdeng paying a fine of 240 matks, had livery of a moiety 
of the lands of Walter dc Windfor, but he makes no mention how he became entitled to the 
faid moiety; afferting, that Chriftian was the daughter and heir of the faid Walter. It, how- 
ever, appears, that Walter left two daughters, his coheirs; whereof Chriftian, the one, married 
Duncan de Lafcelles; and Gunnora, the other, was wife of the fame Ralph de Hofdeng.

APPENDIX. 


On the comparing of Dugdale’s Baronage, with his Lifts of Summons 
to Parliament, it will be fecn, that in the latter are contained the 
names of many perfons who had fummons thereto, of whom no men- 
tion is made in the former celebrated work. Wherefore, to furnifh 
as ample an account as poftible of the ancient baronage of this king- 
dom, the complete index of thofe who ever had fummons to parlia- 
ment to Dugdale’s time, is hereto annexed; by which the reader will 
have combined in one work, the perfect fubftance of the contents of 
two of the moft valuable publications of that much efteemed 
author. 

Sir William, in his Lifts of Summons, prefaces the fame with the 
copy of that writ of fummons which was iiTued by the rebel barons 
in the king’s name, when they held their parliament, the 49th of 
Henry III. which he alTerts is the earlieft writ of fummons to parlia- 
ment upon record. 

On confulting, however, of that ver/eminent antiquary, Selden, we 
find (p. 708), that whereas in the reigns of the feveral monarchs pre- 
vious to king John, every tenant in chief was indifferently an hono- 
rary or parliamentary baron, by reafon of his tenure, or lands held, 
which made his barony; about the latter end of king John, fome 
only that were the moft eminent of thofe tenants in chief, fometimes 
ftyled, “ Majores Regni Barones,"’ were fummoned to parliament, by 
feveral writs directed to them ; and the reft that held in chief, were 
fummoned alfo, not by feveral writs, but by one general

given by the iherifts in their feveral counties. And according to this 
form, there is upon record a writ of fummons to parliament, of the 
26 th of Henry III.* whereof Selden gives the following copy:
